It is proper to explain, that the Lunar Eclipses, t'.e Phases of the 
Moon, the rising and setting of the Sun, with the length of the Day 
and Night, the Time of High Water, the Moon’s Meridian Passage, 
and the rising and setting of the Moon, are all calculated for mean 


Solar Time, or that shewn by a true clock at Bombay. 


Those who may wish to avail themselves of the columns of the 
Sun’s rising and setting, for the purpose of rectifying a clock or a 
Watch, should observe, that at the time given in the Almanac (which 
is that when the Sun's centre is really on the Horizon) either at rising 
or setting, the upper or lower limb of the Sun will appearto be at 
Jeast the Sun’s diameter above the edge of the water ; the Watch, &ca. 
should, therefore, be set to the time as shewn in the Almanac, when 
this appearance is seen at sun-rise or sun-set, when it will shew the 


true Mean time at Bombay. 


The Sun's Right Ascension in Time, Declination, and the Equar 
tion of time, are adapted to apparent Nuon, or the instant when the 


Sun's centre is on the Merician of Greenwich. 


The Moon's Age may be used to ascertain with greater accuracy, 
the exact Hindoo Lunar Day of the Month, when oceasion may re- 


quire.

INTRODUCTION. 


. The only explanation which is conceived necessary, to render the 
scheme of the following Calendar fully understood, is that the Chris- 
tian months indicated at the top of each page, divide the Native 
months as they appear, represented in the space below allotted to 
their names ; January, for example, partakes of the Hindoo months 
Marroo, Poush and Magh ; Guzerat, Duxun, and Concan ; Marga- 
hirsh and Poush; and Malabar, Dhanuh and Magaram ; the Parsee 
months Russmee, Teer, and Amoordad ; Kudmee, Amoordad and 
Sharaver ; and the date of Nowroz 126 to 156 ; and the Mahomedan 
months Zilhuz and Mohorrum. 


From the columns is to be collected that the Ist of January cor- 
responds with the 8th of Poush Vud, Marroo ; and the 8th of Mar- 
gashirsh Vad, Guzerat, Duxun, _ and Concan; and the 20th of 
Dhanuh Malabar; the Gth of Teer Russmee ; the 6th of Amoor- 
dad, Khudmee, and the 126th day of Nowroz or Khudmee 3 and the 
2)st of Zilhuz Mahomedan ; and so throughout the year. 


There are at present two branches of the Parsees, who differ one 
month in the year from each other ; those that forward one month 
in their year are styted Kudmees, and the rest Russmees, The pre- 
sent scheme embraces the Parsee Era of Yezdezerd, commonly 
styled Kudmee or Dureeayce Nowroz, or sca-reckoning, the same 
being made use of in all nautical calculations among the Asiatic 
Mariners, the new year of which always commences on the Ist day 
of Ferverdeen. The Kudmees reckon the new year and the Duree- 
ayee Nowroz to fall on the 29th of August, one month earlier 
than the commencement of the Russmees’ New year. It also em- 
braces the Parsee Kra of Yezdezerd, commonly called Russmee, 
the new year of which generally begins on the Ist day of Furver- 
deen. The Russmees compute the New year to commence from 


the 28th of September, a month later than the commencement of the 
Kudmee New year. 


It may here be observed that the Hindoo Lunar months invarj- 
ably consist of 30 Tithecs, or Lunar days; and the whole month is 
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divided into two cqual parts, of 15 Tithees each: the one called 
Shookla Puksh, or Shood; the bright half or increase of the Moon : the 
other, the Krishna Paksh, or Vud, the dark half, or decrease of the 
Moon. ‘The Lunar month begins on the western side of India, and 
south of the Nerbudda river, with the firet-day of the Shookla Puksh 
(Shood prutipuda) or bright half of the Moon. At Benares, Oojein, 
and the countries north of the Nerbudda, the lanar month begins with 
the first day of theKrishna Poksh, (Vud Prutipuda) ot dark half of the 
Moon.—The first is designated the Shookladee mode of reckoning : 
and the latter, the Krishnadee.—The lunar year begins with the first 
day of the Shookla Paksh, or bright half of the Moon in Chytur, both 
north and south of the Nerbudda, in every country in India: but as the 
dark half of the Moon precedes the other, or Shookla Puksh, at 
Benares, the half lunar month of ‘Chytur is taken from the last lunar 
month of the year preceding, and considered to belong to it. 


It has been already stated the lunar month invariably consists of 
30 Tithees, or lunar days, butit has been customary with all Eastern 
nations, in order to regulate their fasts and Festivals, to drop certain 
lunar days, and to reckon others twice, to make up the deficiency 5° 
the first of these are termed by the Hindoos, Kshuvu Tithees, (pe- 
rishable days) andthe days repeated twice are called Vridh Tithees, 
(additional days). The rule of these is exceedingly simple. Those Iu- 
nar days on which the sun does not rise,- (Soorvoduyu nuheen) are 
struck out, these ia which it rises twice. are vridh, or additional ; 
and it is obvious that such circumstances will occur about 6 times 


in the course of the lunar year. 


The first day of Mohurrum, or the commencement of the year,

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(A.) Mucxor Sunxrant.—On this day the Sun enters the sign” Mukur,’ pas 
or Capricorn, 


(B.) Wosont Puncttamue.—Seems to have been instituted in honor of 
the Spring, which season is personified under the name of Wausunta, who ia 
fabled as attending on Kama, or the God of Love. 

(C.) Rurasuprumee.—Is dedicated to the worship of the Sun. This 
day is the beginning of tlie Munwuntura, or period embracing the r eign of a 
Munoo, of which 14 govern in succession during the different ages of the 
world. he present age is under the dominion of the 7th Munoo—and at 
the commencement of this | period a new sun is supposed to a mounted 
his Chariot. 


(D.) Swewratage.—A fast day in honour of Shiva, during which the 
Lingua, or Bacchic phallus is worshipped. Onthis night a hunter is said to 
have unwittingly propitiated the God when remaining awake all night looking 
out for his prey by accidentally shaking down the leaves of a Bilwa tree, in 
which he had taken his station, on the aforesaid emblem of production, which 
was lying concealed beneath., ‘ 

(E.) Hones (Sansceait HoLixa on Piarcursuva.) This festival, called 
also Dotuvatra, or the swinging festival, is supposed by Sir W. Joues to relate 
to the vernal equinox, awd to besimilar to the Persian Nowroz. It coma 
mences 15 days. befure the fall Moon, on which the Ceremonies are terminated, 
and is held in honor of Kriskna. In the freedom ‘with which the lower clas- 
8e8 now behave towards their superiors, this festival resembles the Roman 
Saturnalia ;.and.in the sending people on bootless errands, it corresponds with 
our lep of April; Red powders are. daubed upon the image of the God and 
thrown and squirted by his worshippers on each other, while females are sa- 
lnted by exclamations and jests.of no very chaste description. The wheaten 
cake which is placed on the pile lighted at the close of the festival is called 
Pollee, and the right of Grat offering it in.a village is considered as.an honorary 
Privilege. 

(F.) Raw Nowuer.—On this day Ramchandru, iis 4th incarnation of 
Vishnoo, who was bora at Avodhya, or Oude, about B.C. 1600. 

-Bama is supposed to be the same as the Grecian Dionysius or Bacchus, and 
the object of the incarnation was to effect the destruction of Bawun the tea 
headed tyrant of Tunka or Ceylon, which was at last done with the assistance 
of Hanooman, the Chief of the Monkey tribe. : 

(G.) Vow Savrraze (Savirres Vautom),—A fast observed by women at 
the root of the Indian fig tree, to preserve them from Widow-hood. 

(H.) Aswapy Exapussez.—Is the 11th of the light half of the month 
Askad, and is dedicated to Vishnoo. On this day, which refers tothe sum- 
mer solstice, commences the night of the Gods, during which the deity re« 
Pores for four months on the serpent Seshu, 
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(L.) Nag Pononames.—eIs sacred to the Demigods in the form of Ser« 
peante.—Ceremonies are performed on this day to ensure protection against 
the bites of snakes, The Serpent -Kalike slain by Krishnu, is worshipped at 
this festival, as was Python at Delphi. 

(K.) Suzawan Nanurun.—(Or Narute Poornima.)—On this day the 
rainy season is considered to be at an end, anda Cocoanut ie offered up to 
the sea to gain ite favour towards those who now begin to trust themselves 
to its mercy. 

(L.) Junma Usutumen.—(Junmaasutumer.) —Insfituted in commemora- 
tion of the birth of Khrishnu, which took place at midnight in the City of Ma- 
thoora, Khrisnu, who in many respects agrees with the Grecian Apollo, was 
the eighth incarnation of Vishnoo, in which according to a large sect of Hin- 
doos was manifested a greater portion of divinity, than in any of the Preceding 
ones. His Uncle Kouwsu who, it was predicted would be slain by one of his 
own family, endeavoured to ensure the destruction of the ivfant God by plac- 
ing guards over his pregnant sister, but the child was Preserved from this 
and other attempts of his relations, who subsequently gave directions for the 
slaughtering of all newly-born infants. 

(M.) Pirnorse Aumawasyu.—A. ceremony observed at the New Moon 
ofthe month Shrawun, at which the 64 voginees, or female attendants of the 
Goddess Doorga, are worshipped—particularly it is said by Women, with the 
hope of obtaining issue. 


(N.) Gunes CuourH.—(on CuutHoortites.)—On this day was born 
Gunputtee, or Gunesh, who is considered as the God of Prudence, and in- 
voked like Janus at the commencement of all undertakings. The Menner of 
hia birth is differently toldu—one story relates, that as the God Kartikeyu was 
created by Shiva.without connubial assistance, in like manoer Gunputtee, was 
formed by his consort Parvuétee from the turmeric and oil “scraped off from 
her own body while bathing. ‘The lossof his human bead, and the substitu. 
tion of that of a female Elephant with one tutk, is also variously explained. 
By some, his head is said to have been cut off by Shiva when he endeavouréd 
to prevent the God from entering the chamber of Parvuttee when perforiae 
ing her ablations as above. According to other accounts, it was reduced to 
ashes by a glimpse from the eyes of Shunce or Saturn, when all the Gods went 
to look at the newly born child, and its place supplied by that of the animal 
first found, which happened to be an Elephant. Clay images of the Deity 
are formed, and after having been worshipped for 9 or 10 days, are thrown 
intothe water: The Chinchor Chinchoud (properly Deo,) who resides at the 
village of that name near Puona, is supposed to be an incarnation: of this God, 
who granted toa holy Gosaee n, who had won his favor, that the divinity 
should be continued. in his family for 7 generations, and though the present 
one hae exceeded that limit, the miracle is Perpetuated by the Brahmins, for 
obvious reasons of self-interest. 
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(0.) Ruane Puncuamer.—Observed: in Honor of the 7 Rushees or sages, 
who are supposed to be the seven bright stars in the Great Bear. 

(P.) Gowazs.—One of the names of the Goddess Parvuttee.—Cakes are 
made in the ehape of pebbles,. and eaten at night time.. 

(Q.) Wamon Dwanastus.—Lnstituted in. commemoration of the 5th 
incarnation of Viahnoo in the shape ofa Dwarf, to prevent Rullee from ob- 
taining dominion over the three worlds, through the effects of bis religious, 
austerities. Bullee promised the Dwarf at his own request to grant him as 
much land as he could comprise at three steps. Onthe ratification of this 
promise the fisst tsvo strides of the incarnate deity embraced the Heaven and 
the Earth, there being now no place for him to put down bis foot for the thiid 
time, Bullee magnanimously told him to put iton his head, which the Dwarf 
having done crushed him down to Patala, the dominion of which was conceded 
to the ambitious monarch. 

(B.) Pitav Puxsu.—The dark half of the month Bhadrapud, and sacred" 
to the Pitris, or progenitors of mankind, to whose beaven the souls of the 
deceased ascend after the Celebration of funeral rites, which is particularly 
proper during that seaeon. 

(S.) Dasagana,—This festiva), called Doorga Pooja, or Durgotsuva, is 
supposed to relate to the autumnal equinox. On this day, in commemoration 
of the victory of Dewee, the wife of Shiva, over the monster Maheeshasoorw, 
her images, after having been worshipped: for nine days, are thrown into the 
water. G 

On this day also Ramu marched against Rawanue, on which: account the 
Mabrattas seem to have selected it as a proper period for commenting their 
plundering excarsione. : 

(T.) Diwautes.—(from Depawulf, Sunecrit signifying a'row of lamps) 
celebrated in honor of the goddess Kalee, or Bhuwanee, who- was formeily 
propitiated by human sacrifices, und of Vishnoo’s victory over the. demon 
Tareekee. é 

The feetivat however seems to be more peculiarly consecrated to Lukhemee. 
or the goddess of prosperity. The first day (Ushwin wadh) is termed Dho- 
nootruyadushee, and Sowkars now count thei¢ stores and ‘perform Pooja to 
their wealth. On the Umawasya, or new moon, they begin a freth account 
and Pooja is aguin performed before the old and new books. The festival 
Tusts altogether five days. 

(U.) Kartik Exapuanes.—Is the eleventh day (in some years the four- 
teenth) of the light half of the month Kartik, and is celebrated in honor af 
Vishaoo. On thieday the Ged is supposed to rise from his slumber of four 
months, afable which has reference to the eua. at the winter solstice. 

(V.) Kaatix Poonnista. Is the fall moon of the month Kartik. On the 
fifteenth of this month, as well as of Msgh, Ashad, and Vaishak, each of which 
day is called “ Danumazarya Kurn’'—gifts to Brahmins are considered iu- 
dispensubly necessary. Shiva also is said to have gained his victory at thie 
season over the monster Tripoorasoora.” 
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BIRTH CEREMONIES. 

Different ceremonies are prescribed by the Shasters to be observed at the 
period of conception and the different stages of pregnancy. “ Jatkurm’’ ia to 
be performed at the birth of the infant, and consists in giving ita-drop of: 
honey out of a golden spoon before dividing the navel string.’ Other rites 
are to be observed on naming the child, twelve days after birth.—On bringing 
him outside the house when three months old—on feeding him with the haod 
at six months—and, ifa male, on shaving his head at the age of three years. 

MARRIAGE CEREMONIES. 

. Among Brahmins the male may be married at any time after the * Moonj,* 
or investiture with the sacred thread, which is done within the age of eight 
years, and among other castes at any age. 

The female should not be ten years old, and her age less than that cf her 
hueband ; andshe should be married before the appearance of the signs of pu- 
berty. api 
The Shastrees mention eight kinds of marriage, but one only is observed by 
the higher castes, named Bruhma, when the charges are severally incurred by 
the fathers of the parties. : 

The principal marriage ceremonies among Brahmins are the “Lugunputrika,” 
or writing by the Joshee or Astrologer of the names of the purties, and the 
day and hour at which the wedding is to take place. The “Suptupudce,’”’ or 
walking round a fire three times, at each time seven steps, and tying together 
the garments of the parties ; and the horn or burnt offering, after which tke 
contract is indissoluble, The gi:l is given away by her father in his own 
house, in which it is usual for her to remain till the appearance of the signs of 
puberty, after which she proceeds to the residence of ber father-in-law, where 
her husband also resides, or to that of the latter should it be otherwise. 

Particular months and junctions of the planets are prescriled for the cele- 
bration of marriages, and different castes, as also the same caste ia different 
countries, have theic peculiar ceremonies, which are too various to be des- 
cribed here. 

The “ Phylshobun,” is the performance of certain ceremonies on the ocs 
currence of the first menstruous symptoms. i 

DEATH CEREMONIES. ? , 

On the death of a man, the performance of his funeral obsequies, (Kriyas) 
and of the monthly and anoual purificatory ceremonies devolves on his heir- 
The principal times for performing ‘“Shradh,’”’ are eleven days alter death; 
secondly every month; and thirdly, on the anniversary of death. 

Brahmins are unclean for ten days after the death of a relation, —the mili- 
tary class for twelve,—the mereantile for fifteeo,—and Shoodras for thirty. 

Among the Hindoos generally, the body of the deceased is burnt, but that 
of an infant under two years af age is buried. The “ Shradh” consista in 
the offering of rice, flowers, water, &c. to the deceased and to the manea, 
in order to enable his soul to ascend to the heaven of the Pitris or great 
progenitors of the human race, 
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RUMZAUN. 

(A. A.) This Mahomedan fast commences each day throughout the 
month of this name when the first streak of light borders the Eastern Horizon, 
and continues until the starsare clearly discerned in the heavens. During 
the whole period not the slighest particle of food, not. one single drop of 
water, nor avy other liquid, passes the lips from the dawn till the appearance 
of the stars in the evening. Each day during the fast is passed in occasional 
prayer, besides the usual Namauz, and iu reading the Khoran, or the lives 
of the Prophets. 

The fast is first broken bya a cooling draught called Tundhie, the same 
which is used in fevers. It is composed of the seeds of lettuce, cucumber, 
and melon, with coriander, all well pounded, and afterwards diluted with cold 
water ; rose water, fugar, syrup of pomegranate, and kurat are algo added : 
the whole preparation is made in the Zeenanah and then drank by basins 
full by all true Rozedhaurs. Plain boiled rice, with dhie (sour-curd) and 
suger, forms the first moruing’s repast of the Eed: dried dates are eaten 
with it ia remembrance of the Prophets family, whose greatest luxury was 
supposed to be the dates of Arabia. : 

The conclusion of the month Rumzaun is celebrated as an Eed, or festival, 
and ishailed with great rejoicing and merriment as a sort of reward for 
their severe abstinence. In every house the same dainties are provided, every 
amusement that can be thought of is indulged in, the Nautch-women inthe 
apartments of the Gentlemen, and the Domenee in those of the Ladies, are in 
great request; the Zeenanahs ring with festive songs; and all is life, joy, 
cheerfulness and cordiality, on this Jast day of Ramzaun, when the lady of the 
mansion sits in state to.receive nuzzers from inferiors, and grants proofs of her 
favor to others. | i 

BUCKRA EED. | ; : 

(B. B.) The followers of Mahomet claim to be the descendants of Abra- 
ham through his son Ishmael, who they aver was chosen as the offering to 
the Almighty, and not Isaac; thus differing from the belief of the Jews and 
Christians, and supporting their assertion by traditions which they deem 

conclusive evidence ou the subject, in oppositivua to the authority of the 
Bible. 

The offering thus rade to heaven is ‘annually commemorated by the sacri. 
fice of particular animals, such as Camels, Sheep, Goats, Kids, or Lambs, ac- 
cording to each persons means, andanswers the double purpose of honouring 

the memory of Abrabam aod Ishmael, and also assisting in a time of great 
need. The followers of Mahomet believe that the entrance to Paradise is 
guarded by a brid ge made of o scythe, or some such equally sharp instrument 
affording as precarious and unstable a footing.—To enable them therefore, 
to pass without. danger, they believe that the number of animals they liave 
sacrificed at the feast of. Buckra Eed will be present to lend thoir aid to 
help them over in safety. The ceremony of the procession of the Buckra 
_Ecd is like most native festivals a mere fantastic display of pomp and -idle 
ebow, without any order or discipline, in which o variety of musical instruments 
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make hopeless attempts to vie with theDuokat, the Kettle drum and Tram- 
pet.—Phe great man of the party is surrounded with some 40 or 50 Mersy- 
Andrews, who brandish theie tulwars in the air as they pass along. 


MOHURRUM. 


(C.C.} A-celebrated mourning festival, held annuslly ia remembrance of 
the Gret martyrs of the Mussulmans, Hassan and: Hossein, the two sons of 
Fatima and Ali, from whom the whole race of the Syuds have generated. 
Hartson was'poisoned by an emissary of the usurping Calipba, and Hossein, 
the last victim of the decendants of the Prophets family to the King Yu- 
zeed’s fury, suffered a cruel death, after the most severe trials, on: the plain of 
Kerbulla, on the tenth day of the Arabian month Moburram 3 the annivers 
sary of which catastrophe is solemnized with the most devoted zeal.—Has- 
san and Hossein were, as ubove stated, the two sons of Ali, by hie coasin Fa. 
tima, the daughter of Mahomed, and after the murder of their father by the 
contrivances of the Calipha, they with their families, removed’ from Shawn, the 
capital, to Medina. After residing there for several years the people of Shawn 
being tired of king Yuzeed’s tyrannical rule, invited Hossein to return to the 
capital and take up his lawful right as Emaum (Leader of the faitlifal.) Bee 
fore accepting this invitation Hossein sent Mostem, his cousin asa metsenger 
to report the true s'ate of affnirs to him, but on his arrival with his two Sons 
at Shawn, he was seized by order of King Yuzeed and cast from a precipice, 
and his two innocent sons were barbarously murdered for the sake of the re- 
ward offered for their heads. Tnis forms the subject of the ten days bewail» 
ing during the Mobarrum. The Mahommedans are divided into two distinct 
sects, called the Sheahs andthe Svuonies. The former believe Ali and his des- 
cendante to be the lawful leaders after Mahomed, and the latter are persoad- 
ed that the Caliphas, as Aboubuker, Omer, etca., are the onty leaders to be 
accredited:—hence quarrels, animorities and dislikes are hoarded up, to be aven-. 
ged during the Mohurrum. The Festival begins on the first day of the moon 
(Mohurrum).—Taziae, (a term signifying grief and applied to a representation 
of the Mausvleum erected over the remains of Hassan and Hoseein at Ker- 
bulla) made of ivory, ebony, sandal wood, cedar, and some wrought in 
silver filigree, and indeed of every variety of material from pure silver to bam-= 
boo and paper, according to the rank and wealth of the party, are exhibited ia 
every direction and conveyed in procession through the streets. Mourning as- 
semblies are held morning and evening in the E:naum Barrahs during the 
Moborram, and the head Maulvee recites a subject fur each day's servire froma . 
the Dhie Mudgellu, descriptive of the life and sufferings of Hassan and Hossein.’ 
The Murteeat, a poeticul composition of great werit embracing all the subjecrs 
they meet to commemorate, is chanted with great effect, the names of their law- 
ful leaders are recounted with blessings and that of their usurpere the Caliphas 
with curees. The seventh night, called the night of Mayndhu, is reserved for 
the representation of the marriage ceremony of Kassim the sonof Hassan with 
his cousin Suckeena Koobraah, tho favourite daughter of Hossein; then comes 
the procession of Dhu'l Dhull, the na-ne of Hussein's ho-se killed at Kerbullah, 
beautifully caparisoned ; and finally the ‘Vazias are depovited with funeral rites 
in the public burial grounds when the Mchurrum ceases till the returo of anos 
ther year, . 
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THE COMPANION TO THE CALENDAR. 


DIVISIONS OF TIME. 


The divisions of time, such as they are presented in the Calendar, are composed of days’ 
weeks, months, and years, The modes of deternining these divisions have been various 
amongst the nations of antiquity, and there are still variations iu these modes in the modern 
world. 

The manuer of reckoning the pays by the ancient Jews, and which subsists amongst that 
pecple at the present time, is, to commence the day ata certain hour of the et ening, and to 
finish it on the vextevening at the same hour, Thur their Sabbath begins on the afternoon of 
Friday, and is completed on theafternoon of Saturday. The Roman Catholic Church also 
commences its festivals in the evening; and this custom is retained amongst Protestants iu sume 
of their popular observances, such as the eve of St. Jobn, and Christmas eve. 

The civil day now commences at 12o’clock at midnight, and lasts till the same hour ofthe 
following night. The civil day is distinguished from the astronomicn! day, which begins at 
noun, and is counted up to 24 hour, terminating at the succeeding noon. This mode of 
vechuning the day is that ased in the Nautical Almanac, and it sometimes leads to mistakex 
with persons uot familiar with this manner of computation:a little consideration will obviste 
the difficulty, Thus, January 10, fifteen hours in astronomical time, is January 11, 3 in the 
morning, civil time. In France and most of the states of Europe, as with us, the huurs are 
counted up te 12, from midnight till noon, and from noon till midnight. In parts of Italy, 
and of Germany, the day is held to commence about sun-set, and the hours are counted on 
till the next sun-set. ‘This mode is very inconvenient to travellers, ax the noou of the “ Italian 
hours” at the summer solstice is 16 o'clock, and 19 o'clock at the winter solstice. 

‘the division of the day among Mahommedans is chiefly subservient to the stated times 
of perforiming their devotions, and is not generally very accurete, They begin their sc- 
e-unt at sunset, reckoning twelve hours from th-nece to sunrise, whether the vight be 
Tong of short; from sunrise to sunset they also reckon twelve hous, and consequently a’ 
Bieh' hour is longer in the winter thi in hour of the day, and suinmer the Lours of 
the day ure longer than those of the night. At the equinoxes alone, all the hours ate of 
equal length, and then they coincide with there adop'ed by us, in commencement and dura 
tion, differing, of course, 6 hours in enameration, so that our six o'clock is their twelve 
our seven is their one, &c. At other periods of the yeat, ®h0o, \heir six o'clock coincides 
with our twelve, but every other hour differs mora or less from ours, The time of sunrise. 
and, consequently. the length of the day, being known, the length of each hour will ber 
easily found by division, and the period of any given bour determined. ‘Thus, if the sun 
Tise at 7 o'clock, the length of the day will be ten ours (of 60 rirutes each) and that of, 
each hour 50 minutes. One o'clock, Mahowmedan reckoning, will then be et 50 minutes 
after 7, two o'clock 40 minutes efter eight, and three o’cluek will be half pxst nine, and so 
onofthe others. When the sun rises at five o'clock the three first hours. of the day will be 
completed severally at 10 minutes after six, twenty minutes after seven, and half past eight. 
In every case six o'clock arrives exactly at midday, ‘i 

The Chinese division of the day is as simple as our own, and not much unlike it. The 
Chi: ese begin the day an hour befure widnight, and divide the twenty-four hours into 
twelve pxrts of two hours each, Instead of nuwbering their hous as we du, they give a 
different name to exeh period of two hours; the names and corresponding time, according 
tr our mode, are as fullows :—

The word Keaon is added when the first hour of each period is intended, and Ching for the 
last. Thus, Keaou tyze is [lat night, and Ching tsze 12 at night; Keaou Chow I in the 
Morning, Ching Chow 2,&c. &e.

‘The Hindoos divide the day into four watches, and the night into the same number ; the day 
being considered to extend from son-rise to sun-set. The watches are again divided, into 
ghurees, which are 24. minutes each in length. Asin the summer the deys are longer than 
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the nights, each day-watch will then be longer than any watch of the night, though from the 
necessity of each watch comprising an exact number of ghurees, there will generally be the. 
difference of I ghuree between two watches ofthe same day. There is much variation in this 
Fespect, and although, in the latitude of India, the difference is uot so great as it would be in 
acountry more towards the north, it is still so inconvenient that the natives of India rarely 
understaud their own method of dividing the day, and readily adopt the English mode when 
they are in the neighbourhood of our settlements. 

In order to explain the mode of subdividing the watches, we shall detail the correspondence 
of ghurees with our hours in March and September, when the days and nights are equal, and 
when, in consequence, more regularity may be expected than at other seasons. It must be 
remembered that a ghuree contains 24 minutes, and that 60 ghurees make up the 24 hours; 
30 ghurees, therefore, make up the time between sunrise and sunset at this season. 1f these 30 
ghurees were equally divided between the four watches, giving 7 ghurees aud ahalf to each 
watch, their correspondence with our hours would be easily made ; but asthe Hindoo practice 
iw never to divideaghuree between two watches, but to continue every watch until the last 
ghuree is completed (with one exception) the watches will be of unequal length : the first and 
last watches will be of 8 ghurees, and the second and third of 7 ghurees each. 

At 6oclock, the first ghuree begins with the rising sun, and is completed at 24 minutes after 
6; the second ghuree strikes at 48 minutes after 6; the third at 12 minutes after 7, and so in 
succession until the end of the first watch, at 12 minutes after 9, At 36 minutes after 9, one 
ghuree strikes again, and the same detui! coutinues until midday, when the sec»nd watch ends. 
‘fhe third watch ends at 48 minutes after 2, and the fourth at 6 o'clock, or sunset. The same 
succession continues during the night. 

Inthe sammer, when the sun rises about 12 minutes after five, and eeta at 48 after 
fi, theday is 34 gharees in length, and the night only 26. In this case the first watch of 
the day contains9 ghurees, the second and third 8 each, and the fourth nine. In the 
night the four watches will contsin, respectively, 7, 6,6, and 7 ghurees. 1n winter, of 
course the contrary errangemeut takes place, the day consisting of 26 ghurees, and the 
night 34 : circumstances being the same in other respects. Io the intermediate srasons the 
watcheewill contain, 6, 7,8, or 9ghurees each, according to the length of the day ; arranging 
them so thateach watch may contain an equal number of ghurees, if possible ; 'f there be 
one ghuree in excess, it is to be added to the first watch ; if two, to the first and last; and 
if three, to the first, second, and last. The last ghuree of the day will occasionally be 
lengthened or shortened, in order to finish the day with suoset, and the last of the night 
altered in the same way, that the dey may begin at sunrise. 

With such a variable system as the sbove, it is evident that no clocks could be made to 
i ut a mode of denoting time has been adopted by the Hindoos, which is not 
without ingenuity. They provide a thin metal cup, through the bottom of which a smalt 
bole is drilled ; this cap swims on the surface ofe vessel of water, until the water running 
gradually through the bole, fills the cup, which then sinks. The hole is made of sucha 
size, that the water rising sinks it in 24 minutes. A sort of gong, or shellow bell-metal 
pan, called aghareeal, is hung up near the vessel, to be struck st the expiration of each 
» which 's known oy the sinking of the cup. A man, who is employed to watch 
inking of the cup, and to strike on the bell, is called 2 ghureealee. For the completa 
establishment ofa ghuree, six or eight servants are necessary, who keep watch in turns. 
Suoh an expense can, of course, be afforded only by the wealthy ; but the sound or s goog 
ie usually loud enough for a whole village, and serves the purpose of a church clock. 

Wo shall explain the operations of the ghureealee through the twelve hows of an equi- 
pozinl day; and the process of striking thoughout the year will be easily understood from 
this detail. At six o’clock in the morning, as soon as the sun appeers on the horizon, a 
little cup is put on the anrface of the water; when it sinks, which will be at 24 minutes 
after 6, the time is called, but not strack, 1 ghuree. This ghuree, is considered sacred 
to the emperor, and his ghurgealee alone, has the privilege of striking it ith thie excep- 
tion the first ghuree is passed in silence throughout Hivdoostan. At the seeond ghuree, 
two blows arestruck, atthe third 3, and so tothe end ofthe watch when 8 blows are 
struck for the eighth ghuree of the watch; then eight to show that 8 ghureos of the day 
are passed; and after an interval of a second or two, one loud blow is struck to shew 
the end of the first watch, The same process ie repeated to the end efthe second wateb, 
except that the first ghuree is not past in silence thet at the end of the watch, which 
consists of 7 gharees, afterstrikiug the seven blows, fifteen more are sounded, to show that fif- 
teen gharees are elapsed from sunrise, and then two loud blows to shew the end of the se. 
eond watch. At the end of the third watch, seven blows are atruck for the 7 ghurees of the 
watch, twenty-two for the ghurees of the dsy, and three loud strokes for the third watch. 
‘At sunset, efter the eighth stroke for the eight ghurees, thirty are sounded to show that 30 
ghorees are passed s nce sunrise, and four loud ones for the cowpletion of the fourth watch. 
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As the fourth watch is never struck’until sunset, the last ghuree will increase with the 
lengthening days, until in April, it would be equal in length to two gharees, and the whole 
watch would coatain 9 ghurees. To avoid eo longa watch, one ghuree is addedto the 
second watch, which before contained only 7 ghurees, and the last watch is reduced to its 
former length. In May the day is one ghuree longer, and this addition is made to the 
third watch, which before contained only seven. The four watches are then of equal 
length. At the end of May, aghuree is added to the first watch, and near midsummer, 
another to the last watch. The day then consists of 34 gyhurees, and the night of 26 only, 
and ag the days decrease, 1 ghuree is taken away at a time, in the same order as they were 
paton, until the shortest day, when the whole detail recommences. 

Some variation will occasionally take place in consequence of the difficulty of ascertain. 
ing the precise moment of sunrise, though wuch less in India than would be the case in a 
cloudy atmosphere. Change willalso arise from the negligence or idleness of the ghureea- 
lee ; and tales are told sometimes, of great wen for whose couvenience the complaisant 
ghureeslees will add a ghuree to a watch, or accelerate the sinking of the little cup to ac- 
commodate their master’s pleasure. These circumstances will prevent any exact co 
dence of ghurees with hours practically, though there will be no great discrepancy by at- 
tending to the rules laid down above. 

The English names of the days of the weeK are derived from the Saxons; and they 
partly adopted these names from the more civilised nations of antiquity. The following 
ingenious origin of the ancient names has been sugeested in conneaion with astronomical 
science. The planetary arrangement of Ptolemy was thus—l, Saturn; 2, Jupiter; 3, 
Mars; 4, the Sun ;5 Venus; 6, Mercury ; 7, the Moon, Each of those planets was sup- 
posed to preside, successively, overeach hour of the 24 of each duy, in the order above 
given. Io this way Saturo would preside over the first hour of the first day, Jupiter over 
the second hour, Mors over the third, the Sun over the fourth, and so on. Thus the Sun 
presiding over the fourth, eleventh, and eighteenth hours of the first day, would preside 
over the first hour of the sevond day, and carrying on the series, the Moon would preside 
ever the first hoar of the third day, Mars over the first bour of the fourth day, Mercury 
over the first hour of the fifth day, Jupiter over the first hour of the sixth day, and Venus 
over the first hour of the seventh day. Hence, the names of the yet used in the lean. 
ed sprofestions throughout Europe. The present English names are derived from the

Tiw, Woden, Thor, and Friya, were deities of the Pagan’Saxons. Thor was the god of 
thunder, as well as the ancient Jove, and Friya was a goddess, the wife of Woden. 

Almost all nations have regulated their MONTHS, great degree, by the revolution of 
the moon. Some have endeavoured to unite this division with the annual course of the 
suo, by an augmentation of days at the end of each year, or by adding a thirteen-h month 
atthe end of every third year. ‘Ihe Jews and the Athenians{followed this latter method ; 
the Macedonians, and some nations of Asia, assigned their months 30 and 31 days ; the 
Tarks and the Arabs bave 29 and 30 davs ; the months of the Anglo Saxons were govern- 
ed by the revolutions of the moon. Their coummn year consisted of twelve lunar moatha, 
three months being appropriated to each of the four seasons ; but every third year contained 
an additional lunar month, which was given to the summer season. The names of their 
lanar months, either bad reference to their religious ceremonies, or to the natural appearan- 
ces of the year. 


A considerable variation prevailed, generally, amonget the nations of antiquity, and still 
partially prera ls, with regard to the commencement of the year. The Jews dated the 
beginning of the sacred yea: in the month of March ; the Athenians in the month of June; 
the Macedonians on the 24th September ; the Christians of Egypt and Ethiopia on the 
29th or 30th of August, and the Persians and Armenians on the 11th of August. The 
Jewish civil year begins on the first day of the month Tisri, which year corresponds with 
oar 9th of September; the Mahomedan's begins on the first of the month Mohurram, 
which year, correspoads with our 14th of July. Nearly all the nations of the Christian 
world now commeice the year on the Ist of January ; but as recently as 1752, even im 
England the year did not legally and generally commence till the 25th of March. In 
Scotland, at that period, the year began on the Ist of January, The difference caused 
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great practical inconveniences, and January and February, and part of Murch, somctimee 
vore twodates, a8 we often find in old records, as 171]-12. This practice often leads to 
chronological mistakes ; for instance, we popularly say, ‘* The Revolution of 1688,” that 
great event happening in February of the year 1638, according to the then mode of com- 
putation ; but if the year were held to begin, as it does now, on the Ist of January, it 
would be ‘‘ The Revofution of 1689."" Inthe anniversaries givenin the Almanacs, the 
alterations of style made in 1752, are not followed, as any correction of dates would 
embarrass the reader in historical and biographical references. 

The year, properly so called, is the solar year, or the period of time in which the sun 
passes throuzh the twelve sigss of the Zodiac. The period comprises 365 days, 5 hours, 
and 48 minutes, 51 seconds, 6 decimals, and is called the astronomical year. 

The CacenpaR isa table of the days of the year, arranged to assist the distribution of 
time, and 'o indiva‘e remarkable days connected with devotion or business, Ifevery 
na‘ion had a‘epted the same division of time, and an uniform calendar had been general 
throughout civilized sta e8, history would present much fewer difficulties and coutradio- 
tions. The p-ogr-ss of astronomical sci-nce has necessarily produced great changes iv the 
manoer of dividing time, and thus, while some nations have been ready to gi-e their 
calendar every possible advantage of a scientific construction, the pr-judices of others bave 
vendered them unwilling to depart from their accustowed mode, however inaccarate. It 
may be curi-us and instructive to trace, very briefly, the changes of the calendar, ordina- 
rily culled the changes of Style. 

‘Ths Romans called the first days ofeach month Calends, from a word which signified 
“called,’’ because the Pontiffs, on those days, called the people together, to apprize them of 
the days of festival in that month. Hence we derive the name of Calendar. 

The Roman Calendar, which has, in great part, been adopted by almost all nations, is 
stated to have been introduced by Romulus, the founder of this ci'y. He divided the year 
into ten months only,—Mars, Aprilis, Maius, Junius, Quintilis, (aferwords call-d Julius), 
Sextilis, (afterwards called Augustu-), September, October, November, and D-cemver. 
Mars, Maius, Quiutilis, aud October, contained 31 days, aud each of the six other months 
30 days, so that th: ten moa'hs c 304 dars. The year of Romulus was, therefove, 
of 50 days less duration than the luaar year, and of 61 days less than the solar year, and 
its commencement, of course, did nut correspond with any fixed s:ason. Nuia Pompi- 
lius, corrected tiis calendar, by «dding two mnths, Januarius, and Febraarius, which he 
placed before Murs. Julius Cesar, veisy desirous to render the calendar still more correct 
consulted the ast-onomers of his tim-, who fixed the solar year as 365 days, 6 hours, com- 
prising, as they thought, the perivd from uns vernai equinex to another. ‘The six bourse 
were eet aside, and, ac the end of fuur years, forming a day, the four:h year was made to 
consist of 366 diye. The day thus added, was called intercalary, and was added t> the 
month of February, by.doubling the 24th of that month, or according to th-ir way of 
reckoning, the sixth of the cal:nds uf March. Hence the year was called bissextile. 
Tuis alinost perf-ct arrang-ment, which was denominated the Julian styl, prevail-d gene- 
rally throughout the Cristian world, till the time uf Pops Gregory XIII. The Cateatar 
of Julius Cesar was defectivs in this particular, that tus. solar year, consisting of 365 d.ys, 
Shours, and 49 minutes, aal not of 385 days,6 hours, as was supp sed in the time of 
Julias Cresir, thee was a differ-nce hetw-en the apnarent year and the real year, oYeleven 
minutes. This difference at the tine of G egory XUIL., had amounted to ten entire days, 
the vernal equinox falling onthe Ith instead of the 21stof March, at which peri dit 
fell correctly atthe tine of the Council of Nice, in th: year 325. To obviste this in. 
convenience, Gregory Ordsined, in 1532, that the 15th of October should be coun ed 
instead of the 5:h, for the fu'ure ; and tu p- event tha recurrence of this error, it was farther 
determined, shat the year beginning acsutury, siould not be bissextils, with the excep'ion 
of the beginning of each four beentary, ‘Thus 1700 and 1800 have not been bissextile, 
nor will 1900 be so, but the year 2000 wil! ba bissextile. In this manner, thre: dave are 
retrenchedin four hundred years; b-cuuse the lapse of the eleven mioutes mukes three 
daye in about that parin’, Tue year of the Calendar is thus inde, a8 nearly as possible, 
to correspoad with the true solar year, and future errors of chronology are avoided, 

Tue adoption of this chinge, wiich is culled the Gregorian, or New Stvle, (the 
Julian being called the Old Style,) was for some time resist-d by states not under 
theauthurity of the Ste of Roms. Tae cb fthe atyls in Eaglaod was esta- 
Dlisbed by an Act of Parliament p ssed in 1752. Itwis then enacted, that the year 
sboullcimnence on the Ist Jaauary, instasd of Merch 25th; and that inthe year 
1732, the days should be nambere! as usual antil Septenber 2ith, whea the day foi 
lowing should be accounted the [4th of September, omitting Ll days. The Gregorian 
priuciple of droppiug one day in every hundredth year, except the fourth hundredth, 
was also euacted. The alteration was for along time opposed by the prejudices of 
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individuals ; and even now, with some persons, the Old Style ix so pertinaciously adhered ta, 
that rents are made payable onthe old quarter days, instead of the new. The Russians 
still retain the Old Style, thus creating an inconvenience in their public and commercial 
intercourse with other nations which, we trust, that the growing intelligence of the people 
will eventually correct. 

During the period in which France was a Republic, the authorities introduced an entire 
change inthe calendar, which was in existence more than twelve years ; and is important to 
be noticed, as all the public acts of the French nation were dated uccording to this altered 
style. The National Convention, by a decree of the Sth October 1793, establised anew 
era, which was called, in the place of the Christian era, the Era of the French. The 
commencement of each year, or the first ‘* Vendiuniaire,” was fixed at the midnight 
commencing the day on which the autumnal equinox fell, as determined at the observatory 
at Paris. This era commenced on the 22d of September 1792, being the epoch of 
the foundation of the Republic ; but its establishment was not decreed tilt the 4th “Frimaire” 
ofthe year If, (4th November 1793). Two days afterwards the public acts were thus 
dated. This Calendar existed till the 10th “Nivose,”year XIV, (the Slat December, 1805, 
when the Gregorian mode of computation was restored. 


EXPLANATORY NOTES FOR THE YEAR. 


1. Domtxicat Lerrer.—The seven days of the week, reckoned as beginning on the Ist 
of Jannary,are desigaated by the first seven letters of the alphabet, A, B,C, D, E, F, G5 
andthe one of these, which denotes Sunday, is the dominical letter, thus, if the year 
begin on Sunday, A is the Dominical letzer; if it begin on Monday, that letter is 
Gj; if on Tuesday, it is F3; and so on generally. To find the dominical letter, 
call New Year's Day A. the next day B. and so on till you come to the first Sunday, and the 
letter that answers to it, is the dominical letter. Uf there were 364 days, or exactly 52 weeks 
inthe year, the dominical letter would be always the same; but the year contains 365% 
duys,—an excess of 1$ day overthe 52 weeks. The day is taken into the account every 
year, and the one-fourth makes aday in every four years ; so that the dominical letter falls 
backward one letfer for each of the three years,in which the date or number of the year, 
cannot be divided, without remainder, by 4, aud two letters every fourth year, when the 
date can be so divided ; as in the year 1828, it was divisable by 4, and, therefore, Febrnary 
contained 29 days. The year began on Tuevday; count forward Tuesday to Sunday, 
clusive, is six duys ; and the sixth letter from A inclusive is F. Therefore, at first P is the 
dominical letter; but the 29th of February, which was added, or inlercallated, threw the 
first day of March a day later in the week than it would otherwise have been ; and, there 
fore, the Sunday letter: for March aud ull the remaining months was FE. ‘The years which 
havethe 29 days in February, and the two dominical letters, are culled bissestiles for the 
reason already given, or leap years; because the day of the month, alter February, leaps over 
aday ofthe week. In law, the 28h and 29thof February are accounted one day. 


2. Tar Gotpex Nuuser.—At the end of every ninetven years, the new and full moons 
happen at very nearly the samz times of the year. The ancients discovered this, and re- 
koned the nineteen years, or cycle of the moon" as it is called, so that it terminated the year 
before the Christian era. The cycle was mirked by the Greeks with letters of gold. Therefore 
to find the golden number, or number of the year in this cyele, add I to the date, divide 
by 19, the quvtient in the number of cycles of the moos since the birth of Christ, and 
the remainder is the golden number. For example, if the year were 1823, add 1, is 1829, divide 
by 19, is 95 cycles, and there remains 5, the gulden number for that year. 

3. Tae Croxe or tax Sux.—Ix the umber of years that elapse before the Sundays through- 
out the year happen on che same days of the imuath. If there were 364 days iu the year, that 
would happen every year; if 365, it would happen every seventh year ; but because the Ong- 
foarth of a day makes an alteration of a day every fourth year, the cycle must extend to 
years. Nine years of this cycle had elapsed before the birth of Christ ; therefore, to find the cycle 
ofthe sun, add 9 to the date, divide by 23, the quotient is the number of cycles since the 
birth of Christ, and the remainder is the cycle of the sun; as, for the year 1828, add 9, is 
1637, divide by 23, the quotient 13 63 cycles, and the remainder is 17, the cyele of the san. 

4. Tae Epact is the moon's age for the first day of January, or the equation between the 
beginnirg of the solar and the lunar year, The time from one new moun to another is about- 
294 days. Thus there are, in a year, twelve revolutions of the muon, and 11 days over, there. 
fore, the twelfth uew moon will take place II days earlier each year than it did the year before. 
Iu the Junar cycle of 19 years, there are 12 new moons in each, of 12 and 13 in each of 7 ; 
because the II days of yearly difference in three years exceed a lunar mouth by 34 days. 
If it were not fur the odd minutes and seconds, the age of the moon, on the Ist of Jasuary 
would always be found by multiplying the golden number by 11, and dividing by 30; then 
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the remainder would be the epact, or age of the moon on the Ist of January. The 
Sollowing method will unswer for the day of the moon's age on the Ist of January till the 
end of the present century. Take I from the golden number, multiply what is left by 11, 
divide by 30 ; the remainder is the epact, or moon's age on the Ist of January : as for 1828, 
the golden number is 5—take away 1 leaves 4; multiply by JI, is 44, divide by 30, re- 
mains 14, the epact or moon's age, ou the Ist of January. 

5. Tue Nempzr oF Dizection, is the number of days after the 22d of March, includ- 
ing both days upon which Easter Sunday takes place. For instance, the number of Di- 
section for 1828 is 16, Easter Sunday is April 6, being 16 days inclusive from March 22nd, 

6. Easten.—Is directed to be celebrated on the Ist Sunday after the full moon that hap- 


In order to find Easter, the first thing to be done is to find Easter limit, that is, the 
number of days after the first of March on which the full moon preceding Easter shall 
happen. To do this, add 6 tu the epact, and subtract the sum, if lesa than 30 or the remaind- 
er, when 30 is taken away; if more, from 50; the remainder is the day after the first of 
March, on which the full moon, Preceding Easter, happens. Thus, for 1828, the 
epact was 14, add, 6 is 20, subtract this from 50 leaves 30 days after the let 
of March, when the fall moon preceding Easter took place, which was the 3lst, 
or last day of March, when the following Sunday was Easter day. To find the day 
itself, add 4 to the number of the dominical letter ; subtract’ the sum from the limit, and 
the remainder from the next number of 74, that is greater than itself ; this last remainder, 
added to the limit, will give the number of days from the first of Murch to Easter-d; yy in- 
cluding both : if less than 31, it will show on what day of March Easter fell : and if greater, 
take 31 from it, aud the remainder will show upou what day of April. Thus, for 1828, the 
dominical letter was E., the number of which is5 ; add 4 to Sis 9; taxe‘this from 30 
(the limit) leaves 21; take this from 28, (the nya ber of 78 next reater,) there remains 7 ; 
add this to 30, (the limit,) gives 37 days from the first of March to Easter, both included : 
take3I, (the days in March,) from 37, leaves 6; therefore, Easter-day fell on the 6th of 
April. 

Ou what day did it fall in 1829 » 

The Dominical letter for that year was D. 


The Golden number : 183019 leaves 6; then 6—1.5X 11.55—30 leaves 25, the epact.

7. Twe Roman Inpiction, The cycle of indiction has no connection with the motions 
of the Sun and Moon, further than ‘its consisting of 15 years. It was established by the 
Emperor Constantine, in the year 312, to vegulate certain Payments by the subjects of 
the Empire ; therefore to find it for any year, subtract 312 from the date, divide 


by 15, andthe remainder is the Indietion; as from 1828, subtract 312, leaves 1516 5 
divide by 15 leaves 1, the Roman Indiction, 


8. Sepruacesia Suxpay, is the ninth Sunday before Easter. 
@ 9 Snaove Sunpay, is the seventh before Easter,

When Easter is known, any of the days that depend on it can be easily found. As, for 
1828, Easter was April 6, Whit Sunday was 7 weeks, or 49 days after: then 6 from 30 
(days in April) leaves 24: 24 from 49 leaves 25; therefore, Whit Sunday 1828, was the 25tt 
of May. 
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THE DAYS OF THE CALENDAR. 


‘ JANUARY, 

Ist. Cireumcision.—This festival was originally called the Octave of Christmes, snd 
the first mention found of it is in the year 487. 1t was instituted by the Charch, ta 
eommemo:ate the ceremony under the Jewish law, to which Chiist submitted, on the 
eighth day of the Nativity ; and was introduced into the Liturgy of the Church of England 
jo 1540. 

6. Epiphany.—The word Epiphany signifies appearance, or apparition. This festival 
is kept in commemoration ofthe ‘* Manifestation’ of the Saviour of Mankind to the 
Gentil-s, and appe-rsto have been first observed, an a sep-rate feast, in the year 813, 
The primitive Curistians celebrated the Fevst of the Nativity for twelve days, observing, 
the first end last with the grestest solemnity. From the circumstance of this festival 
being twelve deys after Christinas, it is vulzarly call-d ‘* Twelfth day.” 

9. Plough Monday, in the first Monday after the Epiphsny, and received this appel- 
lation from its having been fix-d upon by our forefathers, an the petiod when they te- 
turned to the duties of agriculture, after the festivities of Chris'mas.

FEBRSARY. 

2nd, Purification, or Candlemas.—This is a festival of the Churches of England an# 
Rowe: by the later it is observed with great pomp. The name is derived from the 
ceremony which the Romish Charch dictates to be observed on this day, namely, & 
blessing of caniles by the clergy, anda distribution of them amongst the people, by 
whom they are sfterwards ca:ried lighted in solemn procession. The more important 
ebservances were of course given up in Englend at the Reformation: but it was still, 
about the close of the eighteenth century, customary in some places to light up churches 
with can ‘les on this day. 

In an ancient English book of monastic rules, it is directed that, on the Parification 
of the Virgin Mary, the monks ‘¢ shall go in surplives to church for candles, which shall 
be cunsecrated, sprink ed with holy water, and censed by the Abbot- Let every monk take 
a candle fom the gaccist, and light it. Let a processiun be made, thirds and mass be 
celebrated, and tue candles, alter the offering, be offered to the pricst."* Old Ene- 
lish Catholic prayer-books givethe service used on this occasion, The candles being 
Drought to the altar, the priest says over them several prayers, one of which commen- 
ces thas;—'* O Lond Jesus Christ, who evlightenest every one that cometh into the 
world, pour out thy benediction apen these cavdirs, and sanctifie them with’ the light 
of thy grace ,’’ &c. Another begins: ‘* Holy Lord, Father Almighty, Everlasting 
Gol, who hast created nll things out of nothing, and by the labour of bees caused this 
liqa-r to come tothe perfection of a wax candle; *e humbly beseech thee that, by 
the ‘nvocation of thy most holy name, end 'y the intercession of the blessed Virgin, 
evera virgin, whose vals are this dayd-voutly celebrated, and by the prayers of alt 
thy saio's, thou wonld ouchsufe to bless and sa-ciifie these candles,” &c. Then 
the priest sprinkl-s the candles th ice with holy water, saying ** Sprinkle me with,” &c., 
and perfumes them thrice with incense. Sume convecratory prayers arethen said, os 
—"I blessthee, O war. inthe name of the Holy Trinity, that thou mayest be in every 
place th- ejection of Satan snd the subve sion of all bis companions,’’ &c. During 
the saying of these prayers, there are various howings, asd cross'nys; and when the con- 
®ecration isover, the candiesare distributed by the priest to the people, eacl kneeling, and 
each kissing the caudle ashe receives it, and then the hand of the priest who delivers it; the 
ehoir meanwhile singing—"* A light to lighten the Gentiles, and the glory of thy people 
Israel 2°? After the distribution, asvlemu procession is made, in which one carries tue 
Censer, another a crucifix, and the rest burnisg candles in their hands.+ 

At Rome, th~ Pope every year officia'es at this festival in tbe besutiful chapel of the 
Quirinal, When be bao! texsed the candles, he distribates them with his own hand 
amungst those iv the Church, euch of whom, going singly up to him, kneels te receit 
it. The Cardinals go Grat; ben follow the bishops, ¢avous, priors, abbots, priests, &c , 
down to the sacristans and mranest officers of the chureb, According to Lady Morgan, 
who witnessed the ceremony in 1820—* When the Ina of these has gotten his candle, the 
Poor conservatori, the representatives of the Romp senate, and people, receive theirs. 


* Fosbroke’s British Monachism, + Howe's Every-Day Book, i, 201, 
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This ceremony over, the candles are lighted. the Pope is monnted in his chair and carried 
ja proeession, with hymns chaunting, round the anti-chapel ; the throne is stripped of 
it splendid hangings; the Pope and cardinals take off their gold aud crimson dresses, 
put on their usual robes, and the usual macs of the morning is sung. Lady Moigan 
mentions that s:milae ceremonies take place in all the parish churches of Rome this day, 


1t appears that in England, in Catholic times a meaning wa8 attached to the size of the 
eandles, and the manner in which they burned doring the procession ; that, moreover, the 
reserved parts of the candles were deemed 10 pOssuss strong supernatural virtue: 

“* This done, ench wan bis canile lights, 

Where chiefest seemeth he, 

Whose taper greatest may be seen, 
And fortunate to he, 

Whose candice bnrneth clear and bright: 
A wondrous force and might 

Doth in these caucles lie, which if 
Atany time they light, . 

They sure veiieve that neither storm 
Nor tempest doth abiie, 

Nor thunder in the skies be beard, 
Norany devil's spide, 

Nor fen ful spirits that walk hy night, 
Nor hurts uf frost or bail,” &ec. * 

The great antiquity of the fes ival of Canvlemas is unquestionable, Ttg origin is almost 
lost in tho mists of the middle ages. St. Bernard, ifwe rightly wideretand Mr. Hone'’s 
quotation of Butler, speaks of the procession as “ first made by St. Joseph, Simeon, a 
Ana, as an example to be followed by all the ear h, walking two and two, bolsing in ther 
hands candles, lighted from fire, first blexsed by the priests, ard Sivging.”” The festival is 
undoubtedly designed to commemorate the churching or purification of Mary; and the 
eandle-bearing ix understood tu ref-r to what Simeon said when he took the infant Jesus 
in ls arms, and declued that he was a light to lighten the Gentiles Thus literally to adopt 
and build upon metaphorical expressions, Wasa characteristic Procedure of the middle 
ages. It is alleged. however, that the festival isto be traced so an, ient Roman times. An 
old Enclirh writer upon frativels surs, that Candlemas was Christian engreftment upon 
the fes'ival of the Rowans in honour of Februa, the mother of Mars, which was celebrat 
ed by Women carrying torches and candles, Tet was, hic says, Pope Sergius (a pomitf of 
the seventh Century) who secing the Chii-tian people bersevering iu the old Pagan custom, 
ordered that that cus‘om should be continued for a Christian object—namely, ag a celebra- 
tion of the churehir gofthe Virein. Du Cange, again, ssys that Candlemas was substi- 
tuted by Pope Gelasius for the candles which, in February, the Roman people used to car- 
ry in the supereslia. Another explanation has been quoted from a sermon of P pe Inno- 
cent :—© The Geatiles,” he suys, “ dedicated the month of February to the internal 
gv ds ; and, xg at the begivning of it Pluto sold Proserpine, and her mother Ceres sought 
her in the night with lighted candles, so they, at the beginning of this mouth, 
the city with lighted candles. Because the holy fathers could no 
custom, they orduined that Christians should carry about candles ii 
Virgin Mary, and thus, what was once done in honour of Ceres, 
the Virgin.”

At the Reformation, the ceremonials of Candlemas day were not reduced all at once. 
Heury VIM, proctaimed in 1539—* On Candlemas day it shall be declared, that the 
bearing of candiesis dine in memory of Christ, the spiritual light, whom Simeon did 
Prophecy, as it is resd in the church that day.” 1tis curi-us to find it noticed asa custom 
down to the time of Charles Tl, that when lights were brought in at nightfall, people would 
say—" God sends us the light of heaven !”. The amiable Herbert, wuo notices the custom, 


* Barnaby Guuge’s Traustatioa of Naogeorgys,in the Popi-b Kivgdom,” Eliis's Edition 
Of Bruad’s Popular Antiquities, 
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defendsitas not superstitious. Somewhat before this time. we find Herrick alluding to the 
customs of Candlemas eve : it appears that the plants put up in houses at Christmas were cow 
removed. 


‘* Down with the resemary and bays, When yew isout, then birch comes in, 

Down with the mistletoe ; And many flowers beside, 

Tastead of holly now upraise Both of fresh and fragrant kia, 
Tae greener box for show, To honour Whitsuntide. 

The bully hitherto did sway, Green rushes then, and eweetest bents, 
Let bux now dominee With cooler oaken boughs, 

Until the dancing Enster day Come in for comely ornawcats, 
Or Enster's eve appear, To re-adurn the house. 

The youthful box, which now hath grace Thus times do shift; each thing in tara docs 
Your houses to renew, hold ;

The same poet elsewhere recommends very particular care in the thorough removal of 
toe Christ mas garvishings on this eve: 
“« That so the superstitious find 

No one least brnoch left there bebind ; 

For look, how many leaves there be, 

Neglected there, maids, trust to me, 

So many Gobiios you shallsec.” 
He also alludes to the reservation of part of the caudles or torches, as calculated to have 
the effect of protecting from mischief : 


* Kindle the Christmas brsnd, aod then Part must be kept, wherewith to teend 
Till suoset let it bara, ‘The Christmas log next year ; 
Which quench’d, then lay it up again, And where ‘tis safely kept, the fiead 
Till Christmas uext returo. Can do no mischief there.’ 


There is a curious custom of old standing in Scotland, in connexion with Candlemas day. 
On that day itis, or lately was, an universal practice in one part of the island, for the children 
attending school to make sma!l presents of mouey to their teachers. The master sits 
desk or table, exchanging for the moment his usuul authoritative look for one ot bland civility, 
and each child goes upin turn and lays his offering down before him, the sum being generally 
proportioned to the abilities of the parents. Sixpence and a shilliug are the most common 
sums in most schools ; but some give half and whole crowns, and even mure. The boy and 
girl who give most are respectively styled King and Queen. The children, being then dis- 
missed for a holiday, proceed along the streets in confused procession, carrying the King and 
Queen iu state, exalted upona seat formed of crossed hands which, probably from this cir- 
cumstance, is called the King’s Chair. In some schools, it used to be customary for the teach- 
er, on the conclusion of the offerings, to make a bowl of punch and regale each urchin with » 
glass to drink the King and Queen's health, and a biscuit. The latter part of the day was 
usually devoted to what was called the Candlemas blecze, or blaze, namely, the conflagration of 
any piece of furze which might existintheir neighbourhood, or, were that wanting, of 
an artificial bonfire. Here we probably have the relic ofa different festival, that of Se. 
Blaze, whose day being the 3d of February, the after part of Candlemas day is of course his 
eve. St. Blaze, or Blasius, was an early Bishop of Sepasta, in Armenia, und his name alone 
seems to have sugsested the observances anciently connected with his festival in England. In 
the latter part of tie last century, it was still customary to light fireson the hills upon St. 
Blaze’: eve. An oid writer » that on that day, “country women go about and make 
good cheer ; and if they find any of | theie neighbour women inning, they burn and make 
a blaze of fire of the distaff.’ “The Wovlcombers of Yor! shire have their great festival on this 
day inhonour of St. Blaze. ‘There seems no better reason for the observances peculiar to his day 
or eve, than the jingling resemblance of bis name to the word blaze. A sound was a reason iu 
the days of our simple fathers. 

Considering the importance attached to Candlemas day for so many ages, it is 
scarcely surprising that there is an universal superstition throughout Christendom that good 
weather on this day indicates a long continuance of winter, aud a bad crop, and that its being 
foal is, ou the contrary, a good omen, Sir Thomas Brown, in his Vulgar Errors, quotes a 
Latin distich expressive, of this idea : 

“* Si sol eplendeccat Maria purificante, 
Mojor erit glacies post festum quam fuit ante :"” 

which may be considered as well translated in the popular Scottish rhyme— 

“If Candlemas day be dry and fair, 
The half o’ winter's to come and mair; 
If Candiemns day be wet and foul, 
The half o’ winter's gane at Yule.’ 

In Germany there are two proverbial expressions on this subject: 1, The Shepherd would 
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rather see the wolf enter his stable on Candlemas day thanthe sun; 2. The badger peeps ont 
of his hole on Candlemasday, and when he finds snow, walks abroad ; but if he sees the sun 
shining, he draws back into his hole. It is not 1mprobable that these notions, like the festivals 
of Candlemas itself, are derived from Pagan times, and have existed since the very infancy of 
our race. Su at least we may conjecture, from a curious passage in Martin's Description of 
the Western Islands. Ou Gandlemas day according to this author, the Hebrideans observe 
the following curious custom:—“ The mistress and servants of each family take a sheaf of 
oats and dress it up in women's apparel, put it in a large basket, and Jay a wooden club by it, 
and this they call Briid's Bed ; aud then the mistress and servants cry three times, ¢ Briid is 
come ; Briid is welcome”. This they do just before going to bed, and when they rise in the 
morning they look among the ashes, expecting to see the impression of Buiid's club there ; 
which, if they do, they reckon ita ¢rue presage of a good crop and prosperous year, and the 
contrary they take as an ill omen.’’ 

Septuagesima Sunday —Septuagesima Sunday is ® Sunday dependant upon Lent, as 
that season is upon Easter ; it is to be considered as the preparation for the fast of Lent. Its 
observation was instituted by Pope Gregory the Great. The name of the first Sunday in Lent 
having been distinguished by the appellation of Quadragesima,and the three weeks preceding 
having been appropriated to the gradual introduction of the Lent fast, the three Sundays of these 
weeks were called by names significant of their situation ; and reckoning by decades (tenths), 
the Sunday preceding Quadragesima, received its present title of Quinquagesima, the secund 
Sexagesima, and the third Septuagesima. 

14th. St. Valentine.—Thia is now almost every where, we suspect, a degenerated festival, 
the only observance of any note consisting merely of the sending of jocular anonymous letters 
to parties whom one wishes to quiz, and this confined very much to the humbler classes, ‘The 
approach of the day is now heralded by the appearance in the printsellers’ shup windows of 
vast numbers of missives calculated for use on this occasion, each generally consisting of a 
single sheet of post paper, on the first page of which is seen some ridiculous coloured caricature 
of the male or famale figure, with a few burlesque verses below. More rarely, the print is ofa 
sentimental kind, such as a view of Hymen’salter, with a pair undergoing an initiation into wed- 
ded bappiuess before it, while Cupid flutters above, and hearts trausfixed with his darts deco- 
rate the corners. Maidservants and young fellows interchange such epistles with each other 
on the 14th of February, no doubt conceiving that the juke is amazingly guod; and, ge- 
nerally, the newspapers do not fail to record that the London postmen delivered so many hun- 
dred thousand more letters on that day than they doin general. Such is nearly the whole 
extent of the observance now peculiar to St. Valentine's Day. 

At no remote period it was very different. Ridiculous letters were unknown ; and if 
letters of any kind where sent, they contained only a courteous profession of attachment from 
some young man to some young maiden, honeyed with a few compliments to her various per- 
fections, and expressive of a hope that his love might meet with return. But the true aud proper 
ceremony of St. Valentine's Day wasthe drawing of a kind of lottery, followed by ceremo- 
nies pot much unlike what is generally called the game of forfeits. Masson, a learned traveller 
of the early part of the last century, gives apparently a correct account of the principal 
ceremonial of the day. ‘“ On the eve of St. Valeutine’s day,” he says, “ the young folks in 
England and Scotland by a very ancient custom, celebrate a little festival. An equal num- 
ber of maidsand bachelors get together; each writes their true or some feigned name upon 
seperate billets, which they roll up, and draw by way of lots, the maids taking the men’s billets, 
and the men the maids’ ; so that each of the young menlights upona girl that he calls his valen- 
tine, and each of the girls upon a young man whom she calls hers. By this means each has two 
valentines ; but the mau sticks faster to the valentine that is fallen to him than to the valen- 
tine to whom he is fallen. Fortune having thus divided the company into so many couples, 
the valentines give balls and treatstu their mistresses, wear their billets several days upon their 
bosums or sleeves, and this little sport often ends in love.” 

Amore recent writer states how the ceremony was conducted, not many years ago, in a 
rural situation in the south of Scotland. This person, with a friend, had wandered from his 
read on the evening of the 14th of February, and at last was obliged to apply for the hospita- 
lity of the inhabitant of a modest mansion which chance threwinhis way. ‘ The good man 
heard our story, welcomed us toa seat beside a blazing fire of wood and turf, and appeared de- 
lighted with our coming. We found ourselves in the house ot rendezvous for the lads and 
lasses of a neighbouring village to celebrate St. Valentine's Eve. Our entrance had damped the 
pleasantry, and inquisitive eyes where directed towards us ; it was out business to become faimi- 
liar with our new acquaintances, and the pastimes were renewed. Our sudden appearance bad 
disturbed the progress of the village schoolmaster, who had finished writing on small slips of 
paper the names of each of the blooming lasses of the village. Each lad had dictated the name 
of her he loved : these precious slips of paper were now put into a bag and well mixed together, 
and each youth drew out a ticket, with hope that it might, and fear lest it should not, 
be the name of his sweetheart. This was repeated three times ; the third time was tho 
conclusion of this part of thesport, Some drow beloved names the third time with raptur- 
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ous joy, others drew names of certain respectable widows and old ladies of the village, in- 
troduced by the ert of the schoolmaster, and the victims mourned their unpitied, and derided 
sufferings. After the lasses, the names of the young wen were written and draw by the 
girls in the same manner, and 2 threefold success was secretly hailed asa suretship of 
bearing thename of the fortunate youth. The drawing of this lottery was succeeded by 
the essence of the amusement, for the Valentines were to be ‘ relieved.’ ‘Ihe relieving of 
the Valeotine was ascene of bigh amusement. Each young man had a right to kies the 
girl whose name he drew, and at the same time deliver to her the slip of paper; the mirth 
of this ceremony was exc e. Those who were drawn, and not present,weie to be relieved 
with agift of inconsiderable value, as e token of regard.’'® 

In that curious record of domestic life in England in the reign of Charles I1., Pepys’s 
Diary,” we find some notable illustrations of this old custom of relieving Valentines. It ap - 
pears, that married and single were then alike liable to be chosen asa Valentine, and that 
& present was regularly given to the choosing party. Mr. Pepys enters in his diary, that on 
Valentiue’s Day, 1667,“ This morning came up to my wife's bedside (1 being up dressing 
myself) little Will Mercer to bis Valentine, and brought her name written upon blue paper 
jn gold letters, done by himself, very pretty ; and we were both well pleased with it. ButI 
am also this year my wife's Valentine, and it will cost me £. 5; but that I must have 
if we had not beeu valentines.” Two days after, he adds— 1 find that Mrs. Pierce's little 
girlis my valentine, she having drawn me; which | was not sorry for, it easing me of something 
more that 1 must bave given to others. But here 1 do first observe the fashion of draw- 
ing of mottoes as well as names, so that Pierce, who drew my wife, did draw also a motto, 
aud this girl drew another for me. What mine was,1 forget, but my wife's was‘ Most 
courteous aud most fair, which, as it may be used, or aD anagram upon each name, might 
be very pretty.” Notieing, soon afterwards, the jewels of the celebrated Miss Stuart, who 
became Duchess of Richmond, he says—‘ The Duke of York, being once her valentine, did 
give her a jewel of about £. 800; and my Lord Mandeville, her valentine this year, a ring 
of aboot £.300." These presents were undoubtedly given in order to relieve the obligation 
under which the being drawn as valentines had placed the donors. In February 1668, Pepys 
notes as follows—" This evening my wife did with great pleasure show me her stock of jewels 
increased by the ring she hath made lately, as my valentine’s gift this year, a Turkey stone 
set with diamonds. With this, and what she had, sbe reckons that she hath above one hnn- 
dred and fifty pounds’ worth of jewels of one kind or other; and I am glad of it, for it is fit 
the wretch should have something to content herself with.” The reader will understand 
wretch to be used as a term of endearment. 

Notwithstanding the practice of relieving, thereseems to have been a disposition to be 
lieve that the person drawnas a valentine had some considerable likelihood of becoming- 
the associate of the party in wedlock. At least, we may suppose that this idea would be gladly 
and easily arrived at, where the party so drawn was at alleligible from other considerations. 
There was, it appears, a prevalent notion amongst the common people, that this was the day 
oa which the birds selected their mates. ‘hey seem to have imagined that on influence was 
inherent in the day, which rendered in some degree binding the lot or chance by which 
any youth or maid was now led to fix his attention on « person of the opposite sex. It was 
supposed, for instance, that the first unmarried person of the other sex whom one 
met on St. Valentine’s morning in walking abroad, was a destined wife or « deatined hus- 
band. Thus Gay makes a rural dame remark— 

** Last Valentine, the day when birds of kind 

Their paramours with mutual chirpings find, 

learly rose, just at the break of day, 

Before the sun had chased the 6 away: 

A-field | went, amid the morning dew, 

To wilk my kive (for so sbould housewives do) ; 

The first I spied—and the first swain we see, 

Jo spite of Fortune, shall our true-love be.’ 
A forward miss in the Connoisseur, a series of essays published in 1754-6, thus adverts to 
other notions with respect to the day :—‘* Last Friday was Valeatine's Dey, and the night 
before I got five bay-leaves, and pinned four of them to the four corners of my pillow, and 
the Gifth to the midvle; and then, if I dreamt of my sweetheart, Betty said we should be 
married before the year was out, Lut to make it more sure, I boiled an egg hard, and took 
out the yolk, and filled it with salt; and when I went to bed, ate it, shell and all, without 
speakiog or drinking after it. We also wrote our lovers names upon bits of paper and rel- 
Jed them up in clay, and putthem into water, and the first that rose up was to be our valen- 
tine. Would you think it ?—Mr. Blossom was my man. I lay a-bed and shut my eyes all 
the morning, until be came to our house; for 1 would not have seen another mun before 
Lim for all the world.’’

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St. Valentine's Day is alluded to by Shakspeare end by Chaucer, and also by the poet 
Lydgate (who died in 1440,) who thus writes— 
“* Seynte Valentine. Ofcastome yeere by yeere 
Men have an usaunce, in this recioun, 
To loke and serche Cupides kalenier, 
And chose theyre choyse. by grete affectioun ; 
Such as ben move with Cupides mocioun 
Takyog theyre choyee as theyre sort doth falle: 
But I love oone which excelietn all.” 
One of the earliest known writers of valentines, or poetical amorous addresses for this 
day, was Charles Duke of Orleans, who was taken at the battle of Agincourt. Drayton, 
a poet of Shakspeare's time, full of great but almost unkuown beauties, wrote thus char- 


mingly 
TO HIS VALENTINE. 
“* Muse, bid the morn awake, My 


19 T'll softly lay 


Sad winter now declines, Upon her heavenly cheek, 
Fach bird doth choose 6 Dyed likethe dawning day, 
This day’s St, Valentine's ; As polish'd ivory sleek :

Donne, another poet of the same age, remarkable for rich though scattered beauties, 
writes an epithalamium on the marriage of the Princess Elizabeth to Frederick, Count 
Palatine of the Rhine—the marriage which gave the present Royal Family to the throvue 
and which took place en St. Valentine's Day, 1614. The opening is fne— 
“* Hail, Bishop Valentine | whose day this is ; 

All the air is thy diocese, 

And all the chirping choristers 

And other birds are thy parishioners : 

Thou marryest every year 

‘The lyric lark and the grave whispering dove = 

The sparrow that neglects bis life for love, 

‘Ihe household bird with the red stomacher ; 

Thou makest the blackbird speed as soon 

As doth the golufinch or the haleyon— 

This day, more cheerfully than ever shine, 

This day which wight inflame thyself, old Valentine.” 

The origin of these peculiar observances of St. Valentine’s Day is a subject of some ob 
scurity. The ssint himself, who was a priest of Rome, martyred in the third century, 
seems to have had nothing to do with the matter, beyond the accident of his day being used 
for the purpose. Mr. Douce, in his Illustrations of Shakespeare, says—*‘ It was the practice 
in ancient Rome, during agreat part of the month of February, to celebrate the Luper- 
celia, which were feasts in honour of Pen and Juno, whence the latter deity was named 
Februata, Februalis, and Februlla. Ou this occasion, amidst a variety of ceremonies, the 
wames of young women were put into a box, from which they were drawn by the men as 
chance directed. The pastors of the early Christian church, who, by every possible means, 
endeavoured to eradicate the vestiges of Psgan superstitions, and chiefly by some commu~ 
tations of theirforms, substituted, in the present instanee, the names of perticular saints 
instead of those of the women; and as the festival Of the Lupercalia had commenced about 
the middle of February, they appearto have chosen St. Valeatine’s Day for celebrating 
the new feast, because it occurred nearly atthe same time. ‘This is, in part, the opi- 
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nion ofa learned and rational compiler of the ‘ Lives of the Seints,’ the Rev. Alban But- 
ler. It shovld seem, however, that it was utterly impossible to extirpate altogether any 
ceremony to which the commun people had been much accustomed—a fact which it were 
eaxy to prove in tracing the origin of various other popular superstitions. And, accordingly, 
the outline of the ancient ceremonies was preserved, but modified by some adaptation to the 
Christian system. It is reasonable to suppose, that the above practice of choosing mates would 
gradually become reciprocal in the sexes, and that all persons so chosen would be called Va- 
lentines, from the day on which the ceremony took place.” 

Shrove Tuesday. This festival may occur on any day between the 2d of February 
and the 8th of March, being the day antecedent to that commencing Lent. (In the present 
year it falls on the — of February.) Throughout Christian Europe, it has been customa- 
ry, from early times, to preface the solemnity aud sober living of the fortydays of Lent 
with one, two, or more days of unlimited merriment, sport, feasting, and playing of practical 
jokes, as if men were anxious to seasou themselves for what they felt to be a period of dull- 
ness, by giving themselves the disgust of satiety with every thing cheerful. In Rome, as 
is well known, this merry prologue to Lent is called the Carnival, meaning the farewell to 
flesh—no such food being used during the ensuing forty days. In England, the same period 
is styled Shrovetide, from its being customary, in an early age, for the people tu confess their 
sins, and be shrived, or shrove, at thattine. They also bad the name of Collop-Monday for 
the day before Shrove Tuesday, while Ash Wednesday was the title of the first day of Lent. 
In Scotland, where noreligious observance of this season has been in use for centuries, Shrove- 
Tuesday is slightly known at St, Fastern’s Eve, or Fastren’s Ev'en. 

Collop-Monday, it may be remarked, got its name from a custom all over England of din- 
ing on collops (st of salted meat) and eggs on that day. The boys on that day went 
aboat in bands, singing, 


“* Shrove tiie is nigh at hand, 
And Tam come a-shroving 3 
Pray, dame, give us sometbing, 
An apple or a dumpling, 
Or a piece of truckle ch 
Of your own making, 
Or a piece of pancake.” 
On thie day itis arecular practice of the boys at Eton to write Latin verses, 
of metres, in praise of Bacchus, and fix them to the College door. Perhaps this is 
of a supposed connexion between the Christian festivals of this season with the Gentile rejoic- 
ings and festivities of the same period of the year in honour of the god of wine. 


Shrove-Tuesday has been frem time immemorial in Eugland a day of unusual merriment, 
feasting, and sport. ‘ Welcome, merry Shrove-tide ;"sings geutle Master Silence. At an 
early period of the day, the bells were set a-ringing, generally by the people themselves, and 
it was from that time till a late hour in the evening held allowable to indulge in an unlimited 
preparing and devouring of pancakes. So conspicuous was this fare on the occasion, that the 
day was sometimes called Pavcuke Day. Shakspeare makes his clown in“ All's Well that 
Ends Well” speak of something being “ as fit ancike for Shrove Tuesday.” It willbe re- 
collected that the parishioners of the Vicar of Wakefield “ religiously ate pancakes at Shrove- 
ude.” Hear also our quaint old friend, the Water Poet— Shrove Tuesday, at whose entrance 
in the morning all the whole kingdom is in quiet, but by the time the clock strickes eleven, 
which (ty the help ofa knavish sexton) is commonly before nine, there is a bell rung ealled 
Pancake Bell, the sound whereof makes thousands of people distracted, and forgetful either 
of manners or humanity. Then there isa thing called wheaten flour, which the cooks do 
iningle with water, eggs, spice, aud other tragical, magical enchantments, and then they pnt 
it by little and little into a frying-pan of boiling suet, where it makes a confused dismal 
hissing (like the Lernian suakes in the recds of Acheron) until at last, by the skill of the 
cvok, it is transformed into the form of a flip: jack, called a pancake, which ominous incanta- 
tion the ignorant people do devour very greedily." tis curious to learn from old Hakluyt, 
that pancakes were also eaten in Russia at thistime. A poem published in 1634,* thus 
speaks of the custom in England :— 

“« Itwasthe day whereon the rich and poor 
Are chiefly feasted with the self same dish: 
When every paunch, till it can hold no more, 
Is {ritter-filled as well as heart can wish; 
And every man and maid do take their turn, 
And toss their pancnkes up for fear they buro; 
And all thekitchea doth with laughter sound 
To see the paucakes fall upon the ground.’’ 


Te was customary to present the first pancake to the greatest slut or lie- bed of the party, 


* Pasquil’s Palinodia, 
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‘which commonly falls to the dog's share at last, fur noone will own it their due."* Some 
nis probably made to the latter custom in a couplet placed opposite Shrove-Tuesday 
in Poor Robiu'’s Almanac for 1677 : 
‘© Paocakes are eat by greedy gut, 
And Hob and Madge run for the slut.”” 

In the time of Elizabeth, it was a practice at Eton forthe cook to fastena pancake to a crow 
upon the school door; and, till a recent period, the under-clerk at Westminster School was 
aceustomed on this morning to enter in solemn wise, preceded by the beadle and other officers, 
aod throw a pancake over the screen which divides the forms of the upper from those of the 
under scholars. 


The revels of Shrovetide were of a very miscellaneous order=-some being innocent, aud 
others, we grieve to say, much the reverse. We shall first advert to those of an innucent cha- 
racter. The chief of these seems to have been foot-ball, which was conducted with great 
spirit, the old looking delightedly at thefeats of the young, At Alnwick, the ball is throwu 
to the populace from the walls of the castle. The apprentices of London, all of whom were 
let loose from serious occupation on this day, enjoyed the sport in Finsbury Fields. 
The sport continues te be practised with great vigour at the villages of Kingston and Tedding- 
ton, in the vicinity of Loudon, where the people have to put hurdles and bushes over their 
windows to protect them from the balls. But we are not aware of any part of the kingdom 
where this Shrovetide sport is kept up with so much energy us at the village of Scone, near 
Perth, in Scotland. The men of the parish assemble at the cross, the married on one side 
and the bachelors on the other; a ball isthrown up, and they play from two o'clock, till sun- 
set. A person who witnessed the sport in the latter part of the last century, thus describes 
it:— The game was this: he who at any time got the ball into his hands, ran withit till 
overtaken by one of the opposite party ; and then, if he could shake himself loose from those 
‘on the opposite side who seized him, he ran on; if not, he threw the ball from him, unless 
it was wrested from hin bythe other party, but no party wasallowed to kick it. The object of 
the married men was to hang it, that is, to put it three times iatoa small hole on the moor, 
which was the dool, or limit, on the one hand: that of the bachelors was to drown it,or dip 
it three times in a deep place in the river, the limit on the other: the party who could effect 
either of these objects wou the game; if neither won, the ball was cut into equal parts at sun- 
set. In the course of the play, there was usually some violence between the parties; but it is 
@ proverb in this part of the country, that,‘ A’ is fair at the ba’o’ Scone.” A similar foot 
ball play took place at Inveresk in the county of Ediuburgh. 


Taylor, the Water Poet, alludes to the custom of a fellow carrying about “ an ensign made 
ofa piece of a baker's mawkin fixed upon a broom staff,” and making orations of nousense 
to the people. Perhaps this custom may have been ofa similar nature and design to one 
practised in France on Ash-Weduesday. The people there “ carry an effigy, similar to our Guy 
Fawkes, round the adjacent villages, and collect money for his funeral, as this day, according 
to their creed, is the burial of good living. After sundry absurd mummeries, the corpse is de- 
posited in the earth."+ In the latter part of the last century, a curions custom of a similar 
nature still survived in Kent. A group of girls engaged themselves at one part of a village 
in burning an uncouth image, which they called a holly boy, and which they had stolen from 
the boys; while the boys were to be found in another part of the village burning a like effigy, 
which they called the ivy girl, and which they had stolen from the girls; the ceremony be- 
ing iu both cases accompanied by loud huzzas.{ These are fashions, we humbly opine 
smacking of a very early and probably Pagan origin. At Broomfield, in Cumberland, there 
used to bea still more remarkable custom. The scholars of the Free School of that parish 
assumed a right, from old use and wont, ¢o bar out the master and keep him out for three days. 
During the period uf this expulsion, the doors were strongly barricaded within ; and the boys, 
who defended it like a besieged city, were armed in general with guns made of the hollow twigs of 
the elder, or bore-tree, ‘he master, meanwhile, made various efforts, vy force and stratagem, 
to regain his lust authority. Ifhe succeeded, heavy tasks were imposed, and the business of 
the school was resumed and submitted to; but it more commonly happened that all hie efforts 
were unavailing. In this case, after three day's seige, terms of capitulation were proposed by 
the master and accepted by the boys. The terms always included permission to enjoy a full 
allowance of Shrove-tide sports.§ 

Of asimilar joculer character is a custom kept up at Leicester. There isin this ancient town 
anopen spacecalled the Newarks, ofa croxs form, accessible by three gates, and surrounded 
by tall buildings. {n the atternoon of Shrove-T'nesday, three men take possession of this place 
armed with waggon whips, and each attended by another man carrying a bell. These fellows, 
who are called Whipping Toms, claim a right to flog every body entering or passing through 
the Newarks whom they can catch, and this as long as the attendant bellman can keep ringing 
pe ee

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his bell. The amusement consists in surrounding the bellman and silencing !is bell, for 
daring the ceesation of ringing the whipper is powerloss: this, however, is a service of 
some hazard, and requires the combined address and activity of the young men who take 
partin the frolic. As soon, however, asa Whipping Tom findghis companion silenced, 
and subject to the laugh of the spectators, he hurries with his attendant bell to the res- 
cue, and the scene becomes one of considerable mirth and animation, and many daring 
attempts are made to capture the succouring bell, and increase their amusement on the 
one hand, and to liberate the captured bell and get both whips into action on the other. 
By the three outlets from the place escape is easy; ina nook called Little London, if 
you can attain jt, you are entitled to sanctuary. The bustle, activity, and address, 
elicited by the whole affair, and the merriment of the spectators as bells are captured 
or luckless wights subjected to whipping, render it an afternoon of great excitement, 
which the young especially talk of for mouths before and after. 


We have now toadvert to some of the sports of this day, which cannot be considered 
as of an innocent character. The chief and most conspicuous of these was the practice 
of throwing at cocks. It seemsto have been universal in England a century ago, and 
perhaps still lingers in some of those places which Wm. Howitt calls nooks of the coun- 
try, where modern refinements have not yet penetrated in great strength. It will be 
recullected that Hogarth makes this sport the first subject in his series of pictures 
entitled the Four Stages of Cruelty. The poor animal was tied toa stake by a short 
cord, and the unthinking men and boys, who were to throw at it, took their station at 
the distance ef about twenty yards. Where the cock belonged to some one disposed 
to make it a matter of business, two pence was paid for three shies at it, the missile 
used being a broomstick. The sport was continued till the poor creature was killed 
outright by the blows. Such tumult and outrage attended this inhuman sport a century 
ago, that, according toa writer in the Gentleman's Magazine, it was semetimes dan- 
gerouse to be near the place where it was practised. Hens were also the subjects of 
popular amusement at this festival. It wan customary in Cornwall to take any one 
which had not laid egys before Shrove-Tuesday, and lay it on a baru-floor to be thrash- 
edto death. A man hit at her with a flail; aud if be succeeded in killing her therewith, he 
got her for his pains. It was customary for a fellow to get a hen tied to his back, with some 
horse-bells hung beside it. A number of other fellows, blindfolded, with boughs in their 
hands followed him by the sound of the bells, endeavouring to get a stroke at the bird. 
‘This gave occasion to much merriment, for sometimes the man was hit instead of the hen, 
aud sometimes the assailants hit each other instead of either. At the conclusion, the hen was 
boiled with bacon, and added to the usual pancake feast. Cock-fights were also common on 
thisday. Strange to say, they were in many iustances the sanctioned sport of public schools, 
the master receiving on the occasion a small tax from the boys under the name of a cock 
penny. Perhaps this last practice took its rise in the circumstance of the master supplying 
the cocks, which seems to have been the custom in some places ina remote age. Such 
cock-fights regularly took place on -Fastern’s E’en in many parts of Scotland till the middle 
of the eighteenth century, the master presiding at the battle, and enjoying the perquisite of 
all the runaway cocks, which were technically called fugies. The greatest of our alarmists 
Must surely allow that in some small particulars we have improved upon the customs oft 
our forefathers. 

Latterly, an idea seems to have prevailed thatthe cocks martyred upon Shrove- 
Tuesday were typical, from the identity of their name in Latin (Gall.), of our great 
national enemies the French. And we can easily imagine eome country justices being 
led by this notion to encourage the sport, thinking that every shy taken at the unfortunate 
cock was fostering a salutary hatred of the French in the breasts of those who were yet per- 
haps to fight their country’s battles. There was even a supposition, to which Hearne the 
antiquary gave some countenance, that the practice took its rise at the time when Henry V. 
Was pursuing his wars in France, being designed to show that the English could as easily 
overthrow the Galli of their own species as the Galli of the farm-yard. A writer in the 
Geutleman's Magazine of 1737, suggests that perhaps we finda trace of this uotion in the 
architectural conceit placed over the portal of Blenheim House, where a monstrous 
lion is seen tearing to pieces a harmless cock. And he adds a just sentiment with regard to 
the Shrovetide cock-throwings, supposing them to have the above object in view==" Tis a 
low mean expression of our rage, even in time of war.”” But the ideaof a reference to the 
French is totally inadmissible, when we find that the custom existed long before the com- 
mencement of our wars with France. Auvother popular notion is, that it took its rise in 
consequence of a very early incident in our history. “ When the Danes were masters of 
England, and lorded it over the natives of the island, the inhabitants of a certain great city 
grown weary oftheir slavery, had formed a secret conspiracy to murder their masters in 
one bloody night, aod twelve men had undertaken to enter the house by stratagem, and

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seizing the arms, surprise the guard which kept it; and at which time, their fellows, upon a 
signal giveu, were to come out of their houses and murder all opposers: but wheu they were 
putting it in execution, the unusual crowing and fluttering of the cocks about the place they 
attempted to enter at, discovered their design ; upoa which the Danes became so enraged, that 
they doubled their cruelt¥, and used them with more severity thanever. Soon after they 
were forced from the Danish yoke, and to revenge themselves upon the cocks, for the 
misfortune they involved them in, instituted this eustom of knocking them on the head on 
Shrove-Tuesday, the day ou which it happened. This sport, though at first only practised 
in one city, in process of time became a national ertisement, and has continued ever 
since the Danes first lost the island." Such is the story told, it seems, by an old German 
author named Cranenstein, who writes of the customs observed by Christian nations.* We 
need scarcely remark that it seems insufficient to account for a sport of so peculiar a nature 
and so universal, 


The other Shrovetide observances were chiefly of a local nature. The old plays make us 
aware of a license which the London apprentices took on this occasion to assail houses of du- 
bious repute, and cart the unfortunate inmates throngh the city. This seems to have been 
done partly under favour of a privilege which the common people assumed at this time of 
breaking down doors for sport, and uf which we have perhaps some remains, in a practice 
which still exists in some remote districts, of throwing broken crockery and other rubbish 
at doors. Iu Dorsetshire and Wiltshire, if vot in other counties, the latter practice is called 
Tent crocking. The buys go round in sinall parties headed by a leader, © who goes up and 
knocks at the door, leaving his followers behind him, armed with a good stock of potsherds— 
the collected relics of the washing: pans, jugs, dishes, and plates, that have become the vic- 
tims of coucussion in the hands of unlucky or careless housewives. for the past year. When 
the door is opened, the hero, who is perhaps a farmer's boy, with a pair of black eves 
sparkling under the tattered brim of his brown milking-hat, hangs down his head, and, 
with one coruer of his mouth turned up into av irrepressible smile, pronounces the following 
lines:— 


« Tbe come a-shrovin, 
Vor a little pankiak, 
A bit o’bread o’your bink 
Or alittle truckle cheese o'your own miakio. 
If you'll gie me a little I°ll nx no more, 
If you dout gie me nothin, I'll rottle your door, ’ 
Sometimeshe getsa bit of bread and cheesc, and at some houses he is teld to be gone ; 
when he calls up his followers to send their missiles ina rattling broadside against the door.” + 
It is rather remarkable that, in Prussia, and perhaps other parts of central Europe, the 
throwing of broken crockery at doors ix a regular practice at marriages. Lord Malmesbury, 
who in 1791 married a Princess of that country as proxy for the Duke of York, tells us, 
that the morning after the ceremonial a great heap of such rubbish was found at her royal 
highoess’s door. 


MARCH. 


*  Ash-Wednesday.—The primitive Christians did not commence their Lent, until the 
Sunday now called the first in Lent. Pope Felix IM, in the year 487, first added the four 
days preceding the old Lent Sunday, to complete the number of fasting days to forty. 
Gregory the Great introduced the sprinkling of ashes on the firstof the four additioval 
days, which gives it the name of Dies Cinerun or Ash Wednesda At the Reformation, 
this practice was abolished, ‘‘ as being a mere shadow, or vain show.” 

Quadragesima, or first Sunday in Lent.—Ercombert, King of Kent, first appointed the 
fast of Lent in England. in the year O41. Succeeding generations marked the distinc. 
tions between the various foods. We find flesh to have been early prohibited during 
Lent, though Henry VIII. published a proclamation, in 1543, allowing the use of white 
meats, which continued in force until, by proclamations of James 1. in 1619, and 1625, 
and by Charles I, in 1627 and 1631, flesh was again wholly forbidden. 

Vth, St. Putrick.—St. Patrick, from the eminent services he rendered the Irish in 
converting them trom idolatry, is called the Apostle and Father of the Hibernian Church, 
and is the patron or tutelar saint of that island. 

Annunciation, or Lady Day.—The reformed Church celebrates this day ss a joyful, 
festival, trom the connexion Letween the circumstance commemorated, and the incar- 
nation, ‘ Our Lady” is the ancient and popular name of the Virgin Mary. 

Mid-lent Sunday.—This day received its appellation,, because it is the 
middle Sunday between Quadragesima and Easter Sunday. It is by some calied

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the Mothering Sunday, a term expressive of the ancient usage of visiting the Mother. or 
Cathedral Churches, of the several dioceses, when voluntary offerings were made, which 
are now called Easter Offerings. 

APBIL.. 

Paim Sunday.—Palm Sunday is the Sunday preceding Easter, or the last Sun- 
day in Lent. In the ancient Church, Palm Sunday, with the whole of the week which 
it’ commences, was held io strict devotion, and observed with greater rigour, as to 
fastiog and humiliation, than any otber part of the Lent season. The festival comme. 
morales our our’s triumphal entry into Jerusalem, when branches of palm were 
spread before him, 

Maunday Thursday.—The name of Maunday Thursday has occasioned some 
tronble_ to antiquar Danton conceives Maunday \o be corrupted from the mandate 
of our Saviour to his disciples, ‘* Do this in remembrance of me,’ or from his other 
date, after he had washed their feet, to “ love one another.” With better reason it 
is thought to be derived from the Saxon word, mand, which afterwards became 
muund,—a came fora basket, and subsequently for any gift or offering contained iv the 
bastet. Tbus Shakespeare says,“ A thousand favours from her maund she drew :’’ aud 
Hall, im his “ Satires”, spenks of ,*¢ a marnd charged with housebold mercha Y 
8o also Drayton tellsof “ a little maund being made of oziers small,” Aud Herrick 
speaks of maundieas alms :— 

“ All's gone and death hath taken 
Away from us 
Our Maundie ; thus 

The widows staud forsnken.'’ 

Thns then, ‘ Maundy Thursday,” Archdeacon Nares, “ the day preceding Good 
Friday,on which the King distributes alms to a ce:taia number of pour persons at White- 
hall, is so named from the maunds in which the gifts were contained.’ These gifts 
consist of the provisions, clothing, and the well knowo Mauudy-money presented by 
the Sovereigns on this day to as many old men and women as he may be years old, at 
the Chapel Royal, Whitehall. Anciently, on Maundy Thursday, the Kings and Queens 
of England washed and kissed the feet, also, of #8 many poor men and women as 
they were years old, besides bestowing their Mauady on each, This was in imitation of 
Cunhist’s washing his disciples’ feet. Queen Elizabeth performed this at Gieenwich 
when she was 39 years of age,on wh'ch occasion the feet of the same number of poor per- 
sous were first washed by the yeomen of thelaundry, with warm water and sweet hesbs, 
afterwards by the sub-almoner, and lastly by the Queen herself, the person who washed 
making each time across on the paupet’s foot, above the toes, and kissing it. The 
ceremony was performed by the Queen, kueeliug, being attended by 89 ladies and 
gentlewomen. Clothes, victuals, and money were then distributed among the poor. 
James II. is said to have been the lastof our monarchs who performed this ceremouy 
io person. It was afterwards performed by the almoner, This day was also called 
Shere Thureday, and by corruption Chare Thursday. Shere Thursday signitied thar 
it was the day on which the clergy were wont to shere, or shear their heads, or get 
themselves shaven or shorn, aad to clip their beards sgainat Kaster-day. In the 
Legend of St. Brandon, it is related that he sailed with his monks to the island of Shep, 
“and on Shere Thuarsdaye, after souper, be wesshe theyr feet and kyssed them, 
jyke as our Loans dyd to his discyples,’’ 

Good Friday.—Asthe presumed anniversary of the day of the Cracifixion, bas for ages 
been solemoly observed throuxhout Chistian Europe, the only exceptions being in Pri 
bytesian countries, such as Scotland. In Komao Catholic times, the observances of the 
day in Englund were of the same character with those which ase still maintained in 
Many parts of the Continent, It is still « solema festival of the Church of Engiand, 
and the only one besides ( hristmas which is honoured by a general suspension of bu- 
sioess. Strict Church-of-England people abstain from any kind of animal food, evea 
from cream and tea; such, we ate informed by Boswell, was the custum of Dr. Jobn_ 
son.* The charcies are well attended, and it isconsidered proper to appea 
therein black clothes. : 

The religious usages of old times were generally more remarkable for the earnestness 
which prompted them than for their rationality or good taste, One of those appio- 
jate to Good Friday eppears in modern eyes of an unusually grotesque character. The 
Priests took sn image of the crucifix, which they carried with duleful bymus round 
the altar. Then stripping the figure of its coat, they laid it down before the steps of 
the altar, upon Turkey carpets, and with pillows to support the head. ‘They and the peo -

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ple then crept along the ground in succession towards the crucifix, when they kissed the 
feet of the image, with matks of the greatest tenderness and devotion, many shedding tears. 
This was called “ creeping to the cross.” An old book containing the ceremonials observed by 
the English monarchs, directs the usher to lay a carpet oa this day for the king “ to creepe 
to the crosse upon.” The queen and her ladies were also to creep to the cross. On the same 
day, the king allowed rings to be distributed amongst the people, as a preservative against 
eramp and falling sickness. This wasacustom which took its rise in the supposed vir- 
tue of a ring which had been given by King Edward I. toa poor person who asked him alms 
forthe love of St. John the Evangelist, and which, having found its wey to Palestine, was 
afterwards brought back to the king by some persons returning from that country. Onac- 
count of the healing power believed to reside in it it was kept for centuries in Westminster 
Abbey with great veneration; and the king was presumed to be able to impart its virtue to 
other rings, by means of the ceremony of consecration. These were called cramp-rings, and 
received and sent abroad with an implicit faith in their power to cure fits. [In some parts 
of England, the common people are still found to put some faith in what they call cramp- 
rings. 

Another of the strange religions rites practised on Good Friday was a representation of the 
burial of Christ. A figure representing the dead Christ, wrapt in grave clothes, was carried 
along amidst the acclamations of the people, who kuelt and beat their breasts before it, and 
deposited it in a receptacle designed to represent the sepulchre, where it was allowed to 
rest till Easte day. The service called Tenebrae (that is, darkness), which is still 
practised at Rome, appears to be a modification of this custom, Upona triangular frame, 
fifteen candles are arranged, seven yellow ones at each side, and a white one at the to} 
‘The fourteen yellow candles represent the eleven apostles, the Virgin Mary, and tl 
women that were with her at the crucifixion ; the white one at the top represents Chri 
Fourteen psalms are sung, and at the end of each, one of the yellow candles is put out. 
Theo, the light on the altar being extinguished, tlhe white candle is taken down and hid 
under the altar, The putting out of the fourteen candles denotes the flight or mourning 
of the apost! nd women, and the hiding of the white candle denotes that Christ isin 
the sepulchre. Then a noise is made by beating the desks and shuffling with feet, to 
represent the earthquake and the splitting of the rocks. In St. Peter's church, on this 
day, the hundred lights usually Kept burning on St. Peter's tomb are extinguished 
and an illuminated cross is suspended under the dome where it appears as if self-sup 
ported. 

Eggs and apples are cntiously connected with Good Friday. A Protestant writer in 
Elizabeth's time notes the Popish custom of ‘* creeping to the cross with eggs and ap- 
ples.” Probably they were used as offerings. Another writer, of the same age, says that 
the Roman Catholics, on Good Friday, offered unto Christ eggs and bacon, to be in 
his favour till Easter day wae past.” ‘'To hold forth the cross for eggs on Good Fri- 
day,” occurs among the Catholic customs censured by John Ball, a Protestaat writer 
in 1554. A French writer of a later age speaks of a custom of preserving all eggs laid 
on Good Friday, as good for extinguishing fires into which they may be thrown. 
In England, no kind of eatnble but one, soonto be adverted to, remains, in association 
with the day. We find that, in the time of the civil war, the puritan severity relaxed itself 
on this day upona principle of contradiction. A “ zealous brother’’is thus described 
in 1631 :— “ Heis an Antipos to all church-government ; when she fasts, he feasts : Good 
Friday is his Shrove Tuesday. He commends this notable carnal caveat to his family 
—Eat fleah upon days prohibited, it is good against Popery.”” 

In old times, Good Friday was distinguished in London by a sermon preached at Paul's 
Cross( af{wooden pulpit mounted on stone steps, and surmounted by «cross, which stood till 
the time of the civil war, in the open air, near the northeast corner of St. Paul's Cathedral.) 
The sermon was generally on the subject of Christ's passion. Connected with it, two or three 
others were preached on Monday, Tuesday, and Wednesday, in Easter week, at the Spital 
in Spitalfields, where the Lord Mayor and all the most eminent persons in London generally 
attended. The “ Spital sermons “are still kept up, but take place in St. Bride's Church. 


The eatable above alluded to is the famous Hot Cross Bun. All England still eats hof 
cross buus on Good Friday. These ate small cakes, slightly spiced, sometimes of a round 
shape, and sometimes long and tapering at both ends, but always marked on the top with 
an indentation in the form of a cross. In London,as well as in almost every other cou- 
siderable town in England, the first sound heard on the morning of Good Friday is the cry 
of * Hot Cross Buns!” uttered by great numbers ef People of an humble order, who 
parade the streets with baskets containing a plentiful stock of the article, wrapped up 

n flannel and linen to keep itwarn. ‘he cry, which is rather musical, is strictly— 
Hot cross buns— 
One a-peony, buns—two a-penny, buns; 
On » a-penny, two a-penny—hot cross buns! hs 
Hucksters ofall kinds and many persons who atiewpt no traffic at any other time enter 
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into the business of supplying bunson Good Friday morning. They make a stir ow the 
streets, which lasts till church time, and it is resumed in the afternoon. About a century ago, 
there wasa baker's shop at Chelsea, so famous for its manufacture of excellent buns, that 
crowds of waiting customers clustered under its porch during a great part of the day. The 
buns were bruught up from the oven on small black tin trays, and so given out to the people. 
The king himself had stopped at the door to purchase hot cross buus,and hence the shop 
took the name of the Royal Bun-House. As always happens in London when any thing ori- 
ginal and successful is struck out, the royal bun bouse svon obtained a rival, and was obliged 
to advertise as the Old Original Royal Bun-House. The wars of these two houses, like those 
of York and Lancaster, have long since been hushed to rest, and we fiud it stated in a recent 
work® that neither of them is now distinguished for this article above the other bakers’ shops 
of Chelsea. 


Hot cross buns appear to be identical with the stall consecrated loaves which are distributed 
by the church in Catholic countries to those who, from any impediment, could not obtain the 
host. These loaves are made of the dough whence the host is taken, are marked with across, 
and are kissed before they are eaten. It isremarkable that the bread of the Greeks was mark- 
ed by a cross on the upper surface, and that they gave such loaves ax offerings to the gods, 
under a name which in the accusative case is Ady (boun). The prophet Jeremiah also speaks 


of cakes used in Pagan worship. Two small loaves, marked with a cross onthe top, were 
found in Herculaneum. 


Easter Sunday.—Easter (from the Saxon oster, rising, referring to the Resurrection) 
is observed with much ceremonial, not only throughout Catholic Europe, andin the countries 
where the Greek church is established, but in Turkey and the Mahommedan countries along 
the coast of Africa. The festival is an engraftment uponthe Jewish Passover, the name of 
which (pascha) is still applied to it inalmostevery country besides England. The Catholic 
observances of Easter are of an elaborate character, At Rome, the Pope is carried in state 
to perform high mass ip St. Peter's, from the balcony of which he afterwards blesses the people 
assembled in the piazza below—perhaps one of the most imposing religious spectacles which 
the world any where presents. In England, before the Reformation, the Catholic observances 
of Easter were as fully enacted as in any other country. Early in the morning, a sort of thea- 
trical representation of the Resurrection was performed in the churches, the priests coming 
to the little sepulchre where, on Good Friday, they had deposited the host, which they now 
brought forth with great rejoiciogs,as emblematical of the rising of the Saviour. In the 
course of the day, the clergy had a game at ball in the church, a custom of which it is now 
difficult to believe that it ever could have existed. A ball being brought in, the Dean began a 
chant suited to Easter day, and then, taking the ball in his left hand, commenced a dance to 
the tune, others of the priests dancing rouud hand iv hand. At iutervals, the ball was handed 
or tossed by the Dean to each of the choristers, the orgav playing music appropriate to their 
various antics until it was time to give over, and retire tu take refreshment. 


At present, in large seats of population, Easter Sunday is distinguished by little besides the 
few peculiarities of the service, and the custom of going to church in attire as gay as possible. 
But in rurel districts there still exist a few vestiges of old superstitions and customs connected 
with the day. It was once a general belief, and probably still is so in a few out of-the-way 
places, that on Easter morning the sun danced or played immediately after his rising. People 
rose early and went into the fields tosee this supposed phenomenon. Suckling, in his ballad 
on a wedding, alludes to it— 

** But, Dick, she dances such a way, 
No suo upon an Easter day 
Is half so fine a sight.’” 

And Sir Thomas Browne, indenying it in his “ Vulgar Errors,” uses language which shows 
how intertwined with religious feeling the notion had become—“ We shall not, 1 hope,” says 
he, “ disparage the resurrection of our Redeemer, if we say the sun doth not dance on Faster 
day.” In some places, it was considered necessary, in order to realise this spectacle, to go 
ts the brink of a fountain, and observe the reflection of the sun upon its surface, which of 
course would reduce the miracle to a natural fact. On Easter day, it was customary to adorn 
the churches with flowers, and there was in some places acustom called Clipping the Church, 
which was thus acted. The children came one after another to church, where they arranged 
themselves with their backs against the walls on the outside, taking hold of each other’s hands 
until so many were assembled that they formed a complete ciucture round the exterior of the 
building —the people luoking on, and shouting joyfully. 

The viands appropriate to Easter day in the old times were, first and above all, eggs, then 
bacon, tansy pudding, and bread and cheese. The origin of the connexion of eggs with 
Eawter is lost in the mists of remote antiquity. They are asrife this day in Russia as in Eo- 
gland. There it is customary to go about with a quantity, and to give one tu each friend one 
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meets, saying, Jesus Christ is risen,” to which the other replies,“ Ves, he is risen,” or, “ It 
js so ofa truth.” The Pope formerly blessed eggs to be distributed throughout the Christian 
world for use on Easter day. In Germany, instead of the eggitself, the people offer a print 
of it, with some lines inscribed. Formerly, the King of England had hundreds prepared to 
give to his household : in a roll of the expenses of Edward [., there occurs, in the accounts of 
Easter Sunday, in the eighteenth year of his reign, Four hundred and a half of eggs, eighteen 
peuce.” ‘I'he custom is supposed to have been originally Jewish. 


At this day, the Easter eges used in England areboited hard in water containing a dye, so 
that they come out coloared. In some instances, this colouring is variegated or fizured, by 
tracing over the egg witha candleend, The boystake these eges, and make a kind of game, 
either by throwing them toa distance on the green sward, he who throws oftenest without 
breaking his eggs being the victor, or hitting them against each other in their respective 
hands, in which case the owner of the hardiest or last surviving egg gains the day, Even in 
Scotland, where holiday and holiday observances are almost unknown, paste (that is, Pasch) 
eggs are regularly prepared by the boys, and thrown in the manuer here described, but generally 
on the Saturday before Easter Sunday. When the cggsare broken, the children make a feast 
ofthe contents, keenness of digestion making up, it is to be supposed, tor the hardness to 
which they have been boiled. 


It was customary to havea gammon of bacon this day, and to eat it all up, in signification 
ofabhorrence of Judaism. The tansy svems to have been intruduced iuto Easter feasts, as a 
successor to the bitter herbs used by the Jewsat their Passover. It was usually presented well 
sugared. Aubrey tells us that,in his time (the seventeenth century) the first dish brought upon 
tableat Oxford on Easter Sunday was “a red herriog riding away upon horseback,” that is, a 
herring placed somewhat atter the mauner of a man upon horseback, in x corn salad. Through- 
out England, the fire was allowed to go out on Easter Sunday, after which the chimney 
and fire place were completely cleaned, and the fire once more lighted. 


It was a custom in the thirteenth century to seize all ecclesiastics found walking abroad 
between Easter and Pentecost, and make them purchase their liberty with mouey. ‘This vas 
‘an acting of the seizure of the apostles after Christ's passion. We have still what appears to 
bea relic of this fashion in a custom which exists in various parts of England. A band of 
young men go abroad, and whatever female they meet they take hold of her, and pull off ber 
shoes which are only returned to her upon her paying some trifling forfeit. In Durham, itis done 
dy boys, who, on meeting any woman, accost her with, “ Pay for yourshues, if you please.” The 
trifling sams which they thus collectare spent ina feast at night. At Ripon, celebrated for 
its manufacture of spurs, travellers riding throngh the town are stripped of those articles, 
which in like manner they have to redeem. On Easter Monday, the women make a return 
by going abruad in groups, and causing the men to redeem their shoes. 


“ Lifting at Easter’ is another oid custom, which may be presumed to have originated in 
adesign of dramatising the events connected with Christ’s passion. It consisted in hoisting 
judividuals up into the air, either in a chair or otherwise, until they relieved themselves by a 
forfeit. A curious record makes us aware that, on Easter day, in the eighteenth year of the 
reigu of Edward 1., seven ladies of the queen’s household went into the king's chamber, and 
lifted him, for which fourteen pounds appears to have been disbursed asa forfeit. The men 
lifted the women on Easter Monday, aud the women claimed the privilege of lifting the men on 
the ensuing day. Three hoists were always given, attended by loud huzzas. A gevtleman named 
Loggan thus described the ceremony, as performed in his own case in 1799:—“ I was sitting 
alone last Easter Tuesday at breakfast in the Talbot in Shrewsbury, when I was surprised by 
the entrance of all the female servants of the house handing in an arin chair, lined with white, 
and decorated with ribbons and favonrs of different colours. JT asked them what they wanted. 
‘Their answer was they came to heave me. It was the custom of the place on that moruing, 
and they hoped [would takea seat in their chair. It was impossible vot to comply witha 
request very modestly made, and to a set of nymphs in their best apparel, and several of them 
under twenty. I wished to see all the ceremony, aud seated myself accordingly. The group 
then lifted me from the ground, turned the chair about, and I had the felicity of a salute from 
each. I told them supposed there was a fee due upon the occasion and was answered in 
the affirmative; and having satisfied the daimsels in this respect, they withdrew to heave 
others.” 


2rd. Saint George.—Fdward III. at the battle of Calais, inthe year 1349, joined to 
England's then supposed principal guardian, St. Edward the Confessor, the name of St. 
George, both of whom he earnestly invoked to aid his arms. The next sear, the 
order of the Garicr was established, dedicated to St. George, and the saint himsely 
has, from that period, been considered as protector of Englund, 

25th. St. Mark the Evangelist.—On this day the reformed Church holds a festival in 
commemoration of the benefits the Christiaa religion bas received from the exertions of 
this Evangelist.

Vat. St. Philip and St. James, Apostles.—The Church, on this day, commemorates the 
sofferings of St. Philip ; and also of St. James the Less, the first Bishop of Jerusalem. 

Q\st. Rogation Sunday.—Rogation Sunday received and retains its title from the Mon- 
day, Tuesday and Wednesday immediately following it which are called Rogation Days, 
derived from the Latin rovare to beseech. ‘The earliest Christians appropriated extraor- 
dinary prayers and supplications for those three days; & preparation for the devout 
observance of our Saviour's Ascension, on the day next succeeding to them, denominated 
Holy Thursday, or Ascension Day. The whole week, in which these days happen, is 
styled Rogation Week ; and in some parts it is still known by the other names of Crop 
Week, Grass Week ; and Gang or Procession Week. The perambulations of parishes are 
nade in this week. 

Ascension Day, or Holy Thursday.—1s the day on which the Church celebrates the 
Ascension of our Saviour, the fortieth day after hia resurrection from the dead. 

JUNE. 

Whit Sunday.—On this day is celebrated the descent of the Holy Ghost upon the 
Apostles, in the visible appearance of fiery cloven tongues, and in those miraeulous 
powers which were thenconterred upon them, Whitsuntide is seven weeks after Easter. 

Trinity Sunday.—Trinity Sunday is a festival observed by the Latin and Pro- 
festant Churches on the Sunday next following Pentecost, or Whitsuntide, of which 
originally, it was merely an octave. 

24th. St. John the Baptist.— Midsummer Day.—Considerirg*the'part borne by the Baptist 
inthe transactionsin which Christianity is founded, itis not wonderful that the day, 
set apart for the observance of his nativity should be, in all ages and most parts of 
Europe, one of the most popular of religious festivals. It enjoys the greater distinction 
that it is considered as Midsummer day, and therefore has inherited a number of obser- 
vances from heathen times. ‘These are now curiously mixed with those springing from 
Christian feelings, iusomuch that itis not easy to distinguish them from the other. It 
is only clear, from their superstitions character, that they have been ori nally Pagan. 
To use the quaint phrase of an old translator of Scaliger, they ‘‘form the foote steps of 
auncient gentility ;"’ thatis, gentileism, or heathenism. ¥ 

The observances connected with the Nativity of St. John commenced on the previous 
evening, called, as usual, the eve or vigil of the festival, or Midsummer Eve. On that 
evening the people were accustomed to go into the woods and break down branches of 
trees, which they brought to their homes, and planted over their doors, amidst great 
demonstrations of jos, to make good the Scripture prophecy respecting the Baptist, that 
many should rejoice in bis birth. ‘This custom was universai in England till the recent 
change in manners, In Oxford there was a speciality in the observance, of a curious 
natare. Within the first court of Magdalen College, froma stone pulpit at one corner 
a sermon was always preached on St. John’s Day; at the same time, the court was 
ermbowered with green buughs, * thut the preaching might resemble that of the Bap. 
tist inthe wilderness.” 

‘Towards night, materials fora fire were collected in a public place and kindled. To 
this the name of bonfire was given, a term of which the most rational explanation seems 
to be, that it was compored of contributions collected a boons, or gifts of social and 
charitable feeling. Around this fire the people danced with almost frantic mirth ; the 
men and beys occasionally jumping through it, not to show their agility, but as a com- 
piiance with ancient custom, ‘Chere can be no doubt that this Jeaping through the fire 
is one of the most ancient of all known superstitions, and is identical with that fol. 
lowed by Manasseh, We learn that, till a late period, the practice was followed in 
Ireland on St. John’s Eve. 

It was customary in towns to keep a watch walking about during the Midsummer 
Night, although no such practice might prevail at the place from motives of precaution, 
This was done at Nottingham till the reign of Charles I, Every citizen either went 
himself or sent a substitute ; and an oath for the preservation of peace was duly ad- 
mini-tered to the company at their first meeting at sunset. They paraded the town 
in parties during the night, every person wearing a garlund of flowers upon his head, 
additionally embellished in some instances with ribtons and jewels. In London, dur- 
ing the middle ages, this watch, consisting of not less than two thousand men. paraded 
both on this night and on the eres of St. Paul's and St. Peter's days. The watchmen, 
were provided With cressets, or torches, carried in barred pots on the tops of long 
poles, which, added to the bonfires on the streets, must have given the town @ striking 
appearance in anage when there was no regular stredt lighting. The great came to 
give their counteuance (o this marching watch, and made it quite a pageant. A Loa- 
ton poet, looking back from 1616, thus,alindes to the scene :— 
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“* The gondly buildings that till then did hide 
‘Their rich atray, opeu'd their windows wide, 
Where kings, great peers, aud many a nobie dame, 
Whose bright pearl-glittering roves did mock the flame 
Of the night's buraiag lights, aid sit to sce 
How every seoator in his degree, 
Adora'd with sbining gold nod purple weeds, 
4nd stately mounted on rich-trapped steeds, 
Theie guard attending, through the streets did ride, 
Before their foot-bands. graced with glittering pride 
Of rich gilt arms, whose glory did present 
A sunshine to the eye, as if it meant, 
Among the cresset lights abot up on high, 
To chase dark night for ever from the sky ; 
While in the streets the sticklers to and fro, 
To keep decoruca, stil did come and go, 
‘Where tables set were plentifully spread, 
And at each door oeighbour with neighbour fed.’ 
King Henry VIII.. hearing of the marching wateh, came privately, in 1510, to see 
ii d was so much pleased with what he saw, that he came with Queen Catherine 
and anoble train to attend openly that of St. Peter's Eve a few nights after. But thie 
king, in the latter part of his reign, thought proper to abulisn the ancient custom, 
probably froma dread ofso great a muster of armed citizens. 


Some of the superstitious notions connected with St. John’s Eve are ofa highly 
fanciful nature. The Irish believe that the souls of all people on this night leave their 
Bodies, and wander to the place, by land or sea, where death skall finally separate them 
from the tenement ofclay. It is not improbable that this notion was originally univer- 
sal, and was the cause of the wide-spread custom of watching or sitting up awake on 
St. John’s night, for we may well believe that there would be a general wish to prevent 
the soul from going upon thal somewhat dismal ramble. In England, and perhaps in 
other countries also, it was believed that, if any one sat up fasting all night in tho 
church porch, he would see the spirite of thore who were to die in the parish during 
the ensuing twelvemonths come and knock at the church door, in the order and succes— 
sion in which they were to die. We caneasily perceive a possible connexion between 
this dreary fancy and that of the soul's midnight ramble, The civic vigils yust des- 
cribed were no doubt a result, thongh a more remote one, of the same idea. There 
iva low Dutch proverb used by those who have been kept awake all night by troubles of 
any kind—** We have passed St. John Baptist’s night.” Ina book written imthe seven- 
teenth century fer the instruction ef a young nobleman, the author warns his pupil 
against certain “‘fearfol superstitions, as 10 watch upon St, John's evening, and the first, 
‘Tuesday in the month of March, to conjure the moon, to lie upon your back having 
your ears stopped with laurel leaves, and to fall asleep not thinking of God, and soch 
Jike follies, all forged by the infernal Cyclops and Pluto's servants.” A circumstance 
mentioned by Grose supports our conjecture—that to sleep on St. John's Eve wae 
thought to ensure a wandering of the spirit, while watching was regarded as conf 
ring the power of seeing the vagrant spirits of those who slept. Amongst a company 
who sat up ina church porch, one fell so deeply asleep that he could not be waked, 
His companione afterwards averred that, whilst he was in this state, they bebeld his 
spirit go and knock at the church door. 


The same notion ofa temporary liberation of the soul is perhaps at the bottom of « 
number of superstitious practices resembling those appropriate to Hallow-eve. It was 
supposed, forexample, that ifan unmarried woman, fasting, laid acloth at midnight 
with bread and cheese, and sat down as if to eat, leaving the street-door open, the per- 
son whom she wasto marry would cere into the room and drink to her by bowing, 
after which, setting down the glass, with another bow he would retire. It was cus- 
tomary on this eve to gather certain plants which were suppcsed to have a supernatural 
character. The fern is one of those herbs which have their seed on the back of the 
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whether her lover would prove true to her or not. Young women likewise sought for 
what they called pieces of coal, but in reality, certian hard, black, dead roots often 
found under the living mugwort, designing to place these under their pillows, that they 
might dream of their lovers, Sume of these foolish fancies are pleasantly strung toge- 
ther in the “ Connoisseur,” a periodical paper of the middle ofthe last century. ‘‘] and 
my two sisters tried the dumb cake together : you must know two must make it, two bake 
it, two break it, and the third put it uuder each of their pillows (bat you must not speak 
a word all the time), and then you will dream of the man you are to have. This we did; 
and, to be sure, I did nothing all night out dream of Mr. Blossom. The same night, 
exactly at twelve o'clock, I sowed hemp~seed in our back yard, aud said to myself— 
* Hemp-seed I sow, hemp-geed 1 hoe, and he that is my true lovecome after me and mow. 
Will you believe me? I looked back and saw him ax plain as eyes could see him. After 
that I took a clean shift and wetted it, and turned it wrong side out, and hung it to the 
fire upon the back of achair; and very likely my sweetheart would bave come and turny 
ed it right again (for [heard his step), but I was frightened, and could not help speak- 
ing, which broke the charm, I likewise stuck up two Midsummer men, one for myself 
and one for him, Now, if his had died away, we should never have come together; but 
{assure you his blowed madturned to mine. Our maid Betty tells me, if 1 go backwards, 
without speaking a word, into the garden upon Midsummer Eve, and gather a rove, and 
keep it in a clean sheet of pa without lovking at it till Christmas -day, itwill be as 
fresh a8 in June, and if I then stick it in my bosom, he that is to be my busband will 
come and take it out.” So also, ina poem entitled the ** Cottage’Girl,” published in 1786, 
“« The moss.rose that, at fnllof dew 

Ere eve its duskier curtain drew, 

Was freably gather’a from its stem, 

She values as the ruby gem 5 

And, guarded from the piercing air, 

‘With all an apzious lover's ca: 

She bideit, for her shepherd's sake, 

Awaltthe New-year’s frolic wake, 

When fnded, in its alter’d hue, 

She renda—the rustic is untrue! 

But, if it leaves the crimson p 

Her sickening hopes no longer 

The rose upon ber bosom worn, 

She meets him at the peep of mora, 

Aod lo! her lips with kisses prest. 

He placks it from her puntiug breast.” 


We may suppose, from the foltowing version ofa German poem, entitled “ The St. 


John's Wort,'” that precizely the same notions prevailamongst the peasant youth of that 
country :— 


“| The young maid stole through the cottage door, 
And biusb'd as she sought the plant of power: 
‘Thou silver glow-worm, oh, lendme thy light, 
T must gather the mystic St. Jobo’s wort to night— 
The wonderfal herb, whose leaf will decide 
If the coming year shall make mea bride.” 
And the glow worm came 
With ite silvery fame, 
And sparkled and shone 
Through the night of St. Joho. 
And soon has the young maid her love-knot tied. 
‘With noiseless tread, 
To ber chamber she sped, 
Where the spectral moon her white beams shed ; 
* Bloom here, bloom here, thou plant of power, 
To deek the young bride in ber bridal hoor! 
But it droop'd its bead, that plant of power, 
And died the mute death of the voiceless flower ; 
And a qither’d wreath on the ground it lay, 
More weet for a burial than bridal day. 
And when a year was past awa 
All pale on her bier the young maid lays 
And the glow. worm came 
‘With its silvery finme, 
And sparkled and shone 
Through the night of St. John, 
As they closed the cold grave o’er the maid's cold clay.” 


Some years ago, there was exhibited before the Society of Antiquaries, a ring which had 
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been found in a ploughed field near Cawood in Yorkshire, and which appeared, from the 
style of its inscriptions, to be of the fifteenth century, It bore for a device two orpine 
plants, joined by a true love knot, with this motto above, ‘* Mafiancee velt,"" that ts, My 
eweet-heart wills, or is desirous. The stalks of the plants were bent towarde each other, 
in token, no doubt, that the partios represented by them were to come together in mar- 
riage. Themotto under the ring was ‘ Joye lamour few.” So uuiversal, in time as in 
place, are these popular notions. 

The observance of St John’s Day seemsto have been, by a practical bull, confined 
mainly to the previous evening. On the day itself, we only find that the people hept 
their doors and beds embowered in the branches set up the night before, upon the un- 
derstandisg that these had a virtue in averting thunder, tempest, aud all kinds of noxious 
physical agencies. . 

20th, St. Peter the Apostle.—Tho feast of St. Peter was instituted io the year 813, per~ 
haps to celebratethe martyrdom ofthe Apostle, who suffered at Rome about 64. 


: JULY. 
25th, St. James.—This apostle is called James the Great, to distinguish him frem the 
other aposile, who is calledthe Less. 


AUGUAT, 

Yst, Lammas Day.—Lammas is one of the tour cross Quarter-days of tho year, as they 
are now denominated. Whitsuntide was formerly the first of these quarters, Lammas the 
second, Martinmas the next, and Candlemas the last ; and auch partition of the year was 
once equally common with the present divisions of Ladyday, Midsummer, Michaelmas, 
and Christmas. Some rents are yet payable at these anciout quarterly days in England, 
and they continue generally in Scotland. 

24th, St. Bartholomew the Apostle.—The proper name of this Apostle was Nathaniel. 
by which, and not by that of Bartholomew. heis mentioned by St. Joha. The festival 
of St, Bartholomew was instituted A. D. 1130. 

SEPTEMBER. 

Qlst. St. Matthew.—This Evanyelist's festival is of great antiquity. 

29th. St. Afichael.—This festival was, in the vear 487, established inhonour of Michael, 
the reputed gaardian of the,Church, under thetitle of ** St. Michael and all Angels.” 

OCTOBER. 

18th, St. Luke the Evangelist.—The festival held in commemoration of this Evangelist, 
wns first instituted by the Christian Churchin the year 1130. 

98th. St. Simon and St. Jude, Apostles.—The two Apostles, St. Simon and St. Jude, are 
jointly comtmemorated by the Church on this day, as appears to have been the usage from 
the year 1091, when their feast was first instituted. 

NOVEMBER. 

lst. All Saints.—All Saints, or All Hallows, in the Protestant Church, is a day of 
general commemoration of all those saints and martyrs, in bouour of whom, individually, 
no particular day has been expressly assigned. 

4th, King William Landed.—“ Onthe 3d of November,” says Burnet, who wae in the 
fleet, ‘‘ we passed between Dover and Calais, and before night saw the Isle of Wight. 
‘Thenext day, tho 4th, being the day on which the Prince was both born and married, he 
aancied, if he could land that day it would look auspicious to the army, and animate the 
foldiers ; but others, who considered the day fullowiug was Gunpowder ‘I'renson day, 
thought our landing that day might have a good effect on the minds of the English nation. 
And Divine Providence so ordered it, that after all hopes of our landing at Torbay were 
given up, and Russell bid me go to my prayers for all was lust, the wind suddenly shifted, 
and carried us into the desired haven. Here the Prince, Marshal Schomberg, and the 
foot soldiers, landed on November the 5th,” The Almanac is thus at variance with the 
historian. 

5th. This day is commonly called Gunpowder Treason, and has been kept asan anniver- 
sary in commemoration of the great plot of 1605. 

Lith. St. Bfartin—This anviversary‘is still one ef the four cross Quarter Days. 


DECEMBER. 


Advent Sunday.—Adveht in the Calendar properly signifies the approach of the Feast 
of the Nativity. It includes four Sundays, the first of which is always the vearest Sunday 
to Saint Andrew, whether before or after, Advent was instituted by the Council of Tours, 


in the 6th century. 
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25th. Christmas Diy.—Christmas Day is a festival of the Church, universally observed on 
the 25th of Decewher, in memury of the Nativity of our Saviour ; snd it has been denv- 
minated Christ mass, from the appellative Christ haviog been added to the uae of Jesus, to 
express that he wasthe Messiah, or the Anointed. 

26th. St. Stephen —He was the first Martyr to the Christian faith. Lardner and Dod- 
dridge think bis death was rather the effect of popular fury than the result of a legal sen- 
tence. 

27th. St.John the Evangelist.—This day is observed as a festival by the Reformed 
Charch, in commemoration of this distinguished Apostle und Evangelist. 

28th.—Innocents.—This festival is kept to commemorate the slaughter of the Jewish chil- 
deen by Herod. This is als» called Childemas- Daj (from child aud mass,) ou account of 
the masoes said in the Romish Cliurch for the suuls of the iahocenwé.

TERRESTRIAL LATITUDES AND LONGITUDES. 
The following preliminary definitions will be found useful by those who have not stu- 
ied the principles of mathematical phrenology. 


1, The earth is very nearly a glube, having its mean diamefer, or measure, through the 
centre, 7,912 miles, very nearly, and its mean circumference, or the measure round it, 
24,979 miles, or in round numbers 25,000 miles, A degree is the 360th part of a circum- 
ference ; thus a degree of the earth's circumference is 69$ miles very nearly. A degree is 
understood to be divided into 60 minutes, which in the earth’s circumference are ca‘led 
natlical or geographical miles; and the minute is divided into 60 seconds, For common 
purposes, a degree may be called 70 English miles, and, then a minute will be 2,0534 yards 
and a second, 34 2-9 yards. Half a circumference, or a cemicircle, is of course 130 
degrees, and a quarter, or quadraut, 90. All circles, whether large or smail, are divided, 
into the same number of degrees, minutes, and seconds. 

2. The earth turns round the same diameter, at avnifarm rate of motion every 23 
hours, 56 minutes, nearly. The extremities of this diameter, (which though a mere ima- 
Rinary line, is called the axis of rotation) arecalled the poles from a Greek word sig 
nifsing to turn. ‘The daily rotation of the earth from west to east causes an apparent 
motion of the heavenly bodies from east to west. and they all appear to revolve round 
the poles of the heavens ; that is, the points to which the axis of the earth is directed. 

3 At whatever part of the sea or the land one may be a keavy weight so suspended 
by a string as that it toyches nothing, stretches the string so, that the weight end 
points very nearly to the centre of the earth, and the other, or upper end, tothe middle 
of the sky over us. 


4. Tho Aorizon is the circla which, if we be upon perfectly level ground, divides tho 
opper half (or hemisphere) of the sky. which we see, fromthe under half, which we do 
not see. The zenith to which the upper end of the string points, is inthe centre of 
the first ; and the nadir, to which the weight end of tho string pvints, is in the centre 
of the second. 

5. Fromthe zenith to the horizon is 90 degrees ; the measure across the zenith from 
horizon to horizon is 80 degrees ; und the measure from any point in the horizon to the 
Opposite point is the same. 

6. If one standupon one pole of the earth, that pole of the heavens will be in the 
zenith and the other one in the nadir. If we stand at any number of degrees distance 
from apole of the carth, that pole of the heavens will be as many degrees from the 
zenith, 

If one stand midway between the poles of the earth, the north pole of the heavens 
will be in the north point of the horizon, and the south pole of the heavens in the routh 
peist. A circumference of the earth passing through all the points that are equally 
distant from both poles, is called the eyuutor of the earth; and the circumference of 
theheavens directly over it is called the celestial equator, The first of these divides 
the Earth into tsvo equal hemispheres, (a north anda south); and the last divides the 
heavens in the same way. ‘I'he corresponding pole is in the centre of the hemisphere, 
whether ofthe earth or the heavens. 

7. If ene stands at any number of degrees distance from the equator, the nearest 
pele will be that number of degrees above the horizon, and the other pole the same 
number below, Hence every change of place, northward or southward, will gause an 
alteration in the eleyation of the pols, with regard to the horizon ; but no alteration 
will be made by achange eastward or westward if the same distance from the pole 
(or equator} be preserved. 


8. A lino drawn directly north and south is cnlled a meridian line, because it 
poiats tothe place of the eun at 12 at noon, or mid-day. If such a line were supnosed 
to be continued northward and southward to the poles, it would be a half ciret mfer— 
ence of the earth; the equator would divide it in the middle and all the puints 
through which it passed would be directly north and south of each other, If a line 
Were supposed to be drawn, in the heavens, directly over all the points of a meridian, 
that would be the corresponding celestial meridian, and would pass through the poles 
of the heavens, If the meridian on earth and the celestial meridian were both con- 
tiuued completely round, they would be circles, and the former would divide the 
earth, and the latter the heavens, into an eastern and a western hemisphere. 

9. As the meridians of all places pass throuyh the poles, and as the poles are | oi its, 
al! mcridians must meet oue auother in these, Lines and ci-cles that meet one a1 her 
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are said to form an angle. That angle is the measure of the inclination of the one 
to the other, ‘I'hus, the angle which any two meridians make,with ench other is mea. 
sured by that part of the equator that lies between them, and counted in degrees, 
minutes, &e. 

10: Asthe wholo heavens appear to revolve round the poles in 24 hours nearly, a 
twenty-fourth part must pass any point, as for instance, the seuth point, in one hour, 
But the twenty-fourth part of 360 is 153 therefore 15 degrees of the heavens must 
@pparently pass the south, or meridian, every hour nearly. 

When we cannot eea one place from another, or measure the distance between them 
by @ rodor line, we can determine them by knowing the positions of Loth on the earth's 
surface. As, for instance, aman living in London wishes to know how farit is to Je- 
rusalem, or Mexico, andin what direction those places lie from London; or a snilor, 
in the middle ofthe Atlantic, wishes to know how he can find his way tothe Land's 
Evd in Cornwall, or to Kingeton in the Island of Jamaica, In either case, he can 
neither see the direction nur measure the distance directly ; and thus, if he had pot 
some means of ascertaining them, travelling and sailing would be at an end. 


‘When, as in these cases, we cannot point out the direction, or measure the distance 
directly, we find how far the one place is north or south of the other, and also 
how far it is east or west, and when we have once found these, we can calculate 
the others, ‘I'he distance north or south is found, first finding how far each place is 
north or south of the equater, and then taking the sum, if they are on opposite sides, 
or the difference, if they are on the same aide ; and the distance east or west is found, 
by first finding the angle that is wade of the pole by the meridians of two places, 
oz, which is the same thing, by finding what portion of the equator ties between theie 
meridians, 

The Latitove of any place is its distance from the equator, and is north when 
it is nearest the north pole, and south when it is nearest the south pole. No place 
can have more than 90 degrees of latitude ; ueither can two places lie more than 180 
degrees asunder, 


The latitude is easily found by observing the height of the eun, the moon, or any 
other celestial body, when it is on the meridian, 

The height of the polo above the horizon is equal to the latitude of the place. 
This may he ascertained by observing the greatest and least elevations above the 
horizon of the pole star, at any other star which never sets, Half the sum of these 
elevations is equal to the height of the pole, or the latitude. 


When we take our measurement of the latitude of any celestial body, (which is ef- 
fected by means of an instrument which measures anglrs,) we must previously know 
how far that celestial body is from the celestial equator. The distance of any celes- 
tin] body from the celestial equator, is called its declination, aud is north or south, 
according to the situation of the body. Ifthe declination be of the same kind with 
the latitude, we must subtract it from the height of the body when on the meridian; 
and if it be of the opposite kind, we must add it; the difference between the result 
and 90 degrees, is the latitude. In every method when our observation requires to 
be avcurate, we must make other corrections ; a8, We must allow for the dip or heighe 
we are above the mean surface of the earth; for the half diameter ot the body, if we 
take the outside or imb of it instead of the centre ; for the refraction, or bending of 
the light on passing through the atmosphere ; and for the puralaz, or difference of 
position in the body, as secu from the surface of the earth, anu from the centre. All 
these matters are, however, inserted and explained in the tubles that are used by 
seamen ani others, who have occasion accurately to find the lutituce. 

For common purposes, all degraes of latitude may be considered as of the same 
length: but asin reality, tho earth is # litle flattened toward the poies it takes a pas- 
sage over rather a larger space there, to muke the sume angular distance, 

Tue Loxcitone of a place is much more difficult to find than the latitude, because 
here wo have no point fixed Ly nature from which to begin, Weare therefore obliged 
to take the meridian of some particular place as a first meridian, find the longitudes 
of other places by observation, and count them from that, Jt is indifferent what place 
we take, and, therefore, British geoxraphers and sailurs take the meridian of the 
Royal Obeervatory, at Greenwich. Most other nations reckon from their chief city; 
but it would be much more convenient if the first meridian were the same with all; 
at least it would save the trouble of adding of subtracting the difference. ‘Thus, in re- 
ducing French longitudes, (which are reckoned trom Paris.) to Engish, 2e 20 24" muse 
be added, if they are cast; and the same must be subtracted if they are west. 
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The general method of finding the difference of longitude isto find the difference of 
time between the two places, The sun, by the motion of which time is usually mea- 
aured, apparently comes from the east, conseqnently, it must be noon, or any other 
hour at the easternmost place, before itis at the westernmost. The difference,'as haw 
heen stated, is 15 degrees for half an hour, fonr minutes of time for a degree, fifteen 
minutes of jongitude to a minute of time, or, under the equator, about 510 yards for a 
second of time. These numbers are 1 enough for purposes of explanation, but for all 
purposes of computation, they require to eorrespond with the accurate period of 
the revolution of the earth upon its axis. 

When the celestial bodies are visible, it is dlways easy to find the exact time at the 
place of observation, whether that place be on land or at sea; and, therefore, if it were 
possible to convey the exact time at the first meridian over the world, the longitude 
would be ensily found. 

A watch, or chronometer, as it is called, that goes at a perfectly uniform rate, may 60 
far answer the purpose, but there is no absolute check upon it. Ifthere be two or three, 
the average of them isa little more to be depended on, but evea that gives no absolute 
certainty. 

There are several other methods :— the eclipses of the sun, the ecli of. the satellites 
of Jupiter, the distance of the sun and moon, and the distance of the moon from certain 
known stars. These can all be computed before hand ; and they are inserted in the 
nautical almanacs, for the benefit of seamen. Bnt eclipses of the sun happen very seldom. 
The eclipses of the satellites of Jupiter cannot be observed at sea, in consequence of the 
motion of the ship. The inethud mostly resorted to is derived from observing the dis— 
tance of the moon froma star. There distances are marked inthe nautical almanac 
with the times at Greenwich when they take place, and by making the proper oorrec- 
tions for refraction, parailax, and the other circumstances mentioned, the longitude may 
be found by the diiference between the time at which they are observed, and that stated 
atthe first meridian. ‘has, if any position of the moon and a star be stated in the naue 
tical almanae to take place at Greenwich at 12 at night, and if, after all cerrections, the 
rame be found to take place at 4 in the morning, the place of observation will be in 60 
degrees enst longitude nearly. Such are the principles, but the details are too minute for 
being noticed here. 

"The dexzrees of longitude are not all of the same length. The meridinns meet at the 
pole, and are at the greatest distance at the equator ; therefore, ag the latitude increases, 
the longitude becomes legs and less, and consequently, an error in the Jongitude becomes 
a smaller number of miles. At latitude 60 the degree of longitude is half of what it is at 
the eqnator,—where, upon the supposition that the earth is a porfect globe, it is equal to 
a degree of latitude. ‘The decreass is moat repid toward the poles, and at the polv itself 
the degree of longitude has no length whatever. d

t THE BAROMETER. 
( From“ Observations on a Meteorological Diary,” published by A. Abraham and 
Co., Opticians, Glasgow.) x 

The barometer indicating the most minute variatione of atmospherical -pressures 
when correctly observed in connexion with other meteorvlogical phenomena, variou, 
changes of weather may be deduced; hence the instrument derives its familiae appellas 
tion of the weather-glass. By ordinary observers, tov much importance is attached to 
the words invariably engraved on the scales of barometers—fuir, change, rain, &c., with- 
out paying the required attention to the actual cause of fluctuations: in the mercurial 
column. The changes of weather are not indicated by the actual height of the mor. 
cury, but by the change from a given point. Jf for instance, the mercury 
has rapidly fallen from 3) to 29 inches, or from the words fair to rain, and the re- 
It, as indicated, has been a storm, probably, after a chort interval, the mercury gradu. 
ally rises, accompanied by fine weather ; by the casual observer the instrument would 

e deemed imperfect, Lecause the mercary stood one or two tenths above rain, and tho 
gun shining brilliuntly—the farmer perhaps waiting auxiously for the mercury to rise to 
fair, would thus risk the loss of a favourable opportunity of reaping his produce. Again, 
e mercury be at the word fair, and gradually descending, and rain the result, the 
rometer is condemned as useless. ‘Io prognosticate changes in the weather by the 
action of the°barometer, the changes of the mercurial column should orly be at. 
tended to. The barometer being an instrument for determining the weight of the air, and 
influenced in its action by variations of atmospherical pressure, if placed at a considerable 
elovation, would stand proportionubly lower than one at the level of the sex; the mer. 
ourial column falls one-tenth of an inch for every ninety feet of perpendicular ascent 
ence its value for determining altitudes ; if, then, the words onthe scale, are only 
refarred to, corresponding chases of the weather coul@seldom occur at ‘the summit and 
Inve of a hill, In the British. isles the fluctuations of the barometer are influenced in a 

reat monsure by the direction or furce of the wiads. In serene and settled weather, 
He mercury generally ranges ubont 30 inches at the level af the sea; and previous to, 
ox during storms, it falls below 29, The following rules for predicting the changes of 
the weather, as indicated by the barometer, are from the best anthorities :— 

4. The gradual rising of the mercury generally indicates the advance of fine weather 
in sommer, and in wiuter of continued frost, more particularly if accompanicd by a north 
or votth-enst wind, A 

2. Agradual descent of the mercury denotes rainin suminer, and snow in winter ; 
weatorly winds mo-t generally prevail ducing the fall of the mercury, a south-west 
wind indicating a longer coutionance of rain, If the fall has been very rapid, itinvaria- 
bly portends stormy weather, the surface of the wercury prerenting-a very -uneven and 
jagged appearance; after stormy weather, the mercury generally rises very rapidly. 

3. In sultry weather, the sudden fall of the mercary indicates thander shown 
ets; during frosty weather, a thaw, and a sudden rise iu winter, usudly high wind ad- 
spow, 

‘4.01, during summer, the mereury is low, with beautifully clear sky, the atmospheric 
appearance must yield to the barometer—rain and sudden changes will soon wpproach; if 
the meremy bas been low for two or thiee successive daysy withthe widd veering fom aorth- 
west to sunth west, heavy showers, with «pals of wind, are usually indicated. > 
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5. Whatever ¢hange’ of weather siddenly folluas any change w the barometer, its 
continuance will be of short duration: chus, if fair whether. iamediately attend the rise of the 
Mercury, or reserse, if rain a fall of the mercury. 

6. If fair weather continue for several days, during which the mereury is gradually descend - 

ing, along succession of funl weather wil] most probably epene. 
, 7. . ao change in the barométer is indicated in the wheel form’ by the mation ofthe hand, or 
the vertical by a visible change in the mercurial colunn, by gently tapping the former, a 
slight movement of the hand will indicate its tendency to rise or fall; and by oUserving the 
spirtace of the mercury in the latter, if concave, falling seoncer, rising. 

8. Ifthe mercury fluctuates considerably, alternately rising and: failing, the weather will 
prove generally very unsettled and chaugealde; if the mercury falls gradualiy very. low from 
a yiven point, it portends a heavy and lung continuance of rain. 

9. A sudded and extreme change in temperature, eilber from heat to cold, or reverse, raiur 
generally follows within twenty-four hours. 

Some of the preceding ‘barometrical denotations oecasionally occur without the autici- 
pated results visiting the immediate locality of observatlod, although experienced at a 
distance.

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PROTECTION OF LAND FROM STORMS. ’ 


(From the ,Gardener’s Chronicle.) 


few things are of greater importance to those who live itr bleak situgtions, or on the coast, 
that. to know in what way they may best break the force of the prevailing winds. Belts of 
wood are generally resorted to, and when they can be formed, they are the best kind of de- 
Yence ; but the difficulty is to obtain-thems Many persons are to be found who, after incur- 
ring considerable expense in the attempt, bave been obliged to abandon it as hopeless. lu 
Mr. Stepheus’s Book of the Farm,” of which we have on foreter occasions spoken as a most 
valuab work, full of interesting. practical information, is an account of a method protect- 
ing leak situations effectually, which will certainly be interesting, and probably will be vew 
tu our readers ; and which, by permission of the proprietors of that work, we have been able 
to intcoduce into our pages: The excellent remarks of the author reuder any addition ov our 
part superfluous :— 

“That a fence affords shelter.’ says Mr. Stephens, must be n fact cognisant to every 
ene, Feel the warmth of a walled garden—the calm felt under the walls of even a rain com- 
pared to the howling blast around —observe the forward grass in early spring, on the southr 
side of a hedge compated to that on.its uther side—and listen to the subdued tone of the wind 
under a shed to its boisterous noise heard it the open airs Sensibly felt as all these justances of 
shelter are, they are but isolated caser, Inmore extended spheres, cottages stand in a calw ie 
the midst of a forest, come the wind from whatever quarter it may, Farui-steadings lie snug 
anderthe lee side of abilt, Whole farms are unaffected by wind when embayed amidst encire 
Gling hills; and be the sheltety therefore, great or small, the advantages defived from it are 
sensibly felt. As one iustancé of the benefits of shelter afforded by evena low wall toa parky 
from the cutting eflects of the sea air, 1 give a sketch to show you its effects better than word 
wan convey. The wall and the weod next it are of the same height, but a few yards only in: 
wards ; the wood rises to a Considerable height, aud this is effected by a very simple contrivances 
namely, the peculiarform ot the Cope of the wall. It is mised like au isosceles triangle, by which 
the wind, when it beats agninst its side, is reflected upwards into the air at the same angle. 
Had the cope been Mat, the blast would have cut off the tops of the trees in a horizontal dé 

tion. But without the wood, such a form of coping would afford similar shelter. Sup-, 
ore land exposed ona top ofa high Coast, where the wind generally sweeps along the surfuce! 
of theground, injuring every plant it blows against by a momentuin acquired inp overt; 
iles of ooemn—were a wall built onthe top of the crag, at such a distance from its brow, 
and of such a height and with such an angle to itscope, as would deflect the wind upwards 
it wenld cause the wind to have lost most of its momentum before it again reached the 
ground. Such a wall, or such a belt of wood, or such a plantation without a wall, if projected 
ona large scale, and planted near the top of a sloping precipice, or other rising ground, 
would sheltet a large extent of country against the prevailing winds,. Were such barriers. 
placed in lines, in suitableplaces, across the country, not only its local but its general 
olinate would be greatly ameliorated. ; 

Instances are wot Wanting to show the usefulness of such barriers. Even within the ex® 
prerience of the present generation, shelter haabeen found to amend the climate and in- 
C neare the crops of partizatar parts of the country, As instances of wall shelter, the 
ghrden of the earl of Lauderdule gt Danbar, and the plantations, along the seaside, of 
Itte Earl of Wemyes "t Gasferd, byth in East Lothiav, afford good examples. In the 

ater instance a coped wall hae afforded so perfect a shelter to the plantations, that, at 
thedistance of from twenty to thirty yards, the forest trees, are scarcely affected by | 
the sea—-breeze, on ground which formerly produced nothing of higher growth than sweet 
brirand whins. ‘Phegarden of Mr, ‘T'raill, of Woodwick at Kirkwall, Orkney, affords 
anether remarkable instance gf the benefits of wall-shelter, But the henefits derived 
frou plantations are far moreextensive and important, not only in affording shelter, 
Wut in improving peor-land. | Previous to tho division of the common moor of Methven 
Cin Perthshire) in 1793,’ says, Mr.’ Thomas Bishop,' the venerable Lord Lynedoch and 
Ferd Methven had each seoured their lower alopes of land adjoining the moor with belts 
of plantati-n, The year following U entered Lord Methven’s service, and in 1793 plant 
ed about sixty acres of the higher moor ground, valued at two shillings pee acre,” of 
shelter to eighty or ninety acres set apart for cultivation and let in three divisions to six 
individuals, ‘The progress made in improving the land was very slow for the first tiftern 
ears, but thereafter went oa rapidly, being aided by the shelter derived from the growth 
of the plantations ; avd the wh has now b e fair land, bearing annoally crops of 
oate, barley, peas, potatoes, and turnips; and iu spring, 1838, exactly forty years from 
the time of putting down the said plantation, 1 sold four acres of larch and fie (average 
growth) standing therein for £. 220, which, with the value of reserved trees, and average 
amount por acte of thinnings sold previously, gave w return of £. Gy per acre.” In sone 
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situations (rees wiil afford better shelter than atone walls; the latter being most avaiel- 
ble nenr the seaside in warding off tho blightingeffects of the sen breezé. On tha 
summit of Shotley Fell, sixteen miles west of Newoastie-upon-Tyne, Mr. Burnet, of Shot. 
ley Bridge, enclosed 400 sores of moorland with high stone walle, and he cropped the 
ground in an easy manner for the goil. The land wasthus' kept in good heart; but tha 
anil heing very poor, stock advanced but little, and consequently the land would not have 
let for ubore sixpence an acre even under the best management, aod after all that hnd 
heen done for it; but the centre part of each field was then put within a plantation, and 
the improvement which followed was surprising.”’ 


WATER SPOUTS. 
(From Chambers’ Edinburgh Journal.) 

The most common sppearance of a waterspout is asa circular pillaraxtending bet ween’ 
the sea and a cloud shove, and composed of water which seems to hase been sucked or 
spouted up from below. Sailors are accustomed to see them staiking along over the sur- 
Ticg of the sea, and sometimes have heen involved in the midst of them. Professor 
Oecrsted of Copenhagen has recently given the phenomenon a studious attention, and an- 
nounced some new views on the subject in a scientific journal. ‘ 

According to Oersted, the object is not rightly named, water being anly anaceidental’ 
feature of it. ‘The phenomenon is fundamentally a whirlwind. or vortex inthe atmos. 
preres which only draws up water when it happens to pass over a sea or lake. The 

anish professor, defining it as‘ a strongly agitated masa of air, which moves over the 
surface of the globe, and revolves on an axis, one extremity of which {sin the earth 
and the other in a cloud,” thinks that the term ‘ storm-pillac” would be more suitable 

A waterspout, or, to adopt tho improted name, storm-pillar, usually appears wide at 
the top and bottom, and uarrow in the middle. The upper portion being always do- 
Pendent. froma cloud, the height may be presumed to be more considerable than obsorvers, 
have commonly believed. The ultityde of 2000 fect has been that most frequently as- 
signed to them. It seems more likely that the visible portion of them is often from 5000 
to GOOG feet in height, though, ia this respest, considerable variations must exist. In point 
of diameter, the lower portion has been found to measure from one hundred to above one 
thousand feet, The marks left on the earth, however, occasionally indicate a diameter 
smaller thau a hundred feet, The colour of storm-pillars also varies much, the majority 
being grey in appearance, while others areof a dark blue, a dark brown, or a fire-red 
tint. bey assume, in fact, all the hues taken by theclouds in different states of illu- 
mination ; and ithe hue of the substances which they take up, av dust or water must afware 
greatly modify their appearance. The middle part of the pillar, when over water, 1s 
aparent ; when over laud, it is opaque. ; 

‘Iho larger these vortices or revolving pillars are, the longer they endure, Por 
the mort part they do not last abore half an hour, and usually travel at an 
vocertaiu rate during that time. In some cases they have passed over thirty-seven 
English miles in one hour; at other times,a person ou foot can follow them 
easily; and occasionally they remain nearly stationary, for a greater or lesser part of 
their duration, ‘Their course, again though most commonly ina straight line, isnot 
wafrequently zig-zag, and they oftou rise and fall, quilting the ground for afew minutes 
toretura toit again. The rate of motion of the pillar on its own aaisis also very 
variable—sometimes extremely rapid, sometimes comparatively slow. Some persons 
speak of having observed ascending and descending movements, and spiral wind- 
ings in the diferent parts of the pillar, When the onward and revolving motions 
ere both violent, the power of these storm-whirly is very great. They havo moved 
heary cannons, aud torn up large trees, carrying the latter to a distance of several 
bundved (in one case 600) feet. Roofs of houses have been wrenched off by them, and 
large beams cast to a distance of 1400 feet. A log of wood, with other matters, the 
whole weighing 500 pounds was lifted on one occasiun from the groond, and throWn over 
a house forty feet high, to a total distance of 140 feet. A small object, such asa letter 
has been carried twenty English miles. A fish-pond has been empticd in an instant ; 
and the harbour of Christianso was once swept out so fully, that much of its bottom lay 
bare. Beyond all question, the showers of frogs, fishes, seeds, and other small bodies 
which occur uot untrequently, are to be ascribed to the elevating and transporting 
Powers of the storm-pillar. - : 2B 

As these atmospheric movements occur most frequently at sea, may reach a great 
height, and generally pursuy one direction with violence, we need uvt Le surprised (hat 
light bedies shouki bo transported to considerable distances, without the clerating 
cause being aoticad. ‘Lhe storm-pillac is accompanied by uvise in most cases, and 
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at sea, a Toar Has been sent forth like that ofa waterfall, attended also with piping or 
whis'ling sounds. ‘A sulpburous smell has also been felt at times. The sea, the sea coasts, and 
tropical climes, ate the localities most frequented by the storm-pillar, and aimost 
electrical phenomena ate found occurring simnitaneously with it. Storm-clouds 
quently seen before it, and great storms usually follow its appearance. 


_ It, has been mentioned that the upper portion of the pillar is connected with # cloud. Ia 
that cloud, the pillar has to appearance its origin. One philosopher, indeed, M. Michaud, who 
had on opportunity of watching several in the harbour of Nice, declared himself able to ob- 
setve their gradualoriginin the surface of the sea; but he had been deceived by the fact, 
that the whirl of air which forms the pillar is not visible till impregnated with vapour or drops 
of water, which it raises, slowly at first, into its lower extremity, from the surface of the 
ocean, At the commencement of this process, a small circular portion of that surface is seeu 
to be uneven, and somewhat darkened. Soon after, a pillar of water rises, in which is seeu 
aviolent internal movement, the height being several fathoms. Jt foams and produces 
drops of water above, which it scatters on all sides, 80 thatit distinctly exhibits an ascend- 
ing and descending course, which moves in parabolic curves, like jets of water ascending in 
aslanting direction. In the highest region, the mars of cloudy vapour assumes the form 
ef an inverted cone, and the part joining this to the actual water below is transparent 
at sea, Therecan be little doubt, however, of the continuous agitation and revolution 
of the air from cloud to sea ; but the moving sir is seldom visible, having no vapour car- 
ried sohigh as to betray its motion. Sometimes the mid part resemblesa thin cloudy 
streak. 

_ The origin of a storm-pillar on land is not otherwise visible than as regards the 
gradual dipping of the cloudy cone above. But the effects of the storm-pillar on land—of 
the whirlwind, in short—aro soon made not less apparent, in well-marked cases, than 
when the air bas raised water into its vortex. The nature of the motion, the power 
displayed, the mode of displaying it, and the connexion with the sky, are in both cases 
6o exactly alike, as to prove that the whirlwind and tho waterspout are tntrinsicatly 
one and thesame phenomenon—a revolving pillor of air, namely, acting in different 
fields. For proof of this, indeed. we should require no more than the simple fact, that 
when a previously dry w irlwind meets @ fish-pond in its way, it licks up the waters 
with the some facility evinced by the water-spout in raising the contents of the sea. 

The old and yet very general iden that a waterspout was an ejection (or spouting’) 
of water from the sea, is thereforo utterly erroneous. There is no cause connected 
with the earth's crust, by land or by sea, that could account for the phenomenon, It 
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- takes ita place alike in non-velcanie and volcanic countries. Nor can the nef itself, by 


avy explicable mode of actio n, be the cause of such an éffect; andas little can we 
ascribe it tothe ordinary winds on the, carth's surface, since it most frequently oce 
eurs in the midst of an atmosphere at the moment serene. The storm-pillar muet 
therefore have its origin in the wpper regions. 

As a necessary consequence of the rotatory motion, all the parte exhibit a centrifugel 
action towards the circumference. Any peraon tuking # transparent vessel filled with 
gand and water, and giving it a quick rotatory motion on aperpendicalar axis, will 
aoe the heavier portions thrown to the outside. They mag also be ohservedto pase 
upwards, exemplifying another feature of the storm-pillar phenomenoo, ‘The agency 
which drives the large sand particles outwards, finds a bound or check at the cireum— 
forence, and the only direction which they can take undor the influence of the pressure 
i¢ upwards, This action may be further illustrated by emitting smoke into the epen 
wir, and, at the distance ‘ot one or two feet, producing a rapid rotation in the air, bd 
the upward extension of the whirlwind is shown by means of the smoke. Here we have 
the elevating power of the whirl or vortex in part explained and illustrated. 

Allthe phenomena indicate a whirlwind which begins, not on the earth, but in the 
higher regions of the air, and: becomes expanded as it descends, till contact with earth 
or sea developes its influence. Whence originates this vortex? Ut is knowa that two 
currents of air, following parallel but opposite courses, can produce u slight species of 
whirlwind oo the surface ofthe earth, ‘There ia nothing to prevent us from assuming the 
existence of such currents in the highar regions of the atmoxphese, We know that cur- 
rents, running in various directions, and alac whirling clouds, have been found in the 
upper strata of theair by sronauts; and we also know that these often exist and con: 
tend with one another when all is tranquil below. That the vortices of whirlwinds and 
waterspouts have such a source, is partly covfirmed by their frequently oblique charac- 
ter, showing that the contending winds above may not be precisely in the same course 
at all times when they produce the phenomenon Great wood fires in the open air have 
been found to produce vortical colunns of smoke and flame, having all the ehavacter 
end powers of the whirlwind, These of considerable size were raised by them to the 
height’ of forty o: fifty feet. ‘Thee vortices were formed fn calm evenings, and they ups 
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pear to have’ resulted from the collision, onder peculiar circtemstances, of eurreats 
forined by the firea. The phenomenon tends to explain the liability of calm or tropical 
latitudes to Fecome the scene of storm-pillars. 

Storm-pillars, avalready atated, aro always attended with electrical action. Ligh* 
and noise, and smells, accompany them, as in the case of lightning and thunder, Th? 
rapid condensation of moisture, which developes electricity, is doubtless the chief cans® 
of ite appearance in the case of storm-piilars, Some people have explained their whole 
phenomena by supposing in them the existence of a strong electrical current, which 
received its vortrical movement through the magnetism of the earth. One arguinent 
is sufficient to overturn this opinion, Such an electrical current could not but affect 
violently the magnetic needle. Now, storm-piilars have passed close to and even over 
vessels at sea, without any affection of the needle being ooticed. 


NATURE AND USE OF CHRONOLOGY. 


The term Chronology is made up of two Greek words chrones “time,” and logos, literall¥ 

* word,” or “ description ;” so that the simplest definition of its meaning is, the story of 

+ time;—or the narrative of the succession of recorded events, in their proper urder, noticing the 
portions of time that clapse between them. 


As the past is our only safe guide for the present, and our only useful key to.the future, the 
story oftime, or the consideration of events, in the order in which they happen, becomes a 
wnatter of the utmost importance. Even to our merely historical knowledge, that is, our kuow - 
ledge of the events themselves, and without any reference to. the comparison of them together, 
chronology is important, because, without that our knowledge is not correct. But when we wish 
to turn onr historical knowledge toa practical use, by reilecting upon the causes and results 
of humaa actions, chrovology becomes indispensable. The great practical use of past events 
isthe effect thatthe antecedent event has upon the consequent ; and if we mistake the order. 
of succession, (and where we have no information we are more likely to be wrong than right) 
Weare in a worse condition than if we had noinformation whatever : we are in a similar con- 
dition to a man travelling along the road from Loudon to Dover, in order to arrive at Liver- 
Pool, —farther from the object we wish fo arrive at, than if we had uot moved at bil. 

Now, men seldom take the first stepin any art or science, until they are goaded on by 
necessity : aud as the use of chronology is philosophical, and thus doves not appear till men be- 
cin to compare the formerevents with the latter aud draw conclusions, it camnot be kuown a- 
mong very illiterate uations,and could not be kuown in the early agesof the world. The 
Memories of the inhabitants of the South Sea Islands do not extend backwards above an age or 
Iwo: and even then they are vague, not agreed about the events themselves, or informed as 
tothe i ‘als between them. Of the recorded events of the early ages of the world, the in- 
formati so very uncertain, that the most acute and laborions inqttirivs into the subject 
are at variance. 


Before the story of timecan be known, we must know something of time itself; we must 
know how tocompare two portions or periuds of it, so as to be able to aay either, that they are 
of equal length, or that the one is longer than the other,and how mach longer it ie. In ordet 
to do this, we must fix upon some standard of which the length isknown ; and as we eannot 
keepa portion of time by as to apply to other portions as we do a standard pound for weight, 
ora standard bushel for dry measure, we must have recourse to sume event which we have reasou 
for believing does not take up alonger period at one time than another,—such as the rota- 
tion of the earth upon its axis, the revolution of the moon round the earth, or that of the earth 
roand the sun. Of the absolute equality of any two portions of time, whateter may be the 
event by whieh they are measured, we never can be certain ; because we cunnot be in possession 
vf two of them at once so as to counpare them together, If we can fiud no other difference be- 
tween the event, we have no reason to believe that the times in which they happen are of 
different lengths ; and this negative proof is all that we can get. In using the measures of time, 
ve obverve the sxme method as with utber measures. If the period be less than a day, we meu- 
ton the number of hours, or partsof an hour, that ureinit; if it be of moderate length, such 
oe life of agman, we count it in years ; and if it be long, we count it in centuries or hundreds 
of years, 


Though to all nations, the various lengths of the day, as arising from the rotation of the 
earth ; of the month, as arising from the revolution of the moon ; and of the year as arisiug 
from the revolution of the earth, be each dependent upon the same cause ; and though aa the 
other circumstances uf those causes—the spaces over which those bodies pass,—do not rary 
much the same day, ur month, or year, still they mustbe of the same length to the people of ail 
nations, and there cannot be much difference between one and another ; vet different petious 
bave bad diflereut inedes of reckoning then. 
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When a nation came tosuch a degree of information and imyertance, as that it felt a de- 
sire of recording the events ofits own history, it generally began with some great event, os 4 fix- 
ed point or epoch, trom which it counted the era or succession of portions of time, all presum- 
ed to be equal, and each equal to that which the nation happened to take fora standard. 
‘The day being the portion with which j:cople are most familiar, and also the one of which the ap- 
pearance is the most striking—light and darkness being the greatest of all contrasts— most na- 
tious made the day the absolnte measure ; but asthe day is rather short for measuring long 
intervals, they geoerally had periods of so many days, and of so many times these again, cor- 
responding with, or rather basing some resemblance to our wecks, mouths, and 
years. * 

Ae an exuct wumber of times of the rotation of the earth is not contained in 
the revolution of the Moon, and as an exact number of times of either this rotatiun or 
thisrevolution is not contained in the revolution of the earth, eras which are reckoned in 
terms of either of these fixed periods, do not agree with each other. In other words, as days, 
nar months, and years, are not even paris or multiples of each other, two eras which are 
-accounted, One in so many times of ove of these, and the other in so many times of 
another, cannot be made (to agrev, so as to point out the time at which any event happens, 
swithout making correction forthe fractionai ditterences. The period of time in which those 

sactional differences amount to an unit of the shorter measure, is called a cycle. 

Those nations among whom the Christain religion has bven disseminated have, ever since 
its introduction, abandoned all eras save that which began at the birth ofour Saviour. This 
ja cnlied the Christian era ; and when the dute qr number of the year isspoken of in asolemu 
gr formal manner, the words Anno Domini, or the contraction A D., meaning “ the year of 
the Lord,” are prefixed to the number, to distinguish it from other eras, When we count from 
the birtt of our Saviour backward, we either put B.U.,‘¢ before Christ,” or Anno ante Christum 
A. A. C., whichis the same. Eventsare sometimes dated from the creation of the world 3 
and the term Axno mundi, A. M. that is“ yearof the world,” prefixed (o the date, but as 
spinion is divided as tothe precise date of the creationia terms of the Christain era, the 
«ommencement of that era is considered as the preferable epoch. ‘ 

To find the distance of any event —if it be before the birth of our Saviour, add the date of 
it to the date of the year ; ifafter, subtract: the sum in the first case,as the difference in the 
second, is the time from the present date, or the distance of the event. 


As the eras of the nations of antiquity have become obsolete, and as the Principal events iu 
their histories have been produced to the respective years of the Christian era, either before 
ov after the birth of our Saviour, those eras are needed only by thove who read the writings 
of antiquity, and therefore, itis; not necessary, in the prusent case to detail them. There 
is, however,one era whichis used bya very large portion of the moderms,—the Hejira, ot era 
which commences ut the epoch ofthe flight af Mahomed fromthe city of Mecca, to that of 
Medina, which took place in the 622d year of the Chrixtian era. The Mahomedau year is 
regulated by this event, 


PRINCIPAL ERAS. 


Creation of the World.—There have beea as many as one hundred and forty opinions 
on the distance of time between this event and the birthof our Saviour. Some make it 
as smail as $616 years, and some as great as 6424. The chronology which fs usually given 
withthe authorized version of the Bible, places the event in the 4004th vear beffre the 
commencement of the common era. 

The Olympiads.—The first year of the first Olympiad, begins in the summer of the 776th 
yea: before the common era; the first year of the second Olympiad in the summer of the 
772d year, and 50 on. 

The Foundation of Rome.—The 753d year bofore the commencement of the eommon era 
according to the calculation usually adopted. 

The Birth of Christ—This is probably to be dated in the 4th year before the commence. 
ment of the common era. 

The Hejira— Commencing on the 16th of July in the 6224 year after the common 
era.

General Elphinstone dies iv captivity in 
Affghanistan, Captain Colin McKenzie of the Madras Army one of the Cabool 
eaptives visits General Pollock’s camp at Jellalabad with proposals from Ukhbar 
Khan. The captives are robbed of all their money and jewels, 

May.—The Governor General suspends the Hon. Mr. Erskine for defending the 
character of the late Sir W. MacNaghten in the Mriend of India. ‘Ihe India stea- 
mer arrives at Madras from Calcutta on her second voyage to Suez. ‘I'he death 
of the Rajah Muda of Acheen is announced, The uncertain fate of our Captive 
countrymen and country women excites very deep aud general interest through- 
out India. It is rumoured that the Marquis of ‘I'weeddale will succeed Lord 
Elphinstone as Governor of Madras. Brigadier Kugland succeedsin forcing the 
Hykulzie Pass, and completely defeats theenemy. The death of the Earl of 
Munster by suicide is announced. Also the death of the King of Oude. Sir 
Jamsetjee Jejeebhoy is knighted at Bombay by Her Majesty’s Patent. Goneral 
Kngland’s Brigade clear the Kojuck Pass. Chappoo taken by the China 
expeditionary force. 

Juns.—The Income Tax Bill causes general chagrin and annoyance throughout

His Exe-llency was accompanied by Sir Robert Oliver, Superintendent of the 
Jadian Navy. A boat containing a large quantity of Plate, and other private 
property, belonging to Sir Geo. Arthur, foundered onthe bar of the Bancoot 
River on the 7th instant. Six servants of His Excellency, i.e. five men and ove 
woman (Natives!, were drowned, aud the whole of the property was lost. ‘The 
accident was occasioned by the rasiness and inexperience of the ‘Tindal of the 
Boat, who endeavoured ty enter the river by a wrong channel. ‘The crew 
all managed to escape by swimming.  Ronmuil Lucka, and  Senjee 
Ahmol are apprehended on the 23d instant, by a warrant from Mr. LeGeyt, 
Sevior Magistrate of Police at Bombay, charged with having caused the des- 
truction of the Ship Bedcidere at Singapore by fire in October 1842. ‘The St. 
George’s Medal played f.r by the Gof Clu at Bombay was won by H. [. Giass, 
Faquire, c. s., Captain of the Club, who holed the round at 57 strokes; two 
other competitors, Messrs. Smith and Syers, tuking 65 and 69 respeciively. 
‘Ihe play was very brilliant. 

May.—A reward of 1000 Rupees is offered by Government for the apprehension 
of Alloo Parao, one of the principals connected with the felonious destruction of 
the ship Belvidere. Woawu'l Lucka having admitted his guilt, an] cffered to 
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ae the crime against his associates, is admitied Queen's Evidence, and held, 
to bail in the sum of a Lakh of Rupees to appear at the Criminal Sessions of the 
Supreme Court. The Venasserim Steamer arrived at Calcutta with the Ex. 
Ameers on board on the 22d April. Intelligence receive on the 3d instant, of 
the wreck of the Portuguese barque Prazier e Allegria, from Lisbon to Goa, on 
the Maldives. In addition to 13 passengers, she bad 84 convicts, 5 Officers, 
and 22 Soldiers, on board. Of these 29 of the former died before they passed 
the Cape of Good Hope, anil 10 others, with 1 sailor, were drowned at the 
wreck. The remainder, with the Officers and crew, had left the Maldives in a 
Pattimar for Goa. The Barque Reliance, James Irvine, Master, from 
Aden to Maolmain, went on shore on the 27th February ata place called Joab, 
about five miles to the South West of Maculla, on the Arabian Coast, about 
240 miles from Aden, and wes there abandoned by the crew who all arrived 
safe at the latter Port in a country boat some days after the wreek. On the 8th 
inst. the Thermometer in tents at Bombay rose to 90 deg., and stood at 87 deg. 
by 11 o'clock a. m. in the eoolest exposures. The air very damp, and sky cloudy, 
with oceasional lightening and other indications of the approach of theS. W. Mon- 
soon. The Civil Service of Bombay place themselves in co-operation with that 
of Bengal on the subject of a Testimonial to the Rev. C. W. Le Bas, anda 
Committee is formed, composed of the Five Senior Haileybury Civilians in 
Bombay, viz: Chairwan, the Hon’ble L. R. Reid, Messra. J. Williams, E. 
E. Elliot, A. Bell, and J. P. Willovghby ; with Mr. M. Larken as Secretary, 
to assist in carrying out the object of the subscristions in the course of coliec- 
tion all over India, which is todo honour to that wise and good man, whose 
uame is so justly reverenced by the Civil Services of ali three Presidencies, 
‘The subscriptions are limited to Ra. 25 each. A Committee, composed of Co- 
lone! Dunsterville, Mr. Le Geyt, Mr. Spens, Cursstjee Jameetjee, and the Se- 
cretaries to the Horticultural Society of Western India, is formed for the pur. 
pose of obtaining enbscriptions to defray the expense of converting Bowlay 
Green into a Flower Garden, for which the sanction of Government had some 
time previously been ebtuined. The friends of W. B. Barrington, Esquire, 
L. L. D., Surgeon in charge of the Lunatic Asylum at Colaba, previously to his 
departure for England subscribed for the purchase of a handsome piece of 
Plate, to be presented to him shortly after his arrival in London. Few men 
of the Medical, or any other profession, enjoyed more of the esteem and re. 
gard of their circle of friends during his residence in Bombay than did this 
worthy gentleman. ‘The following well deserved tribute to his ability and worth 
is ordered to be engraved on the testimonial. “ ‘To W. B, Barrington, Maquire, 
“ L. L. p., in acknowledgement of the ekilfulness, syinpathy, and disinterested 
zeal which have characterized his medical labors, and secured him the es- 
“ teem of all who have been conversant with his worth, in his Professional ca.

A Boat named the Fanny carried off the first prize, beating the Emma, 
the Mhoderic Dhu, aud several otners. The second prize wag awarded to the 
Emma, A new Tower of Silence (Cemetery of the Pars-cs) on Malabar Hill is 
consecrated on the 7th. A Committee appointed by the Roman Catholics of 
Bombay for establishing peace, union, and concord amongst that community, Pro. 
test against the Pastoral Letter published in someof the Roman Cathohe Churches 
on the 28th April by the Revd, Fr Luis Maria de Santa Thereza, the Missionary 
Italian Bishop, A Pslarquin, the cos: of which exceeds Rs 10,000, made for the 
use of the Byza Bhaee at Nassick. is exposed to view at the shop of Eduliee Now- 
rojee, a Parsee Carpenter in the Fort of Bymbay.

The Fanny was awarded the 
the aecond Prize. The Steam Packet Atalanta, with the London Mail of the 
6th April, arrive} ou the }2th inst, His Excellency Senhor J. Pestanha, Gover 
nor of Goa, andthe Spanish General Claveira, Governor of the Philippine fs. 
lands, arrived at Bombay in the Atalanta. The king of Sweden (Bernadotte) 
died in March. Atameeting of the Teetotal Society at Bombay, held in the 
Town Barracks on the 13¢h inst., E. H. Townsend, Esquire, Secretary to Go. 
vernment, presented himsrlf, and, in a short and beautiful address, stated hig 
reasons for taking the pledge of the Society. The Governor of Goa, Senhor 
Pestanha, with his Lady, and Secretary, proceeded to the seat of his Govern. 
ment by the Steamer Sir J. R. Carnuc, on the 15th. ‘The Begum of Tonk died 
of Cholera at Bombay on the same date. Lieut. Sydney Horton, of H. M.’s 14th 
Light Dragoons, was killed on the 20th, by the accidental discharge of a loaded 
p'stol while preparing for his departure to England by the Steamer, His Excel. 
lency Sir George Arthur, Burt. proceeded to the Mahabuleshwur Hills on the 
Qlet. Intelligence is received at Bombay on the 22d, of the defeat and 
death of Ittar Singh, and of the invasion of the British Territories by 400 
Siekh Cavalry, who however immediately afterwards retire within their own ji- 
mi's without committing auy outrage. On the 24th Her Majesty Quren Victoria 
entered her 26th year.—Vivat Rectna!! An assemblage of the whole of 
the Beloochee an-l other Scindian Chiefsis held on this day at Hyderabad before 
His Excellency SirC.

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METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS, 


FOR 1843. 


MADE AT THE BOMBAY GOVERNMENT OBSERVATORY AT 
COLABA* 
BY GEORGE BUIST, LL.D, SUPERINTENDANT OF THE OBSERVATORY. 


Tat Observatory on the Islaud of Colabah at Bombay, is one of sixty now in 
operation in varioug parts of the world for the purpose of magnetic and meteorological 
observation, the instruments being read' hourly, day and night, without sny interruption. 
The establishment was originally destined for Aden, on the Arabian Coast at the mouth 
of the Red Sea,and thither they were forwarded by the Mediterranean and throagh 
Egypt in May 1840. Some uvexpected obstacles to the erectiou of an Observatory here 
having made their appearance, it was resolved that the instruments should be trans- 
ferred to Bombuy, to be placed under the superintendence of the Professor of Natural 
Philosophy in the Elphinstone College—Mr. Orlebar. The building having been 
constructed according to the plan supplied by Pyolessor Lloyd of Dublin, the in- 
atraments set up, and Assistants fromthe Sapper and Miner corps (namely Serjeaut 
Buon, Corporal Seal, and Corporal Heywood) trained in November 1841 for the use 
of them, the work of observation commmenred in furm on the Ist of vecember. At 
this time Professor Orlebar found bimself compelled to quit (on the 15th of December) 
the superintendence of the Observatury, aud proceed on a tour of inspection to the 
Schools and Seminaries in Gooxerat. During his absence the men quarrelled amongst 
themselves; Corporal Heywood neglected bis duty, and his conduct heing complained 
of, be revenged himself by preferring charges against the two other assistants: these 
were enquired into by Court Martial and found fulae and calumuious, and Heywood re- 
manded to hiscorps on the 138th of February. The term day observations of the 92nd _ 
of secember and 22nd of January 1842, with the papers required by the Royal 
Society, appear to have been forwarded to Goverament conformubly with the original 
instructions; but Mr. Orlebar on his return io March, seems to lave considered it 
doubtful whether any of the work performed during his absence was sufficiently accurate 
to be depended on by the Royal Suciety; and although by extraordinary exertion the 
duties of the Observatory continued to be carried on by two Assistants from the 18th 
of February onto the 23rd of March, the scheme altogether gave way from the negli- 
Bence of Corporal Saul. From thie time till the end of July, day observations were 
taken by Mr. Dann, the only trustworthy Assistant in the establishment, and the term 
day records kept thronghont. Professor Orlebar having, on the 2nd of May, left 
for Eurepe on sick leave, the Observatory continued under the sole charge of Mr. Dunn, 
without any supervision or assistance, until the 15th of July, when the present Superin- 
tendant was placed in charge—one Assistant beiog now ail that remained to discharge 
duties for which in such aclimate as that of Bombay, four were barely sufficient. 
After considerable correspondence onthe subject, and the qccurrence of some annoy- 
ing causes of deley, in additivn to the usual delberation with which official arrangements 
2 proceeded with iu India, the sanction of Government for the employment of three 
Native Assistants was obtained on the Sistof August. This having been expected, 
Preparations bad been mede toavoid further loss of time, and the Observatory waa in 
fall eperetion on the Ist of September. Keru .Luximon a talented and accomplish- 
ed Bralmio, who had been carefully trained by Mr. Orlebar—was at thesame time 
tramferred from the Astionomical to the Maguetic and Meteorolegi¢ul department. 
The sanction of the Supreme Government forthe payment of the Assistants was not 
Procured till the 13th of February—the extra charges (afterwarde refunded) having in 
the interval been defrayed by the Superintendant. 


© The Colaba Observatory is in Longitude 72° 49.43-5 E ;---Latitude 18°53'35 N. and isclevated 35 Feet 
above the level of the sea. 
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Great difficulty having been experienced in getting copies of the Abstracts, for the 
‘five other Observatories desired to be supplied with these, written out with sufficient 
accuracy by native transcribers, Government sanctioned the application to bave the 
whole lithographed ; paper was allowed for a number of extra copies, and the printing 
was execnted at the Govt Gazette Press—tho other portions of the work being entirely 
performed atthe Observatory. 

The observations were made from the Ist September 1842 every hour, day and 
night, save on Sunday and-on monthly days of sdjustment. The Meteorological in— 
stroments in use in 1842, were a standard Barometer by Newman (No. 58,) the diameter 
of whose Tube is 00°520. A comparative reading of 8 different Barometers placed 
in the Observatory having been made half hourly for 24 consecutive hours from the 
:20th to the 2let of Jane 1848, led to the suspivion that there Was some error in New- 
man’s instroment; it was taken down accordingly on the 23rd of July, and a bubble of 
air discharged from it. The Mercury -immediately rose from 29-607 to 29°707, and 
it is +till considered 00-026 100 low, the Mercury not having been subsequently boiled 
A4nthe tube. The air is supposed to have found admission when the Warometer was 
-orlginally put up3 a correction of 0-100 requires to be added tothe observations made 
‘anteriorly to reconcile them to those taken ‘sabsequently to the 28idof July 1843, or 
of 00-125 to those before, and 00-028 to those after, this date, to bring them up te what 
has been assuined from the results obtained from the comparative reudings referred to 
the real state of pressure. The correction actually adupted is 00°100; the remaining 
00-025 is partly hypothetical, and has not, therefore, been added. ' 

‘The general systein of observations maintained throughoot the year 1843, was the 
“same as that which had prevailed at the close of 1842. In addition to the instruments 
registered before, the Thermometers ‘for Solar and Terrestrial Ravliation were put in use, 
the Actinometer was used during the latter months of the year, as vlso were large eva. 
porating-dithes on a new plan, readings of which have not been published inthe Report, 

The Self-registering Rain-guage c nnected with Mr. Ostler's apparatus hacing been 
found unworkable with the «piral aprings originally ad»pted to it, was fitted up afiesh at 
the'Mint with a counter-weight. The accuracy of ite indications having been repeatedly 
‘teated by experiment, it waa pat in operation at the commencement of the monsvon ia 
June 1843, The results afforded by it will be seen in the body of the Report 

A number of incidental observations were made which will come to be noticed at the 
conclusion. 

The Sympiesometer was read and recorded throughout the year, and the indications 
“it promised to supply in reference to the maximum and minimum of pressare seemed so 
singular as to lead toa much more extensive employment of it in 1844. The observa. 
tions made with it and the Barometer every ten minutes for eight hours a-day at the 
epochs of maximum and minimum, will come tobe discussed in the Report of 1844—su— 
percéding the necevsity of making any further allusion to them in that for 1843. 

General OnskRvaTIons.— Before entering on the details of the several months, it may 
be as well to give a general account of the temperature and pressure of the atmosphere— 
the fall of rain—and the direction of the wind—for the whole year. It must be premised, 
‘that at the commencement of the present observations we were, on many points, bat 
very indifferently supplied with directions as to the beat manner of recording the results 
of our labours. The irstructions of the joint Committee of the Royal Society and the 
British Association were defective, much more adapted for a climate bevond thao 
within the Tropics, and scarcely minute enough either as to the quantity ur quality of the 
work desired. In the following Report a journal of the hourly readings of each jnsteu- 
ment has been given - thove of the Barometer being corrected for Temperature: it ap- 
peared extremely convenient to add to these—T ables of abstracts for the Barometer and 
the dry and wet-bulb Thermometer, and this will accordingly be found at the end. 
These were not required by the Royal Society till the beginning of 1844: that they were 
so then, indicated thatthe trouble taken to supply them in 1843 had not been snperfluvas, 
The mean Monthly Curves have been projected for the Tables.* The Wind guage Curves 
have been faithfully copied fromthe readings of the instrument of Mr. Osler. The ab- 
stinet has been drawn up on a much less satisfactory principle than coald hare been de- 
sircd—that acted on for 1844, as prescribed by tte Royal Suciety, with some ad titions of 
my own will, it is hoped, fucnish information in a mach more intelligible form. 

Unfortunately, bvaporation hus not been noted, and the observations on Solar and Ter- 
restrinl Radiation were on several grounds considered of such dubious accuracy that they 
have not been noticed here particularly. 


® The Report referred to occupies 400 pages, chietly of tables, and could not therefore have been admitted 
into the present publication. Dr. Butst's prefacial remarks have alone been published—but it hes not been 
considered necessary to strike out the allusions to the report on which these are founded. The report itself 
may probably have fallen into the hands of many of our readers.—Ep.

84.2. If this be taken as a starting point, and the line of figures at the bottom of the Ta- 
ble be read backwards aud forwards, the temperature will be found to decrease at the first 
most rapidly in the direction of the evening.

Though a ctange in the rate of decrease brings all right again at the hours of equal tem- 
perature IX and IX equally distant from that of Maximum temperature. The hour of least 
temperature for the whole year is 6 a. M. preceding the hour of maximum by 9 hours, and 
following that of the previous day by 15. From this it appears, it increases as much in S 
hours after sunrise as it bas decreased in 6 before it: or that the heating process is twice as 
rapid betwixt sunrise and 9 4. au. as is the cooling one between 64. m. and 6 P. m. of the 
preceding night. The mean temperature of 10 4. m correspends very hearly with that of the 
whole year—thelatter being 81.1—the furmer 81.8., as also with. the mean temperature of 
the month of September which is 81-1. If the temperatures of 7 a. m. and 9 Pp. w. be add- 
ed together half the sum will be within less than half a degree of the mean temperature of 
the mypnth ; this which is true in reference ts a whole month, does not quite hold good 
either of individual days or of the whole year. These inferences, it must be remembered, 
are drawn from the observations of a single year only, andit dees not fellow that they will 
either hold good in Bombay on a series of years, or at most other places, in any given year. 
It is extremely prubable that there is some well arrauged Jaw in the matter ; for the determi. 
nation of which, however, farther observations are wanted. : é 


It is not easy to divide the year into seasons according to our European notions of Sum.~ 
mer, Autumn, Winter and Spring, where the grand distinctions are—the cold —the hot—and 
the rainy season. I shall attempt no classiiicatiun of the months beyond this, except in re- 
ference to pressure—the consideration of which will come by and bye. Although the tem- 
peratare of October is 82.2—being thus 1.1 above the average of the year—it must 
either be classed amongst the rainy season montha, set aside by itself, or included in the 
cold season: the last is that which I have preferred. September iu fact gives the’ mean 
temperature of the year; and the increased warmth of October seems to arise from the par- 
tial stagnation of the atmosphere which follows the rains after the monsoon winds have left 
us, and before the land and sea breezes have fairly vet in. The months of October, Novem- 
ber, December, January, and February, constitute the cold season.—December and January 
giving a mean temperature of 76.5—being the coldest months: February is 1.7 warmer 
than jaary, and March 1.7 warmer than February—the heat jncreases most rapidly 
jost after the equinox :—the mean temp-rature of the five months is 78.7. 


The Hot-seacon extends overthe mouths of March, April, and May. The first of these 
occupies @ debateable space betwixt the Hot and Cold season. The mean temperature of 
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March is 79:7,—one degree more then the mean of the cold season, and nearly four less 
than that of the Hot. The mean temperature of May—the hottest month—is 65— 
its mean Maximuin 88—meav Minimum 83 ; its extreme Maximum 93 ; and extreme 
Minimum 80,.9—its mean range being 4.6, and extreme range 9.4. 

This hardly accounts for the oppressivenexs of the weather just preceding the rains—when. 
the atmosphere is charged with electiivity, and the sky covered with clouds overnight so as 
to prevent the cooling of the earth, and to make the sea-breezes comparatively feeble. 

The months of June, July, August and September fall under the separate head of the 
rainy-season, whieh comes te be noticed afterwards.

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In comparing the Atmospheric pressure of Bombay with that of London and Plymouth 
we fiod the three to stand as follows :— 
Plymouthe.oeoe29-7913—London ..++e. 20°856—Bombay...29-805. 
or when corrected for difference of level and reduced to the tevel of the sea as follows: — 
Plymouth, 29.876.—London, 29.965.—Bombay, 29.844. 

The Plymouth observations are mado at an elevation of 75 feet above the tevel of the 
ea, * those of London ¢ 95feet, and those of Bombay 35 above the level of the sea;— this 
strictly agrees with the aw laid down by the Baron Humboldt that the elevation of the 
Barometer is greater in Temperate thas in Torrid latitudes. The Ellichpoor curve 
would seem tointimate a singular anomaily in the pressure of the atmosphere in the 
centre of the Dercan—where the hours of maxima and minima appear to differ very 
widely from those in moet perte of the world. After the fragment projected in the 
Diagram had been printed off, it was discovered that an error had been made in ad- 
jeeting the neutral point in the cistern of the Barometer. Subsequent observations, 
however shew, that there are irregolarities of no small maguitnde, though dierent 
probably from those indicated in the atmosphere of Ellichpoor. 

Winps.—From the defective system of notation adopted it is-nct very easy to give a 
good analysis ofthe direction and force of the wind. This imperfection will bo found 
remedied inthe Report for 1844. Tha fullowiog very -imperfect attempt must in the 
meantime suffice for 1848, The land and sea breezee prevail with the greatest force and 
tegularity during the cold weather. The land wind reaches us from betwixt E & N. E.,- 
and is sometimes tho’ not frequently to the south of East. It usually sets in betwixt 
10 p. m.and 2 a. m.—being latestin the month of October, it blows strong and fresh 
chiefly towards day break, and there is generally a lull of from an hourto an hoer aud 
a halfs duration about 10 ‘o'clock, when the direction of thé aerial currentis about to 
change. We have regular laud and sca breezes for about 200 days during the year, out of 
these it veers about 180 times from easterly towards north-westerly. by north ; about 20 

times it goes ronnd by south—and in this case it almost always describes a complete circuit 
of the compass,—the sea-breeze nearly invariably going round to East by North.— From 
Sto 4 times in the course of the year it returos upon its path, after having gone round by 
Routh—but this is an incident of rare occurrence, In April and May even the night 
wiuds become westerly, and blow very feebly, begiuning towards the end of the latter 
month to get round to South West.* 

Tux Rainy Season.— The Rainy season has so little in common with the other por- 

* ons of the year, that, for perspicuity’s sake, I will give au analysis of it by itself—de— 
voting a separate chapter to the consideration of cach individaal month. The total fall for 
the year on the average of 4 rain-guages, amounted to 61 inches ; the total fall measured 
at the Observatory by a rain-guage of Newman’s, placed 35 feet above the level of the sea, 
and 3 above the surface of the ground, wae—56.24 inches; the total fall measured by 
Ostler’s Rain-guage on the roof of the Observatory, 40 feet above that just referred to, 
swas,—49.07. The subjoined Tables shew the total quantity of rain which fell over the 
Island of Bombay as set down in Mr. Noton’s observations, as well as that which fell 
hoarly indicated by Osler’s Rain-guege at the Observatory.

‘FALL OF RAIN 1843.

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The fall of the Barometer and general aspect of the sky led to the belief that the 
setting inof the S. W. monsoon might be looked for about the 3rd week of May. Light 
showerg fell onthe morning and evening of the 21st, the 24th and evening of the 27th of 
May—the total fall up to this date was 0.10 on the 2d of June the firet rain fell and fora 
short time poured downso heavily, that, nearly half an iach having fallen, the wet season 
seemed fuirly tohaveset in. Onathe 3d 0.74 fell,and on theSth 1.01, when it faired 
up and continued dry till the middle of the month. By this time the wells and tanke, 
which had derived no advantage whatever from the trifling fall that had occarred, were nearly 
everywhere begianing to get dry, and great inconvenience was experienced by the people 
for want of water. On the 9th a curious appearance presented itself over Mahim about 
6a. mM. a long:sywettical coluan of vapour, slightly curved, stretched iteelf downwards 
till half way towards the ground, from a heavy mass of rain cloud about 40 degrees above 
the horizon. It seemed tubular, being considerably more. transparent at the aris than 
at the edges. It continued in this state forgbout 5 minutes without any apparent discharge: 
when it firat began to draw iteelf up like an elephant’s trunk, and then dissolved itself into 
a mist—the buse still adhering to the cloud from whence it took its sise: after a short space 
itdisappeared without raiy, Hitherto there had been scarcely any thuader or lightoing, 
and the monsoon, likethat of the preceding yoar,was devoid of the greater part of the 
most sublime characteristics which usually accompany its setting in. On the 17th after 
two days of rather heavy showers, the first real burst of the monsoon might be considered 
to have made its appearance—the lightning flashed, the thunder rolled incessantly ; and 
sbout 9 P, mu. when most near to us, from 3 to4 flashes were frequently visible withia 
& second of time ; the electric fluid seemed to descend from theclonds towards the sea in irregu- 
lar streams of continuous sparks or gouts of fire—continuing on some occasions to pour down 
in this fashion for more than halfa second of time. Occasionatly two or three streams 
were Been simultaneously, and they resembled nothing so much as an handfal of red-hot 
beads dropping tapidly in succession, at intervals from each other equal to about ‘the 
diameter of the stream. The rain now desceuded in one perfect sheet of water—two-tentbs 
of an fnch hating fallen in 15;minutes, and 2.25 if little more than 10 hours.—The total 
rain which fell in Bombay and Colabah according to the average of 4 Rain-guages, appears 
to have been 8.49, and there seem to have been eighteen days on which rain fell—the great- 
est fall having been 2.25. The mean temperature of the month was 85.3—the maximum 
87 © .8— minimum 83° .3: the entire mean range being no more than 4°.5, The wet-bulb 
ranged from 79 © .9 to 81° .0—the mean depression of the month being 6° .8—Tho min- 
mam 4°.5, The lowest point of the day as shewn by Daniell’s Hygrometer was 76° .2, 
the lowest night dew-point77°.0, Upto the 10th the Barometer had been keeping steady 
and high. The corrected mean for the month of May was 29.662—the corrected maximum 
and minimum 29 © .712 and 29.612 respectively. For the whole month of June, the means of, 
Corrected mean waxima and mipima were 29,654,—-29.691, and 29.617 respectively. 
When suddenly itfell on the 16th, aad continued to descend for the next 5 days, till 
on the 22d it attained its miaimum of 29.520. The wind during the month of June blew 
for the Girst 10 days constantly from betwixt South and Weatexcepting on the Ist, when 
it ranged from 8 A. M.to9 P. M. betwixt South East and South, coming round to West 
about miduight. On the 10th and 12th it got round to North-Weat, and exhibited, till the 16th 
the ordinary tair-weather phenomena of land and sea breezes—only that the latter blew from 
‘West to South-west instead of from North-west. The former were from South-east as usual. 
On the 17th it blew strong from south-west, and and un the 18th when the most violent of 
our rains fell, it swept round the compass nearly twice, blowing from North-West from 
B8to4 part 9 A. M., from West till % past 10, from South-west and by South towsrds il, 
andto $ past 12; andso travelling gradually back agaiu to North West by 9 P.M. ; it then 
in the course of a single hour, veered round from N. W. N., N. E. E., S. E.S., S..W. 
and N. W.—in which last direction it continued till § past 1 A. M. On the 19th,—during 
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the time it was blowing violently,—and at the hour just named, it swept round to South by 
East, and in this direction it continued till 8 A- M. when it once more became North-wese 
erly, and soswept round by North to South-east. It continued South easterly for the most 
part of the rest of the month. 

JuLry.—Thongh the month of July supplied less than its average quantity of rain, 23.15 
ovly having fallen—the average of the 27 years preceding being 24.32, it was remarkable 
for furnishing not one single day entirely free from fall. The greatest fall at Colabah 
for any one day was 3.37 ; this occurred on the 17th. The maximum height of the Barometer 
for the month was 29.689,—the minimum 29.629,—the mean 29.661. The greatest heat was 
88.0. and the greatest cold 78.3. ; during the whole of the month the wind continued to 
blow from betwixt south and west—chiefly from south west. Though at Colabah there 
was only a single day on which mo rain fell, there were no fewer than 489 hours perfectly 
dry—there being 225 more or less rainy: on 9 days only did the nomber of hours on 
which it rained exceed that on which it did not, here was ueither thunder nes ‘lightning 
throughout the mouth. 

Avaver.—The total fall of rain for the month of Aagust was 23.26inches ; and thoogh, 
asin July, there was no single day in August on which some rain did not fall at one or 
other of the stations enumerated ; and it never had been wholly fuir ot Colatah, there 
were 539 hours in the course of the month perfectly dry, and only 207 more or less rainy. 


Under these circumstances it may be-supposed, there was much of the weather of both 
anonthe open and eminently agreeable. The wind, during the mouth of August blew ab 
most wholly from betwixt South and West ; but more frequently betwixt those two point - 
than in July. It wasalso more uncertain in intensity as well as direction, lalling occasional- 
ly during the lighter winds, and veering round a little towards the north of west. About 
the 20th there were occasionally alternating winds—something like a sea breeze setting iv 
about 3 P. M., and about midnight getting round towards S. W. or S. Qn no cocasion 
does it appear to have blown from the East of South. Like July, August was devoid of 
an Electric manifestation. 

SepremBen.—The month of September 1843 was an unusually delightful one, Suffici- 
ency of rain had fallen in July and August to maintain vegetation ina state of the highest 
loxuriance. The weather was alternately bright and cloudy, with heavy showers of no 
great continuance asto time. The total fallof rain for the month amounted to 8.37 at 
the Observatory, and to 10.32 on the mean of the stations heretofore referred to. There 
were 22 days during which rain fell, and 8 during which it was entirely dry in the course 
of the month.—The rainy hours being 88, and the fair ones 632in number. On only one 
occasion did the raiuy hours exceed the fair ones innumber in any single day. Fur the 
means of pressure and temperature the tables may be referred to. From the 9th to the 15th 
up to the 1st, on which dates it blew with considerable violence, the winds were light and 
somewhat irregular, blowing for four-fifths of the day from betwixt South and West, bat 
veering occasionally round towards the afternoon to the N. West, On the 15th the 
land and sea breezes made their appearance for the first time, having blown soft and irre- 
gularly from the begianing of the month of May, for as already observed, though the rain 
did not set in till the beginning of June, the winds ceased to blow from the mainland in 
theend of April. The slight alternations which appeared being of 6 or 7 Points only, 
shifting betwixt South-West and North-West. 

The following shews the direction of the winds, with its turning points, from the 16th to 
the 30th September :— 


‘© ‘The same had been the case the preceding year. 
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Ocroper.—This month, which occupies the debateable ground betwixt the rainy aud 
fair season—exhibiting more or less of the latter or former character as may happen, was 
this year nearly free from rain. The total amount which fell being no more than 0.80. 
There were 28 days entirely fair, and only six hours—namely from midnight to 2 A. M. 
on the 3d, about midnight of the 4th, and from 1 to 3 A. M.on the 6th,.on which it rain- 
ed. Heavy showers with thunder and lightning were seen over the Ghauts on the 29th 
—but no rain reached Bombay. -This closed the. South-West monsoon, during which 
there tell no more than 61 inches of rain—being nearly 15 inches under average of the 
last 27 years. The Barometer in October recovered its ordinary fair-weather elevation— 
the maximum attained by it having been 80.001, or within .135 of the highest range in 
the year,—its minimum was 29, 618—giving the ususual laterval of .383 betwixt the high- 
est and lowest positions of mercury for themonth. ‘Che mean was 29.845, The wind had got 
quit of all its southing in October, the land-wind blowing throughoat the month from be- 
twixt north and east, and the sea-breeze from betwixt north and west. On the morning 
of the 29th, just before the thunder aod rain over the Ghauts, it blew from 5toll a. M. 
from the south; but that very lightly. On eight days the sea-breeze set in betwixt 10 
and 11 a. &., on nine betwixt 11 and 12, on seven between 12 and 1, and on 3 between 
land 2 o'clock. ‘I'he bour at which the land-breeze began to blow varied from6 P. a, 
to 6 a. m.—its average being about midnight. : 

From the Rain Tables already given it appears, that the fall at Celabah is considerably 
beneath the average of that of the Island of Bombay, which again, as will appt from 
the Reports of 1844, falls greatly behind that of the istande betwixt this and the mainland. 

Restricting ourselves for the present to the records of the Observatory, it will be seen, 
that the total fall measured within 3 feet of the greand at an elevation 30 feet above the 
Jevel of the sea was, 56.24 inchea ; while the fall measured by Ostler's Rain-guage the 
reservoir of which was placed G feet above the roof of the Observatory, was 62 feet 
above the level of the sea, aud about 25 feet from the aurtace of the ground, was—47°99 
inches—the difference being no less than 0.25: This considerably exceeds the diwi- 
nution which the ordinary law of decrement would have led us to expect.* 

During the year 1643 three events occurred which might have been expected to have 
affected the instraments—viz. the appearance of the Comet from the 4th to the 30th of 
March, The hurricane which swept the Bay of Bengal, aud crossed the Indian Ocean 
betwixt the 18th and 23rd of May, and the Eclipse of the Sun which occurred on the 
2ist of December. In consequence of the prevalent belief that the Comet would exercise 
amaterial influence on the state of the weather, the instruments were. watched with an- 
usual care during the whole period that this celestial’ wanderer was visible, and not the 
slightest pertarbation of any sort was discernable.* On the 19th of May the sudden and 
unlooked for fall of the Barometer led us to expect the immediate sett ing in of the mon- 
acon, ‘The mercurial column continued to descend ‘steadily and rapidly till the 24th, whea 
it rose again to its ordinary position: no storm of any sort having made: its appearance— 
the sky being clondy, and a few drops of rain having fallen on the 22nd, and again on the 
24th. ‘The mean pressure for the month was 29.662—the mean between the 16th and 
31st being as follows :— |

Pats far Piddinguon's Tenth memvir on the Law of Stouns<Journal of the Bengal Asiatic Society 
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“ The solar radiation thermometer pursued a totally diferent law, having stood at nearly 
the same point at 6h. as at 10b. 20m. viz. 622 in the former, and 62°6 in the latter 
jase: ithad fallen to 581 at 10, it recovered after 7, but scarcely rallied from that till + 
rom 9. Atll, it had risen to 65:6. From 8 totwenty minutes pact 9, the liquid in 
the Actinometer was below zero. The dew-point, as indicated’ by Daniels Hygrometer> 
receded from 65:0, to 62'5, being found atthe latter at 6h. llm., and at the former at 
9h. 40m. The variation in the dampness of the atmosphere, as indicated by this as well as 
by the wet and dry-bulb Thermometers, being eatremely small—the latter instrument va- 
rying from 4 to 7 of difference, that is, of actual range it fellowed with considerable accu- 
racy the progress of the eclipse.” P 


+ To the ordinary observer, the most remarkable of all the phenomena presented was, the 
appearance of the landscape around. The more-conspicuous sta@@ had mostly set before sun- 
rise, so that there were no means of knowing whether they might, or might not, have been seen 
if'in the sky. Objects, particularly white ones, assumed a bluish-green appearance. The 
sea, especially towards Malabar Point, and the entrance of the Harbour, had a strange me- 
jancholy hue,—and a large vessel a few miles off, looked like a spectre-ship. The Cathedral 
tower, Scottish Church steeple, and Colabah buildings, seemed the ghosts of what they werd 
by daylight. The atmosphere was peculiarly still, the land-wind having nearly gone to sleep 
and. the sea-breeze not having been awakened. The sky was so cool, and the sun's rays 80 
feeble, thatzto be out.in the air from 8 to 9 uncovered occasioned no inconvenience. Sha- 
dows of objects appeared fll-defined and‘ragged towards the edges: this altered during 
the progress of the eclipse—the sides of the shadow towards the South and East being 
first impaired —that to the South snd West becoming afterwatds affected. The wind wes 
throughoutthe day peculiarly faint and unrefreshing. 

“ The amount to which light is diminished even in the case of sn entire eclipse, generally 
occasions disappointment. In the total obscuration in July 1842, already referred to 
it wasin no casenecessaty to read with, thoagh stars were seen at Turin and other 
places in the neighbourhood. Dr. Halley observes, in reference to the total eclipse 
which occurred in 1715—the last which was visible in London—that no one saw more 
han Capella and Aldebaren of the fixed stars. The rapidity with which the iris of the 
human eye adjusts itself, s0 asto compensate in a great measure fur the withdrawal of light, 
when this is effected gradually is such, that we are scarcely yaeare of the amount of loss un- 
less by instrumental observation.”

Incugnce or THE Moon ow THE Barometer. 


The influence ascribed, by popular belief, to the moon on the Weather, has been refased 
to be admitted by Philosophers, and stands amongst that class of things which obtains ani- 
versal credit with one section of the community, as the result of long continued general 
experience; and discredit with another section because not made manifest by any instru~ 
ments which have yet been constructed, or capable of any explauation on any general law 
yet ascertained. “ Nothing”, says Mr. Lubbock ‘can be so utterly groundless, as the dis. 
position 10 refer the ordinary changes of the weather to the influence of the moon."* The 
effect of Lunar influence on disease, though universally believed in, inthe East, has scarcely 
been admitted by the Faculty evenin India as unquestionable; and seems to be greatly 
doubted by medical men at home : the scepticism of the learned seems on this to rest, on @ 
still more slender foundation than: in the preceding case. 

The effect of the moon on the Barometer as an article of belief, seems to have found more 
general favour. ‘ The observations hitherto collected have not,” says the Baron Hum. 
boldt, “indicated a sensible influence of the Moon on the oscillations of the etmosphere.""©

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1 dare not altogether deny, “ says Mr. Boussinggault,” the Lunar inffuence on the mean 
height of the Mercury ; but I believe that, if that influence exists, it is scarcely sensible, 
because it is lost—amongst the other causes of borrery variations.”+ 

“T am by no means sanguine” says Mr. Lubbock, “ that any Lunar inequality would be 
clearly established —it must be very mioute.“t 

According toa late complete reduction of the Paris Observations by M. Eugene Bouvard, 
we have a first Maxima on the 8th day of the moon, and a second, or principal one, om 
the 22nd; the principal Minimum on the 13th, and a second on the 27th. Hence, therefore, 
wehave a decided Maximum ahout the last quarter. Mr. Snow Harris hes arrived at the 
same result as respects the principal maximum— which may probably, therefore, be con- 
sidered as established. || : 

According to Lieut. Lefroy—late Director at the Observatory of St. Helena, the moon's 
passage, both over the superior and iuferior meridian, produces a slight encrease of pressure 
—« maximum of curve vccurrihg at both—while the minima occur at the-moon's rsing aud 
setting. ‘Fhe pressure is greater about the period of New, than of Full, moon ; and iu the 
third and fourth, than the first and second, quarters—a result which agrees with that given 
by Mr. Howard for the climate of Londoa. The result of both years of observation—(1840 
and 1841), makes the pressure greater under the Perigee than under the Apogee.§ 

Anxions to endeavour, to assistin throwing some light on a subject of so much interest, 
Teaused the hourly curves for 1843, to be arranged in Lunar months, and projected in the form 
of separate diagrams, in the hopethat something might catch the eyeiu this way, which might 
escape at firetin a mass of tabular statements. The original curves were laid down to bun- 
dredths of an inch only, but being on separate pieces of paper it was impossible to obtain 
minute comparison of them witheach other. With the same object in view, I resolved to 
have them projected on the same scale us in the Monthly reports, an hour in time carrespond- 
ing on the horizontal scale to the hundredth of an inch in the vertical reading. The 
readings were laid downto the thousandths of aninch. As this involved a projection 
from seven thousand observations with twenty-one thousand corrections Peook the 
following method of laying off the squares to save as much of the mere mechanical labour 
of delineation as possible. A large cupperplate 12 inches by 20, was divided into squares 
of one tenth of an inch each, the grooves being deeply engraveu. This being charged with 
Hthographic ink, an impression was faken from it on trauster-paper. The carves were 
neXt laid down with extreme care in lithographic ink, and the whole transferred to stove, 
from which copies to accompany the Report were printed off. When pasted together 
they fornt asheet 60 feet in length by 9 in breadth. The results were not at all decided 
orsatisfactory in pointing to any conclusion whatever. 

From the result of a comparison of 13 lunations it was found that the first maximam fs 
attained about the 3d, the second about the seventh, day of the moon,the third aboot 
the 12th, the fourth, or priftcipal maximum, betwixt the 18th and 19th. the 5th betwixt 
the 27th and 28th. The principal minima occur about the Ist, 4th, 10th, 14th, and 
25th.—They are as follows :—

It will be observed that, while the maxima differ very widely in amount from each 
other, the minima—with the exception of that of the lith, agree to within two thousand 
parts of an inch. It must be keptin view that, though this result is furnished by the M. 
of all the months, the individaal monthe differ so very materially from eachother, as to 
shake our faith in any definite conclusion being attainable, at all eveuts by this method of 
investigation, 

There is, however, no longer apy reason to complain of want of information; and the 
mass of obserrations will speedily beso considerable and’ so carefully arranged, as tobe 
eminently available for speculative purposes.

4 Prolesor Porhen's Report on Meteorol*gy. Reports of the Brits Association for 1843, p. 92. 
# Report in the Atbenseum Newspaper of the proceedings of the Royal Society. 1839 to 1642. 
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The science of Meteorology has of late become so favomite a subject of study 
that it is hoped the followiay obs-rvations on the use of some of the most necessary 
of our Meteorological Instiwments may not be considered unsuitable for the page 
éfan Almanac. They have beer supplied us by Dr. Buist, to whom we are in- 
@ebted for the reports of the Observatory, as well as fur other valuable assistance :— 


“4 Hating, for four years, had occasion to make ust of the harometer contrived by Mr. Jobtt 
Adie, 1 consider it one of the best instruments we have for the climate of India. Afterall 
the improvements which have been introduced in it by the maker, there are sti some ala 
terations of which it appears to me to be susceptible, which would make it still more safe 
and serviteable for use in a tropical climate—where the temperature varies from 40° to 
{120° and the air is occasionally impreguated with moistute to the point of saturation, 
occasionally so wet that there isa difference of no less than 25° betwixt the wet aud dry 
bulb thermometer. 

TL have Had occasion to import for my own use, of that df my friends, ad 
fewer than fourteen of these instruments, and the whole of thenr have given 
the highest satisfactiva. The following is a general plan of thew iu their most 
iepreted form :— 

The glass tube is from .080 to 125 in diameter—it is enclosed from end to 
end ia x briwsheath, The scale is cut from 20 to 32 inches, so us to 
render the instrament sensitive at the height of 10,0UU or 12,000 feet. By the 
-ude of a vetniier it can be read to the thousandth partof au inch. A ther- 
tnometer. gradauted from + 10° to 140° Fahrenheit, and trom 10° two 
60° centigrade, is attached two the case nboat half way down the tube, and 
is beautifully protected by a covering of brass, an which is the scale, nude 
flush with the tube, and coucealing the bulb altogether. On the summit of 
the brass sheathing of the barometer, is a circular plate of glass enclosing 
litle spirits—with an ais bubble which aets asa level in placing the ul 
mient in a vertical position, The chief peeuliarity is in the cistern—which is 
made of cast-irm ; from the cover a short irou tube, with a piece of glass 
inside, of the same bore as the thermometer tube, rises vertically, and is closed 
at top by an ivory plug, which may be slackened for the adwission of air, 
or temoved for adding « sapply of mercury, or clearing the surlace of that iu 
the cistern. In the inside of this iea small aperture or window—to the 
upper edge of which the quicksilver is always pushed immediately befure 
reading of the instrument.is taken. 

In the bottom of the cistern is a glass-plunger, passing through leather 
collars, pod cloved in the stuffing box at d. aud keepiug it at all times 
tight. This can be pushed up or duwn by the screw. 8. When tha 
barometer is to be prepared for a journey the first thing to be done is, to 
screw down the ivory plog at 6: soasto keepin the quicksitver: the 
planger is theo pushed up by the screw 8. until the mercury approaches 
half ast inth from the top uf the tube—This interval, at least, should at all 
‘times be left; to allow room for expansion. The instrument may then be 
inverted, placdd in its case, and traueported in safety, care should be taken 
to have at all times kept inverted screws direct unless when in actual use. 
When about to be made use of, it should, on being removed from its case, 
be carefully hung in a vertical position. The plunger should then be pulled 
back by the seréw at a. , tHl the mercury falls an incli ér so, below the 
height sepyosed dite to the place. The ivory plug b. may then be slack. 
ened to admit air, avd the planger pushed forward aguin sill light is barely 
visible betwixt the summitof the mereury, seen through the window iv the 
subsidiary tube+-and the cast-iron sheath. The instrument ‘inny now be 
read by bringing the lower edge of the Vernier in apparent contact with the 
summit of the qaicksilver in the vacuous portion of the tube, ‘The Ver- 
nier reads to .050 of au inch, and may be estimated to .001 or. OOU!— 
provided a glass is made use of. It would be au improvement if it were 
eut considerably finer than at present and a maguilier, to travel with ihe 
Vernier, att&ched to it, : ; 

The chief accident apt to befal the barometer in its present form arises 
from the escape of the Mercury betwixt the glass planger and stuffing, arising 
from the shrinkage or imperfection of the leathers. Ofoourse were the 
screw atalitimes kept suffciently tight and the etuffins iv proper condition 
—as it would mall likvhood bein the hands of an European—no injury from 
this source would ia all probability arise, but in India barometers are subject . 
to every sort of mis-usige: the leather expands so much during the rains, 
and contracts so rapidly in the hot weather, that a barometer kept)in a position for 
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observation, and not carefully attended to, is almost certain to leak. Last month 4 chane- 
ed to save one from destruction at Khandallah, by observing gtobnies of tlerénry jast 
making their appearance. [took down the instrument and turned home the screw, when 
all further leakage was put 4 stop to; bat the very same tliing which has, withia-these 
eighteen months, occasioned me the Joes of two Barometer, is very likely to occur on thé 
Tecurrence of the next dry season. To remedy these impertections the following changes 
ot construction are recommended. They refer to the fashion of the cistern only andare 
intended to remedy its defects : the other portions of the instrument secm to require no 
improvement. As the instrument lies much more frequently in a ditedt than an inverted 
position : it is most important to preclude it from receiving accident when upright. For this 
Purpose it is desirable to hare the bottom of the ensing made of unbroken iroh, the plunger which 
merely operates by displacing the Merenry will suit quite as vel if pushed down from above as if 
thrust upfrom beveath. For this purpose the upper postion of the cisterm should be conttructed 
as represented in Fig. II. Fhe adjustment tube at @. 6, is exactly the same ts in Mr. Adictnt 
only rising from the cover instgad of the side of the cistern. The tubé on the opposite vide fb 
meant to include the plunger pv. p. This Is thrast down by’ a tn ° 
screw termiuating in a point above and turned bya key likea 
watch key. To make alltight it must be fitted with an ivory 
Plug like the others, capable of being serewed home, and so shut+ 
ting up any portions of the quicksilver which might by: possi- 
bility escape betwixt the stuffing and the plunger. The bottom 
Of the eistern is cast separately and screwed on; it is in the 
form of a cupas represented ats. s.h. kh. It isclearthat witha con- 
struction such as this no quicksilver could escape downwards—and 
equally so that even when the Barometer is inverted vone could get og 
out in the opposite direction, unless betwixt the plunger and stuf- 
fing. . Even thig cannot escape further than the Ivory plug wele 
the stuffing imperfect, and in this case no material damage would 
eusue. By no possibility, 80 long as the Ivory-plug remains tight, 
can the tube or cistern be emptied by leakage. In tropical las 
titudes where the whole casual or storm range of the Barometer 

is about one-filth——the daily range about ten times what it is s. s 
in Europe—the Marine Barometer ought to be made infinitely 

more fine and delicate thau they requite to-be where the first na- h 
med fluctuation amounts to 2 or 3 inches instead of half an inch 
at most and the second to hundredths instead of tenths of inches, 

To accomplish this the Vernier on the Marine Barometer ought to 

enable us to read the scale to thonsandths; and on no better plan 
could the upper portion of the Marine instrument be made than 
on that already directed, as employed in Mr. Adie’s standards, 

Not only is this important for the purpose of obtaining a pro- 
per compensation for the elevation of the surface of the Mereury 
iv the cistern, which no table of corrections can supply—where 
this is of irregular form, as it always must be where a leather bag 
isused ; but because the leathern bag is apt to get damaged by 
wet, or tu lose its hold by the softening of the glue. should salt 
Water or rain come in contact with it, accidents which are very 
aptto occur. The only change from the Land Barometer which 
I propose is in the accessary tubes arising from the edges of the 
cistern. That for the plunger should be 34 in. long at least—so 
asto give the plunger itself considerably greater play than in the 
Mountain or Standard Barometer—fora reason which will ime 
mediately appear.—See Fig. IIIT. 

The tube for fixing the Zero point of the Mercury should be 
capable of being removed altugether—its pluce being supplied by 
an ivory plug—*hen the Barometer is to be taken down for re- 
moval. The glass portion of this should be precisely similar to 
the summit of the instrument itself—consisting of a neck 1} iach 
long, with a very fine capillary bore, to prevent oscillation ; 
this again swelliug out for another 1} inch jntothe thickness of 
the upper portion of the Barometer in which is the vacuum. Air 
is admitted into this by an aperture, the width of a ueedle point 
formed in the same way as that of Guy Lussac's Syphon 
Mountaia Barometer : that is by pushing in a minute portion of 
the glass softened by the blow-pipe on purpose—in such man- 
Rel, asthat the quicksilver merely running past it, will not es- 
eape throagh it. This again is enclosed in an iron tube, with 
a Window or aperture for the admission of light, and which 
screws in two pieces—the capillury part of the glass tube being 
Connected iuto the lower portion of the iron so as to be air tight 
—the upper part in which is the light aperture being placed over, Standard) Barometer 
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the thick portion ofthe tube for security only. The arrunge- 
ment suggested would it is expected, enable the atmosphere to act 
readily on the quicksilver in the cistern so as to permit that in 
the tube to rise and fall freely with that degree of sluggishness 
and retardation only which is essential to the effectiveness of the 
Marioe Barometer. The Zero correction and that for capillarity 
would at once be obtained by the compensation of the instru- 
ment described. A ring should be placed at top to permit it to 
be suspended from a tripod when made use of on shore. 

When aMarine Barometer of this construction is to be taken 
down fer removal, the first thing to be done is, to draw back the 
plonger as faz es the sctew will permit; then unscrew the correc- 
tion tube at the oppusite side from off the covers of the cistern al- 
together; aud replace it by a solid ivory plug screwed tight home 
to the quicksilver. This done, the pluoger is to he screwed home Marine Barometer . 
until the mercury rises to within half an inch ‘of the top ofthe 
vacuous space in the tube—remove the screw key, and closing the 
aperture by the ivory screw-plug, reversed On purpose—when the 
instrument may be iaverted and placed in its case, and so moved 
about anywhere in safety. 


In setting up, these operations are to be reversed—the plunger-plug having beeu re- 
moved the plunger itself is to be screwed back as far as possible—this should be done very 
gradually, or air will find its way through the stuffing Box. After the Mercury has lad 
time to fall in the main tube as low ac can be read on the scale—the ivory plug still re. 
maining tight is to be removed with such care as to prevent the Mercury spurting out: 
the Zero tube is now fixed in its place and the plunger pushed slowly sdown until the 
neutral point be found, when the whole is adjusted for a reading—the plunger must be 
moved up or down as is found requisite, every time the Barometer is to be read.”

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Tne following paper by Colonel Syxes, published in the Transaetious of the 
Bombay Geographical Suciety for 1539, gives the mode’ of meacurement by the 
Thermometer more in detail than the preceding. Thermometers are now made on 
purpose, graduated from 180 to 220—the degrees being divided into fifths, and 
beieg capable of being estimated to tenths. 


Il. — On the use of common Thermometers to determine heights. By Lieute- 
pant Colonel W. H. Sykes, F. R. S. ‘ 
, (Reprinted from the Journal of the Royal Geographical Society.) 


Having been recently applied to by two gentlemen about to travel—the one inAfri- 
ca and theother in Asia Minor—for a description of the thermometers and apara- 
tus used by myself for some years in India for determining heightd by the boiling 
temperature of water, 1 have ventured to believe that 9 brief sccount of a process 
which I found to produce results sufficiently near to the truth for most practical 
purposes, may not be unacceptable to some members of the Scciety, particularly 
as I carried on iny barometrical observations contemporaneously, and thereby ob- 
tained data for fixing the value of certain pointe on the thermometric scale. To 
determine heights accurately, good barometers are necessary, which have been 
carefully compared with a standard barometer ; the observations must be taken 
simultaneously at the upper and lower stations, and the temperature of the mercury 
and the air, and the hygrometric state of the latter, mustbe noted, Heights so deter- 
mined when te&ted again in the same or succeeding vears, I have rarely found to vary 
more than 10 or 20 feet in 4000 er 6000. When barometers are used which have 
not been previously compared with a standard, when the observations are not simul- 
taneous, and when the pressure and te:operature at the level of the sea sre assumed, 
the resulte may by accident be near to the truth, but they will usually be from 
100 to 300 feet wrong,—at least such is the result of my experience within the 
tropics. But good barometers are very costly; they are troublesome to carry, are 
particularly exposed to accident on a journey, and get out of order by the escape of 
the mercury, which being frequently unobserved, the barometer continues to be 
used as if it were correct. The late Archdeacon Wollaston, aware of these facts, 
invented the thermometric barometer to supply the place of the ordinary barome- 
ter. This instrument is very sensible but is very fragile from the great weigh’ 
of the bulb compared with the slendernese of the stem; moreover, there are some 
complex accompaniments, and the instrument is also expensive : in short I found it 
not fit for rough work out of doors, huving had three destroyed at the outset of my 
labours ; and the same opinion is expressed by Mr. James Prinéep, of. Calcutta, 
who is well knowa for the practical application of bis scientific knowledge. J had 
then recourse to coinmon thermometers, an, with certain precautions in their use, 
found them anawer my purpese sufficiently well. A tin shaving-pot was mg boiler; 
dry sticks and pure water were usuully to be bad, and by the tine my baroineters 
were settled I was ready to take the boiling temperature. 

Previonsly to taking the thermometers inland, it is necessary to ascere 
tain their boiling points at the level of the sea; for in many instances the 
scalen are xo carelessly applied, that a thermometer inay indivate a boiling

The table which frst came into my nands appeared anonymously in the Madras 
Gazette for 1824. In 1626 an able friend, Lieutenant Robinson, of the Indian 
Navy, who entered warmly into my views to determine heights by common ther. ' 
mometers, thought he could improve upon the table I was using, aud accordingly 
made a pew computation ; the third tablo came under my notice much more re- 
cently than the two former, Tt is computed by Mr. James Prinsep, of Calcutta, 
Secretary of the Asiatic Society of Bengal, a gentleman distinguished for his 
scidntific research, He published it in the jonrnat of the Society.

The 
assumed pressure in heights determined baroimetrically, without corresponding ob- 
servations, was 30 inches; mean temperature $29. In looking over the tabulated 
results, I was a good deal surprised to find that in no instance, by whatever me- 
thod determined, do the barometric differences in height exceed 127 ‘eet, and this 
only by compan g ‘he highest indica os with an assomed pressuré with the lowest 
indications of corresponding observations, Tt will be seen that the various tales 
for determining b-inhts thermom-trically, with certsin exceptions, do not differ 
very materially iu their results from each other, nor from corresponding barometric 
ebveryations ; the formule o. whicn they are founded may therefore be consider. 
ed, on the whole, silficiently ascurate for the present state of our knowledge. 

Lieutenant Robinson's and Mr, Prinsep’s tales give close approximations to each 
other in their results, but they are as much below the correspoeding barometric 
observations, which I consider the true heights, as the results by the Madras table 
are above the true height-. Some of them curiously comede within a foot or two of 
the heights determined hy coresponding barometrical ebservations, but this com- 
cidence must be the resnit of mere accident. ‘Taking the mean of all the th-rmome- 
tric observations at a station calculated by the three tales, and the mean of all 
the corresponding barometric observations at the same place, the utmest ditference is 
107 feet in less than 600; and tha least difference is $ fe-t in about 3000 ;but, «s_ the 
thermometri¢ heights in which the difference of 107 fect occurs were single observa- 
tions, made hy a gentleman who had newly begun to uve his thermometers, they 
may be looked upon as probably less uccurate than subsequent trials qould bave 
mado then, “Ehis is searecly an unjust inference, as it will be seen that the next 
greatest difference mado hy the same gentleman was only 24 feet in 4490. It must 
he admitted however that tuis amount of error is just as likely to occur in heights 
of 100 feet as in those of 10,000 My thermometers were not graduated to leas 
than haifedeyrees, and Jang praciice enabled me to dete:mme the height of the 
niercury in the stem to one-twenticth of a degree; but LT would recommend thermo- 
meters beim use lin which the degrees are ata Juated to fifths or tenths of a degree. 
Ou the whole, 1 think the results of ix years’ experience justify me in saying, that 
common thermometers may be satisfactorily used to suyply the pl-ce of barometers 
in measuring heights where great accurary is not required, and it will be recollected 
that what is usualiy looked upom as a dificult and troublesome operation with baro- 
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meters, will be attainable by any person whocarries with hima couple of thermome- 
ters, the requisite tin pot, and the tables, and who is.master of the simplest rnl¢s of 
arithmetic. 

Of the three tebles in my posecesion I have chosen Mr. Prinsep’s to submit to the 
Society, from their perspicuity and -the facilities they offer forthe conversion of 
boiling temperatures into heights with very little trouble 5 but a glance over the-fi- 
gureein my tables of altitudes will show that the tables are susceptible of considera- 

. ble improvement, for, with two exceptions, all the heights deduced from Mr. Prin- 
eop’s and Lieutenant Robinson's are much below those determiued by simultane- 
ous observations with good barometers; and I join with Mr, Prinsep in expressing 
a hope that every traveller batting his thermometers will at the came time, if he pos. 
sess a barometer, make a record of its indications, and thus render essential service 
to physics by fixing so many points on the scale of the elastic tension of steam at dif* 
ferent temperatures.

ON BAROMETRIC MEASUREMENTS. 


Tre following is taken from an: article by Sir Joun Leszre’ on Barometric 
mheasurements. The formula referred to,—viz., as the sum of the heights of the 
mercurial columns is to their difference, so isthe constant number 52,000 to the 
approximate height of the place in Engtish feet—is the most succinct and compre. 
hensive tor practical purposes :— 


“In the actual state of-physical science, it is preposterous, therefore, to affect any high’ 
refinement in the formula for computing barometrical measurements. The whole operation 
may be reduced to a very short and easy process. But the simplicity of the calculation’ 
would be still greater, if the centesimal thermometer were generally adopted. It will be 
sufficiently accurate, till better data are obtained, to assume the expansion of mercary by 
heat as equal to the 5000th part of its bulk forevery centesimal degree, while. that of aie 
is twenty times greater, being an expansion for each degree of the 250th part of the bulk’ 
of this fluid. 1. Correct the length of the mercurial column at the upper station, adding to 
it the product of its multiplication into twice the difference between the degrees on the attached 
thermometers, the decimal point being shifted four ptaces to the left: 2. Subtract the loga- 
rithm of this corrected length from that of the lower column, multiply by six, and move the 
decimal point four places to the right; the result is the approzimate elevation expressed in 
English feet. 3. Correct this approximate elevation, by shifting the decimal point three 
places back to the right, and multiplying by twice the sum of the degrees on the detached 
thermometers ; this product being now added, will give the true elevation. 


If it were judged worth while to muke any allowance for the effect of centrifugal force, 
this will be easily done, before the last multiplication takes place, by atding to twice the 
degrees on the detached thermomoters, the fifth part of the mean temperature corresponding 
to the latitude. The mean temperature itselfis formed by multiplying the square of the 
Cosine of the latitude by 29, 


In illustration of these rules, we shall subjoin some real examples. General Roy, in the 
month of August 1775, observed the barometer on Caernarvon Quay, at 30,091 inches, the 
attached centesimal thermometer indicating 15.7, and the detached 15.6; while, on the 
peak of Snowdon, the barometer fell to 26.409 inches, and the attached and detached 
thermometers marked respectively 10°,0 and 8°,8. Here twice the difference of the 
attached thermometers is 11 °.4, and twice the sum of the detached thermometer is 48 © .g¢. 
which becomes 50.8, when augmented by the fifth part ofthe mean temperature on tha, 
parallel. Now, omitting the lower decimals, the first correction is 00264 X 11.4 —= .030 
to be added to 26.409. Wherefore,

Evelyn, at the same period, among the mountains of Savoy. This accurate philosopher 
found the barometer, placed in a cabin near the base of the Mole, and only 672 feet above 
the surface of the lake of Geneva, to stand at 28,152 inches, while the attached and detached 
thermometers indicated 16°.3 and 17°.4; but, another barometer cacried to the summit 
of that lofty insulated mountain, the mercury sunk to 24,176 inches, the attached and de— 
tached thermometers marking 14°.4 and 13°.4, Wherefore, twice the difference of the 
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degrees on the attached was 3°,8, and twice the sum of the degrees on the detached, 
thermometer was 61° .6. Consequently, the correction to be applied to the higher columa 
was .0021j)x< 3,8 = .009, which makes it 4.185.

To correct this approximate elevation, remove the decimal point three places back, and

The last example we shall give is drawn from the observation which Baron Humboldt 
made among the Andes, near the summit of Chimborago, the highest spot ever approached 
by man. This celebrated traveller found there, that the barometer fell to 14,850 English 
inches ; the attached thermometer in the tent being at 19°, aud the detached im open air 
being 1.6° under zero. But the same barometer, carried dewn ta the shore of the Pacifico 
Ocean, rose exactly to 30 inches, while both the attached ard detached thermometers stoodat

Now, the difference of the detached thermometers or 26.9° being doubled and farther.

feet for the true elevation observed, or 2140 feet below the summit of Chimborago. 

These calculations are performed by the help of logarithms. It is desirable, however, 
to approximate, at least to barometrical measurements without such aid.

inreference to our atmosphere, the modulus is expressed by the equiponderant 
column of homogeneous fluid, or 60,000 x.4342945 = 26,058 feet, or only 26,000 
in round numbers ; whener, as the sum of the mercurial columus is to their difference, 
s0 is the constant number 52,000 feet to the approximate height.

The heat at which water boils, or passes into the form of steam, depends on the weight of 
the superincumbent atmosphere. By diminishing this pressure, the point of ebullition is 
always lowered. It spears that, while the boiling heat sinks by equal differences, the 
corresponding atmospheric pressure decreases exactly, or at least extremely nearly, ina 
geometrical progression ; it being found that every time such pressure is teduced to one 
half, the temperature of boiling water suffers a regular diminution of about eighteen centesi 
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mal degrees. This beautiful relation assimilates with the law whieh conneets thedensity and 
elevation of the successive strata of the atmosphere. The interval noticed between the boiling 
points at two distinct stations must be proportional to their difference of altitude above the 
Jevel of the sea. We have, therefore, ouly to determine the co-efficient or constant multipli- 
erwhich may bediscovered either from an experimentunder the rarefied receiver ofan air-pump 
or from an actual observation performed at the bottom and on the top of some lofty mountain. 
Wee shall prefer at present the observation made by Saussure on{the summit of Mont Blanc. 
This diligent philosopher found, by means ofa very delicate thermometer constructed 
on purpose, that water which boiled at 101°.62 in the plain below when the barometer 
atood at 30.534 English inches, builed at 86°.240n the top of that mountain, °whilejthe 
barometer had sunk to 17.136. Wherefore the <jdistance between the points °of ebullition 
or 15.38 centesimal degrees, must correspond to an approximate elevation of 15,050 feet ; 
which gives 978} feet of ascent for each degree, supposing the fmean temperature of the 
atmospheric co'umn to be that of congelation. But it will be more convenient to assume 
1000 for the constant multiplier, which corresponds to the temperature of 5}°."” 
. 
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This useful little instrament, whieh is represented in the above figaré, might, 
perhaps with more propriety, have been classed as'a surveying instrament, it being 
chiefly used in that business. The principal of its construction and adjustments 
is precisely the same as the sextant before described; aminute dercription, there- 
fore, would be little more than a recapitulation of whathas already been advanced. 
Ais the index, which instead of being moved along the divided Tint, ef, by the 
hand, has a motion given to it by a rack ard pinion, concealed within the box, end 
turned by the milled head B, which acta, as the tangent-serew does tothe index of 
the large sextent. ‘The ylasses(shown at C and D) are within:the box, by whieh 
they are protected from injury, and their adjustments, when once perfected, kept 
secure; 80 much so, that it would require considerable violence to derange them. 
The horizon-glnss, D, alone as a contrivance for adjustment ata and d, both to set 
it perpendicular to the plane of the instrument,and to correct or reduce the index 
error, which, in this inst:ument, had better be kept correct, as it is not solikely'to 

- get out of order as in the large sextant, which, as we have before observed, seldom 
admits of its index error being rectified. Thekey, c, isformed tofitboth equares at 
aand d,t» make the a:ljustments, und it is geveraily tapt into some spere place in 
the instrument, as at c, that it may be always safe and at hand, 


It is supplied with the telescope, E, which screws into a shoulder-piece, F, and 
can he attached to the hoz by the screw, G: this can be applied or not, at the 
pleasure of the observer, as there isn contrivance at H to enable him to observe 
without the telescope, if he prefers plain sights, Two dark glasses are placed within 
the box, there is also one adapted tothe eye-ond of the telescope, 
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The angle is read off by the help of the glase, I, which being mounted with a joint 
can be moved over the vernier on any part of the limb. The instrument is divided to 
30 minutes of » degree, and by the vernier is subdivided to single minutes, one half 
of which, or 30 seconds, ean le obtained by estimation. 

Tlie divided limb is numbered hoth to the right and left, commencing at 0° to 
120°, and backwards from 120° to 180°, snd beyond to 230°; the latter row of 
figures are furthest fromthe divisions, and beloug to the supplementsry angles; 
their zero division of the vernier 1s at the end, contrary to that of the angles, reading 
from 0° to 120°. 

Beneath the index-glane is fixed » similar one, insuch » manner as always to re- 
flect the image of an object to the eye when applied to a hole in the side of the box 
near the division 120°, at the constant angle of 90° ; whence the observer must 
direct his sight towards the right hand, and at right angles, to the real place of 
the object. When the index is set to 180°, its glase will also reflect an opposite 
image to the eye at right angles to the left han: (the two glasses then being exact- 
ly across each other) consequently an eye luoking throuzh the bole near the di- 
vision 120° will (if the adjustments be perfect) perceive objects 180° apart to coin- 
cide, atright angles to a line connecting them. Thus a point can be found in line 
between two stations: the observer, with the instrument set as above, having placed 
himeelf as nearly in the line as he can guess, must apply his eye to the hole near 
120°, and looking at right angles to his station tine, step backwards or forwards un- 
til he perceives two distant objects to coincide, when the spot he stands on will 
be » point in the line joining the objects: to verify this, he should then tarn himself 
half round, and looking in the opposite direction, see if the two objects still coin 
cide, which they will do, ifthe adjustments of the instruvent are correct. If they 
do pot appear in junction, move as before, until you find the spot where they do; 
then, half way between the two spots so found, will be the true point on the line 
required. 

i. The adjnstment of this part, as well ae the method of observing supplemental 
angles with it, is performed thue :—choose two objects in the horizon, the further — 
apart the better, but not nearer than 140°; tarn your fece atright angles to the 
right-hand object, eo as to get sight of its image in the fixed glass; then, by mov- 
ing the index, bring the image ofthe other object, seen in the index glass, exactly 
to coincide with it at the line of seperation of the two glasses; read off the angle, 
turn yourself half round, and take in like manner thé angle which the same objecta 
make the wther way. It is evident that the sum of the two angles should be 360°, 
and also. that if they exceed tbat quantity, half the excess must be subtracted, and 
if they fall short of it, half the defect must be added, to obtain the true angle. It. 
is, perhaps, better to allow for the errors than to adjust them; but the latter may 
be done by applying the key, c, to a square underneath the box.” 

The hd of the box is contrived to screw on the hottom, (as is shown in the plate) 
where it makes a convenient handle for holding the instrument. 

Siace writing the ahove, we have been shown, by Mr. Macneill, an excellent con- 
trivance of his, for taking altitudes or depressione with the box-sextan!, which con- 
sists of two small spirit-levels fixed at the back of the horizdn-glass, at right angles 
to each other, 6o that standing before the object, you look perpendicularly down 
through the plane-sight, and moving the index bring the image of the object to ap- 

pear with the levels, which must have their air-babbles in the centre of their tubes. 
The readiug ef the instrument: will then show the supplement of the. zenith die 
tance, and its complement to 90° will be the angle required; elevated if more than 
90°, and depressed if lees than 90°. 
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Ir is singular, considering the importance which ix attached hy G »vernment to 
the returns of the varions revenue Collectors ag to the state of the weather, especi- 
ally during the rainy seugon, that the use of instruments for determining with any 
thing like precision, the amount of rain which falls in any district, seems uéver to 
be thought of—the information being taken from the vague and general’ statements 
of the natives. Recent investigations in thie department of Meteorology have given 
an interest aud importance to observatiune of the rain guage and evaporating dish, 
Such as thet mo one who feels any curiosity in these enquiries will willingly omit a 
register of their indications, however rude may be the instruments that are employ- 
ed. Any vessel whatever that will bold in water may be nsed for either a rain guage 
oy an evaporating dish, especially for the former. Suppose a tub, a beer barrel, cook- 
ing pot, or any other vessel with a true circular aperature is desired to he empoy- 
ed: measure the diameter of the veasel with afoot rule and multiply this by 3.1416 
to find iw circumference. ‘Then the area may be found by roultiplying half. the dia- 
yoeter into half the circumference. A cubic foot of water weighs exactly a thousand 
ounces avoirdupojs at a'tempera'ure of 62°, au) by congequence a cubic inch of 
water will weigh 163204 of an ounce, or 253.18 grains nearly. If, then, the area of 
the mouth of the vessel be multiplied by 253.18, this will give on the svale the 
amount of water corresponding to one incb of full, whatever be the size uf the vessel 
in which itia received. If, a good balance and pair of scales,can be procured, 
weigh the whole or a half, querter, or any other fraction of this, and wark the space 
it occupies ina phial bottle ox any other narrow mouthed vessel made tw serve the 
purposes of a measure. The contents of the guage may either be poured into this 
gs collected, or the guage itself measured off and marked by pouring succesnive filla 
of this into the receptacle, and marking off the points to which the waterrives by each 
successive fill. Ifa vergel of an unequal form at the mouth he employed, such os a 
bathing tub or box, then the area of:this may be ascertained by dividing it into 
squares by threads anu pine, and then measuring the irregular coruere of the por- 
tions ruled in the offset by a foot rule. The other portions of the operation may 
be performed as already explained. If weights cannot be had :Len measures may be 
resorted to, keeping the following table in view :—

Weighing is always more accurate than measurement where much delicacy is re- 
quired. Veasels similar to those employed as rain yuayes may be used as evapo- 
rating dishes if filled ap to a given mark, ‘say at morning. noon and evening—the 
quantity of water required to compensate the evaporation being ooted ; this beim, 
divided by the number of feet or inches comprised in the evaporating surface, will 
give the amount of evaporation wince last observation. ‘wo evaporating dishes— 
one in the shade snd another in the sug—-should always be made use of, and the re- 
sults noted separately. 

The following are some of the forms of the rain guage.—Fig. 1st in a large fun- 
nel to be pl in the neck of a common botile or other receptacle: a messure

8 day or so, and which gives at once the number of 
inches and decimals of an inch which have fatien. - 
This is a very convenient form of guage for remote 
stations where observatious aro] infrequent.

from the commencement to the close of the rains. 
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The guage represented by the ad- 
joining diagram J, is one very generally’ 
jn use. The mouth piece, which is 
funnel-sh»ped, can be removed: a 
stick divided into inches, tenths, and 
hundredths, or rather into graduations 
corresponding to thes-, is moved up 
and down by a float inside, which 
gives the fall of rain at once. The 
guage will contain about a foot: it 
should be measured at least once a 
day, and the water run off by the 
stop-cock M at bottom. The observa- 
tions lately made at York, shewing 
that thé amount of rain collected by 
the guage regularly decreased as the 
square root ofthe distance og we asa 
eended from the grouud, has of late 
caused much a‘tention’to be paid to 
guages situate: near to each other but 
at different etevations. The follow. 
ing represent the portions of a gnage 
intended for the top of a pole or flag 
staff, the summit of a high building 
or any other elevated position. Fig. 
1, consists of a simple funnel fitted up 
with a sucket for the reception of a 
stick to fasten it-on: it is supplied 
with couplings and a flexible tin tube 
30 feet in length: successive tubes 
con of course be united to this to any 
extent that may be desired. The tin 
tube is taken, we shall suppose, inside 
\ a building, where it discharges itself 

into a cistern fitted up with a gradu. 
ated glass tub- terminating in a waste 
pipe for the etflux of the rain. The

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TIME-BOARD AT THE OBSERVATORY, COLABA. 
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Till 1841 there was no means of affording a correztion for Chronometers accessible to 
the public at Bombay. ‘Since then the following methods have been adopted. The flash 
of the gun fired from the saluting battery at nine o'clock in the evening, is watched from the 
Observatory and its error noted. The correction is hung up next morning at the Master 
Attendant's office, und published, besides, in all the local newspapers. An officer on 
board ship has only -to observe the flash and note the error by his Chronometer, when 
& comparison of the two will give true time. In addition to this, guofite has now 
begun to be telegraphed from the flagstaff of the Observatory for the convenience 
of ships just leaving port. The first distinguishing pendant is placed at the top of 
the flagstaff when the gun is slow, the second jwhen it is fast, of true time; and the 
amount of error is denoted by numeral flags indicating seconds—three of these giving 
999 seconds or 16:39 minutes, a very much greater error thancan ever ocenr, For. 
anything less than a minute and a half two numeral flags are sufficient. The fings are 
run up at 8 a. w. and kept flying till noon, so that every opportunity is afforded to the Com- 
wunity at large or to officers who may uot be on shore to see the return of the correction for 
gunfire. Besides this, a board is dropped atone rp Mu. ; and-as the construction of this is 
somewhat different from that of most others we have seen described, a short account 
of it may be of interest. The Observatory, it must be premixed, is very nearly three miles 
from the Roadstead, so that the Time-board requires to be made large and conspicuous to 
be of service. The mast is forty-five feet high, kept steady by means of strong iron stays.— 
Guide rods are plaved on each side of itat the distance of eighteen inches from each~ other. 
On these there ate four strong iron eyes, by which the drop board is bolted. This consists of a 
tenk frame three feet by four, covered with stout canvas painted black. It is pulled up 
by a haulyard passing over a sheave at the top of the mast, and held in its place when 
there by a slot bolt. In stormy weather it is fastened by a coup'e of thick ropes not 
here represented, aud these kewp it fast, but being slackened the moment the bolt is 
withdrawn, affurd no impediment to the descent of the beard. The total fall of the board 
is sixteen feet, and to prevent the concussion which would otherwisy take place, a heavy 

* chain, ten feet long, with « weight at the end of it more than sufficient to counterpoise the 
board, is made fast to the end of the haulyard. The bourd first deacends six feet free and 
unimpeded ; it then begins to draw out the chain, and to oecome retarded, in consequenza 
in its descent, till its whule motion is destroyed and it comes gentlyto reat. Of conrse time 
is notad from the first iustant of the board’s descent. With so large a structure as this 
so apt to be shaken hy the wind, a bolt of considerable size was requisite: this at first 
was pulled directly by the assi-taut standing by the clock—a change of motion from a per- 
pendicular to a horizontal direction being effected by a bell crank lever. The amount of 

pull Tequired being in this way found liable to interfere with the precision of the drop, the 
following alter.tion, which ha» been found extreme'y convenient, was adopted... The lan- 

yaid fox pu'ling the bolt was made fast to a lever neor its extremity ; tothe end of this a 

heavy weight was suspended, aud at the other end it was fitted with a trigger like a gun- 
lock: to thialast the string to be pulled by was made fast, so that by the slightest jerk the 
catch 2 was withdrawn, the weight disengaged and made to operate instantly on the 
main lanyard, by which the catch bolt at the top uf the mast was pulled and the board let 
go. This was found to be easily fitted up, not liable to get out oforder, and eminently ser- 
viceable and sisnple in every way. . During the 8. W. Monsoon, when the sky iz olten hid 
for dys together, ablue flag ix hung out when the time has been interpolated, not obser- 
ved :—when any error exceeding one fourth of asecond is made in dropping th: board, ared 
flag is hoisted und true time given at two o’clock.—The Chronometers belouging tu the In- 
dian Navy are kept and rated at the Observatory.

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CALCUTTA. 


(From McCulloch's Geographical, Statistical, and Historical Dictionary. ) 

This celebrated city of Hindostan, the capital of the British dominions in the 
East, and seat of the Supreme Governwent, ig situated in the province of Bengal, 
ina level tract on the E. side of the Hoouhly river, (an arm of the Ganges) abont 
100 miles N, of the Bay of Bengal : lat, 22> 23’ N. long. 88° 28’ E. Population 
(1837) about 230,000, exclusive of perhaps 150,000 more, who come daily froin the 
suburbs into the city. On approaching Calcutta from the sea, the stranger is much 
struck with the magnificence of its appearance ; the elegant villas on each side of 
the river ; the government botanical gardens ;the spiresof the churches and tem- 
ples, and the strong and regular citadel of Fort William. Including Fort Wil- 
liam, the esplanade, &c., Calcutta extends along the bank of the river, from Kid- 
derpore to Cossipore, a distance of 6 miles, with a variable breadth, but averaging 
about 1$ mile. A handsome quay, similar in many respects to that of Petersburgh, 
called the Strand, is continued for 2 or 3 miles along the bank, from the point at 
which the esplanade meets the city ; it is raised 40 feet above low water mark, and 
furnished with about 39 principal yhaufs, or flights of steps, for landing, &c. The 
Hooghly is bere about a mile in width at high water, or at least twice as broad as 
the ‘Thames, below London Bridge, and is, like that river, crowded with shipping ; 
veseels of all descriptions, up to GUO tona burden, being able to lie almost close to 
the quay. The residences of Europeans are mostly detached from each other, 
built in the Grecian style of architecture, and situated in Chowringhee (the S. por- 
tion of the city, lying at the edge ofa portion of the esplanade), or in the suburbs 
inthat quarter, as Garden Reach, where the villas exhibit much beauty, and are 
surrounded by plantations of mango, jack, and other fruit trees. The citadel, or 
Fort William, which stands near Kidderpore, about 4 mile S. W. of the city, is 
not only the strongest and most complete fortress in India, but in the British do- 
minions : it is, however, large, and would require for its proper defence, 10,000 
men, Itisan octagon; the five faces on the land side are regular, the three 
others, toward the river, vary according to circumstances. The bastions have very 
salient orillons, and every curtain is covered with alarge half-moon, mounting 26 
pieces of cannon : the outworks are very extensive, but not much raised above the 
Jevel of the surrounding country, and Fort Willlam does not, therefore, make an 
imposing appearance from without. It contains an excellent arsenal, and a can- 
non-foundery, &c. ; its interior is beautifully laid out in walks and grass-plots, 
shaded with rows of trees, intermixe: with piles of shells and cannon balls. It 
is usually garrisoned by one strong European regiment, two native regiments, and 
a strong detachment of artillery. Itwas built by Lord Clive soon after the battle 
of Plassy, and has cost the East India Company from first to last 2,000,0001. 
Calcutta has no defence, other than this fortress ; the ditch and mound, constructed 
bythe carly settlers as abarrier against the Mahrattas, were destroyed by Marquis 
Wellesley, and their place is now occupied by the “ Circular Road,” which marks 
the bcundary of the Titertics of Calcutta, and of the administration of English Faw. 
Between the fort and the city, there isan extensive open plain called the esplanade, 
being a continuation of the glacis, the fashionable resort for driving and riding, 
as H-de Park ig iu London. On it is the government house, ine line with which 
there is arange of very handsome dwelling-houses, Chowringhee, formerly a col- 
lection of huts, is now a village of palaces, and extends for a conviderable dis- 
tance into the country. Calcutta, when viewed from the Chandpaul ghaut, or from 
any other spol to the S., certainly gives the impression of a very noble city ; this 
impression, however, as is common in all eastern cities, is soon dissipated on pe- 
netrating into its interior. Behind Chowringhee, the native or ‘‘ Black Town,” 
streiches along the river to the N.,and exhibits a remarkable contrast to the part 
inhabited by Europeans. Its streets are dingy, narrow and erooked, and consist 
of “ huts of earth baked in the sun, or of twisted bamboos, interspersed here and 
there with ruinous brick bazars, pools of dirty water, cocoa-trees, and little gar- 
dens, and a few very large, very fine, and generally very dirty houses, of Grecian 
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architecture, the residences of wealthy natives. There are some small mosques of 
“pretty architecture, and very neatly kept, and some pagodas, but mostly ruinous 
and decayed ; the religion of the peuple of Bengal being chiefly conspicuous in 
their worship of the Ganges, and in some ugly painted wooden or plaister idols, 
with all manner of heads and arms, which are set up in different parts of the city. 
Fill up this outline with a crowd of people in the streets, beyond any thing to be 
seen even in Loudon ; some dressed in tawdry silks and brocades ; more in white 
cottun garments ; and most of all black and naked, except a scanty covering 
round the waist ; besides figures of religions mendicauts with no clothing but 
their long hair, and beards in elf locks, their faces painted white, yellow, or dirty 
red ; their beads in one ghastly lean hand, and the other stretched out like a bird's 
claw to receive donations ; martiage processions, with the bride in a covered chair 
and the bridegroom on horseback, so swathed round with garlends as bardly to 
de seen ; tradesmen sitting on the ground in the midst of their different commo- 
vdities ; and old men, lookers on, perched, naked as monkeys, on the flat roofs of the! 
lrouses ; carts drawn by oxen, and driven by wild looking men with thick sticks, se 
unmercifully used as to undeceive perfectly all our netions of Brahminieal humani- 
ty : attendants with silver maces, pressing through the crowd before the carriage of 
some great man or other ; no women seen, except of the lowest class, and even 
these with heavy silver ornaments on their dusky arms and ankles ; while coaches, 
covered up with red cloth, are seen conveying the inmates of the neighbouring 
seraglios, to take what is called ‘ the sir; a constant creaking of cart wheels, 
which are never greased in India ; a constant clamour of voices and an almost con- 
stant thumping and jingling of drums, cymbals, Xc., in honour of some of their 
‘deities ; and add to all this, a villainous smell of garlic, rancid cocoanut oil, sour 
butter, and stagnant ditches; and you ‘will understand the sounds, sights, and 
smells, of what is called the * Black ‘Town of Calcutta.” Under the administra- 
tion of the Marquis of Hastings, large sums were spentin the improvement and 
ventilation of Calcutta ; a street 60 fect wide was carried through its centre in its 
longest diameter, and several squares were laid open, each having a tank. or reser- 
voir, in the middle, surrounded hy plunted walks. The largest square, which is near 
the S. extremity, is 500 yards on each side, and contains a tank 60 feet deep. ‘Therc 
are no covered ways, a8 in thecities of Persia, Turkey, &c., though, from the vie- 
lent heats and rains,such would be very desirable. The bazars in the native town 
are very inferior, and the shops and warehouses have alla mean appearance : the 
public buildings there, sre few and small, and there isnot a single minaret in the 
whole place. The most remarkable public edifice is the government-house, which 
is, tu say the least of it, amore showy palace than London has to produce. It 
was built by the Marquis Wellesley, ond consists of a centre and four wings, con- 
nected together by circular passages, so constructed as to obtain the benefit of the 
air from whichever quarter the wind blows. The wings contain the private apart- 
nents, and that on the N. E. the council-room ; the centre has two very fine 
rooms, the upper one of which is the ball-room, and both are lighted by a profu- 
sion of lustres, while at the same time they exhibit much good taste: the architec- 
ture of most of the building is of the Ionic order. The other chief edifices are 
the town, end custom-houses, the mint, St. John’s Cathedral, and another English 
church, all of which are contiguous to the gavernment-house, the Scotch Presbyte- 
rian oburch (a very handsome structure) the Portuguese, Greek, and Armenian 
churches, the courts of justice, barracks, gaol, hospitals, &c. There are many 
public. -olleges and benevolent institutions, as the Hindoo, Mahommedan and 
Anglo Indian colleges, and the college at Fort William; the Calcutta grammar, 
frée, and other charity schools ; the military and female orphan asylums ; poor- 
funds, &. ; besides mavy bible, missionary, and other religious associations. On 
the N. W. side of the river, are the extensive suburb of Howrah, opposite the 
* Black ‘Town,’ and the botanic garden, opposite the citadel. Near the latter, is 
the bishop’s college, a handsome building in the Elizabethan Gothic style, 
occupying three sides of a quadrangle 150 feet square, erected in 1820, for the 
education of a clerical body, by the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel, at 
the suggestion of Bishop Middleton. ‘The botanic garden is beautifully laid out, 
and covers 300 acres of ground : between it and the bishop's college there is 
an extensive plantation of teak, which although not in its native soil, thrives ex- 
ceedingly well, Thero are several dry and other docks ou both sides the river, in 
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which vessels of any size may be bnilt and repaired ; but the ships constructed 

here are of inferior durability to those built at Bombay, in consequence of the fratme- 

work being of inferior wood, and the visible portions and upper works alone of 

teak. All the timber in Calcutta also, without the fact being ontwardly obvious, — 
suffers greatly from the devastations of the white ant. Iu every part, this citve 
is covered by an amazing multitudo of little pools or reservoirs, yet the soil 

on which it stands is remarkably deficient in springs, none haying been met with, 

even after boring down 140 ft., till 1828, and subsequently, when Dr. Strong 

found some in isolated spots at the depth of 70 feet. The drainings ofthe place, with 

euch portions of the refuse as are not devoured by crows, kites, vultures, adjutants, 

and pariah.dogs, which abouud in the streets, and at night by foxes and jackalls 

from the surrounding country, are conveyed away by acanal, to a large shallow 

salt lagune about 4} miles distant toward the E. Between the city and thislagune 

the country is filled with gardens, orchards, and villages, but is little inhabited by 

Europeans. ‘The tract to the N. is drier, healthier, and more open ; and the two 

great roads to Dom-dun, the artillery cantonment,—and Barrackpoor, the country 

seat of the Governor General, lic over a vast extent of fertile country, divided in- 
to. rice-fields, orchards and gardens, and swarming with population, The 
vicinity of Calcutta is very pleasing : as soon as its boundary ia passed, the roads 
wind throngh beautiful villages, overhung with the finest and most picturesque 
foliage the world can show, of the banyan, the palm, the tamarind, and the bamboo. 

Sometimes tho glade opens to plains, covered with the rice-harvest, or to a sight of 
the broad, bright river, with its ships, and wooded shores. Sometimes it con- 
tracts into little winding tracks, through fruit-trees, gardens, and cottages; the 
gardens fenced in with hedges of aloe and piue-apple ; the cottages neater than 
those of Calcutta, and mostly of mats and white wicker-work, with thatched roofs 
and cane verandahs, with gourds trailing over them, and the broad, tall, plantains 
clustering round them. ‘Io rainy season at Calcutta generally begins about 
June 12, and terminates October 14. The average fall of rain for three recent 
years was 59.83inches ; the avnual mean of the barometer is 29.764 ; of the ther- 
mometer, 78°13’. The most pleasant and temperate period of the year is from 
October to Marcli; by the middle of April, the weather becomes oppiessi:ely hor, 
often ‘rising to 100° Fahrenheit. The lowest temperature in December 21,1834, 
was found to be 62° 2' Fahrenheit. 


Calcutta enjoys a very extensive internal navigation, by means of the Ganges, 
and its numerous arms and tributaries ; and it menopolises the whole of the external 
trade of Bengal. It is now, 1n fact, Canton perhaps excepted, the yreatest emporiui 
of the East; the gross amount ofits imports anid exports amounting to from 
10,000 ,000/ to 12,000,0002 a year. The principal foreign trade iv in the hands of 
English merchants, but there are others amongst the Persian, Hindoo, Portuguese, 
Greek, Armenian, &c, inhabitants, who are in an extensive way of business. ‘I'ho 
native Portuguese and Armenian merchants have latterly been declining both in 
wealth and importance, while, on the other hand, the Parsees have increased in num- 
bers and opulence, and there are several possessing a capital of 250,000/. 

Tnnumerable small craft daily arrive from the interior laden withthe produce and 
manufactures of the different provinces, and the Calcutta market is well supplied 
with an abundance of excellent provisions ; game, snipes, wild duck, teal, and orto- 
lans, are comparatively cheap; stall fed venison is as fat as in England, but withoct 
flavour ; an immense variety of fruits of fine quality appear ou European tables ; and 
an exquisite luxury is met with in the tapaswi, or mavgo fish, (so called because 
it is in season with the mango fruit) and which has been hitherto found only in the 
rivers of Bengal, the Birman empire, and Camboja rivers. 

‘The population of the city is unequally distributed: iis N. and central portions, 
especially the former, are very densely inhabited ; the S. part much less’ so, owing 
to the dwellings of Ruropeans being so mach more widely dispersed, The fallow. 
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ing is the latest census (1837) giving the relative proportions of the different races of 
resident inhabitants :—

‘The number of houses, huts, &c. in 1837, was 65,495, exclusive of the suburbs. 
Calcutta iz the seat of the chief Protestant Bishop of India of the established Church 
of England ;of the Supreme Courts of Justice ; of one of the Courts of Circuit ond 
Appeal for the Pesidency of Bengal; of a vicar spostolic of the Romish Church, 
With authority over 14 priests, and 10 churches, one of which is, in that city.” 

European society in Calcutta is gay and convivial ; and fetes and diuner parties, 
beth numerous and splendid, are given by the government officers and wealthy pri- 
vate individuals. A certain degree of formality and stiffness is, bowever, very pre~ 
valent ; and the Brahminical institution of castes would appear to have communicat- 
ed itself to all ranks and classes of Europeans. 

Bishop Heber observes, that the large dinner parties in addition to the geogra- 
Phical situation, an! otber local peculiarities ; the aspect andachitecture of the place; 
the multitude of servants, vant of furniture in the houses, &. tend, except in respect 
of climate, to give Calcutta a striking resemblance to Petersburgh. Besides private 
parties, there are public subscription assemblies, with conversazioni, coucerts, auda 
theatre, though the latter is but litle frequented. It is usual with Europeans to 
rise early, the pleasantest past of the day being the first of the morning; after tifin 
(lunch) which is taken between 2 and3 o'clock, many persons during the summer- 
heats, retire to sleep for two or three hours; at sunset the fashionable drives of the 
Esplanade ore crowded with European vehicles of ail sorts, and the dinuer hour 
soon after succeeds. I'he equipages of Calcutta embrace barouches, chariots 
tilburies, gigs, &c. as in England, drawn by a breed of horses which have been 
greatly improved through the Government stud andimportations from Europe and 
Arabia, but a grotesque and peculiar appearance strikes the European in the iriter- 
mixtare of Asiatic costumes, black coachmen, &c. in the scene. Most visits ata 
short distance arepaidin palanquins, the bearers of which are from Balasore, 
Behar, or the northern circars, and run silently, bare-headed, andalmostnaked. The 
Anglo-Indian, or half caste population, the product of an intercourse between Euro- 
Ppeans and natives are more numerous in Calcutta than any where else in Indie ; they 
are intelligent, industrious, and genorally well educated, and possess a degree of 
consideration in the eyes of the native population, though they aro without auy po- 
litical influence. All of them speak English as well asthe native dialect. "Ma- 
ny of the half caste females, daughters of mothers of high caste, are educated in the 
seminaries in and near Calentta, and often marry Europeans, when they are said to 
make unexceptionable wives and mothers; their children in this case lose in one or 
two generations all distinctive mark of thoir Indian origin. A considerablo 
number of the new Zemindara, und the retired traders who have become wealthy, 
reside in Calcutta, where they have houses handsomely furnished in the European 
style, drive the best horses and equipages, have adopted some English habits and 
tastes, speak the English language, enter into the politics of the British empire, 
and are not ignorant of English literaturo, With all this, the cducation of their 
sons is often miserably neglected, and they turn out mere spendthrifts; but the 
fact is sufficiently and generally wanifest, that the native inhabitants of all ranks 
show a willingness to learn and speak English, an increasing anxiety to send their 
children to our scheols, and a growing neglect of caste and other national prejudices, 
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tendencies which, if properly taken advantage of, may ere long, be turned much 
to our mutual benefit. 

The great bulk of the natives have a very bad character, being proficients in 
intrigue, falsehood and chicanery ; prore to perjury, theft, gambling, and all 
kinds of dishonesty, and of a cowarally disposition ; but it is generally admitted 
that the morality of the native inhabitants of Calcutta is at a lower ebb than that 
of those in the provincial districts. A perceptible amendment in the morais and 
pursuits of the people is, howe-er, said to be taking placo. The Bengaleo dia. 
Ject, which had long been looked on with much prejudice by the natives of India, 
is now reviving, and various works are published ‘init every year. Numerous 
periodical works, newspapers, &c. issue from the press in Calcutta: amongst 
which ate the Bengal Harkaru and Chronicle, the Calcutta Courier, and the 
Englishman, daily ; one paper twice, and another three times a week; six weckly 
ones, of which one is in tho native tongue, and another, the Reformer, on English 
Paper, conducted by native gentlemen; various other native publications ; and 6 
monthly and 2 yearly (Engiish ) journals. ‘There are several distinguished scien- 
tific, literary, and other associations, in Calcutta ; as the Asiatic Society, which 
owes i's origin to Sir W. Jones ; the Medical and Physical, Agricultural and 
Horticultural Societies ; the Chamber of Commerce, rade Association, &c. To 
the very able monthly journal of the Asiatic Society we have been much in. 
debted in this and various articles of the present work. 

In 1698 the British factory was removed thither from Hooghly; but in the 
early part of the last century, Calcutta was but a paltry village, belonging to the 
Nuddea district, and inhabited chiefly by husbandmen. Chowringhee was also 
but a straggling village, and a forest jungle, interspersed here und there with 
patches of cultivated land, covered what is now the Esplanado, so late as 175¢, 
In that year Suraja-Dowlah, the Soubahdar of Bengal, dispossessed the Englieh of 
their settlement; on which occasion 146 Englishmen, who had been -leftto def-nd 
the factory, were shut up atnight in the black hole (a partofthe old fort, taken 
down in 1818) of which number only 23 were found alive next morning. Colonel 
C.ive, with some Madras troops, retook Calcutta, January 1, 1757; since which it has 
been quictly retained Ly the British, and risen to its present degeee of importance. | 


MADRAS. 
( From Hami‘ton's East Indta Gasetteer.) 


Madras is a city in the Carnatic province, and tie capital of the British possessions 
in the south of India, Jat.13° 5°’ N. lon. $0°21'E. The approach to Madras from the 
sea is very striking: the low flat sandy shores extending to the north and s>uth, and 
the small hitls that are seen inland, exhibiting av appearance of barrenness, which is 
much improved on closer inspection, The beach seems alive with the crowds that 
cover it. ‘The pub'ic offices aud store houses erected near the shore are fine build- 
ings, with colonnades to the upper stoties, supported on arched bases, and covered 
with the beantiful shell mortar of C. romandel; hard, smouth, and polished. With- 
in a few yards of the sea, the walls and bastions of Fort St. George present an in- 
teresting appearance, snd at a distance, minarets, churches and payodax, are seen 
mixed with trees. With all these external advantages-it would be difficult to finda 
worse situation for a capitalthan Madras, situate as itisonthe margin ofa coast where 
a rapid current runs, and ayainat which a ‘tremendous surf beats, even in thé mild- 
est weather. The site ofePondicherry, is in every respect superior, and is placed 
in arich and productive country, besides having the advantage of being to. wind- 
ward during the most important monsoon, the loss of which was severely felt by 
the British, during the hard fought wars of the eighteenth cemury. 

The boata used for crossing the surf are large and light, being made of three 
Planks sewed together, with straw in the'seams instead of caulking, which it is sup- 
posed would render them too stiff; the great object being to bave them as flexible 
as possible, to yield to the waves like leather. When withia the influence of the 
sorf, the coxswain stands up and beats time, with great agitation, with hie foot and 
voice, while the rowers work their oars backwards, until overtaken by a strong suf 
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enrling up, which sweepa the beat along with frightful vielence, Every oar isthen 
plied forwards with the utinost vigour, to prevent the wave taking the boat back «a 
it recedes, until at length by a few successive surfs itis dashed high and dry on the 
beach. ‘The bovts belonging tothe shine sometimes proceed to the buck of the 
surf, where they anchor outside of it, and wait forthe country boats fromthe beach 
te convey their pasengers on shore, When the weather is so unsettled as to make it 
dangerous, even forthe country boats to pans and repane,a flay is displiyed at the 
beach house, to caution all persons -on board ship against landing. Large ships 
used to woor in nine fathoms, witit the flag staff west-north-west, abont two miles 
from the shore ; latterly, however, they avchor mostly on the north beach, From 
the beginning uf October to the end of December, is considered the most dangerous 
season torevain inthe Madras roadn. 

The fishermen and lower cligses employe! on the water use a epeciee of floating 
machine of very aimple construction, named a catsmaran. ‘hes-are furmed of two 
or three lightlogs of wood, eight or ten feet in length lashed tegether, with a small 
piece of wood inserted between them to serve as stern pi-ce. Whien ready for the 
water, they hold two men, who with theic paddles launch themselves thiongh the 
surf, to carry letters, or refreshinenta iu smell quantines, to ships, when no boat can 
venture out. ‘They weara pointed cop mad: of vat ng, where they secure the let. 
ters, which take no damage, however often the men are washed off the catamaran, 
which they regain by swimming, unless ivterrupte! by asbark. Medals are given 
to such catamaran men as distinguish the uselves by saving pe sons in danger. 

Madras differs considerably in appeaance fiom Calcutta, having properly no 
European town, except a few houses in the fort, the setters residing entirely in 
theie garden houses, repairing in themorning to th-ir «ffices in the black town, 
for the transaction of business,and returning in the afternoon, Fort St. George, 
ag it at present stands, was planned by Mr Robina, the celevrated engineer, and is a 
atrong and handsxme fortress, not tvo large. [tis situated within a few yards of 
the surf, andaithough not so extensive or so regulur in design as Fort Wiliam at 
Calcutta, yet from the greater facility uf reli-ving it by sea, and the natural advan- 
tages of the ground, which leav:g the enemy little choic- in the manner of conduct: 
ing his attack, it msy on the whole be deemed equal to it, and hus the convenience 
of requiring bnta moderate garrison, generally consisting of one Eurspesn regiment 
and four battalions of native infantry. ‘The fort formerly enclos-d vot only many of 
the public offices, but also sume streets of private European dwelling houses, shops, 
and stores. Within the last twenty years, the greater pert of these huildings have been 
cleared away, andthe merchants and tradesinen have removedtheir eatubliahments to 
the new streets that have been opened in the north east quarter of the black town, 
and along the skirtsof the esplanade. A noble range of public edifices, includ 
ing a custom house, offiee for the board of trade, court honse, &c. uow 
adero the north beach, and a mound «f massy stoves t+ act ae a break- 
water and protect them against the fury of the surf, has been constructed. 
‘I'he whole space of the south beach, iutervening b-tween the Black Town 
and the sea, has been at the sametime converted jntoa green lawn, separated from the 
road by posts and cbsins, planted with trees, and_ the water-courses in every direc- 
tion travers-d by handsowe bridges. Within the Fort, besides tha barracks, the ar- 
senaland a mean bazar for the supply of the warrison, there tewain only the 
council .bonse, the old church and a few other edifices not strictly connect+d with 
military objects. Awong these is the large structure called the Exchange, hut disus- 
ed as such for tnany yeurs,un whichio 3796, alight house wae elevated uinety feet 
above the level of the soa, and visible from siip’s decks seventeen miles from the 
shoré. A fine tnarile statue of the Marquise Cornwallis has been raised in the centre 
of the grect square, but in 1820 it seemed to have alreadyguffered from the - climate, 
which does not, as in Europe, admit the exposure of snch de.icate workain the 
open air. . 

Phe Government House, which is large and handsome with a separate uilling 
annexed, calledthe banqueting Louse, isin the. Choultry Plain, being sithated on 
the edge of the esplanade; and near to it are the Chepauk Gaidens, the residence 
of the Nabob of the Carnatic, which intercept the aes-breeze, and confine thie view. 
A mosque of grey stone, with five arches in front, and two handsume minord, stands 
by the road sid, near the Nabob’s premises, and isthe only Maho:nedan diructuse 
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ofany note at Madras. ‘The garden houses about Madras are general!y only of one 
sory. but of a pleasing style of architecture, having their porticos and verandas sup- 
ported hy chunamned pillars. ‘I'he walls are of the same materials, either: white or 
coloured, and tbe floors are covered with rattan mats. They are surrounded by a 
field planted with trees snd shrubs, which have changed the barren sand of the Car- 
palic jnto 2 rich scene of veget»tion ; but flowers and fiuirs ore etill raised with Gif- 
ficolty. During the rains, imate made of the rooteof the knecuse,a sweet sinelling 
grass, are placed againat the open doors and windows and kept wet, so that the air 
blows through them, and spreads an ngroe-able fresbnessand fragrance throughout the 
roow. The morent however the cvoling influences of the mats is quitted, the senso. 
tion is like entering a furnuce, although, taking the average of the whvle year, Ma- 
dras experiences less extreme heat than Calcutta. From a correct register of the 
weather kept at Madras prior to 1811, it sppeared that no rain -had fallen therein the 
month of March, during a period of thirteen years. 

‘The Choultry Plvin commences abouta mile and a quarter S W. of Fort St. 
George, from which it is separated by two small rivers.” The onecalled the river ° 
Tripheane, winding from the west, agwinat the ara, about 1.000 yards south of the 
glacis ; the other coming from the N. W. pusses the western side of the Black ‘Town, 
the extrewi'y of which is bigh ground, which the river rounds, and continues to the 
east within 100 yards of the sea, where it washes the foot of the glacis, and then 
turning to the south, continues parrellel with the beech until it joins the mourb and 
bar of the river ‘Iriplicane, ‘The Choultry Plain extends two miles to the westward 
of the enclesaresthat Bound the St.'‘Thome youd, and terminates on the west side, at 
alarge budy of water called the Meliapoor tank, behind which rune with deep wind 
ings, the ‘lriplicane siver, ‘The ro+d from the Mount passes for two miles an'Ja half, 
under the mound of the tank, and at its issue into the Choultry plain is a kind of d-file, 
formed by the mound on one side, and buildings with brick enclosures on the other. 

In tae neighbourhood of Madras, the soil when well cultivated, produces a good 
crop of rice, provided the usual quentity of rain falls in the wet season ; and in some 
places the industry of the navives. hy irrigation, creates & pleasing verdure. In ap- 
pearance the country is almost as level as Bengal, and in general exbibits a naked, 
brown dusty plain, with few villages or any relief to the eye, except _a range of 
abrapt detached bills towards the south. Tie roads in the vicinity of Madras are 
excellent and ornamentul, being broad and shaded with trees. The buts eeen ata 
Titde distance from town are covered with tiles, and have a better appearance than 
those of Bengal, and the inos and choultries, which are common on the roads, 
evince-an attention tu travellers not to be found in that wotery province. A con- 
siderable extent of Jand, although at present naked, seems capatrle of raising trees 
and heilgee,.and shows sympt-ms of bring in a progressive state of Improvement. 
Near to Condatura the eountry sssumesa very pleasing aspect; numerous canals 
from the Ssymbcumbaeum touk convey a constantanpply of water to mest of the 
neighbouring fie'ds, and ferilize them without the be!p of machinery; in consequence 
of which they yield 1wo rice crops per annum. In 13803, 8 navigable cenal was open 
ed from the Bivek Town to Ennorr river, 10.560 yards in lengtb; the greatest breadth 
at the top forty feet, and the grestest dept twelve fect. ‘The cattle in the neighbour- 
bood of Maras are of the apecies common io the Deccan, and are a smill breed, 
but larger than thse reared inthe southern paris of Bengal. In the vicinity of 
Madras, buffaloes are genovaily used in casts but of a smnulles breed than the giguntic 
and unmsnageable huffuloes of Bengal. 2 

On landing at Madras, passengers are immediately surrounded by hundreds of 
dubashes, and servants of all kinds pushing for eroployment. These dubashes 
undertake to interpret, buy. all that is- wanted, -provide servants, tradesmen, palan- 
quis, and io transact-whatever business » stranger requires, At Madras, these 
interpreters are of three caster of Sudrus. ‘Uhe persons of the first description seew 
analagous tothe Keyasthas (pronoue ced Koits) of Bengal, and are called Canace- 
villays, which by the English is commonly written Conacopily ; aud this term is 
extended by Europeans to all persone, whether Brabwins or Sudzas, who follow 
the eame profession, ‘The next caste thet follow the business of dubashes are the 
more learned Goslas or Yadavas ; and the third caste are the Vaylalars or the labour- 
7g chss. Each of theso races pretends to a superiority of Tank over the others, 

‘or whih they give reasons quite satisfnctosy to thunseltcs. The pride of caste is 
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remarkably prevalent among Hindoos, and there is scarcely a creature so wretched 
and ignorant, tut who oa this account holds in contempt many persons in easy 
ciroumstances and respectable situations, The gradation .of the different inferior 
castes is by no means Well ascertained, there being only one point perfectly clear, 
which is the immeasurable superiority of the Brahmins above the rest of mankind. 

Among: the charitable institutions of Madras are 2 mule and female Orphan Asy- 
lum, both admirably conducted. The men servants are mostly Hindoos, but a great 
proportion of the female servants are native Portuguese. Besides French pedlars 
from Pondicherry, with boxes of lace and artificial flowers, there are a tribe of Mae 
homedans who go about selling mocic stones, petrified tamarind wood, garnets, coral, ' 
mock amber, and a variety of other trinkets. The Madrar jugglers are celelrated 
all over India for their dexterity: the most curious, and at the same time the most 
disgusting sight, is the swallowing of a blunt sword, in which there is no deception. 
‘They commence operations while very young, the children beginning the experiment 
with short bits of bamboo, which are lengthened as the throat and stomach sre able 
te bearthem. In 1812, acollege was instituted here similar to that established in 
Calcutta, for the instruction of the young civilians in the country languages, previ- 
ously to their being nominated to official situations in the interior. Besisles the two 
men ioned above, there are many other charitable, religions, and literary societies, 
more especially one of ths last mentioned description on the plan of the Asiatic 
Society, established by Sir Willian Jones at Calcutta in 1784, 

.The Black ‘Town of Madras stands to the north and eastward of the Port, fror 
which itis separated by a spacious esplanade. It was formerly, surrounded try for- 
tifications sufficient to resist the pelatory incursions of cavairy, and its ‘wells on 
the land side are still preserved in yood repair. In this town reside the Native, 
Armenian, and Portuguese merchants, and also many Europeans, unconnected with 
the government, Like other Hindvostanee towns it is irregular aud confuse, heing 
a mixture of brick and bawwbvo houses, and makes a better appearance at a distance 
than when closely inspected. 

Owing to the want of a secure Port and navigable rivers, the commerce of Madras 
is much inferior to that of the other two presidencies; but all sorts of Asiatic and 
European commodities are, however, to be procured. Besiles the disadvantages : 
above mentioned, the Curnatic province, considtred generally, is sterile, compared 
with Bengal, and raises none of the staple articles of that province in any quantity, 
or at 60 low a price, as to admit of competition in foreign markets. Formerly a large 
fleet of the native craft, called dhoneys, was kept in activity during partof the year 
and many British ships were also employed, importing rice from Bengal, in retum 
for cargoes of salt, from places northward of Madras. But since the pacification of- 
the Carnatic, and the settlement of the new territories under the presidency, the prot: 
duce of rice has been found adequate to its own consumption, and this-trific bas 
almost ceased, ‘The East India Company's staple used always to be piece goods, 
but the demand for thes:, since the introduction of European cotton goods, seems 
expiring also. 

Meat, poultry, fish, and other refreshments for shipping, are to be proenreil. 
here; hut they are neither of so good a quality nor eo cheap asin Bengal. Wodd 
and fuel are rather scarce, and in proportion dear. Charcoal is brought from ° Pits 
licat by the Ennore cand The Madras market having, in 1812, been reli¢ved from 
certiin restraints, the good effects were instantancously exjerienced, the supply hava 
ing greatly increased in quantity (more especially of poultry,) while the price dimin. 
ished; the natural consequences followed, of an increased consumption and steady 
demand. The water is of a very good qaality, and supplied to the shipa by netive 
boats atestublished prices. On account of the dearness of provisions, wages are 
considerably higher than in Calentia: but few servants are kept comparatively, yes 
the werk is quite aswell done. Household servants receive from two ta five pago. 
das-per tnonth ; and the hire of @ palanquin is four and a half pagodas; for field 
service, a act of bearers receive each two pagodas per month, but at the presidency 
one and three quarter pagoda. 

This part of the coast of Coromandel waa probaily visirad at an earlier period by 
the English ; but they possesse! no fixed esta! lichment until A.D. 1639, in which 
year, on the Ist of March, a yrant was receivod frow the descendant of the Hindoo 
dynasty of Bijanagur, then reigning at Chand+rgherry, for the erection of a fort.

the seige commenced on the 17th December 1758, ond was prosecuted with 
the utmost skill, vigour, and bravery, on both sides, until the 17: Fe bruary.4769, 
when the-French were obliged to raise the siege with su-h precipitation that they 
Jiad not time to destroy the black town, or remove their sick.

$rom China consist principally of raw silk, sugar and sugar candy, silk picce. goods, 
treastre, &e.

bills onthe Indian Government drawn by the Agents of the E. 1. Com, any ia 
Ghina. ‘The trade with the United Kingdom has been regularly increasing. sinew 
the abolition of the restrictive system. The chief articles of import thence are, 
cetton and woollen stuffs, cotton yarn, hardware, copper, iron, lead, glusa, apparet, 
ur, stationary, wine, &c. ‘The principal exports to Britain are, raw cotton 
(68,163,901 Ibs. in 1836-7), raw silk from China and Persia, ivory pepper, apd 
spices, piece-goods, coffve, and. wool ; the export of the last bas lnerenses! with wen. 
derful’ rapidity of late years ; it comes chiefly from Cuteb, Sinde, and Marwar. In 
1837, 28 ships, mostly owned by native merchants, were employed in the China 
trade. “There are besides many large ships engaged in the trade to Eugland and 
elsewhere ; and a numerous class of native craft, the largest of which make five or 
six trips during the eight fair months, from October to May, to the chief ports

‘Ite Buinbay Native Education Scciety have their central schools 
here, which in 1838 were attended by 1,097 native pupils. - Several English apa 
Native newspapers are published here, an 10 other periodicals. Several literary 
societies, and many charitable and rel:gious institutions, have also “been established.

Bombay is, next to Madéas, the ‘oldest of our possessions in the East; it was 
founded soon ofter the cession of the island to the Portuguese, and was ceded to 
Charles IT. as part of Queen Catherine's dowry, in 1661; butthe Purtuguesc go- 
vernor rejused to deliver it up, and. it was not until 1664 that it came into our 
hands. At this period is was extremely uubeglthy, aud.subject to the depredations 
Qf the Mabratta pirates. in 1668 thecity and isluad were transferred, by soyal let- 
sere patent, to the EK. 1. Company; atau annual rent of 102; and shortly after rea- 
ized to the company u revenue of 2,8293£ a year. ‘The seat of government was re- 
moved thither from Surat in 1686, aud two years afterwar!s Bombay was closel’

‘tha Empire of China* includes a vast country of S. E.. Asia between lat. 29 2 
and 56° N. and long. 70° and 144° E. in form nearly square. beng bounded on 
the EB andS. &. by those arms of the Pacific Ocean kvo+n asthe gulph of ‘for- 
tery, the sea of Japan, the Yellow sea, the Stratt.of Formasa, the Cuinese sen, and 
the gulph of ‘fonquin ; on the land sides hy Touguin, Lacs, sod Birmsh; S.- W, 
and W. by Ludependent ‘artery ; and N. for the imn ense extent of 3,300 wiles by 
‘Asiatic’ Russie. Its extent from the borders of Kokhau and Budukshan tu the sea of 
‘Okhotsk is 3,350 miles, and i's gresteat width from the froutiers of Dauriato: Ton. 
quin S., is 2.100 :niles inclosing altogether aspace of abuut 5,300,000. square miles, 
'Thusthe Chinese eropire includes all the talle lund of Eastern A-jae-about a third 
Vart of the whole contineot—or a little less than a tenth part ofthe habitable glane, 
and contains w.thit its enormons «rea, the largest amount of populstion and of 
wealth united under one governmont in the world. ‘The coast line bas an extent of 
above 3,350 miles, and the total cir.umference of tha empire is about 12,550 miles ; 
bot more detaile) particulars of the surrounding possesrions of China must de 
sought elsewhere, our business iu this place being entirely with China Proper. 

- The area of Cuixa Paorer does net exceed a fourth part of the whole empire. Ke 
ia true that its dimensions have net been satisfuctorily determined, and it will be 
ween thet our e-timate of the extent of the empire, as well as of China. Proper, dif- 
fera, from the calculations of preceding geographers ; which, indeed widely disagree 
with each other, except where the mistakes of one writer have been copied by 
another. To determine its extent 17 linear measurements, have been made ; two 
upon native maps, which have been cerefully compared with European maps, 
and the result in reference to China Proper stands thus ; for its length, from N. 
to, 8. 1,474 miles ; breadth, from W. to E. 1,355 miles. But these are not the long- 
est straight lines that may be made to intersect its surface ; since from the NE 
corner to the frontiers of Birmah the distance is 1,669 miles, and from the N. W. 
exremity to the Isle of Amoy, it is 1,557 miles The entire area contains 1,348,670 
aquare mailes.¢ \Vhe coast is upwa-ds of 2 500 miles in length, while the laud fron. 
uer orctupies a space of 4,400 milvs. ‘Tus, China Proper is about 8 times the 
size of France, and 11 ties that of Great Britain. ‘ 

General Aspect.—Great Plain—The first object that invites attention in the 
general uspect of China ists Great Plan, which, oceanying the N. ki. part of the 
country isabuve 700 miles in length, and varies in width from 150 to near 500 miles. 
‘The entire aroa enlcoses no less than 6 provinces and a apsce ef 210,000 equere 
miles, being 7 times greater than the p'ain of Loinbprily. It is extremely popule 
anlif ve might depend upon the census of 1813, no fewer than 170,060,000 
4, wouthe”’—the Chinese expression for souls—are fed upon it’s guiface!

wipstion near the sea coast into low bills ; ao that tracing their course backwarde 
from E. to W. they gradually ascend in tersaces or slopes, and give to the 8. aud 
W. districtse mountainous, and to the E d ns a hilly character. N. W. at 
shout 84° N. lat. and 102° E. long, the great Pe-ling range, which has already 
travereed a portion of Tibet from W., to E. is joining by the Yun-ling chain, which 
entering China at about 310 N. Jat. and 101° E. long desceuds southward tied

further course of between 200 aid 300 ini'va, this grest river receives thé aurplus 
waters of the Po-yang-hoo lake, winch aled in of great dimensions, sud ise the 
reeipient of wany considerable streains. This lake is surrounded by picturesque 
cand finely-wooded hitls, Indeed its scenery is so much admired, that its «hore. 
‘are the fevourite spot where Chinese poets nse and: write their vetsified prose. 
It is, however, subject to sudien tempests.whioh render its navigstiod dengercie. 
"Phe environs of the Tai-hoo-laky, near th- E. coast, lat. 310 N., long. 1200 E.; 
are even more picturesque tha those of the Pu-yang, having gained the nante of 
the “ Chi-ese Arcadia,” The Hang-tee-hoo, being situated neat the junction of 
the Grand Canal with the Yellow river fe much friquenfed on account of ith 
edvantagious pesition, “All tke Jakes, 'in fact, furnish intermedia of communi- 
cation, and are abundantly stcked with fish. China contains several emsller 
laker, bus the whole co not occupy sny great proportion of her vast surface:

Public Works.— Aspect of Cities and Towns.—An. amount of humen labour, 

Probably unmatched by any other nation in the world, exeept ancient, Egypt’ bas 
been expended on the public works of China, by which the natural arpect of the 
country has been materially varied. The first and moat strpendous of these is thé 
great wall, built: several hundred years ‘before the Chris'ian era, to proteet Chinw 
from Tartar incursions. It extends along the whole N. frontier from the gulph uf 
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Leatong, in 120° tothe N. W. extremity of the empire in about 99 E. long. and 
40° N. lat. being, including its windings, about 1250 miles in length; it ia carried 
over the tops ef the highest mountains, through the deepest valleys, and contina- 
ed by bridges over rivers. Its height varies from 15 to 30 feet. It is 15 feet aércas at the: 
top, and at short intervals, square towers are erected, some of them 37 feet high. 
The wall is composéd of earth faced with masonry, the top or platform, being paved 
with square tiles. It'is now ina state of decay, being no tonger required, since the 
union of the Tartar with the Chinese territory, for its original purpose. 

The Great Canal eommences at Hang-telion, near the mouth of the Tching-tan 

ng river, in about 30° 22’ N. lut. and 119° 45’ E. long., and extending N 
9 first with the Yang.tse Ki-ang, and then with the Hoang-hu, terminatin 
at Lin-tcing, on the Eu-ho river, in abont 37° N, lat. and116 > E.long. The di- 
rect distance between the extreme limits of the Canal is abont 512 miles, but includ- 
ing its bends, it isabove 650 miles in length ; and asthe Eu-ho, which isa navi- 
Brble river, unites with the Pei-ho, also navigable, an internal water communi- 
é¢aton is thus established between Hang-thcou and Pekin, across 10° of lat. and 
by the junetion of smaller canals and numerous rivers, the Great Canal not only 
assists in the irrigation of immense tracts of land, but affords a ready means for 
conveying its produce to all parts of the empire. But, apart from ils utility, the 
Great Canal does uot ravk high as a work of art. A vast amount of labour has, 
however, been expended upon it : for though it mostly passes through a flat coun - 
try and winds about to preserve its level, its bed is in parts cut down to a considor- 
able depth, while, in other parts it is carried over extensive hollows, lakes, &c. on 
vast mounds of earth and stone. The sluices which keep its waters at the neces- 
sary level are all of very simplo construction. In the public roads, aud where rng- 
ged steeps are only accessible by means of laboriously formed passes, Chinese 
industry is fully apparent. Three mountain paths travese the Nan-ling ; one N. of © 
Canton, is estimated by Sir G. Staunton to riso 8000 feet above the sea; yet vast 
quantities of goods are conveyed over this pass from Canton to the interior by 
coolics or porters, The obstacles to communication presented by the Pe-ling aud 
Ta-pa-ling ranges are greatly diminished by an artificial road, sometimes couducted 
over yawning clifis |:y arches, in other places deeply cut through high mountains, 
‘and extending wltogether for 150 miles. In short, wherever intercourse is expedient 
between any two parts of China, no natural impediments are too gigantic, no labour 
or expense too great to overcome them. ; : 

The following summary ofthe general appearance of ihe cities and towns of Chi- 
na is supplied by Gurzlatf :—‘'The districts on the seacoast are generally the best 
inhabited wndthe richest ; the tracts along the Yaug-tse-Kisng the wost feitile. 
“Large and flourishing cities are found only where a ready water communication 
with other parts of the empire ean be carried on. The greatest sameness exists in 
all the cities, In the larger ones are a few well paved streets, lined with shops ; 
but the greater pat of the. streets are very varrow, extremely filthy, and planted 
with mere hovels. The suburbs of many cities are much larger than the cities them- 
selves ; and it isby no means extraordinary to see an immense walled space without 
‘any houses, where formerly a city stood. Villages and hamlets have a beautiful 
appearance at a distance; but on eutering them one sees nuthing but a heap of 
houses irregularly thrown together, the outside fairto behold, but the inside with- 
vat furniture ot comforts, and more filthy even than a stable. Thi» does not apply 
to one district onty, but it is common to most. Although the fields and gardens 
are benutifully laid out, there yet appearson them little attention either to ele- 
“gance or pleasure. The gardens are very few; anda Chinese grandee delights 
more in a:tificial landscapes laid outin a small compass, than in an extensive park 
ora flower garden. Utility is studied in preferznce to pleasure. ‘The grandeur of 
natural scenery is in many partsof China as striking asiu many parts of the world. 
Mountains, crags, rivulets, and valleys, both picturesque and romantic, are formed 
in most provinces, Commanding situations are choseu for temples, the haunts of 
superstition aud idolatry. These serve likewise for taverns, stages, public halls, and 
gambling houses. The building of houses is :egulated by law ; none are allowed to 
ezeeeda@ ceitain dimension. Public halle have little to recommend them ; the 
‘Chinese were never great architects, they understood the building of dwelling 
houses but not of palaces.” 

x, 
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Climate.—Connected with this subject there-are sothe singular circumstances. 
Situated between the 20th and 42d degrees of N. lat., and the most E. long. of anv 
part of the Old World, the temperature of Chiaa is very low, for its Zeographical 
Position. Its climate may a'so be said to be one of extremes; and while at Pekin 
which is nearly 1° farther S. than Naples, the mean temperature is that of Britany. 
the scorching heats of summer are greater than at Cairo, and the winters as ri- 
goronsasat Upsal. But insoextensive a territory there are necessarily many 
variations. ‘The W. districts are much influenced by the colds diffused by the 
monntains, while theclimate ef the maritime provinces is modified by the sea, 
At canton which is under the tropie, the heat during July, August, and Sept, 
is excessive. Then occur those brightful tornadoes, ealled typhoons, spreading de- 
vastation in their course, which, however, do not extend far beyond Cunton. At 
the breaking up of these hurricanes, the transitions from the hest of day to cold and 
foggy nizhts are more violent and sudden than in any other port of the globe. 
The N. winds set.in about November, snd bring with them cold as intense og the 
preceding heats. The mean temperature of Canton is 76° Fuhr. ‘I'he climate of 
the interior is not however, with few exceptions, so ex'reme, particularly tuwerds 
the N. frentier, where the summers are genial; and though the wiuter be cold, it 
is diy, and does not check the growth’ of fruits but the N. winds bring cloude of 
white sand, which afflict the natives with ophthalmia. The W. frontier districts of 
Yun-nan and Sze.chuen are said to be uobealthy, and are selected as places of 
banishment for Chinese convicts. ‘The central provinces present a iking cone 
trast to those already named. ‘I'here the climate evhibits a happy medium between 
the rigour of the N. regions and the enervating heats anid sudden colils of the S, 
The Kiang-Se is the most favoured in this respect. ‘I'he fall of rain in China va. 
ries considerably in diftereut years. Humboldt states, without naming on what 
authority, that the average quapity perannum is 70 in. though it has Leen known 
to exceed 90. Many siolent earthquakes have been felt in China. 

Populatton.—China has long been very generally believed to be the most dense- 

ly peopled country, of any considerable extent in the world. The Jesuit Semedo, 
writing in 1645, remarks, that efter living in the country 22 yeurs, ‘he was no 
Ices surprised on leaving than on hie first arrival ot the immense number of p rsors 
he met with, not only in the townsand cities, but on the highways, “ where, ” says 
he, ‘ there is at ull times as large a crowd os is usually tobe met with on some 
great featival or pub'ic occasion.” ‘The Jesuit Amiot, funding on official docu. 
ments, estimated the population in 1743 at about 143,000,000, which adding fur 
aome classes that he had omitted, may be carried to about 150,000,000; avd in 
1792, Lord Macartney wss informe by a mandarin, “a plain, unaffected, honest 
man”, whose-statement is said to have heen made on the authority of official docu- 
ments, that the population was 333,000,000, and later accounts carry it up to above 
360.000,000! 

We confess however, that, with the exception of that of Amiot these stalements 
appear to us to be altogether incredidle, and that, in point of fact, we have no cer- 
tain information asto the population of China. According to the statements in 
Chine official works, the population of the empire amounted in 1393, to 60,545,000; 
and in 1578, to 60,692,000. It is supposed to have continued ator about this 
amount till the Tartar conquest in 1644, a year befure the publication of Semedo's 
work.* But it appears from an imperial proclamation, quoted in the Chinese 
Repository, -issued in 1792, and said to be founded on official data, that the popula- 
tion had been reduced in 1711 to 28,605,716 (vol. 1. p. 356, Canton 1833.) This ex- 
traordinary diminution ‘is attempted to be explained in the work now referred to, 
by the mortality occasioned by the long and bloody wars that accompanied the 
estab-ishment of the Manclioo dynasty, by the fact of some of the provinces in the 
South not having been fully subdued when the census was taken; and by the 
circumstance of a poll-tax being then imposed, which made it for the interest of 
individuals to escape being enrolled in the census. Now, admitting the force of 
some of these statements, though we believe them to be greatly overstated, and al- 
lowing that but for the wars occasioned by the ‘Tartar conquest, and the imper.

640 amounted to about 290,000,000; but this ie contradicted by all the official returoe, and te 
btviously unworthy of notice. 
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feetly subdued state of parte of the country, a correct census taken in 1711’ would 
have given a populativn of 60 or 70 millions; atill we ask, can it be credited that‘ 
the population should hace increased from even that ammount in 1711, to above 
300,000,000, in 1792? Had China been a new country, or had the ‘I'arturs by whom 
she was overrun in the 7th century, been distinguished hy their auperior intelli. 
gence and industry, aninerdase of this sort might have been possib'e. Butthe- 
reveree of all this 1s the fact, China has heen settled and civilised for many cen- 
tories; the great works undertaken and completed by her inhubitants, at a very 
remote period, show that she had then been pretty thickly peopled; and it is ad- 
mitted, on all hands, that in China the arts have been for ayes in a nearly stationary 
state. The Tartars imparted to her little that was new. They were, in truth, mere 
roving herdsmen ; and though they might have given the Chinese some instruction 
in predatory warfare, they could communicate tn them no useful art, acience, or in-” 
vention, Under these circumstances we contend either that the former official 
accounts of the population must have been grossly underrated, or that the 
later ones must be grossly exaggerated. Bat supposing that the population’ 
really amouuted to 150,000,000 alut 1750, is it credible that it should have 
exceeded 330,000,000 in 1792, and 362,447,000 in 1812? It would require 
the best possible evidence to make any reasonable person believe what is so 
directly at variance with all the best establishe:) principles; and no such 
evidence has been, or, we believe, can be, given with respect to the alleged 
inerease of population in China. Whether the empire could support the populs- 
tion that bas been asc:ibed to it, is a question on which it is needless now to enter. 
We believe, however, with M. De Guignes, that the fertility of the country has been, 
greatly overrated ; but whether that be eo, or not, we submit that the rute of increase 
exhibited by the censuses is such as could have been realised only in an unoccupied 
and very fertile country, colonised by a: people far advanced in the arts; and that it. 
is all but absurd to suppose that it should be realised in an old settled country, with 
Stationary arts like China. E i

families. fur thore engaged in the service of the emperor ; and supposing the 
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Jatter to consist of 4 months each, the total popul.tion, according to the census of 
that year, will be 362,447,183. 
“ Agiance at the alove tubla must eatisfy every body that the account of the 
wpulution furnishe’ to Lord Macartney in 1792, and the census of 1813 cannot 
Both be accurate. The last shows an excess over the former of 29} millions in the 
aggregate, but it would appear that in the majority of the provinces there bas 
been no increase ; but on the contrary, a diminution in some instances of nearly 
half! Jt may, however, be confidently affirmed, that no auch diminution, bi 
taken place ; and consequently that the statement of Lord Macartney’s ** honest’ 
informant is completely erroneous, or, whichis most provable, that both it aud 
the cenaua are in thie predicament. 

Local Divisions.—Though the grogravhy of the world be not much studied in 
the‘* Celestial empire,” the more minute details «flocul topography are no where 
better understood. The eurvey of the Jesuits, mado hy order of tha eu peror 
Kanghe, is seid to be very correct; and every district of any importance, 
has since found a geographer, who describes it, if not eo scientifically as the 
Catholic missionories, with the utmost minu‘enes-, 89 that, with little difficulty, 
a library of 3,000 vols. might he collected treating exclusively of Chiness yeouraphy. 
Nothing can be more systematic thanthe manner in which the whole «empire is 
divided. Each provinca is portioned off into provincial uistricts ; while the 
towns and cities are divided into the Ist class (foo) 2.1 class (tchvo) and 3:1 cli 83 
(heén.) Formerly China Proper consisted of 15 provinces ; but in Keén.Lung’s 
time the largest were bisected, and there are now 18, 

Northern Provinces.—\. Pe-che-lee (the independent) ie subdivided into 16 din. 
tricte, the most W. of which are very flat; the central onea somewhat billy ; 
while those on the sea coast alung the Pe-che-lee gulph are low and marshy. 
Pekin, the metropolis of Northern China aud residence of the court, is situated 
in this province, about GO miles from the great wall, and 100 miles from the 
sea. The Peiho flows through Pr.-cho-lee, diseml-oguing st the emall sea port 
of-Ta-koo. The chief porte are Tong-choo and Trin-sing. It is a curious fact, 
and one which does not square well with the popular notions of absenteeism, that 
despite the resi:lence of the court, the bulk of the population are probally more 
depressed in thie thanin anyother province. 2. Shan.se or Chan-se (west of 
the mountains) is divided from Mongolia by the great wall,a branch of which 
( the innec great wall ) separates its E. limit {rom Pe-che-lee, It is said to have 
deen the most early occupied part of China, Ite mountainous portions are not 
however, habiteble, and many other loculities sfford but a ecanty sntsistence. 
Hence it hax no large or remsrkable cities. 3. Shen.se, or Chen-se (west of the 
Rees ) isaleo sepurated from the Mongolian borders by the great wall, which in 
this place is keptin good repair. The mountains in this provmee, which are more 
rogged than high, contsin gold mines, but these are not allowed to be worked, 
Jest the attention of the people should be withdrawn from agriculture. The valleys 
rough which the Hei-ho and the Han.Kiang run are fertile io millet, wheat, 
@ad pulse, but are tuo dry to produce much rice. Swarms of locusts frequently 
appear in Shen-se, destroying the harvest, and converting swiling velleys into 
wastes, ‘The chief town is Se-xan.fuo, one ofthe largest in the empire. 4 Kane 
@uh ( voluntary -awe ) aod Shen-se, formerly united, made one lxrge province, 
extending over a svace of 154,008 square miles. Kan.suh consists principally 
of anarrow neck of land thrust out upon the edge of the ereat Gobi desert ; hence 
the soil is cold and barren. Kan-suh forms the N. W. limit of Chins, the 
grent wa'l ending at Shwang-lan. 

Central Provinees.— 5. Ho-nau ( south of the river ) is one of the moat fertile 
PYovinoes of the great plwin, andis called the garden of China. Shen-se, Pe-che- 
Jee, and apart of Shan-wung join its N. boundary, while branches of the Pe-ling, 
enclose it to the W. The Hoang-ho, or Yellow River, rung nearly parallel 
with the N. boundary, and inters-cts the finest p»rts of the province. 6. iang-8e 
(westof the river) hus ite boundaries well defined by the Nan ling renge, and its 
branches, which surr-und it on three sider, the W.,S., and E. Ite N. part con. 
tains the great Poo- Yang lake, an: its contiguous marshes, said by Mr. Barrow to 
be the sink of China.) It has, however, many well cultivated va leys, in which rice, 
cotton, indigo, and sugar are produced. It has ulso extensive manufectories, amongst 
which wust not be forgotten the China.ware. so highly esteemed all over the world, 
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til European imitatora exceeded the original manufacture in beanty and cheapness, 
Suill, however, no fewer than a willion persons are snid to be exclusively employed 
in thie manufacture, which is chiefly carried on at the capitsl, King-le.chin. Here 
500 furneces are constantly burning. 7. Hoo-rih (nerth of the river), and, 8, 
Hoo-na» (auth of the river.) form the ancient province of Ho»-Kwang, divided into 
two parts by the Yang-tse-Kisng. The former is divided into 11 and the latter 
into 13 districts, the whole covering an area of 144,770 square mies. Both pra- 
vinces are extremely fertile, and the capital of Hov.pih yields to few cities of the 
empire in extent and prosperity. ‘The tea grown in its neighbourhood is of a aupe- 
tier quality, and the bamloo.pap-r manufacture! within ite walle is extensively 
exported. ‘This city 18 called Wov-chang-foo. Hov.nan bears « gr at resemblance 
to the Ho-nan province, but is richer in minerals. A verv active trade is carried on, 
on both banks of the Yang-tse-Kiang. Hoo-pih and Hov-nan ore both within the 
great plain. 9. Kuwi chow haw been desiznated the Switzerland of China, bein; 
traversed by the highest portion-f the Nan-ling range. To the S. it is peopl- 
by wild and intrectuble highlander, (Meaou-tze), who, though in the centre of the 
empire, preserve their indesendence, and frequently make predatery de«rents on the 
adjoining pro.inces. Kwi-cho. has no large towns, ‘ut se: eral fortresses, 


Maritime and Southern Provinces.—10. Sh»n-tung (east of the moun'aine) ie 
partly in the grest plain, and vartly consists of a promen‘ory jatting isto the Y-low 
sea, S. of Pe-che-lee,and NE. of flo-nan, Its W. part is trav-reed_ by the Great 
Canal, but the country ia poor, and the climare, though bracing, ble«k. ‘There a 
huwever, some v-luable coal mines, which supply the whole empire with that article. 
The coact is bold, and affords good shelter. ‘Lhe principal port 1 Tong-cheou-foo, 
Vand 12. The Kiang-soo (river Sow) and Gan-hway (fixed excelience) province 
were once united under the name of Kiang-nang. The two great rvers, the Hoang- 
ho and Yang tse-Kiang, cross both districts and fall inte the sen 2° »part, forming 
the Chinese delta, Gan-hwey hes 13 districts, and the Kiang-xoo 11; their united 
extent being 92 961 square miles. “If we conxider,” remarks G-tzlaff, “ their 
agricultural resources, their yreat manufactures. their various productions, their ex- 
cellent situstion on the banks of the two largest rivers m China, they many canals, 
and smengst them the Giest Canal, and tributary rivers, they ere doubtless the beet 
terrtory of China.” Enjoying these blessings, chiefly conferred by their two great 
Trivers, they provinces are alan the most liable to the evilx they pro-tuce, namely, 
frequen: aud destructive inundations. ‘The «tapl+ preduers, are gram, evtton, green 
teas, and silk. Reca suits admirably with the black marshy lowm of which most of the 
enit consists, Nunking (capital of the S.) is situated on the S bank of the Yang-tee 
Kong, but at the dis-ence of a league from the stream (N.nkin). The Kiang-»vo 

ravince only faces the ocean. The srene which apnered at the junction of the 

anyatee. Kiang anil grent Canal, is thus described by Barr w:—“ The mu'titade of 
ships of war, of burden, aud of plesaure, s-m- gliding down the stream, others 
suiting against it, come mosing by oars, and others tying at ar chor: the banks on 
either side covered with townn and huuses asfir ag the eye could reach; presented 
& prospect more varied and cheerfui then any that bad bitherte oeeurred. Nor was 
the Canal on the opp: site side less lively. FP. rtwo whole days we were continually 
passing among fleets of ships of different conat-uetions aud demensione, Cities, towns, 
and villages were coninued al. ng the bunks withont intermission. ‘The face of the coun- 
try washeanufully diversified with bill ond dale, and every part ine high sate of cul- 
tivation.” 13. ‘Lhe Che- Kiang (river Che) or Tehe-Kiang is the emaliest Chinese pro- 
vince. It oceupirsthe S EB. comer of the great plein. The Yoo-tug chain ends here in 
innuwe-able low bills, te moet barren of which produce abundance of tea. Tu fact the 
whole district is mostags:du-usly laid under contribution by the inhabitants; every inch 
of ground being tenanred. At the port of Cha.ps, a lurge trade is carried. on with 
Japan, 14. F.-Kien (happy establisument) which forme the W, shore of the 
Formosa channel, is mountainous. Baren tills and « nly plaing are, in truth, 
the natural cha-ucteristica of Fo.Kien, but Chinese industry has inte the land fruit- 
ful. ‘The tea plant thrives in perlection, and the‘ China Orange” ix cbiefly denved 
ftom ths province, ‘The maritime commerce of F...kien 18 esteoxive, ite merchants 
mowupolising most of the Chinese shipping’ trade. Emigration, though discouraged 
by the government, w here very prevalent. 15. Quan-tong (eastern breadth) joins 
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Fo.Kien to the E. its shores atretch along the whole S. coast of China, to the bor. 
ders of Cochin China, the N. boundary being formed by the Nan.ling mountaing, 
Quan.tong hae 13 dietiicts and an equal number of trading emporiume, and to 
this province alone are Europeans sliowedto trade. It has many wide valleys, par. 
cularly the plain around Canton, whch is of great extent, and many valaable 
products, but, though it be the Great entrepot fur tes, that article ie not of the 
number. ‘I'he capital Kwang.chvo-Foo,(Camon) inthe greatest emporium of the 
E. 16. Kwang-se (western breadth) joins the W. limits of Quang-tong : the Nan- 
ling range divides it f.om Hoo-nan on the N. while ite s-uth border. unites it with 
the Cochin Chinese province of ‘Tonkin, The mountainous Portions of the province 
—by far the greatest part of it—are said to contain gol and other metale: the 
lowlands and valleys produce rice, silk, and timber. Both the language ond man- 
ners of the inhabitants differ from those of their countrymen. 17 Yun.nan (south 
of the clouds), the most W. of the S. Provinces ; is: conterminoug on the S. with 
Cochin China and the Birman empire and towards the W. with Tibet. Its moun. 
tains, which are remarkably high and bold, furnish the copper that supplies the 
currency of China. Ft is in Yun-nan that the Yang-tse-Kiany entere China ; and by 
the aid of a high road, which has heen made parallel to its banks for a great dis- 
tance, communication between it and the rest of the empire is renslered constent and 
easy. ‘The sameryad branchiug off to the S. extends into the beart of the Birinau 
empire. 

The western province, Szeachuen (five tivers) is the largest in China. Plains, 
mountains (the Yun-ling) and extensive deserts @re its principal components. The 
Yang-tse-Kiang having taken a N. bend at the Yun-nan frontier, traverses ite whole 
extent, and during this part of its course receives several tributaries, The capital: 
Ching.too, wa once the metropolis of an independent state, which then surrounded 
it; and its inhabitants etili boast of Greater inilependence of character than their 
neighbours; which they evince hy frequent tebellions. 

Natural Productions of China.—''he climate of China, exhibiting occasionally such 
severe cold, forbids the presence of some members of the animal kingdom wet with 
in the similar latitudes of India, The universal cultivation of China Proper, and 
ths thickness of its population, have long expelled most of the wild anima which 
still abound in the surrounding Tegions.—There are also fewer domesiic 
Ones than inhabit most European countries. Boasts of burden are in a great de. 
gree superseled by the means of transit copiously afforded by canals aud water 
courses, and by that fine raee of men the cooltes or porters ; while the canal boats are 
dragged along by trackers. Add to this, thet enimal food is considerably less in 
use among the Chinese than vegetalile diet. ‘nese ace nO meadows for feeding 
catile; and even if there were, tbe natives have a singular aversion to butter and milk.. 
Tigers, though they have been seen in the forests of Yuo-nan, sre scarcely known ; 
and the lion is almost deemed fabulous in China. There are wild cate, which are 
caught, confined, and fed in cages, und considered a dainty for the table. Monkeye 
ure found in the southern districts. ‘ue Cainese horee av ass ora small and spirit. 
Jess, an] so is the buffalo. which is sometimes employed ia ploughioy. Dromedaries 
sre mach used between Pekin and Tartary. Pigs are reared with wreat care ; sheep 
are smaller than those of England, and goats, of various colours havs uniformly 
straight horas, ‘I'he. do of China is about the size ofa rpaniel, and is unifurinly 
inet with of the same variety. Rats ewigrats occasionally froin one place tu anuther 
in large iroops, when they devour crops aod hurvests : they are very large, and are 
used by the coramon peuple ae an article of food. There is a genus of rat peculiar 
to China, which hears sone resembiauce to the bamboo rat of Sumatra. The 
ornithology of China presents, in ths first place, the eagle, which frequents the moun~ 
tainous districts; the haetsin, a kind of fale an, sbounding in the provinceof Che-keang, 
is considered imperial property, while the magpie which is so numerous as io be the 
farmer's worst nuixance, is consi-lered sacra.) by the reigning family. Crows and spar. 
Towsarealso abundart in China, Among others of their manifold strategeins for cateh- 
ing fish, the Chinese have traine. the fishing cormorant ; but that the bir] may not 
help itself too bountifully, tha owaer pnts an iron ring round its neck, which obliges 
it to deliver up a portion of its prey. Curlews and quails are fiund in great quanti- 
ties in the N..: the latter are esteemed chiefly for their fighting qualities, as cocks 
used to be in England ; and when tamed, god fighting quails sell at enormous 
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prices. Larks are numerogs, and sing admirably. Butthe greatest boost of Chi- 
nese ornithology is its splendid varieties of pheasante. One, the medadliun phea. 
sant, takes its name froma membrane of brilliantly coloured feathers, which are 
displayed or contracted at the will of the bird. The gold and silver pheasants have 
also a most brilliant eppearance and are so plentiful as,in some districts, to fur- 
nish the table of the poor with an excellent dish. Pigeons of different sorts are 
not rare, but the natives seldom domesticate them, Aquatic birds are naturally 
invited to a country which bas so many lakes and rivers. The most celebeated 
of these inthe mandurin-duck, » species of teal, so celebrated for the strong 
mutual affection between the male and female that it is used by the Chinese as an 
emblem of conjugal fidelity ; their plumage is beautiful. The svow-white rice- 
bird of Siaw is of great use in China in extirpating vermin from the marshy rice- 
folds which it is enabled to accomplish by means of i's long legs and long 
beak. 

From the fishes peculiar to China, we derive the gold and silver fish, which are 
kept there, as in Europe, for ornament in glass globes, ‘The edible fish peculiar - 
to China are, firat, one of a yellowish colour, caught in the Yang-tse. Kiarg, which, 
while fresh, is inaipid ; but is considered a great delicacy after having been kept 
for a time in ice. The shang—tung, sea-eel, end asort of rock cod, called tsang- 
yu, are aleo much esteemed, anid so are sturgeon, mullet, carp, perch, sea.breanr, 
&c. Crab-fish of various kinds are plentiful. On parts of the rocky coast, oysters 
are aucceasfully preserved and fattened in oyater-beds : 

Though the larger species of reptiles are unknown in China, the smaller lizard 
tribes are numerous in the hot months ; several fresh-water tortvises have been 
discovered, and also two new species of frogs. Venomous serpents are but little 
known. The insect tribes of China furnish its Ereateat plague and its greatest 
blessing. The plague of locust-swarms is terribly inflicted upon the N. and W. 
provinces. Nothing can exceed their voracity ; and it is not uncommon for them 
to occasion eo much destruction, as to reduce thousands of human beings to star- 
vation: while another insect, the silk-worm, furnishes employment, and riches, to 
an immense part of the population. In rearing these profitable worms, the Chinese 
excel all other nations. Scorpione and centipedes are plentiful. A spider peculiar 
to China, which inhabits trees, devours amall birds, after entengling them _in its 
enormous web, Butterflies of gigantic size and brilliant colours, abaund E. of 
Centon, Multitudes of white ante are very destractivein the S.; and the musquito 
ie foun in most parte of the country during the summer montha. There is & 
siagular sort of bee, called the white.wax insect, which furnishes the whole nation 
witb the article, which it deposite upon a particular sort of tree, furnished by the 
Batives with nests to attract the insects. 

‘Lhe vegetable kingdom of Chinais remarkable for not eontaining any very large 
trees, and timber is consequently scarce. The oak is neldom seen, fir trees chiefly sup- 
plying its place, every ri'ige of mountain where it is likely to grow being plented with 
the fir. Palms, laurel, cassia, and caper trees are often met with, especially in the 
8. provinces, and the cultivator grows together the banana, guava, orange, Papary, 
cocoa, litehi, peach, apricot, vine, pomegranate, and chesnut. There is alsa a on- 
gular production called the tallow-tree, which resembles the birch, but the bark is 
white, andthe branches slender ; the fruit, growing in bunches is encloxed in a 
brown capsule, wirich encloses three kernels, all coated with tallow, themselves 
containing an vil much used for the lamp, while the tallow is converted into candles, 
There is aleo the tse, or vernieh treé, resembling the aeh, which exudes a@ valuable 
essential oil, but produces a cutaneous disease if dropped upon the skin. It is the 
white blossoms of the le-pik, which attract the wax fly. The camphor laurel is 
extremely productive of that drug in China, The Awan lan contains a pith which, 
when ground to powder answers all the purposes of flour. Aspecies of sycamore, 
the ko0s.hoo supplies paper to the Chinese from the riod; the rband.like strips 
are peele! and mace into paper. Mulberry trees, as food for silk-worms, have much 
pains bestowed on their culture. ‘ 

We come now to the shru which hes brought China into nearer contact with 
foreigners than her sages ever desired, or her government seem willing to render 
closer. The tea plant, called .by the natives cha, rises from four to five feet in 
Leight, and be-rea strong resemblance to the myrilr, but the flower is not unlike 
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-amall white ledye roses. Although Enropean botanists have only discovered two 
varieties, black tea and green tea, netive writerd enumerate as many hunirede’; 
an olsfous exazgervion,’ Though thie plant will grow in the most sterila 
ground, the quality of the leaves depends upon thesoil which notrishes them, and 
the age. ofthe ‘ree. The best ats taken from three year ald shrubs, ‘There are 
three in-yatherings of the leaves, the firstin ely spring, the second at the: com. 
mencement, ant the third at the end of the summer. ‘They are carefully mant 
polated, dried in various ways and then packed, ‘The coarsest leaves ure beaten 
into cakes and exported, principa'ly into Tartary, under the name of kaiel-cha, 
or brick tea, But the finer descriptions of tea require a vast deal of labour in their 
preparation ; and could only be produced in a country where the inhabitants are 
univers ly mdusteious, and wages low. That yiant of the grass tnbe, the bamlino, 
is most ext: naively used 5. besides beingan important ins:rument fur enforcing the 
laws, the Chines- bui'd cottag-e and fashion all sorts of furniture with it. The 
tender shoots make wn excellent food, and supply the material for a coarse sort of 
paper ‘Tobacco, the cotton pia-t, en! sugar canes, are also profitably cultivated, 
The growth of ga den flowers isn t much encouraged, e-ery aveilable inch of ground 
Deing used fo: thy production -f edible plants, Even the m-re opulent natives are 
content with a few flower pots, with some pretty lower for'the sake of ornament. 
The water. ily not only produces a beautiful flower but its fiut provides an ex, 
eellent: mexl, vo: unlike gruel, in much request among the Chinese. ‘They have 
almost avlimited varieti+t of the camellia, A plont, the name of which hxs not yet 
reached thia coun ry. furnishes that delica‘e material tor drawing upon, and = muk- 
ing isto art fien] flowers fals-ly eslled rmeepaper. mt 
The grat pepul tion of China, and the fondness of the perple for vegetables cause 
&@ grest number of table plants to be reared. ‘Turnips, carrots, sweet patatoes, and 
pot-herbs of every kind, sce pro'tvced in ahundanre, A white c«lbage, called 
pih-tsue, ond net unlke the Rom-n lettuce, constitutes the principal food of every 
Claas, undis reahy delciovs, Of grain, the plenitude of water in China causes rice 
to be co sucersstully cultvated, thatit is !rough 1 greater perfection there than 
in any «ther part of the globe. In-eed, there is scarcely any sort of grain but may 
be fonnd in some part of the country er other. No medical root is in such high 
favour as she ginseng, which is administered #§ asort of universal panacea, and isa 
good tenie, It was fermer'y found only in Shan--ung, Leactuny, and Tertary; and 
bronght avery high price. But ithas been discovered in different parte of America 5 
and is new extensively imporied into Canton by the Ame-ican tradea. ‘The twang, 
8 plant very similar to liqueice, i+ a'so much use as a restorative. The othet roots 
ave Bodiz Ching( ast of truffle), galanua!, rhubarb, ginwer, (o'teu exported as at 
eweennest), and poppy, whose juice ic made a substitute fr opium, and is exten- 
sively cul ivated in spite of the strictes! governmen! regulations to the contrary. 
But seanty inform ation is to be obtained of the minerel kingdom of China ; hut 
the portion ef the mountain districts that bas been exploed as found to possess 
great mineral riches. ‘The gold mins are worked exelus.vely by government, but 
their sitnat. nis kept asceret, though that metal is supposed to be derived from the 
Kwei-choo, ans Yun-non moortams, Gold dust is found in the Yang-tse-Krang 
during its course through Sze-chuen. Iron 18 produced thronghout the empire, 
Sever} sorts of copper are toundiv abundane-, the most famous of which is the 
pe-hing or wlite copper, dug op in Yunnan, Mercury ie, alsa very common, ae 
fe ureenic, e-balt, and «rpiment. There are coal mines in varions parts of China, 
The benutful apis lazudi in met with in the W. proviners, Salt produced from 
the earth and by the evaporntion of sea wares, is an srticle of great traffic; it ie 
coll-credin immense mounds, chiefly on the banks of the Peij-ho. Chins aleo 
furnish+s the crystal, ruby, ame hyet, s«pphire, snd topez, but diamonds are little 
vaived. There are stones resembling basult, which, when struck. give out a sound, 
Merhle, porphyry, and jasver, are produced from the quarries of S. Chiua, beside 
excellent granite and quertz, " 
Productive Industry and Trade.—The Chinese are famous for their industry. Of 
the immense territory they imbaljt, there is scarcely a rood ef arable gronud that 
is not assiduously cultivated ; and auch importance do they attach to eysiculture, 
that once n year the sovereign of the Celestial Empire—so seidom seen in public—- 
exhibits himself holding a plough, But it ia the misfortune. of the Chinese that 
their patient enduring indastry is allowed to usurp the place of ingenuity ond 
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acience. Their furming instruments are of the most primitive kind, their ploughs 
heing inferior to the very worst of ours. Owing to the smallness of the farms thete 
is uo room for, the subdivision ofemployments ; and agriculturo, as a science, is but 
Iuttle advanced iu Cuina, But they accowplivh all that cau ve effected by the wost 
persevering industry. ‘They spare no pains in the cullection and preparation of 
inauure, aud they are Superior to every uther people in the irrigating of land, By 
the sid of chain-pumps, they draw water from tho numerous canals and rivers 
while the highest mountuius are cut into terraces sv constructed as to retain the 
requisite quantity of water, and to allow what is superfluous to poss off ; vy these 
meuus, aud a good system of manuring, they are able in wany parts, to produce 
two crops a year, without intermission, 

But notwithstandimy their remarkalJe industry and economy, the balk of -the 
population lave usually so little to spsre, and are so completely without the ability 
turetrench iu periods uf distress, or to resort to a less expeusive species of foou, 
thut the failure of a crop never fails to jnvolve them io the extremity of want; and, 
drepiethe supplies brought fronj other parts of the country, it trequently occa. 
sions the death of vast numbers, and the committal of all soris of outrages. There 
cap, in fact, be uo real security at all approachiny to the condition of China, unless 
the food of the peop'e in ordinary circumstanges be such as to permit of their 1¢6- 
trenching in adverse seasons, aud countervajling the deficiency of thecio;s by in 
ctevsed economy, 

Asa manufacturing people, the Chinese are highly distinguished. The fabric 
of poreelain originated entirely with thew ; and though the forms of their articles 
will not bear a comparison with those of the classic ages of antiquity again brought 
ivtouse in mo-leru Europe, the fabric is excellent, and the cvlours inimitable. ‘Lhe 
act of spinning silk was ulgo given tothe W. world by the Chinese: aud that 
ight eotten etulf we call oankeen derives its name from the ancient capital of 
Chins, The lacquered ware, though eclipsed by that of Japan, is very beautiful’; 
but itis in the minute arts of carving aud inlaying that the Chiuese excel. ‘The 
articles brought bere in mo:her.o-pearl and ivory are too well known to need dess 
oription. Gunpowder, though a Chinese iuvention, is manufactured only on a 
small seale, and is exceedingly bad; which, indeed, pou'd hardly be otherwise, ow 
iv isa part of the suldies’s employment to make bis owo gunpowder. Paper is also 
aChinese invention, and seems to have been fir-t wenufactured A. D,95. ‘The 
materials used in waking it are very various. Ivis thin, silky, and very absorbent 
of ink, Chinese bouks are printed only one side the leat. ‘Ihe guvernnent is 
jealous of every thing new ; butthe people digcover no lack of genius to conceive, 
or ofdesterity to execute. ‘I'hvir talent far imitation is well known. During thy 
course of the present ceutury, a Chinese sailor, who came to England in an Iudia. 
wan, frequented a manufactory in Southwark where Frussixn blue was prepared ; 
and having made himself master of the process, without exciting the suspicion, on 
hisreturn tome, a similar work, and so well has it succeeded, that the whote 
empire is now supplied with uative Prossian blue, whereas it was foimeriy wholly 
imported f i 

Money in China consists of the cash «bout the size ofan English farthing, made of 
copper ; frum 720 to 1,100 of them being, according to their quality, equal to a 
doHar, Silver is employed rather as an article of trafic than ay a circuluiny, 
medium ; that used as money is cast into the shape of ahorxe’s hoof, and called ¢ae/, 
being equal to a little over 6s. of Englivh money. Gold is also seldom used as 
eutrency ; hut when it is, comes into the market beaten into thin leaves. Credit 19 
little known, except at Cauton ; consequen ly peper money has nota very extensive 
cirenlation. ‘here are, however, banks in the large commercial towns, which issuo 
paper. The Chinese trade has the peculiarity of being for the tnost part internal, 
the count-y supplying most articles necessary for the subsistence or luxury of its 
inhabitant, and is carried on by Means of cannal und river boats. ‘The primitive 
expetient of barter is still resorted to, on uccount, perhaps, of the inconvenience of 
the circulating medinm. Salt may be almost devignated the standard commodity, 
as being an article uf the most extensive commerce. ‘The Bri ish embassy found et 
‘Tiensing piles of it, which were estimated to contain 600,000,0U0Ibs. ‘The torciyu 
t¥ade of China is carried on unler truublesome re-trictious, and is chiefly in the 
hands of the Moglish and Americans. ‘Fhe great articles of expert are tea aud

The silks of China, though unequalled for richness, are considered too heavy. 

In-1938, 7,081 piculs (each picul is 18341bs.) raw silk, worth 1,686,528 dol. were 
shipped from Canton in English bottoms, Other articles of export we can only 
enuinerate: they consist of sugar, stuffs, nankeens (nuw almost exclusively ‘sent 
to India) lucquered ware, articles of ivory, mother-o-peart and tortoise-shell ; 
the precious metals, &c. The gross amount of trade between England aloné and 
China from lat July 1837, to 30th June, 1838, is stated by the Canton Chamter of 
Commerce to have employed 11,700,040£ Sterling of Buitish capital. 
_ The chief articles of import are betel-nuts, edible birds’ neste, lignum vite, 
ivory, pepper, steel, tin and wax. Manufactured cloths, calicees, and chintzes, 
wre also imported; but opium has recently become by far the most importent and 
valvanle of all the foreign articles imported into China. I's importation is con- 
Araband; and the late efforts of the Chinese government for the enppression of the 
trale have brought the whole of our commercial intercourse with the Celestial 
Eupire into peril. We believe, however, that the taste for the drug is too firmly 
Feoted to admit of its importation being prevented: and even if it were, we have 
3 ttle doubt that other articles would be found suitable for the Chinese markets, 
with which to balance the import of tea, without invulving the necessity of very 
Kreat shipments of treasure. 

History, Government, and Laws.—Tt maybe almost said tha! China has no hie. 
Zory, tur she bas s» few revulutions‘or political changes, to record, that her annala 
ariae, but in asmall degree, above the Fite of chronology. ‘The: antiquity which 
the Chinese have claimed for thir arigin ie now, even hy the enlightened among 
themselves, considered fabulone. Almost the first nemes mentioned in their anants 
are Shing-noong, “ the divine hasbandman,” who taught their ancestors the arte 
wf agriculture; and Hoang-ty, who partitioned their lands, and contrived a cycle of 
60 years, to enable them to register events, and to mark the progresa of the seasons. 
Then comes the period of the * five kings,” the last two of whom, Yaou and Shun, 
are held up as patterns fur future sovereigns, being the exemplars of royalty down 
2u the present reign. Yu, the successor of Shun, made himself conspicuons by bis 
transcendent merit in draining the country thet had suffered from a great deluge. 
‘Tue Chinese have no existing records older than the compilations of Confucius 
(born 550 B. C.) which must have been made from tradition. From that peried 
the annals of the empire have been carefully noted and preserved, and descend in an 
unbroken line duwn tothe present day. These, ‘the successive labours of 28 
historians,” consist of 500 vols. Formed into a prosperous aud comparatively ci- 
vilised community, under the Tsin dynasty, the Chinese became objects of envy 
Qo their neighbours, of whom the ‘lartars were the most tronblesome; and to guard 
against: their incursions, the great wall was built. A. D. 184 was the era of the 
“ three sta‘es” into which the empire was divided ; but in 685 it was again United 
under one ruler. ‘he 9th and 10th centuries were much occupied in civil wars, 
wause) by the contending claims of several aspirants to the throne ; hut these Were 
finally adjusted A. D. 950, by the cons jidation of the Soong dynasty, undec 
Tae-tsno, This was the fire: great -literary-age of Chinese history; and printing 
having been invented 500 years before it wos known to Europeans, authors and 
books. were much multipliel, Uader this dynasty the Chinese, unable to: resiat 
ahe Tartars, called in the aid of the Monguls; and they, by a policy of which his- 
Bery affords numerdus examples, soon exchanged the charac’er uf allies for that of 
rouquerors; and, under the famous: Kublai-Kban, founded the Mongul dynasty. 
This able sovereign ostablished the seat of his government at Pekin, or Kam!alu, 
as it is called by Marco Polo, and coustructed the great canal. But Lis successurs 
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rapidly degenerated ; and the ninth Mongul monarch surrendered the throne-to a: 
Chivese, A. D. 1366. ‘T'welve emperors of the native dynasty of Mig reigned 
in comparative peace till in 1618, during the sway of Wanli, the 13th in succession, 
te Manchoos, a race sprung from the expelled Monguls, and the Kiu or E. ‘Tartare, 
ufter a war of 27 years, established themselves firmly in the empire. The sixth in 
d-scent from Shonchy, the first of the ‘Ta-thsing dynasty of ‘lartars, occupies the 
throne of Ghina at this day. 

The most conflicting statements have been made with reapect to the Government. 
of China: witilo some writers have represen'ed the whole empire as trembling under 
the yoke of a capricious despot, others have represented the government as adminis- 
tered according to the inflexible rules of justice, and with the greatest moderation 
and bumanity. Both these representations seem to be alike inconsistent with the 
facts. Accor.ling to the theory of the constitution, if we may so speak, the empe- 
ror is absolute, his will iv law, and he is not responsible to any earthly tribunal 
for any of his actions. In China, as in ancient Rome, fathers have full power over 
their families, and, on the same principle, the emperor is held to be the father of the 
entire Chinese people; and to have the same unlimited power over them that each 

* individual has over his own children. Practically, however, his power is compa- 
ratively circumscribed. In China every th.ng is determined by custom, or by 
immemorial practice, from which it would be highly dangerous, for even the em- 
peror to depart. The Chinese is emphatically a goverument of  precedert, and 
his celestial majesty is, in reality the creature of custom, and etiquette. All em- 
ployments are bestowed, accordi g to fixed rules, on those who have obt»ined certi- 
ficatos of proficiency after pa-sing their examinations, ‘The penal laws of the 
empire are printed in a cheap form aod widely diffused ; and one uf the 16 discourses 
ancually read to the public, inculeutes the propricty of every man making him- 
self acquainted with them, and with the penalties consequent on their jafraction. 
Although, the-efore, the government of China he despotical in its form, and every 
device be emploved to give to the emperor not merely a paternal, tiuta sacred 
character, be in fact governs, according to long established rules; end with pro- 
bably as little admicture of despotism os is to be found in most governments. 

‘The reat defect of the Chinese, ss of all similarly constituted governments, is the 
want of aoy effectual contre! over the inferior agents. ‘The emperor is not omni-" 
scie..t; and notwithstanding the various devices put in mot-on to learn tho real, 
condact of the subordinate authorities, and their liability to punishment if they 
abuse their power, it would seem that thess checks are in mn«ny instunces, of com- 
parctively little avail; and that much injuetice and oppression on the part of persons 
in power, escape detection and punishment. 

M. DeGuignes says, “ J'ai view longtemps dla Chine; jai traversé ce vaste 
empire dans toute sa longuer; jai vu partout le firt opprimer le foible ; et tout 
Aomme ayant en partage une portion d'auiorite, s’en servir pour rexer, molester, et 
écraser le peuple.” 

But notwithstanding the deference due to M-- DeGuignes, it is evident that this 
must bean excaedingly eraguerated staterrent. Ifthe people were oppressed and 
matitreated in the way here stated, would t ey beso indu-trio:e? All experience 
a'firms that they would not; an: itis quite certain that“ the most cheerfully indus. 
trious, and orderly, and the most wealthy nation of Asia” cannot be greatly mis. 
governed, Oppression may, and no dou't does, exist; butit is clear it cannot be 
very widely diffused. The taxation to which the Chin-se are subject is trifling com. 
pared with that which we impo e on the Hindoos: and the unceasing industry of the 
Chinese, and their desire to save aad accumulate, prove beyond dispute, that, gene- 
rally speaking, property is secure. : 

‘The empe-or is called “ the son of heaven” (Teen.teye), and the mandarine snd 
other natives not only prostrate themselves when in his presence, hut algo before x 
tablet with the inscription, © the lord of a myriad years” (Wan.suy-yay). In his 
character of patriarch, his imperial majesty is not only looked upon as the futher of 
that multitudinous family, the population ¢f his empire, but is also considered the 
sole dispenser of tho blessings of heaven; for the prime oanon of belirf is, that 
** the daty of affording to the people sustenance and instruction is imposed on The 
One Man,” while, on occasions of national calamity, he publicly confesses bis er- 
rs, und acknowledges his misconduct to be the cause of the divine ‘displeasure. 
‘Ihe parallel between the relations in which every persun stends to bis own parente 
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and to the emperor is carried out from the most important functi:ns of the legis. 
Jature down to the minutest observances of ceremony, all of which are regularly prea- 
ctibed by lnw. ‘The tinion of the avenger with the father, in the emperor, is well 
iMustrated by Davia. A’ nidn and liie wife had severely ill used the mother of the 
former, which circumstance was teported to the emperor. ‘The very place where the 
etime was commited was made accursed. ‘Lhe principal offenders were put to 
déath ; the mother of the wife was bambooed, branded, and exile, fur the daugh- 
ter's crime; the scholars of the district were not permitted to attend the public 
exuminations for 3 yeara ; and their promotion was thereby, stopped. The tnagie. 
trates were deprived of their office, and banished,“ for,” says the edict published 
én the occasion, “ X fntend to render the empire filial.” Bvery device is empluyed 
to create the impression of awe, Dressed in arobe of yellow, the colour warn, say 
the Chinese, by the sun, the emperor is surrounded by all the pageantry of the 
highest dignity in the world. All ranks must bow the head t+ a yellow screen of 
sille; in the great man’s presence no one dares speak but in a whisper, though his 
person is too sacred tobe often exhibited in public, and an imperial dispatch 
received by the burning of incense and prostration. But with all this be is not al- 
Towed to lean back in public, to smoke, to change his dress, or, in fact, to indulge in 
the least ré!axation from the fatiguing support of his dignity. . 

Next, after the emperor, the court is composed of tour principal ministers, two 
Tartars and two Chinese, who form the great council of state, ass:sted by certain 
assessors Irom the Han-lin or Great College, who ha:e stu lied the sacred hooks of 
Confucius, which form the basis of China law. ‘These may be consi-‘ered as the 
cabinet ; but the real business of the empire is executed hy the Le-poo, or Six 
Boards. No. 1. Le-poo is the Boxrd of Official Appointments, wiich has 
couniz ince of the conduct of all civil officers ; 2. Hoo-poo, the Bourd of Revenue, 
which regulates ali fiscal matters; 3. Le-poo, Board of Rites ant Ceremonier, 
which enf-rees thé custums to be obs-rvetl by the people; 4. P.n:-poo, Military 
Board; 5. Hing-poo, or Supreme Court of Criminal Jurisdiction ; 6, Kung-poo, 
Boar! of Public wirks. ‘Ihefe is also a colonial office, composed of Manchocs 
sind Monguls, 3» that the respective tributary princes may have confidence in 
referring whatevér concerna theit interest to their own countrymen. To each 
of the provinces a viceroy is appolutyd by the chief or Le-poo Board ; avd every 
town is prosiled over by a magistrate, who tukes rank according as.he is at the 
head of a foo, tchoo, or been, Subordinate officers superinten’] the lesser divisi- 
ons. All these functionaries are removed every three years; aud th t no ties 
of kindred may interfere with the strict discharge of their duties, the viceross 
sind magistrates are forbidden to [orm any im-tri:nonial counection with a family 
within the linits of their rale. It is honowra’l+ to the Chiuese that, for these 
‘and other eiato offi:ers, merit alone is the quulilication; the son of the pouorese 
peasant or artificer may offer himself as a cuudidate, and, by talent and apptica. 
tion, rise to the highest employments, A sipgutar expedient is adopted to ascer- 
tain with what fidelity the viceroys and magistrites perform their duties. There 
is aboard, headed by a ‘Tar-ar and a Chinese, on whom it formerly devolved to 
watch over thé words and actions of the emperor, and freely ceusure him for any 
misdemeanor! ‘Lhe duties fur which this office was originaliy established have 
for reasons easily understood, long fallen into disuse ; and the members are now 
employed as ceusore for the emperor, being sent as inspectors into the provinces 
to see how the viceroy: and magistrates do their duty, and to repo:t their deling 
quencies. But these functionaries are less formidable than might be supposed. 
Uf they did their duty honestly they would, no doubt, be of singular advantage ; 
but iu China, as elsewhere, it is usually found that inspectors look with an iu- 
dulgent eye on the faults of those in authority ; and it has beon donbted whether 
their visits be not as often the means of stifling the complaints of the public,and of 
preventing and delaying justice, as of facilitating its course. Nothing can be 
more lucid aud methodical than the code of laws ‘promulgated for the guidance 
ofthe boards and their sobordinate officers. Each district has a separate code, 
adapted to the habits and disposition of those for whom it is framed, and offences, 
‘with their punishments, are classcd under six ditferent heads corresponding with 
the six boards, so that ench cas- is referred to the tribunal against whose autiio- 
rity the offence may have bees committed, unless ithe one admitting of summary 
jpuuishmeut: ee 
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‘The Thsing Lou Lee, being the fundamental laws, anda selection from the 
sapplemental statutes of tho Penal code of China, has been ably translated by 
Sir George Staunton. ‘The most remarkable thing in this code is its great ron. 
sonableness, clearness, and consistency ; the business-like brevity and directness 
of the various provisions, and the plaiuness and moderation of the language in 
which they are expressed. ‘There is nothing here of the monstrous verbiage of 
most other Asintic productions ; none of the superstitious deliration, the mise~ 
rable incoherence, the tremendous non-seguiturs, and eternal repetitions of those 
oracular performances: nothing even of the turgid adulation, the accumulated 
epithets, and fatiguing self-praise of other eastern despotisms, but a clear, con- 
cise, and distinct series of enactments, savooring throughout of practical judge- 
ment aod European good sense ; and if not always conformable to our improved 
notions of expediency in this country, in general approaching to them more nearly 
than the codes of most other nations. ” 

‘Vhis is high, but not undeserved praise. At the same time, however, the 
Chinese code is not withont very serious defects. ‘There is an elaborate attention 
to trifles ; aud a pe-petual interference on the part of the legislator to enforce duties 
and observanees of no importance, or that had better bo left to the discretion of in- 
dividuals. But its greatest defect is tho vagueness of some of its clauses ; so that 
a person may be pnuished ifhis conduct be ‘Contrary to the spirit of the law”! 
‘Lhe frequency of corporal puuishmont seems extraordinary to Europeans. it is, 
in faet, the universal peflty : offences the most trivial aud the gravest, whether 
committed by persons in the highest or the luweat walks of life, being visited by so 
many strokes of the bamboo! ‘I'hese, however, ate not always inflicted. Per- 
sons under 15, or above 70, or maimed, may redeem themselves from all but 
-eapital punishinents, by a-small fine ; in other instances the punishment may be 
commuted by paying a sum of money proportioned to the number of blows. But 
there are crimes for which even those who are rich enough to escape whipping 
for ordiaary offences are not suffered to make a pecuniary Compromise. Indeed 
the bamboo seems in universal requisition, from the emperor down to tlre meanest 
of his subjects; and not only the number of blows, but the length and thickness 
of the instrument to be used for each offence, are minutely prescribed. ‘Ihe pre- 
rogative of mercy is not unfreqnently extended, with, however, one exception. 
Ina country which has preserved its institutions ‘unchanged, and its laws unal- 
tered, 2,000 years, it is not surprising that seditious offeaces shonld be severely 
dealt with.’ The crime of treason is visited: with remorseless severity. In 1803, 
Mr. Davis states, asingle assassin attempted the life of the emperor. He was 
condemned to a lingering death snd the criminal’s sons being of tender age, were 
** onmercifully” strangied ; for it seems to de the peculiar barbarity of the Chinese 
criminal code, that it involves the innoceut family of an offender in the retribu- 
tion for bis crime. There is much in use a sort of pillory, called the cangue 5 
and tortare iv employed to extort confession. ‘The police of China is said to 
vigilant and efficients but aca safeguard against oppression, the name of every 
yersou in any way connected, with the government is published ina sort ofred 
book, of which a corrected edition appears four times a year. 

Another type of the patriarchal furm ofthe Chinese government it to he found 
in the mode in which the state revenne is produced; it ‘consists principally of 
tithes ; not paidin the nature of taxation, but asrent, the emperer uniting the 
character of universal landlord with that of king and father, but though the 
whole population bo tenents-at-will, ejectment is seldom resorted to; and it is his 
own fault ifa Clrinese be ever deprived of his lands, There are. here no great 
estates, but ifany one happen te hold more land than he can conveniently culti- 
vato, he lets it to another, on the métayer principle, or-on condition of his receiv- 
ing half the produce out of whiclr he pays the whole taxes, A grent part of the 
poorer peasantry hold lands in this way. The revenue is paid partly in money 
and partly in kind. The greatest possible discrepancy ‘exists aniongst the erti- 
anates that have heen given of its amount. Itis believed, however, that the entire 
revenue remitted t» tho Imperial ‘Treasury may amonntto about 12,000,000 ster- 
ling, that 1s 10,009,000£ iy money, and 2,000,000£ in produce. Bat itis essential 
to bear in mind that this is not the whole amount of Chinese taxetion, inasmuch 
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as the éspenses of a collection, and many Tocal and provincial charges, are de- 
ducted before any remittance be made to: the Iinperial ‘Treasury. 

The Military aervice of China is nominally cowposed of 1,000,000 soldiers, 
Desides the militia and numerous standards of Mongul cavalry ; but from this 
vast number many names must be deducted which are merely eutered:in the books, 
and perhaps the whole force dees not exceed 700,000. The soldiers are enrolled in 
the corps quartered in the provinces in which they are born, and whiclt are vever 
quartered uny where else; the Chinese Government beirg impressed with the - 
plausible, but most numerous opinion, that, soldiers living with their families, 
and being, in faet,. more than half citizens, will exhibit greater bravery in the de- 
fence of theif coantry, should any occasion arise for their services, than if they 
were cooped ap fa barracks or fortresses, and subjceted at all times to strict 
discipline and marttal law. The troops are only embodied at certsin seasons, 
being at other periods their own masters. The ‘Partar troops, inasmuch us they 
delong to a standing army ata distanee from home, receive higher pay and are 
more efficient soldiers than the native Chimese ; though they also seem to be ener- 
vated by their long residence in this tranquil region. The whole army is divided: 
imo standards, distinguished by their different borders and colours. ‘These 
corps—not unlike ovr brigades—are subdivided into camps and wings,—the right 
Jef, and middle. The office:s are all raised from the ranks, aul are looked upon 
by the civilians as jitt'e better than police agents; but like the latter, are obliged 
to take their regular degrees to obtain promotion, which is rapid. Their grades 
are precisely similar to ours, from-the Le.tuh, commander in chief of the forces, 
down ‘to the Wae.wei, orserjeant. ‘Ihe principal weapons are bows and arrows ; 
bu', they also use clumsy matchlocks and iron guns, without carriiges. The 
theory of tactics is well understood ; but the practice is very deficient. Toso 
peaceful a country there is but little orcasion fur militwry skill ; and without inte’s 
ligeint officers, or improved weapons, itis not to be supposed that they should make 
eny effectual opposition to European troops. ? 

‘Fhe Chinese Navy is extensive, but inefficient; it includes, perhaps, 1.000 snil ; 
ut the men-of-war ure mere junks, Which mount a few guns; and there are few 
darge vessels, ‘hie Imperial mavy is commanded by three high admirals and 
their inferior officers, all of whom are se profoundly ignorant of their business, 
thatthe merchant: junks are better maveged than the imperial crujzrs. Gutz- 
laff draws a deplorable pictore of the condition and discipline of the mer. 
e-ntile navy. “* Few sailors are regularly bred to the service, but are ehiesy 
‘wretches who have been obliged to flee trom their homes. Though there bea 
nominal commander ‘ia every juak, his authority is uniformly disregarded. Every 
ene having the liberty of putting: a certain quantity of goods on board, isa sort of 
shareholder, and does nearly what he pleases, The Chinese make use of a compass, 
invented by themselves, divided into 24 parts, beginning +t the S., the needle 
‘moving freely in a box place) upon abed of san! ‘Their pilots having been ac- 
ettstonted to the sea ‘from their yonth, and always performing the same voyage, 
shave a perfect knowledge of the varions localities. In the construction of river 
craft the Chinese are more skilful ; many of these vessels are indeed floating habi. 
tations, and thousands of families live in them during their whole lives.”. 

' The Chinesey their Social Condition, &e.—The Chinese sre said by Mr. Davis 
‘to be anation of “étacurable consereatives.” ‘Uheir rule is to aduere to al) that ia 
established, and to reject ell thut is new. They are the very transcript of the an- 
vient world living in the present day: they wearthe sawe costume, are subject 
to the same laws, which are administered precisely in the same way, and they 
exist to all intents and: purposes in the same social and intellectual condition as 
their forefathers «did 2,000 yeareago. ‘This uniformi:y may be almost said to have 
been’ ordained by dature, fer itis a remarkable fact that the Chinese are so mu-h 
like euch other in personal appearance, that it is difficult fora European to dis- 
tinguish between them. We find no diversity in the colour of ‘heir hair, no variety 
of eye,no prominent end striking feature which indicates the place oftheir birth. 
They have black, stiffand strong hair, shaved so as to leave a much cherished tail 
depencing from the crown, a depressed fuce, wherein the distnguishing features 
fre not strongly marked, a dat nose, sinall angular eyes, round and prominent 
cheeks, a pomed chin, thin eyelids, small beards, middle stature, and strong 
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ones. Long ears and plumpness from their beau-ideal of beauty ; consequeu'ly, 
to attain the latter, they exercise bat little agility Tho aristocracy ef rawk ond 
wealth are unknown in China. Distinction is solely ‘to be obtained by learning ; 
- and dignity is only conferred by office. Even the sons of the emperor and theiy 
families merge unto the common «mass, should they not stndy, so as to become 
qualified for some official employment.. The maderina, or literary aristocrats, 
“io not obtain their rank except by passing repeated examinations ; as tu the farr- 
negs of which no doubt hae ever been surmised, and establishing their superiority 
over their competitors to the satisfaction of the Board of Examination. ‘There 
are nine degrees of wandarins, the highest being viceroys, or governors, and the 
» lowest, collectore of revenue, &c.; promotinn can only be obtsined by superior 
- proficiency in the study of the law. ke different fanctionaries are distinguished 
by the nuwber of buttons in thelr caps, and other variations of costume. Ag 
the pay of all persons in office is unreasonably small, they oftea resort to extortion 
to make up this deficiency, ‘and there is scarcely a number of the Pekin Gazette, 
. that does not record some ;instance of a public officer: being degraded fur that 
crime. The natural characteristics of the Chinese are summed up by Davis in 
these wor-ls:—‘* The advantageous features of thoir charact-rs, as nildness, doci- 
lity, industry, peaceableness, subordination, aud reepeet for the age}, are accoui- 
panied by the vices of specions insincerity, falsehood, mutual distrust and jee. 
lousy.” The lower orders are passionately aldictéd to gambling, for which they 
have their peculiar cards and dice. That honesty is more valued than practiced 
haa been inferred fr m the notification to be frequently seen in shop windows, 
ahat “ there is no cheating here,” aud from @-caution placarded in mast public 
conveyances for travellers, to ‘take core of their purses; but we doybt whether 
Buch notices really yo fur mueh, The insincerity sud fujsehood laid to ther 
charge, in eo fer as they rely exist, are the natural consequences of the ra. 
strainte, under which they are laid from infancy, of: the interference of tho Jaw 
wich all their actions, and of their being: abliged to suppress an:] coneeal those 
feelings and e:notions to which, ia other counities, fall vent would be given. Their 
atiention to etiquette is a consequence of the same principle. ‘Even when peasants 
visit exch other, complimentary carda (the size of which determines the rank of 
the sender) and pohte answers are exehanged. “Qn thie artival of the guest, 
considerable difficulty is found in asranging whoshalt make the lowest: bew,-or 
first enter the dvor, or take the highest seat, or assume precedancy at table, though 
the host coutrives to place his guest in the moxt elevated :pesijon. Wier eon- 
versation commences, the mutual assent to every proposition, the scrupuloge 
avoidance of all contradiction, and the entire aheenes of every offensive exprea- 
sion or melancholy sl'usion, show what a sense these people entertain of: politeness.” 
The condition of the poor is wretched in the extreme; they are frequently cesti- 
tute of food, snd many are said to perish in the wiuter sesson from culd, for want 
offuel. Begging is comimon in large cities, but not. moreso than ia Europs 
It is a emrfous fact, that though the Ubinese he xewarkable for assisting esch other, 
p'tticnlarly their own relations, with money or duod, they will on no, accouat. step 
cut. of their way, in case:of accident, to save a fellow-cieature’s life ; but thie arives 
from thetr laws making the pereon. last -seeo near a corpses anawerable for the 
death. Robbery is not uncommon, but is very sel lom accompanied with murder, 
The people, generally so quiet and submissive, when onee roused by the oppree- 
tion of an intolerant magistrote, will rive en masse against bim, end: subject! him 
to Lynch law. In sueh cases the government of Pekin generally concludes that 
the magistrate has been in fault; and the outrage is allowed quietly to fall- into 
oblivion. ‘Fhe drowning of infante, particul:rly of females, bas ‘been ‘said. to be 
customary in China; but this is a most unfounded statement, That an evorwity 
of this sort is sometimes committed is certainly true; but we belis:e@ that it is of 
exceedingly rare ocearrence. Mr. Davis says, that.“ the Chinesein general are 
éxceedingly fond of their ebildren, and the attachment seems to be mutual,” 
* The whole of the Chinese nation is divided into families, each of whieh bear 
the same sumeme, and consider eech other cousius. These clans ae beund to 
Sssist each other in any way that may. be required ;.and the moet powerful of them 
act us a salutary check upon hocal despotism. The scomen of China oecupy a 
lower scale in the estimation of their countrymen than those of other Nations. A 
broad face, diminutive waist, pale features, aud feet emoll to defurmity, constitute

femole beauty in the eyes of a Chinexo, ‘T'o insure this last, their fect are confined 
from tender age in shoes calculated to stop their growth, wo that the fect of 
some ladies only measure 3 inches from toe to heel. Females are universally 
objeets of traffic. When young, they ure. purchased by dealers, fur the harcme of 
the great, where they remain in «plendid veclusion. Marriages depend chtively 
upon the will of the paren's, who sedf their danghters at frem 5,000 to 6,000 
dollars-a piece, according to the beauty or rank of the female. Enr'y marriages are 
universal; oo man who can afford the expenses of the cerewony deferring it after 
the aye of 20, and parents get rid of their daughters as soon ax they can ; even at 
the early age of 14. The Chinese may be said to be an omnivurous peop'e. The 
principal part of their food consists of tice, which is generally eaten dry ; but in 
the S. provinces it is mixed with the sweet potatoe ina wort of soup. Vege. 
tables are the chief provision of all ranks, who du not consume a fifth part of the 
unimal food that Europeans do, Pork is the faveurite dish, and the head of the 
ass is esteemed a great *elicacy. ‘I'v ext every thing which can possibly nive 
nourishment is the comprehcnsive principle upon which Chinese diet is regulated ‘ 
go that dogs, cuts, and even rate and mice, are not rejected by them. ‘They are 
the most expert fishermen in the world ; no aquatic creature escapes their vigi- 
lance, whether it mbabit the sea, luke, canal, or river ; even poole and the tidyes 
of fella are searched for fish, Every kind of meat is minced into smsll pices, 
and is eaten with chopsticks, The Chinese epicure delights in soups made of edi. 
ble birds nests of the swallow species (hirundo esculenta), and imported in great 
quantities from the E. islands. It appears thatthe birds make uee of greet quan- 
tities of a peculiar vea-weed (spharcocus car tilagineus), and when it is sufficiently 
softened iu their stomachs, it is returned and used ae a plaister to cement the dirt 
and feathers ofthe nest. ‘I'sese neste, after having been purified in immense ma- 
nufactories, are eaten with great gout by the Chinese. ‘The favourite hoverage 
in tea, diunk out of small cups, which are seldom washed, for that process is 
thought would diminieh the flavour. Inu this -article the Chinese are as great 
connoisseure as Europeans are in wines. 1)-stilled liquora are chiefly made from 
rice; Tram is mnch used, but yrape wine bas not been met with. Drankenneas 
prevails, especially in the N. provinces; but the worst species of debauchery is 
opium smoking which, when carsied to excess, deprives the victim of strength ; 
he becom-s a walking shadow ; his eyes are vacant and staring; his whole frame 
is deranged, and he soon sinks into a premature grave. But it should be ob- 
served thut these are the cunsequences of the abuse of the practice: when used 
in moderation, it is eaid to be comparatively innoxious. The fumes of the drug 
ave inhaled through a peouliar pipe, in a recumbent position, and the smoker 
seon sleeps. When be awakes, he drinks a cup of tea, und emokes again. The 
Chinese delight in the drama: they will attend a play for a whole night without 
being wearied, and recount with ecstacy what they haveseen. In their pastime, 
the women are never associated. 

The aceounts of Chiuese architecture are not very satisfactory, a consequence 
of its being necessury to employ ter.nu in its description that convey to foreigners 
impressions very different from the reality. According to Mr Barrow, it is “ ae 
unsightly as unsolid ; without elegance or convenience of design, and without 
any settled proportion ; mean in its appearance, and clumsy in the workmanship."* 
Perhaps, however, this opinion is founded too much on preconceived notions of 
the ailnolute supsriority ofthe European standard.” But without entering on 
thie, ¢ is sufficient to observe tliat the walls of the houses are of briek. stove ur 
woo, bus priecipsily of the first, ‘The roofs arc always supported on coluane, 
that ia, on upright pieces of timber, without either capital or base. In the coun- 
try they wre rarcly more then one story in height, Lut in the great towns they 
are frequen'ly two. Their roofs, which are carved, are usually covered with tiles. 
Their pagodas are polygonal buildings, of 5, 7, or 9 stories or roofs. Mr. 
Barrow ways, that the payoda erected by Goorge INI, in Kew gardens is “ not in. 
ferior to the very best he met with in China—a statement which certainly doce 
not tend to exalt our opinions of this apecies of buildings. 

Religion.—There is vo religion in Chinn actually supported by the.S-ate, and 
Yu, the dectrine of Coufucius. is the on'y one conntenanced by it, But there 
are two other sects,—Fv, or Buddhism, and Zaou, or that of the “ rationalists.” 
The first acknowldgesa Supreme Being, and believes the Evperye lis sole vice- 
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gerenten earth, Ueaven, earth, the elements, Confucius, gods of various attri- 
bates, saints, the Emperor, &c. are objects of worship ; the rites in performing 
which are watched over with the moat jealous care by the Le-poo, or board of 
rites. The doctrine of Confucius fille the world with geni, demons, and the spiita 
of deceased wortbies, who are. supposed to have each theic separate duties aod 
influences assigned to thew. . No worsbipis so strictly observed as that of ancestry, 
so that filiel piety 1s carried to an excess, even beyond the grave. The religious 
edifices of the Yu sect are said to be very splendid. ‘hey chiefly consist of one 
large hall approached by steps, with the idol placed upon an altar, or table; the 
walls are adurned with pictures, aud the ceiling with gilded Griffins and dragons, 
An apparatue for sacrificing various animals is also provided.- There is no con- 
gtegational worship. Buddhism is a despised ereed in China, and is entirely 
aupported by the mendicancy ofits priests. The latter practice celibacy, dress in 
a similar wanner to monks, and the devotees use holy water, and a rosary to keep 
account of their prayers. Mr. Malcolm, the missionary, has given a very favor. 
able view of Buddhiem. ‘It has nu mythology or obscene and ferocious dei. 
ties ; no sanguinary or isnpure observances ; no self.inflicted tortures, no tyrans 
nising priesthood, no confounding of right and wrong, by making certaia. iniqui- 
ties laudable in worship. In its moral code, its descriptions of the purity and peace 
of the first ages, of the shortness of man’s life because of bis sins, &c. it. seemy to 

have followed genuine traditions. In almost.every respect it seems to. be the best 
religion man ever invented,” Tae professors vf Taouism pretend to magic, al.. 
chemy, and to be possesaed of the elixir of long life; practice glaring iwpositious, 
and inculcate the most purrile superstitio s. They encourage .a belief ia ghosts, 
aud evil spirits ; make useo{ spelis and talismana, lucky and unlucky birds, and 
a system of tricks called fung-shuey, by which they pretend to choose. lucky situ- 
atious for building houses aod tombs; and a hundred other fallecies, by which 
these jmpostors contrive to fill their purses. Religion, ot whatever kind, has al-. 
ways, we believe, beeu reckoned a matter of secondary importance ia China. Bot this 
isa eubject as to which our ioformativn is comparatively little to he relied on., 
The ancient and moderna missionaries, how much suever they may have admired many. 
paris ofthe Chinese character and institutions, have generally represented their. 
worals and religion in the most unfavourable point of view. ‘Tbat there is much. 
about them that is abjectionabie is ce:tainly tue. ;

Many endeavours have been made to introduce Christiavity into Chine, but with 
less success than has attended similar efforts in other vations.. It was first introduc. 
ed by the Nestoriansin the 17th century. ‘here were followed by the Jesuits, whose 
missionaries were more successful than those of. any otber sect ; for atthe ‘I'artar. 
invasion tuere were no fever than thirty Catholic churches in the proviace of 
Keang-nan alone ; the first of the Tarter princes openly espoused the cause of the 
missionaries, by taking a German Jesuit, Adem Schaal, for his instructor. The 
abolition of that order, and the continual wars in Europe, reducing their funds, the 
Catholic missions declined ; and but few native converts at present semain.: ‘The 
Tate Dr. Morrison was the first Protestant missionary who landed in China; he 
compiled a dictionary (having heen preceded in that arduous task by De Guignes) 
and grammar ; translated the scripturesinto the Chinese language, and established 
priotny presses at Canton, from which a Judicious selection of tracts has issued. 
These pious efforts have been ably seconded by Mr. Milne and the Rey. Charles . 
Gutziaff, the latter of whom has published several valuable works on China, of which : 
we have made considerable use. The Mahommedan, Jewish, and many other religions 
are to be found in China, butin a very languisbing condition. eS 

Language, Education, and Literature.—Distinct os the Chinese are from the rest 
of mankind in habits, manners, and religiyn, their total dissimilarity is renJered 
Complete by their language ; which, arrested between the hieroglyphic and alphabe- - 
tical systems, presents a singular phenemenon. The most obvious expedient for - 
expressing substantive ideas otherwise than by speech, would be to figure a repre~ 
sentation ot the ol ject intended to be expressed ; and this was urquestionably the plan 
firet adopted by man to communicate and record what be thought through the ~ 
medium of the eye instead of the ear. As civilisation and know!edge advanced, and 
the necessity for communicating it increased, more ‘concise forms or conventional 
letters were substituted ; but in the case of the Chinese, the primitive mode is till 
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‘the principle upon which their characters are constructed ; ¢0 that their: system may 
be culled the perfection of the hieroglyphic ‘method of written language. Having 
pictorial representations of natural objects for their lasis, the elementary signs of 
the Chinese language are few and. simple.* A horizontal, a perpendicular, two 
oblique lines drawn in different directions, and an aeute angle and dot, are the ele- 
ments of which:the Chinese charscters consist. These marke are so combined in the 
first stance as to form 214 keys or generic characters. ‘Thus, the symbol for“ man” 
is-always present in a word which has direct or indirect reference to him: this cha- 
racter, for example, combined with tbe symbol for field, signifies a farmer. ‘he Chi- 
nese notion of government is -well expressed'in another example: the verb“ to 
govern” is represented by the two characters that stand for “bamboo” and « stroke,’? - 
The keys are divided into 17 clagses, and the number of words thus formed, upon « 
system more complete than that of any of the western languages, to be found im the 
most copious Chinese dictionaries, ‘emounts to 40,000, each of which stands as 
arbitrarily for the thing or idea intended to be conveyed as a figure does ina printing 
for the object it is meant to represent. ‘hus the character presents an object to 
the eye which ‘eiters the mind with astriking and vivid certainty ; it forms o f2ature 
which really is, or by early associations is considered, beautiful and impressive. 
Chinese writiny ie also wore permanent than the alphabetic system, which is ever 
varying its epelling with the contmually changing pronuneiation of the living voice. 2 
Perhaps the Chinese written language has contributed in some degree to the unity 
of the Chinese nation. The eauses however, which operate to make the written 
language in Chiua the most eomplete and beautiful in the world, render oral com- 
munication the most difficult and confined. ‘That systematic regularity which so 
continually requires the presence of the keys, us parts of words bearing different 
meanings, and thus precludes a necessary variety of soande, leaves the spoken lan- 
Gudge as meagre and defective as when written it is rich and complete. The sound 
corresponding with our ¢ has at least: 2,000 significations, and one might write’ a 
perfeetly intelligible treatise-in which only the gound of ¢ was employed. Thus in 
convVersatién between even two of the best educated Chinese, constant misapprehen- 
stons occur. '“ They understand eaob other,’: says Mr. Davis “ ‘perfectly on paper= 
but are mutually unintelligible in-speech.” And in the most common-place ‘cello, 
quy it is not unfréqueént for the speakers to resort to pen, or rather brush, ink, and 
paper, to make the root or key in the air with their fingers. So that oratory is en- 
tirely unknown in China: and all affairs of importance, such as lawsuits, civil or 
criminal, are earried on in writing. ‘the deficiencies of the oral language are in a 
small degree supplied:by she different tones in which the same words and their va. 
rious siznifications aye attered.. But these infections are so nice 48 to only be diss 
tingnishable by a hafivecar.. ‘I'he difficulty of free intellectual intercourse must 
have had avery considerable:effect, in preventing the Chinese from advancing a etep 
further in-civilization than they had attained so many hundred years ago, c 
Education in Ohiae, is. more encouraged and favoured even than in Prussia ; and 
euch is the estimation in whicl it ie held, that all state employments are given by 
competition, as school. and college prizes to the best scholars. Schools for youth are 
abundaut in every part of the empire; and education is so general, and ite cost eo 
reasenable, that reading and writing may be almost said to be universal. Language 
isrtanyht to very young pupils by means of rude pietures which represent thenames 
of the chief objects in nature and art, Then follows the San-tee-king, or summary 
of infant erudition, conveyed in chiming lines of three words or feet. ‘They svon af- 
ter proeee to the “ Four Books,” which contain the doctrines of Confucius, and 
which, with the “ Five Classics,” subsequently added, are,in fact, the Chinese 
scriptures. Writing is taught hy tracing the charactera with a hain pencil, on trans- 
parent paper placed over the copy. This.is a most important erticle in Chinese edu. 
cation, for no man who does not write a good hand can lay claim to literary distine- 
tion. ‘The emperor himself, when hestowing a great reward, writes a few charac~ 
ters on a piece of paper, and sends it to his favourite, and this is more valuable 
than conferring an order. Fewales of the higher class are allowed to acquire a 4it-

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tle readiog and writing, and have been known to write poetry; but the great object 
of their education is to inculeate obedience. The schools established all over the 
empire are superintended by various officers appointed by government. In every dis- 
trict there is a sort of literary chonceller: but early aspirants are examined by super- 
intendents, who make the circuit of their district twice a year for that purpose. Tie 
pupils they approve of repair to the chief, and should they pass that ordeal, and thus 
obtain the approbation of the officers of their native district, they are eligible fur the 
lowest literary honour of the state. Thisis called Few-tsue: (flowery telent.) For 
this degree the examinations take place twice in every three years in foos of every 
province ; the ssholare having asch a theme given them from the Bive Classics,” in 
a large hall, are confine! in separate boxes to prevent their receiving assistance from: 
Others ; and every avenue is strictly guarded by suldiers. The Tew-tsae degree 
having been obtained, the aspirant has to acquire two other honours in the metropo+ 
lis of his province, and he is placed on the houks as eligible for employment cor. 
responding with his advancement. T's procure the highest etate offices, an examins- 
tion before the national college, or Han-lin, ie necessary ; ‘but the very pinnacle: of 
fame is only arrived at by being examined by the emperor himself. Every literary 
honour confers the title of mandarin, and each degree is distinguished by a differencg 
of the drees, which is, in some instances, very xplendid. ‘Genius and originality a_ 
iwongst a people so blindly enthusiastic in their ‘aimiration of the aneienta, are eon. 
sidered rather a blot upon, than as an ornament to, the chsracter of a student. Me’ 
mory is the chief object of admiration—memory to repeat the greatest number of th- 
wise sayings of the ancient sages. ‘ 

From what has been already atated, it sill readily be conceived that the literature 
of the Chinese is most extensive. ‘ Books,” says Mr. Medhurst, “are multiplied at 
a cheap rate, and to almost an indefinite extent, and every prawant and pediar has 
the common depositories of knowledge w&hin his teach. It would not be bazarding 
too much to eay, that in China there are more books and more people to read then 
than in any other country in the world. Amongst the $60 millions of Chinamen, at 
Jeast 2 millions ore literati.” Yet it}may appear stranye that there is hardly one ort- 
ginal writer among them: it i8 generally believed itt China, thut whoever is to be 
known has already heen di-covered and communicated by the ancient anges; and 
should an author be bold enough to start any thing new, if that should happen to 
vary in the smallest particuler from the orthodox writers, he w: uli be se:erely pun- 
ished. It is this which keeps the knowledge and civilization of Ohina at a stand- 
sul. The historical writings are nothing more than elaborate chronologies; and, 
where real dates have been wanting, the witers are suspected of having supplied. 
them from their own imaginations. The scientific and philosophical works of the 
Chinese are by the ‘ten philosophers,” or Confucius and his disciples and commen. 
tators. Chinese. literature, has, however, been in several respects unjustly deprecia- 
ted. It has been said, fur example, that they are so ignorant and ostentatious, as 
to suppose that China occupies the centre af the world, and that itis surrounded 
with afew insignificant and petty territories, all its tributaries. But the accounts 
that have been translated from Chinese writers of severul foreign countries, how de. 
fective soever in muny respects, are sufficient to show that this is a most unfounted 
statement, Mathematical Science is at a low ebb; ae is evinced by an impe:ial 
edict published in the Pekin Gazette May 1800: it announced the intended marri- 
age of a Princess, and ordered the Tribunal of Mathematics to seluct a fortunate day 
for the celebration of the Nuptials. 


ORIENTAL SANATARIA. 
THE NEILGHERRIES. 
(From the Bombay Calendur for 1842.) 
1.—Exrenrt. 

The Neilgherries situated in the south of India, on the confines of Coimbatoor and Ma- 
labar, extend from 11 deg. 10’ to lide. 32’ north latitude, aud from 76 deg. 59° to 77 
deg. 31’ east longitude. Their greatest oblique extent from south west to north east is 
‘som 38 to 40 miley and theirextreme breadth 15. Their superficial area may be comput- 
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ed equal to 700 square miles. Four stations are at present occupied, viz. Ootacamund, 
Kotagherry, Dimhutty, and Coonoor. 


Il.—Divistons ann GEngRAL APPEARANCE. 

‘The Neilgherries are composed of 3 separate ranges elosely conneeted together. 

The range to the westward bears 2 distinct names; that tothe morthward, com. 
mences at the Goodaloor Pass ard is called the Neddimulla hills, and the southward is 
termed the Koondasb. : 

The 2d or central range, formed by a chain of hills, rises to the summit of Dadobetta 
the loftiest point (8760 feet) south of the Iimalays. 

The 3d range to the eastward may be called the Kotagherry. All of those ranges 
ere nearly of the same elevation but vary considerably in aspect, connection, xed grouping. 
They are joined to the table.land of Mysore by an isthmus about 15 miles wide, and are 
completely isolated on every other side. Their nearest distance from the Malabar Coast 
is about 40 miles, and from the Coromandel side about 230. The scenery in genera} 
is exceedingly beautiful, and of the grandest and most romantic desoription in the world, 

HL—Srations anp CLimats. 

Ootacamund is the principal atation, and is situated nearly in the centre of the table 
Jand of Mysore about ten miles from the southern edge of the range and 7 from the north- 
ern,—immediately at the base and on the western side of Dodabetta, and is open only 
Aowards the W. N. W.; the other three sides being completely sheltered by this moun- 
tain. Its elevation is 7400 feet above the level of the sea, and it is the best locality 
amongst the other stations. 


It is decidedly the most perfectly European climate of any in these hills, and is less 
affected by the changes of monsoons, rains, &c. than any other, which arises from its form. 
ing the line of separation between the north east Madras monsoon, and the south west 
Malabar monsoon. 

The mean annual temperature of the air of Ootacamund is 58 deg, 68’; the greatest 
aunual guage 39 deg., the maximum being 77 deg. and the minimum 38 deg., the mean an- 
nual range is 16 deg. 84’, and the mean daily range 17 deg. 1’. The greatest power of the 
sun's rays isequal to 21 deg. 73’. 

The quantity of rain that falla on an average of 4 years is 44-88inches. There are heavy 
rains 19 days, drizsle with fair intervals 18, cloudy 28, and perfectly fair aud dry 238. 

Kotagherry is situated 16 miles distant from Ootacamund in the eastern division, and is 
inferior in elevation, being 6571 feet above the level ofthe sea. ‘Tae climate is much mild- 
er and the extremeand daily range Jess. The minimum is 43 deg. and the maxium 76 
deg. a range of 5 deg. less than the extreme of Ootacamund. Theair is moister and the 
nights less cold. In June, Jilly and August, the weather is clear, bright and fair at this 
station, whilst at Ootacamund there is pretty constant fog, drizzle, or rain during this 
time. This difference arises from the former place being less subject to the influence of 
the south-west monsoon. It is also reckoned a more eligible residence during the mon— 
soons for delicate people, whereas Ootacamund is decidedly preferred for those in tolerably 
confirmed heslth. : 


Less rain falls at this place, andit is generally dry here when it rains at Ootacamund, 
from being affected by a different monsoon. 

Dinhutty is situated on « plateau between Kotagherry and the Orange valley, the latter 
of which rises at the north east angle of Dodabetta, aud is so named from the number 
of orange and lime trees found in it. The elevation of Dimhutty above the sea is 
4500 feet, and its temperature is much higher than that of the two former stations. 

Coonoor, whioh is 10 miles distant from Ootacamund and the head quarters of the 
pioneer corps, is situated south of the range, close to the edge of the hills, and rises 5816 
feet above the sea. Itsmean temperature is probably G deg. warmer than that of Oota- 
camund, aod from its proximity to the Ghaut itis subject at particular seasons to fogs : 
on the other hand it bas the advantage of being on the direct roadto Ootacawund and is 
well adapted for sick travellers. 

Three circumstances materially affect the olimate of the hills, viz. 

Ist. Their elevation above the level of the sea. 

2d. Their position near the line of demarcation of the two monsoons. 

Sd. Their isolated situation. 

The year js divided into two seasons. The cold season is similar to the spring of the 
North of Persia or the autamn of the South of France, and may be said to set in from Dee 
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cember, and terminate in March, whilst the monsoon season, resembling very nearly a 
mild autumn in the south of England, occupies the remaining months. 

With reference to the climate of Ootacamund in particular, the following may be con- 
sidered a pretty fair estimate. 

January is uniformly fair, clear and dry, the nights are very cold and attended with frost 
in the vallies. The same remarks willapply to February, except that the frost is stronger, 
and in March it disappears, when the weather becomes milder : there are alsu a few heavy 
showe:8. 

Towards the close of April the wind begins to vary from the North-east and finally 
settles in the South-west: the air is mild aud balmy. May is the warmest month, but 
the heat is often relieved by the fall of rain in torrents, intermingled with bail, ushering 
in the South-west monsoon, which occurs in the eerly part of June, 10 or 15 days later 
than the Malabar monsoon, and continues with greater of lesa constancy throughout July 
and August, when the weather both at Coonoor aud Kotagherry isto be preferred, being 
comparatively dry and fine. September and October are uncertain months, depending 
upon the state of the South West m-neoon, which if begun early and exheusted renders 
the weather fine, warm, and plensant; but if deficient in previous rain, a good deal of fog 
and drizzle generally prevail. Towards theend of September the wind again begins to 
shift roand to the north, when the weather becomes sensibly colder. 


1V.—Sorn AnD Propuctions. 

Soil.—Over the whole extent of the table land and on the summit of the hills, the soil 
is exceedingly rich and of considerable depth, caused by swamps of various extent; but 
situation, exposure, command of water and other less obvious circumstances, confine the 
cultivation to the extremity of the hills aud to the south and east of the range. By time, 
experiments, and advautages of climate, almost every European fruit might be advanta- 
geously caltivated, mediciual plants particularly. . 

Productions.—The different vatural products are coarse barley, keeree-mow, poppies, 
garlick, and onions. The following have been introduced by European visitants, vis: 
wheat, oats, potatoes, cabbage, cauliflower, savoys, French beans, spinage, peas, lettaces, 
beet-root, radishes, celery, turnips, carrots, &o. &c, sea kale, asparagus, tomatas, plambs, 
peaches, nectarines, apples, citrons, loquats, (oranges and limes grow wild) the Brazil 
cherry, commonly koown as the topara, the gooseberry, capers, strawberries, rasberries aud 
blackberries. The orchis macula, from the root of which the salip misree is obtained, is 
in abundance, and several other plauts resembling the genus orchis, and lucerne. Tobacco 
is also found. 


V.—Riveas, &¢. 

The Bowany rises in the Koondahs, and flows through a deep fissure tillthe north west 
angle of this range tarns suddenly to the east, where itis joined by a great number of 
tributary streams. : i 

The Pykarra Separates the Neddimulla hills from the central table land, descending 
the north of the hills joins the Moyaar, and sweeping round the north and north west sides 
of the hills, flows intu the Bowany near Danaikencottab iu Coimbatoor. 

The two other rivers are the Moyaar, and the Baypoor. 

Lake.—There is an extensive and delightful lake of 6 or 7 miles in circuit, having a 
public carriage road surrounding it which affords most healthful and agreeable drives. 


VI.—ConVENIENCE OF SITUATION. 


The following distances shew the convenience of these mountains from the principal 
points on the south side of India, and the dak expenses incident to a visit tothem.

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VIL—Rovutss axp APPROACHES. 

Trichinopoly Route.—Regulur bearers are to be had to Cuddalore from the Madras Post 
Office, thence to Trichinopoly from the post office there; from this to Matapollium to 
Ootacamund, they are to be had from the Commissariat Officer on the hille. This is 
the most eligible though the longest rond ;—it passes through many stations having me- 
dical aud other assistance at band, is free from jungle or other obstructions, and may be 
travelled at all seasons without risk or delay. 

Salem Route,—Tho route via Salem is the shortest, but it passes through an uninterest- 
ing and unhealthy country. There are bungalows only at certain stations. It joins the 
former road at Avanashy. 

The third road passes through Vellore, Bangalore, and Mysore, and theu ascends by the 
Goodaloor pass to Nediwuttum and Ootacamund, Bearers are to be had ae far as Arcot 
from the Madras Post Office, aud thence to Ootacamund from the principal offices. 

Bangalore Route.—'This road would be the most.agreeable, hut on account of the jungle 
between Goondlapet and Guoudaloor, Which, however, may be avoided by descending the 
Tepoor pass from Bangalore, and joining the Salem road. But thia route is only had 
vecourse to by travellers from Bangalore which is the fourth and new military road. 

Calicut Reute.—From Calicut the road descends southward to Ponauy, and thence strike 

ing inland passes through a beautiful evuntry to Pauighatcherry, 78 miles. From this tu 
Cuimbatoor, 30 miles, it lies partly through a jungle not unhealthy or dangerous in any 
way; from Coimbatoor to Matapollium, 27 miles, and theuce the Coonoor ghaut leads to 
Ootacamund, 
' Aoother road from Calicut is by ascending the Baypoor river to Nellumboor, thence 
through a deep juugly valley, (between the Neilgherries, and the Tonbacherry hills) to 
the Karkoor pass aud finally to Ootacamund. ‘This route is highly objectionable from 
the extent and unhealthy nature of the above jungle. 

Cannanore or Tellicherry Route—This road is recommended to such travellers from Cal- 
cutta as have no dislike toa sea-royage, or expect to derive benefit from it. From either 
of these places the road strikes directly inland, aud ascending the Peria pass, to Manantode 
dy, and passing through a wild and picturesque, though not unhealthy country, reaches 
Goodaloog, and theuce fiually enters Ovtacamund, 


VHIL—Ervects or CLimate on Inpian Diseases. 

From the elevated position of the hills, the curative and restorative powers of the climate 
on Indian disesses must be apparent to all, An importent consideration also connected with 
them, ix the preventive powers of this climate, which has not yet met with the attention it 
deserves. A transfer at once to the climate of the hills, of those suffering from the various 
diseases and ailments bere under instanced is highly recommended. 

+ Bever (being auknown on the hills) when previously contracted. 
Dyspepsia, when not conuected with serious derangement of the liver. 
Debility in every degree. : 

Habitual constipation. 

Local and cutaneous affections of every description. 

All pulmouary complaints. 

All female complaints, properly so called. 

Diarrhea. 

Dyseutery. 

Hepatic diseases in their forms. 

Rheamatisin, muscular or mercurial. 

Gout, though the cure is in every jnstance perhaps impossible, is greatly modified.

1X.—Resources anp Suppiiss. 

The bazar at Ootacamund is exceedingly weil supplied, but the prices are a little higher 
than those of the low country. ‘I'here are two excellent Parsee shops containing every 
thing in the way of liquors, European supplies, cheese, pickles, preserves, &c. &c., which are 
good and at reasonable prices; but those who are particular in the choice of their port wine 
ani beer are recommended to take a small stock with them. Salt provisions of very good 
quality, cured on the hills, are to be had in considerable quantities in the bazar. Cattle and 
swine might be procured to any extent in the low country Pound the hills, and fiuits and ve- 
getables of every description have advantageously been eultivated. In Kotagherry there ia 
deficiency of supplies owing to the want of aregulgr bazar, a market being held oaly once 
@ week, 

Houses.—There are only }2 or 13 houses at Dimhutty at the disposal of the public, 
whilst at Ootacamund there are upwards of 130 habitable houses, including @ capital hoes! 
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of which Mr. Dowson is the proprietor, and a Club Honse. At Coonoor besides the public 
bavgalow there is an excellent hotel also kept by Mr, Dowson. 

Servunts.~—-Good men servants of every description (except perhaps head servants and 
dressiug boys) are available at Ootacamund. Female servants are seldom found and should 
be brought up. : < 

Furniture, —Beds, chairs, tables, and carpets may be easity had on the hills. Crockery 
may be arranged for with the Parsce shop keepers. The essential requisites to be taken, 
are plate, bed and table-linen, and warm clothing. . 

X.—CLeanine THE JUNGLE. 

The base of the hill is completely surrounded by dense jungles of various breadths ri- 
stag in general from 2500 to 3500 feet on their declivities. Its breadth is in no place great- 
er than 80 miles (between Mungalum and Goodaleor) and at many others, does not exceed 
six, as at Metapollium. ‘The clearing of this jungle would be attended with many salutery 
effects, thereby removing one of the greatest obstructions to the free .accessibility of the: 
hilla by the route frem Madras through Vellore, Bangalore, and Mysore, and.preventing the- 
occurrence of fever, which from the density and the nature of the soil in-mwany-parts is al-" 
most inevitable: the effects of the miasm being alike fatal to Europeans aud natives. . 


" XL—Burtpina Grounp. 


The surface of the table-land is much undulated, but a portion of the central division 
adjoining the Koondahs aod Neddimulla hills, is broken into an immense number of 
little roun-] hills, end the valleys afford sample ground for building upon. 


XII.—Borrpine Marentiars, & 

There are large beds of laterite, probally a very useful material for purposes of building, 
and also a whitish earth used for whitewashing. Quartz in great purity, but partly decon 
posed, is found in abundance near the Doondah ghat and below Billycul. The sienite, come 
posing the base of the rocks, from its durability would prove useful. No.lime has hitherto 
been discovered; the clay is well adapted for the manufacture of bricks, tiles or pottery. 

The teak forest lately discovered in the Coonoor Ghaut is reserved for goveroment: the 
chumpanee, possessed of all the able qualities of the teak, is used for rafters, door-frames 
&c.; the darchenee may be had in beams of arly size, but it is net so durable as the teak. 
Billoo is another very heavy and solid species, is easily worked and less affected by moisture 
than the two former, and is proof against insects. _The barberry is wetl adapted for chairs, 
music stands, and other ornamental furniture. 


XI.—Water. 
There is astream on the surface of the table land, which is quite clear and pure, and 
the water is aa fit for use as if just taken from the spring. Each of the lateral vallies, has 
its own brook of beautifully limpid water. The water foond on the hills is occasionally 


herd and sometimes contains iron, but there is no scarcity of epriugs of beautifully soft 
water. . 


XIV.—Ingani rants. 

Excluding the European population, these may be divided into the Todas or Torn- 
mais; the Erulars; the Curumbars; the Cohatars; and the Buddaghers, or Burghere, cal- 
Jed by the native Badnears or Vadacars, having come to the hille from the north quarter, 

The Todas or Tornwars may be considered the aborigines of the suil. They do not ex- 
ceed 600 in number and are divided into 2 grand families, one called Peikis or ‘Tarallis,- and 
the other Kutas or Tardas ; the former are competent to hold all sacred offices, and the latter 
may be called the Iny class—they jntermarry and the progeny is termed Mookhs (children or 
descendants.) They breed only the buffaloe, and manufacture butter and ghee; such of the 
latter ax they do vot require for their own use, is bartered for grain arid cloth with their neigh- 
bours. They are highly respected by all the other tribes. ‘They call theutselves (par excel. 
leace) men, and the burghers, labourers. ' 

The Erulars divide themselves into the Urali and Curutali, who in confunction with the 
Curumbars re little removed from utter uncivilization. ‘Their langunge is a mixture of the 
Tamil, the Carvatace, the Mulayalma, andthe Toda. They may be classed as Hindoos. 

__ The Cohatars occupy the elevated parts of the hills, have no distinction of caste, and 
differ from the other tribes. They: cultivate differeut kiuds of apillet, the poppy and barley, 
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and are the only artisans of the hills, being goldsmiths, potters, aud chaccileis. They are 
not Hindoos, but worship ideal gods not represented by any image. . 

The Baddaghers or Burghers, properly called by the natives Badacars or Vadacars, hav- 
ing come from the north of the bills, number about 10,000 of both sexes and all ages and are 
the most numerous. They are divided into eight classes, all Hindoos of the Siva sect, and 
may be said to consist of priests who wear the lingam and officiate for all other classes, and of 
repudiated Brahmins who wear the sacredotal string and retain some privileges in their wor- 
ship, but are classed with the rest of the people who are the prineipal cultivators of the earth 
and manufacture a coarse cloth. These are the least rexpected. The language of the Bur- 
ghers is formed of a mixture of the Carnataca and the ‘I'oda. 


XV.—Hints To InvaLips. 

Warm clothing is of vital importance on the hills, and in the lower country, a light flannel 
benian (jacket or shirt) is of service. Every invalid as he values life should be provided with 
a good stock of flannel! banians, flannel cummerbunds (belts, made so as to have strings to be 
firmly tled round the middie and double over) drawers and worsted stockings, and a stuck of 
stont shoes and-boots. Avoid exposure to the night air, and never be out after sun-set. 
Early rising is neither necessary nor prudent: the invalid should wait till the sun has attained 
sufficient height to drive away the cold and the moisture of the night; care should be taken 
to return home before 9 a. M. so as to avoid the powerful effects of the sun. Diet must of 
course be regulated by circumstances. In general, however, adhere to light animal food 
with bread or bisouit, and vegetables, pastry, cheese &c. Port, or sherry is preferable to the 
lighter wines ; beer is unnecessary. Invalids should diminish their usual quantity of these 
stimulants until acclimatized, and observe early hours for diet. Exercise should be taken 
soasto produce a gentle action on the skin, and uot fatigue, but avoid exposure to the 
sua. Riding is to be preferred to walking, it being less exciting. When acclimatized, 
exercise should be gradually increased, and when fairly recovered, as much day light in 
the opeu air as strength will permit should be passed. Those who have suffered from fever 
should be cautious to avoid the jungle at the foot of the hills, and if unfortunately detained 
there, a course of purgatives fullowed by sinall doses of quinine should be pursued. Cold 
feet (a general complaiut with new comers, especially females) are remedied by adopting 
Winbeool or worsted stockiugs, which should form the stock of people in good or indiflerent

TUE MAHABLESHWUR HILLS, 
(From the Bombay Courier Calendar for 1843.) 


The Mahableshwur Hills, which form the site of the only convalescent station uuder the 
Bombay Presidency, are situated in 17 dg. 66’ north latitude, and in longitude 73dg. 
30’ east, and are distant twenty-five miles due east from the sea, and 69 miles from Boin- 
bay, which bears north 29 dg. W. They form a portion of the extensive chain of moun- 
tains known under the name ofthe Western Ghauts, or Syliadree mountains. On their 
western side they rise with an abrupt and precipitous ayceut from the Concan, which 
separates them from the sea, while their eastern face presents a sumewhat less rapid and 
steep descent into the table land of the Deccan. A 

The general elevation of the station is 4,500 feet above the level uf the sea, while its 
highest summit attains an altitude of 4,700 feet. It is elevated upwards of 4,000 feet above 
the subjacent country on the Concan side, and about 2,300 feet above the general level of 
the Deccan at its eastern base. Its greatest breadth at the northern extremity is about 
15 miles, and about 8 at its southern boundary. The average direct length, north and south, 
dae not exceed five miles, though from N. E. to S. W. it extends diagouvally seventeen 
miles. 

Excellent roads have been made in almost every direction. These already extend over 
a space of upwards of forty miles, more than one half of which are carriage-roads, and 
the remainder bridle-paths, and have been so Inid out as to open up to the visitor @ va- 
ried succession of mountain scenery, which for grandeur and beauty, it is believed can be 
equalled in few parts of the world. 

The soil consists principally of a red clay (formed by the disintegration of cellular ferru- 
ginous clay stove, which constitutes the surface rock) iutermixed with the debris of trap 
rock, and in many places with a considerable proportion of decayed vegetable matter, 
forming a browu mould, which is found to be very productive. An abundant supply of 
excellent water is at all seasous procurable, either from wells, which vary from twenty to 
forty feet in depth, or from the swall streamlets which traverse the hills, some uf which 
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retain their water during the whole of the hot season. An extensive arti‘icial lake, which 
ix now being constructed by His Highness the Rajah of Sattara, will add materially to 
the supply of water already available, whether for cultivation or for domestic use. 

The most striking featare ia the vegetation of these hills is the profusion of the common 
brake (Pteris Aquilina) which serves to recall the association of a more northern clime. A 
species of Curcuma, the roots of which yield an excellent description of Arrowroot, grows 
every where in the greatest abundance. ‘There is a considerable variety of Parasitic Orchi- 
‘deve, some of which possess great beauty, and the tranks and brauches of many of the 
trees, are covered with a variety of lichens and musei. 

Potatoes of excellent qnality are cultivated very extensively, both for the consumption 
of the station, and for the supply of the Bombay and Poona markets. A plentiful snp- 
ply of all the common culinary vegetables of the best description, can be procured at 
Teasonable rates. The excessive heaviness of the rains prevents the successful cultivation 
of European fruits. 

The Viflage of Malcolm Peth, (so named by the Rajah of Sattarain honour of the late 
Sir John Malcolm, the distinguished founder of the station) contains six European shops, 
where European supplies of almost every description are procurable at the same rates as 
at Poona, and very little higher than at Bombay. The station is also visited by unme- 
rous itinerant Hawkers (Borabs) from Bombay, whose baskets are usually filled with a varied 
assortment both of European and Indian goods. The Malcolm Peth Bazar is a tolerably 
darge one, nud 18 well supplied with all articles of consumption, which are the produce of 
the country, and generally at moderate rates. The mutton, which is small but of ex-~ 
cellent quality, is sold at 1§ annas per pound, beef at 1 anna per Ib. fowls at 3or 4 
annas each. Grain is principally imported from Wyée, (a distance of 20 miles,) and is 
usually about 8 or 10 percent. higher thau in the Devcau, Firewood is abundant aud 
cheap ; grass is of rather inferior quality. A monthly nerrik, or price current, is cireu- 
lated for the information of visitors ; but under existing regulations, its observance can- 
not be enforced on the dealers, though they almost invariably conform to it. 

Mahableshwur js easily accessible both from Bombay and from the principal stations of 
the Deccan and Concau. The visitor from Bombay by sailing down the coast of Bancote, 
and thence up the Sawitree river to Mhar (a distance of seventy miles by sea, and thirty 
by river) is brought within twenty-seveu miles land jouruey from the hills, or, should he 
object to even this short sea trip, he can cross the harbour to Nagotaua (which jis effected 
in one tide) from which the distance by land is only seventy miles, along an excellent 
road, with a public buagalow at each stuge. The distance from Poona, by an indifferent 
hilly route, is seventy miles, and from Sattara only thirty miles by a very good carri- 
age-road. The approach both from the Concan and from the Deccan side is at all times 
safe, as there is no intervening jungle, and no danger to be appreheuded from attacks of 
fever or otber diseases of malarious origiu. 

This station was founded by the then Governor of Bombay, Sir John Malcolm, in 1828. 
It was ceded to the British Government, by the Rajah of Sattara, in exchange for another 
village, and was subsequently annexed to the Zillah of the Cunkan. Its European esta- 
blishment consists only of a chaplain and a Medical officer. The former visits Dapoolee ~ 
oncea month, and Rutnagherry once in two months, during the fair season ; and during the 
rains he performs the duties of Chaplain at Malligaum.’T’he Me Jical officer is also Superita- 
tendent df the Station, and a first assistant to the Magistrate, of ‘Mannaand has charge of a 
treasure chest for the paymen: of sick officers and their families. A detachwent of fifty 
Sepoys, under the command of a Jemedar, is kept up to supply the usual guards. 

The public buildings consist of a Sunatarium (containing eight sets of quarters) and five 
detached bungalows, fur the accommodation of sick officers and their families ;a church, 
which was built by private subscription, and accommodates 180 people; a subsidiary 
jail, containing sixty Chinese convicts who are employed in the construction and repair 
ofruads, and a chowree, and dhurumsallah for native travellers. There is a subscription li- 
brary containing upwards of 700 volumes, and a hotel, on a small scale, has re- 
cently been opened by Mr. Pascal de Souza, which has been found avery great conveni- 
ence, and particularly to persons whose time will only allow of their paying a burried 
visit to the Hills. z 

The private dwelling houses are 70 in number, of which 53 are substantially built of 
hewn stoue and lime, and the remainder of :ough stone and mortar, sun-dried bricks, or 
wattle work. The greater uumber of them are thatched, tiles having. beeu found not to 
resist the mousoon rain. Allotments of ground for building ure granted by government 
ou a twenty-one years’ lease, the principal provisions of which are, tha€ the lessve sha'l pay 
an annual rent at the rate of arupee an acre; that he shall build a substantial bun- 
galow, and erect suitable landmarks on the boundaries of his allotment ; that be shall not 
be permitted to ent down trees which ure close to the public road ; and that he shall vb-y 
all regulations existiug in the Mofussil, so far as they are not of a persoval nature, but

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ere incidental to the possession of immovable property and so faralso as they affect the 
Tealth, safety, and convenience of the other inhabitants of the statio. ‘The average sizo 
of individual allotments granted during the last three years, is six acres. 

The following is a statement of the numbers of visitors of all ages who resorted to the 
station, cach season, from 1831 to 1840.

It remains to add a brief ovtcine of the physical and medical qualities of the climate. 
The mean annval temperature of the station is G6dg. 2', which approximates very 
closely to that of the Cape ef Good Hope, aud of New South Wales, and is nearly 
identical with the estimated mean temperature of the globe. The following summary em- 
braces the principal particulars of the climate, as deduced frum ten years meteorologi-

‘The influence of the climate upon the healthy constitution, constituting what may be 
termed it's physiological action, is stimulant and tonic. Jn addition to the effects which 
usually result fiom achange fiom a warn to a cool climate in all latitudes and to all, 
elevations, an improvement of the appetite and of the digestive and assimilative functio 
and an increase of muscular and mental energy, there are experienced, in agreateror less 
degree, at thin station, a peculiar feeling of excitement, and a sense of dryness and con- 
striction of the ein, which uppearto be solely attributalle to the eff-ct of diminished at 
mo-pheric pressure, in exciting the circulating system, and in augmenting cu‘aneous 
evaporation. Itis the presence of this latter element in the constitution of inter-tropica 
mountoin climates, which emphatically distinguishes them from all other climates, whose 
temperature ie the effect of latitude, aud which will ever render them inferior in therapeutic 
efficacy. 

Theclimate of this station is inapplicable, if not positively injurious in all acute in- 
flammatory affections, and in the greater number of orgauic visceral disesses. On the 
other hand, it has been found beneficial in uncomplicated intermittent fevers ; in the great 
er number of functional disorders of the digestive organs;in general debility, cochexi 
and impnired general health (unaccompanied by local diseaae), whether the result of long- 
continued expo-ure toa tropicul climate, or of close application to official duty and the 
sedentary life which usuully accompanies it, or of tedious ; convalescence from acute disease 
in a few forms of diarrhoa, such as those which depend an simple relaxation of the exha ; 
Jent vessels, of the bowels, or which occur in persons of a cachetic or strumous disthes is, 
in some ef the slighter and more chronic hepatic and splenctic atlections, provided they be 
unaccompanied by any evidence of morbid vascular excitement. general or local ; in some 
varieties of nervous and periodical headaches ; in chronic rheumatism eceurring in a de- 
Dilitated or ina caclctic state ofthe system, and unaccompanied by any feverish tendency 
or by morbid irritability of the bowels ; in various serofulous affections, and in the 
precursory or incipient stage of pulmonary phthisis, where there are the usual constitutional 
indications of the tubercular diathesis, aud where the existence of tubercular disposition in 
the lunge is suspected rather than unequirocally announced ; in the greater number of the 
varying modifications of disorder arising from, or co-existent with, functions! uterine 
derangement, and in almost all the discases incidental to infancy end childhood. 

The agency of the climate in the preservation ofhealth, and the prevention of disease, is 
ytobably greater and more beneficial thau its direct therapeutic eflicacy, more particularly

presidency > of withdrawing children from the pernicious influence of the excessive heat of 
the low cutantry duriog the hot seasun, and of transferring them, during these reonths to 
tbistemperste end equable climate, has the incalculably beneficial effect of warding o:t 
many of the acate attacks incideat tochildhood, and more especially to the period of den- 
titioe ; of supporting the energies of their constitution on a nearer level with the European 
standard during the first years of their growth, when such constitutional invigoration is of 
Vital importance ; and of lessening the liability to future disease and future delicacy of 
constitation, to which all. children, born and. reared for soue years iu this country, ate 
more or les liable. 


Public Buildings on the Mahabutéshwur Hills, 


Ist. The houses erected by Government for the accommodation of sick officers and theie 
families at the convalescent station on the Mahabuleshwur Hills, are placed under the control 
and superintendence of the Medical Officer of the station to whom all applications for Quar- 
ters are to be addressed officially in wri-ing. 

ad. Each applicant is directed to state distinctly the description of quarters he desires to 
occupy, tlie period for which he requires them, and whether he is proceeding on medical cer- 
tficate. These applications will be filed and complied with in the order of their detes; 
preference being given, however, to the cluime of officers on medical certificate, aud their. 
sick families. 

3rd. Officers not on medical certificate, will be permitted to ocenpy quarters in the Sana- 
tartum, on conditiou of their being vacated when required for the accommodation of sick 
officers. 

4th, Each applicant will incar the penalty of.a month's rent, who may decline oa 
their being offered to him, tu eccupy such quar‘ers as he may bave applied for unless 
he shall have withdrawn his name from the Roll a month previous tothe time ut which 
he had intimated his intention of ocenpying them. 

5th. No heuse can he hired for a shorter period than one month, and the tenant 
shall gite e fortuight’s notice to the Superintendent, of his intention tu vacate his quars 
ters under forfeiture of half a month’s rent. 

6th. No private transfer of quarters by the tenant is permitted, to the prejudice of the 

. regular succession by the Superintendent's List. a 

th, Any tenant who does not occupy his house within a month after engaging it shall: 
be considered as having forfeited wlf further claim to it, provided there is any oiler ap- 
plicaut on the list. 

8th. The rate of the house rent is regulated to the extent of the accommodation and 
ranges from (25) bwenty five to (QV) ninety Rupees a month ; the quarters of the lowest 
rent consisting of two rooms without houses attached. 

Sh. The amount of Rent du? by officers of tha Army or Indian Navy, will be de- 
ducted from their monthly abstraets by the Public Otticers from whom they draw Pay ; 
that dae by other persons in the public Servict isto be paid in cash tothe Officer it 
charge ofthe Station, on the first of each month, or deducted by him from the amount 
of advanees on accoant of Pay made to them from: the treasnre chest nuder his charge ; 
aad that dae by persons not in the public Service, is to be paid in cash in tike manuer, 

or by Bill payable in Bombay, in favour of the Odicer in charge of the buildings, who 
will transmit it to the General Pay Muster for recovery, 

10th. ‘The tenant will be held responsible f.-5 all damages or destruction of Quarters 
by fire or otherwise. 

Mth, On the first of each month the Superintendent's Native Agent will inspect all 
the houses, and report any damages that may have taken place, and should this not be 
immediately repaired by the tenant, the Government contractor will be directed to repair 
them at the expenco of the tenant, who will not be entitled in such case to object to the 
contractor's Bill, if countersigaed by the Superintendent. Alldisputes between tenants 
and the contractor regarding petty damages occurring during their occnpaucy, are to 
bereferred to the Superintendent, to whose deci-iou both parties are to submit, 


Rules and Regulations of the Malcolm Peth Library. 

Ist. The management of the Library to be vested ina Committce of threa persons 
viz. the Medical Officer of the station (who shall also be Secretary and Treasurer) and 
twoother Gentlemen who shall be elected biennially at a General Meeting of the Sub- 
scribers to be held on the 15th of October and 15th of May io each year. On the de- 
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parture of any Momber of the Committee from the station, it shall'be competent for 
the other remaining Members to elect another Gentleman to supply his place. 


2nd. Terms of subscription tothe Library tobe 5 Rapees per mensem, or 30 Rupees 
for the season, payable in advanee. No gentleman shal be admitted a snbserther for the 
Droken periods of his residence nt the station, hut his period of subscription shall be reck- 
ened from the date of his arrival to that of his departure, exeept where the subscribers 
yesidence falls short of one month, iu which case a month's subscription will be charged. 

Srd. All gentlemen ‘visiting the stationto have the option of becoming subscribers 
on the foregoing terms. ‘The Committee is authorized to admit other persons of res- 
pectability to take out Books, &c., from the Library on a payment of 4 Rupees per 
month, 

4th. Subscribers to be limited to two Books at a time: the period for which a single 
Volume is kept not to exceed six days, and so in proportion for larger works. It is ex- 
pected, however, that subscribers will at all times consult the public advantage by re- 
turning Books as expeditiously as possible. 

5th. Periodieal publications not to be removed from the Library until a week after 
their receipt, and not tu be retained by any subseriber for more than four days. 

Gth. News Papers mot to be removed fromthe Library until the evening of the day af- 
ter their receipt, and wot to be stained by any subscribes beyond the day ou which they 
are taken out. 

Zth. Calendars, Registers, Army Lists, and similar publications to be considered books 
of reference, and therefore not removable from the Library. 

8th. No Booksor Papers to be given out without a written receipt which will be filed 
andexchanged by the Librarian on their return. 
9th. The Subscription Boos may at all times be obtained on applicatian to the Libra- 
rian. 

10th. Any infraction of the above regulations to be visited by a fine, or otherwise, at the 
discretion of the managing Committee. 

The Medical Officer is also Supt. of the Station, a first Assistant Magistrate, and Pust 


Master; aud has charge ofa Treasure Chest for the payment of Sick Oilicers and their fa- 
ilies, 


SIMLAH. 


1,—Routes AND APPROACHES.” 

A few days’ dak from tho plains brings the traveller to this Sanatariam. On 1) 
proaching Bhar at the foot of the bills,(via Karnaul, Amballa ond Penjore), which is 
distant about 30 miles from Simlsh, there are three etage bangalows situated at Cham- 
bul, Hurreepore, and Syree, which lead to Simlah. ‘I'he ascent from Bhar to the first 
of these stages is considerable, the road winds ap the face of an immense meuntnin, and 
brings the traveller to the summit, whero he finds the first bungalow. From Chumbal 
to the Khutwar river, the descent is steep bat not dangerous; the coarse of the tra. 
velter Is for some miles along its banks through a well caltivated valley, when by a shorp 
turn of the road he is suddenly bronght to a chaym, flanked by perpendicular rocks 
about 800 or 1000 feet iv height, through which the river Gumber rolls. Parsing through 
this gap along the banks of the Gumber, the traveller at length advances half a mile up 
n gentle ascent to the Hurrer pore bungalow, and thence continuing gradually the ascent 
by a barren, but good road, he reaches Syree, whence be proceeds to Simluh. The roads 
are excellent and well feaced in. 

Previous to ascending the hills, the traveller, as is usual, deposits his carriage, palkeo 
or tent. &c. &e. in godowns belonging to Messrs. Barrett and Co, at Bhar, and procecds 
upwards with such indispensable articles of furniture only as are absolutely necessary. 
‘The usual mode of travelling is by ‘ jampauns’,a conveyance not unlike a large clumsy 
chair, having a top from which curtains are suspended — They are carried by four men by 
aneans of poles fixed to the sides, and are supplied by Messrs. Barrett and Co's agent, 

. together with bearers and porters. Every necessary advice aud assistance is given at 
their Kurnaul establishment. 


It.—Curmare. 


Tle Climate is cons'd-red one of the finest ia the world. The thermometer, within 
doors, seldom ranges higher than 62 deg. Faht. except in the months of May, June, and 
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July, when it rarely exceeds 72 deg. June, July and Aagnst comprise the rainy months ; 
and during the remaining portion of the year, the climate is: delightful, Snow seldom 
falls until January, and except om the north side of the hills, doea not lie above two or 
three days on the ground. The sudden changes of temperature which are occasioned by 
the alternate winds of the plains cal of the snowy ranges, are not of frequent oceurrence ; 
hot winds are unknown ; and the weather is not so variable as elsewhere on the Hima- 
Jaya range. 


Ill.—Propucrions. : 

Tron, bees wax, honey, borax, musk, wool, ginger, optum, apricots, walnuts, strawberries, 
raspberries, quinces, greengages, red and black currants, rhubarb, salipmisry, wheat, gram, 
kullse, mote, barley, rice,Sc. In some well culivatsd gardens, peas, beans, cabbages, lettuces, 
currants, and parsnips,&c. &e. may be had all the year round. | : 

The fir, oak, rhodadendran, holly, ivy; thistle, nettle, briar, violet, primrose, thyme, oage, 
mint, marjoram, &c. &c. may be also seen. 

IV.—Resources axp Suppries. 

Supplies equal to the consumption of the Simlah commanity, cannot be obtained from 
any quarter within a hill journey of 3 or 4 days, but there isno searcity, and they may be 
had at a trifle more than at other stations. Tables, chairs, palmirahs, crockery, glass ware, 
cooking utensils, and sapplies for the table, cau always be had at moderate priees. Live * 
stock of every description are carried up to the sanaturium from the plains, and may also 
behad from Kurnaul. Every other description of European manufacture is also obtainable 
at the warehouses established at Simlah. Poultry are not bred for sale near Simlah in 
consequence of the entire population of the hills being Hindoos. 

FTouses.—Thereare upwards of 100 English built houses, varying in rent from 400 to 
1,500 Rs. a year. For the former sum may be had three rooms, a cookroom, stable, and 
houses for eight servants ; and for 1,000 Rs. and upwards a house capable of accommodating 
a General Officer or high Civil Servant. 2 


V.—Popuation. 

The number of inhabitants, consisting of Hindoos, was estimated at 336,901, in the year 
1832, and if one-tenth of that be added,, the present population of the bills may be said to 
consist of 370,490 souls. 

Character of the People.—They are simple, honest, industridus and inoftensive, but greatly 
void of hospitality. Their industry extends merely to the cultivation of their lands, and 
they know little or nothing of the benefits of commerce, though their country abounds 
with the richest stores of nature. Not oneina hundred amongst them would, in the least 
degree, inconvenience himself to accommodate a traveller even for one night, and it is 
frequently by means of threats that they are induced to sapply bim with the necessaries of 
life, in exchange for cvin. . 


VI.—CommeEnce AND Manvuractorgs. 


Commerce is nut much attended to. The exports chiefly comprise iron, bees’ wax, honey, 
borax, musk, wool, ginger, and opium. The manufactures cousist of cotton and woollen 
cloths, ghee, &c. ‘

NUWERA ELLIA. 
" (From the Ceylon Mi iscellany.) 

When it is considered that this station has been established upwards of twelve years, and 
that it holds out, not only to the resident, but to the worn out and enervated European of the 
neighbouring continent, the means of recruiting his health, and renovating the powers both of 
his mind and body, ut very trifling trouble or expense, thereby avoiding the inconvenient, and 
sometimes almost ruinous, necessity of returning to Europe, it seems extraordinary that its 
advantages should have been so little sought after by the Indian invalid. Nothing, but a want 
of a more general knowledge of the place, it must be supposed, can account for this cireum- 
stance. Indved unleas told so, who could snppose that a place suadapted tothe Earopean 
coustitution, could exist between the Sth and 10th degrees of northerg latitude.

The writer therefore of the following brief account of this delightfal sanatatium feels it unne- 
cessary to offer any apology for the undertaking. 

It would appear that 90 for back-ss the end of the ‘s 1826 orearly in 1827, some officers 
had gone out from Fort Mucdonald on a few days shooting excursion, and bad rambled over the 
hills, and having, late in the day, been led in pursuit of their game, to a plain hitherto unkuown 
to them were induced. to- bivouac there for the night. They of course made theinselves as-com- 
fortable as their means would allow, butin spite of good fires, they suffered so much dur: 
ing the night from cold, that their surprise inthe morning was not great when they found 
ice in the immediate neighbourhood. ‘Their adventures were, of course, soon made known : 
indeed one of the party, I believe, communicated to the then Governor of the island (ihe 
much lamented Lieut. General Sir FE. Barnes,) what they had discovered; and that officer 
with his wonted energy immediately determined on visiting the spot himself, resolved, if his 
own observations confirmed the report, that he would turn it to account ; accordingly finding 
his most sanguine expectations realized,-he lost uo time in commencing operations. 

Anexperienced Engineer was sent to explore the country, and to decide upon. the most 
desirable line of opening the communication between the plain and the lower country. It have 
ing been subsequently settled that the road should be carried from Kandy to Rambodde, via 
Gampola and Poaselawa, no time was Ibst tn beginning the trace. The most difficult part 
of the'task still remained tu be accon»plished, that of carrying on the trace from Rambodde 
(itself 3000 feet above the level of the sea) to the plain,.which is situated over the mountain 
immediately in its rear. Every obstacle, however, soon gave away. before the master mind 
o} the gentleman employed to effect it. ‘The line was soon traced and the plaius brought 
within fifteen miles of Rambodde, the ascent to them. averaging something less than one foot 
in twenty. These roads have scince been opened, and completed ata heavy expense, and the 
invalid bas now a carriage road from Colombo to Nuwera Ellia, the whole distance being but 
113 miles. The beauties of some parts of this road must be seen to be duly appreciated, des- 
cription can scarcely paint them. The road may be seen sometimes passing by richly cul- 
tivated valleys, sometimes running thro’ a wild aud mountaivous country presenting scenery 
of a most magnificent and picturesque description, sometimes surrounded by hills covered 
with forest trees, and perfectly inaccessible, and intersected by deep and precipitous ravines. 

Having le Rambodde and proceeded nearly thirteen miles, and in that distance con- 
quered av ascent of about 3550 feet, the beautiful plain of Nuwera Ellia opens to the 
traveller's View, to reach which he must descend about 330 feet, the actual height of the 
plain being 7220 abore the level of the sea. The thing which here first strikes him most 
forcibly, is the total absence of every thing oriental or tropical. The prculiarly invigorating 
feel of the air, the evliveving sight of wild shrubs and flowers the natives of temperate climates 
the smoke issuing from the chimnies, and the glazed windows, alk tend to remind him of his 
native home. Having reached the bazaar his first enquiry is for the Rest-house, a very cont. 
fortable and well fitted up cottage built by Government, and till very lately kept up asa Go- 
vernment establishment, but being now rented by a private individual, partakes more of the 
nature of an Hotel. Here he soon finds the comfort of a good fire, and having satisfied his 
appetite. which even the invalid finds sharpened on his first arrival, he will most likely feat 
inclined for a night’s repose, which he may very readily enjoy under a pair of good blankets, 
Jn the morning, if his health should permit, he will be early up in search of fresh air, and 
may take his airing either on horse- back, or in his bandy, as he will find a good road round 
the plain, upwards of five miles in extent. He may afterwards extend his ride to a distance of 
even iniles, by taking, what is called the lang round, a road leading t» the second or barrack 
plain, so called from the Barracks being built there ; he may also vary his ride by following 
the Badoola road, and taking a peep into thé Ouvah country. 

The mean temperature at Nuwera Ellia may be taken at 63° by day,and 54° by night 
though at 4 o'clock a. u. in January, February, and Murch, the thermometer may not unfre-. 


quently be seen so low as 31° 32° and 33° of Farenheit, and has been seen at 28°, ive of 


course, being found on these occasions. 

The north east monsoon, which blows from December to May, is the dry season, and con- 
sequently the xeason when visitors commonly resurt to the place, but the sonth west monsoon 
which blows from June to November, is rather preferred by the residents, as being equally 
healthy, and the temperature corsiderably more equable, although much rain falls in these 
inonths. 

‘The ruddy complexion of the soldiers after a sojourn of two or three months at the station 
at once points out its salubrity, and the rosy cheeks of the children are absolutely startling to 
the visitor on his firet atrival from the }ower country. Very few persons can be said to have 
failed in finding the health they sought for in this Sanatarium ;—those only indeed excepted 
whose chance of recovery wus ull but beyond hope, before the attempt was made. 

The climate seems admirably well adapted to nearly every description of English vegeta” 
Dies, for the potatoe, the turnip, the carrot, the cauliflower, the cabbage, the lettuce, the rad 
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ish, the artichoke, celory, beet root, peas aud beans, may be all seen iu a high state of perfec- 
tion. 

In the flower gardens, the rose, the pink, the carnation, the aweet william, the wall flower, 
hearts ease, myrtle, geraniuw, sweet pea, dahlia, and many others, are to be found in perfec- 
tion. 

Growing wild, may be observed, the violet, the butter-cup,the briar, the barberry, the 
black-berry, the raspberry, the strawberry, sow thistle, Sc. aud, when cultivated, the straw: 
Derry has been produced in abundance and great perfection. 

English frait in general has never, however, had a fair trial. The peach tree flourishes 
and bears abuudantly, but, from want of proper pruning, does not ripen as could be wished, 
though the writer of these remarks has occasionally tasted some of very high flavour. 

Wheat, oats, and barley have all been tried, aud with success, and will ultimately, no donbt, 
be seen in great quantities, but at present the miuds of all our capitalists are taken up with 
coffee and sugar. 

Cattle are becoming very abundant on the plain. On their first being brought up from the 
lower country, they fall off in condition, but after two or three months they becoine acclima- 
tized, and getting accustomed to the coarse grass, they recover their good looks, and thrive 
as well as in apy part of the Iyland. Sheep are found to do equally well; but they require 
more care, for unless curefully housed by night, they will soon die, besides the ehance of being 
carried off by the chetah, which inhabits the neighbouring jungle; indeed, even by day, they 
require to be watched to prevent their straying into the jungle. A scarcity of birds was 
much noticed by the early settlers at this place, but they are daily becoming more common, 
The black bird, with its yellow beak and legs, may be seen in every gurden, the tom-tit also 
hoppiug fio n tree to tree, the ti -lark is very common, and latterly theeye hus actually been 
cheered by the sight of a genuine robiu-red breast. 

There is but little to amuse the sportsinan at Nawera Ellia. Snipe there certaiuly are in 
abundance, in the season ; jungle fowl are also very plentiful at certain times, particularly 
when the nilloe,a shrubby kind of balsam, sheds its seed, which it does every third year. In 
1839 afew woodcock were shot by Captain KR. C., R. n., Captain W., 90TH L. 1. and Lient. 
B., 6lst Rect. Ejks are very numerous, but only to be gut at with good dogs. Some few 
years ago, a subscription pack of honnds was kept, and then a great many elks were killed. 
The clephant is also frequently seen, but he is generally a traveller, and does pot remain. 

Nuwera Ellia is celebrated for the pureness of its water, and a chalybeate spring has been 
discovered in the neighbourhood. 

A small stream of water, which takes its rise atthe head of the plain, and which 
receiving in its passage constant additions from various mountain streams, meanders, 
beautifully through the plain, and ultimately forms one of the principal sources of the great 
river, called the Mabavilla-Ganga. Nur uiust it be forgotten bere to mention, the magni- 
ficent rhododendron tree, which accompanies its Course through the plain, and which, flower- 
ing in the mouths of May and June, tends greatly to enliven the scene. 

‘The miueral productions are uot numerous, consisting chiefly of quartz, iron-stone, and 
granite. 

Some precious stones are however found in the bed of the river, particalarly the cinnamon 
stone, the ruby, and the amethyst. 

Thus has Providence, in his goodness, provided for the European in the East, an invigo~ 
rating and renovating climate, attainable at a moderafe expense, and very little fatigue, aud 
if this delightful sanatarium were only supported by the patronage and Capital of the neigh= 
bouring coatiaent, it would soon become a place of vast importance and utility. 

Tu conclusion, it may not be ont of place to observe, that since the year 1833, Nuwera 
Ellia has been made the chief station, or head of adistrict, that the District Judge and Agent, 
as well as the Commandant of the ‘Troops, a medical officer &c., reside there, and that the 
Chief Justice, the senior Puisne Justice, the Hon'ble F. 1. Templer, Esq., Geo, Ackland, 
Esq., and other individuals of distinction, have also cottages on the plain. 


CHIKULDAH.

(Extracted from the Madras Quarterly Medical Journal for October 1812.) 


Caixutpan is situated at the northern extremity ofan irregular table-land which exe 
tends into the interior of the hills, ia a uorth-westerly direetion, and for about 3 miles frum 
the fortress of (Gawilghur.’ The latter place stands inlong 77°24’ Bast, and lat. 21? 22° 
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North ; and its elevation, according to measurements made by Lieut. Waugh, of the Bengal 
Engineers, has been ascertained to be 2,300 fect above the plain, and consequently 36U0 fect 
store the fevel of the sea, Cumputing as he does this portion of the Berar Valley to be 

309 feet, 

From Gawilghur to Chikuldah the road gradually ascends, and I should suppose the 
latter place to be about 150 feet higher than the furmer. This gives an altitude to the Sas 
natdrium of about 3,750 feet above the ocean; which, however, is 750 feet higher than I 
observe Dr. Royle supposes any portion of the Vindhya range to be; but as nearly the same 
measurements have been determined from the boiling point of water in thermometers | am 
disposed to think that Mr. Waugh’s calculations are quite correct, or Very near the truth. 

Its distance from the cantonment of Ellichpoor is about 20 (twenty) miles, and from Nag- 
pore about 110, ‘The road, compatatively speaking, is excellent as faras the foot of the 
mountain ; and the ascent by the long Ghut, or ‘ Khoot Durwaza,’ which winds round the 
west side of the fort, is gradual and easy, and, tho’ narrow, can be ridden upon horseback 
with perfect safety, except at two places each about 6 or 8 yards in length. ‘The ascent by 
the short or “ Peerputty Ghat,” is,on the other hand, very steep and only practicable for 
men on foot or tattoos, 

Generally speaking the sutfate of the station is evel, and studded over with groves of 
fine mango trees. With but a few undulations, uot however impracticable for sinall wheel 
carriages, there is an even drive of nearly 2 miles to the west.ward, and to the south—cast 
again, by descending a very smatl ghat, we get upun a level table land which extends in 
a straight line for about 3: miles to the pass leading down tothe “Amjeers,” the road by 
which the Duke of Wellington's army ascended in 1803 to the assault of Gawilghur, and 
I can readily believe that his Grace's account of the series of laborious services gone through 
by the troops in Colonel Stevenson's division was no exaggeration. 

The surrounding scenery is very beautiful and picturesque. To the westward it is wild 
and mountainous, though less elevated than Chikuldah, and intersected by a series of 
Narrow vallies and deep dark ravines; while to the south and east thedistant prospect is 
bounded by continuous ranges of low hills undulating along the horizon, and rising into 
summits of different characters; some more or less spiry. others presenting elongated 
outlines, allof which however, remarkably destitute of vegetation, a circumstance to 
be attributed more to the custom of burning the long grass and young shrubs than to the 
elevation of the ground, which is cartainly not sufficient to prevent the growth of trees, 
In the ravines and passes the foreat {is very thick, and in many places almost impervioun 

‘The soil cousists principally of a red clay or laterite, which is considerably impregnated 
With the common granular magnetic irun ore. .A poor and scanty crop of * rawla” 
(panicom italicum), “ moog” (phasvolus mungo). ‘‘bhad!ee” (paspalum pitosum), and 
“oorecd” (phaseolus radiatus) is raised on this soil; but from patches of a brown mould” 

formed long the sides and atthe bottom of the several ravines, by the intermixture of 
the deb !s of the trap rock with a considerable portion of decayed vegetable matter, a 
product 've harvest of “dhan” (oryzasntiva), “*chinua” (cicer arietinum), and ‘ kodo” 
(puspal’um scorbiculatuim) is obtained. Very guod potatoes have been grown by Brigadier 
Twenlow, of the Ellichpuor division, but uo other vegetables have as yet beeu in 
troduced. 

The fullowing tablea, exhibiting the mean range of the thermometer for the seasons of 
1840 and 41, will convey a much better idea of the climate, during the hot weuther than 
any general statements T could give upon the subject.

The morning air throughout the whole season is delightfully elastic and invigorating, 
and walking exercise was the {favorite amusement at that time of the day with the Indies, 
who seemed to suffer no ineodveniohce..from remaining in the-open: dir tS “o'clock. A 
light, gentle breeze continues to blow during the day, and the nights are really so cool 
that generally speaking « sheet Is by no means an unpleasant covering in the month of May. 

Aprilis considered the most unpleasant month, .the atmosphere becoming occasionally 
Close and saltey-mbout mid-day, but towards the. afternoon large ‘clouds regularly .form,, 
which fall ia gentle showers, restoring the temperature to its usual mildness. 

At the conimencement of the rains, about the 8th ov 10th..of June,. thick fogs set in 
which render the place very gloomy and disagreeable, but after a heavy fall of rain they 
completely disappear and the climate is then said to be very delightfuk, Hitherta, how- 
ever, from the want of accommodation for the: public followers, we. have been obliged to 
quit the station at the beginning of this season. The average fall of rain during the 
monsooa is said te be about S6inches. 4 ; 

From September the temperature is so equable, cool, and bracing that: without any, 
exaggeration it may be styled an European spring. : 

On the 26th of January 1840 the thermometer, ‘suspendéd in the open air under a tree - 
stood at noon at 62°. . 


Asa convalescent station and therapeutical agent in the treatment of disease, it’ has already 
been found of the greatest advantage in the cases of three officers at this station, who suffered . 
from fever, hepatitis, and rheumatism; aud 1 em sure I do not exaggerate the mildness of the 
climate when I express my convigtion that, with substantial bungalows having glass doors 
and windows to render it agreeably habitable in the rainy season, it will be found of incalcu- 
jable benefit to people residing at Ellichpoor, and may perhaps, ere long, be thethappy means 
of preventing the necessity of their resorting to expeusive journies elsewhere for change of air. 
From au experience of two seasons of its bracing effect on the constitutions of children, I can 
speak of it only in terms of the most unqualified praise; and I feel persuaded that by withdraw- 
ing them from. the excessive heat of the valley in the hot season, the temperate atunosphere 
of this climate will be found to exert a most beueficial influence in warding off many of the 
acute attacks incident to childhood, and more especially to the period of dentition. ; 

Unfortunately the eupply of water for culinary purposes is very scanty, but what is to be 
bad is good, and procurable from two small wells within a mile of the station; and, tor 
drinking, from: several natural springs in the ravines close to our bungalows, 3 

No where is there the slightest appearance of a.swamp or marsh, nor is there any epidemic 
disease peculiar to the hills; and their salutrity is’ established by the fact that, with the.ex- 
ception of two severe visitations of cholera, aceompanied, or rather preceded by famine, in 
the years 1834 and 38, out of a population of upwards of 8000 inbabitants,there have beenonly | 
40 deaths in the last 10 years, aud were they not extremely addicted to dunkenness I have uo ; 
donbt the mortality would have been agood deal less. 1 believe my information on this 
point to be pretty correct, altho’ [have had some difficulty in ascertaiuing the truth, from , 
the circumstance that the Goands seldomassemble in villages of any size, but are djspersed , 
in huts, three or four together, generally on the slope and along the northern exposure of the 
hills, They are besides a singularly migratory tribe: the tuhabitants this year of a village,

“* were there, and were highly delighted with the place, which they say is quite equal to the 
“* Mahabuleshwar hills, and possesses this advantage that a person on horseback is able to ride

** cuant of the bushes, They were hoth greatly pleased as well as benefitted by their sojourn

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RAILROADS. 


a (From the London Atheneum.) 


* © © The rapidity with which this great iron revolution is extending over space is 
wonderful and unparallele!, except by the strangeness and speed of transit which it has 
itself achieved by the iron road (chemin de fer)and the Vulcanian Pegasus, that most 
wonderfuland most perfect of all man’s creations. Ten years ago a railroad wasall but 
unknown ; a tram-road of iron, sufficient to guide a few coal-waggons from the coal-hill 
to the port of delivery, and to enable them to follow the track of an old horse at the rate 
of two or three.miles aw hour, was what the small number of us, who knew anything at 
all about a railway, understood tobe meant by the phrase. It wae the joir.t necessity 
and impossibility of an additional canal from Liverpool to Manchester, which first com- 
pelled the merchants of that enterprizing port to entertain the project of a railway ona 
great scale; and it js to their spirit and determination that we owe much of the advantage 
now obtained. In 1826, when they applied to parliament, even their own engineers seemed 
to entertain very little idea of their present reeulte. Mr. Stephenson, who has since 
become so eminent as arailway propagandist, held outthe expectation, that on this railway, 
locomotive engines carrying thirty or forty tons might possibly be able to travel at 
the rate of six miles an hour with safety and security. The author of the“ Railway 
Treatise” thought that the rate of 12 miles an hour would be a dangerous and useless 
speed. Mr. Rastrick reported, that by improvements on the engine, forty tons might 
be carried along arailway at the rate of six or even twelve miles an hour, but that the 
latter rate was decidedly unsafe, At this moment twenty-five miles is the regular slow 
speed, beyond which the conductors of engives are forbidden to travel, although the double 
of it is what has been often attained; while, instead of thirty or forty tons, the weight of a 
train is oue hudred to two hundred tons. 


The years’ experience now does all this safely and weil. daily, Fourly,and every where. 
Twentyfive hundred miles of railways almost all of them double lines of road, traverse our 
little island, connecting all the principal towns and provinces with the great centra of money 
and uf mind. Now, indeed, we muy boast of an “iron bound” rock of ocean. A chain of iron 
links firmly to this great head, in closeand intimate union, the great members of our body 
pol'tic, commercial, and literary. We all think, feel, and nct more closely in union. Provin- 
cial disadvantages and distinctions rapidly wear away ; local antipathies become forgotten ; 
and the great unit of British industry, commercial enterprise, wealth, and wisdom, is 
becoming more firm, more energetic, more powerful, and more promising of prolonged 
health and permanent stability. Dissension, discord, division, dismemberment. must 
become less and less possible in direct proportion to the intimacy of connexion and facility 
of communication among its component parts, More than fifty m'llions of capital are 
already devoted tothe creation of new railways ; and in return for this investment, some- 
thing like five millions will every year be created and returned into the treasury of our 
capitalists, for re-investment andthe extension of its powers and our privileges, Not 
only do these railways facilitate trade and commerce, and give increased activity to 
mercantile interests in general ; but if we consider that the expenditure of a railway, 
consists principally in the tenr and wear of machinery, the produce wf human labour, the 
great part of which is dug fromthe bowels of the earth, and formed by human skill, we 
shall see that many new and important departments of commerce and trade are created 
and fed by this new economic and social power, The new social element is extending the 
range of action so fast andso far, that there will soon cease to be any section of the 
community, or any individual in society, sufficiently severed from ite interests to be 
altogether beyond the sphere of its immediate influence. Noblemen, men of property, 
merchants, and traders, will almost all be soon embraced in the multitudinous constituency 
of railway directors or holders of railway stock ; while the saving of the wear and tear of 
human life by the wholesale means of economical transport thus provided, has in many 
districts rendered the most laborious and the poorest portion of the community not only 
the class on whom the greatest benefits have been conferred, but that also which has 
contributed most abundantly to the success of such undertukings, as thousands now travel 
by this most rapid conveyance who were not able to avail themselves of any. ‘The aubject 
is, therefore, one which must, sooner or later, come closely home to the intercsts of every 
member of sovicty. 
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Tuere are few parts of knowledge in which it is more dificult to attain even a 
partialaceuracy than in Statistics ; particularly when eur inquiries extend to places 
with which we are imperfectly acquainted. In many cases the official documents of a 
Government will enable us to obtain accurate statements of its population and its 
revenue ; but in other, and very oumerous instances, our best information can only be 
derived from a comparison of the assettions, and even the conjectures of travellers. 
The French are in thé habit of bestowing very minute attention wpon this interesting 
branch of enquiry; and some of their men of letters have devoted themselves to the 
preparation of tables of reference, which may shew from time to time, the progress and 
actual condition of the vatious states of the world. Amongst others, M. Adrien Balbi 
has applied himself for twenty years to these important labours, and he has recently 
published a chart entitled “ balance Politique du Globe, in 1828,” whichis considered 
the most correct work of its kind, and which the author states is the result of a long 
period of the most laborions investigation, The late distinguished geographer, Malte- 
Brun, mentions this production, which whs nearly completed before his death, as a most 
valuable abstract, of which he intended to insert a part in his concluding volume. 


From this Chart of M. Balbi the following tale has been compiled. The geographi- 
cal division is that of M, Walkanner, The surface of the earth has been estimated at 
148,522,000 sqnare miles, of 60 to the equatorial degree (geographical miles), of which 
nearly three-fourths or 110,489,000 square miles are covered by the ocean and the interior 

Seas;—the remainder, consisting of 87,673,000 square miles, forming the five parts of 
the world, called Europe, Asia, Africa, America, and Australasia (or Oceania.) The 
square geographical mile has been retained in the following tables, lastead of the English. 
square mile belog adopted, as the former is used in most works on geography, parti- 
cularly in those of France and Germany. “The Euglish square mile is about three-fourths 
of the area of the square geographical mile : that is, four English square miles are nearly 
equal to three geographical. 


The particulars relating to each state are carried across two pages, and the figures 
prefixed to each are repeated in the last column of the right hand page to assist the 
reference. For those states which have colonial possession, a second line is given, 
shewing the total extent of their power:—example I.—* French monarchy, 184,000 
equare miles, 32,000,000 population” —gives the area and population of France itself, but 
the second line,‘ Total of French Monarchy,” includes the amount of France and all ite 
possessions and dependencies. Wherever this mark (?) is attached to a sum, or standé in 
the place of one, the information is considered questionable or is not to be obtained.

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THE HORN-BOOK OF STORMS, 


BY HENRY PIDDINGTON. 


Sus-Secagtaay To THE ASIATIC SocteTy, AND CuRATOR Musgum Economic auo- 
LOGY oF INDIA. 


“" The theory commonly called ‘ The Law of Storms,’ offers a kind of knowledge, which ia 
most casea, will afford the Seaman—fir-t, the best chance of avoiding the most violent and dan- 
gerous part of a burricane.® which is always near the centre of it ; next, the safest way of ma- 
waging bis vessel, if he is involved in one ; and thirdly, the means of profiting by a storm! by 
sailing on a circular course round it, instead of upoo n strait one through it. The proofs of the 
Law of Storms, now rest upon the examiuation of perhaps were than a thousand logs, by Mr. 
Redfield in Aweriei, Col. Reid ia England, myself io Calcutta, and many other observers whosa 
researches bave not been published. Up to the present time, pot only has no contradiction of it 
dee diccovered, but every recurring storm in varivus part: of the world, when closely aualysed 
gives new proof of its correctness. We may then eet it dowo as what it is called, the Law of 
atorms, orthe rule by which the motions of rotatory storms are regulated anil kuow: 

Thi« term ‘storm’ is not used so much with relation to the force of the wind io 
to its motion, 

A etorm, or tempest, mny mean either a gale or a burric:ne; but it always means here a 
storm of win; and cot, as frequently ured by !acdsmen, one of thunder and ightning only. 

A gale menos a storm of wind, the direction of which is tolerab y steady for a long time ; 
sometimes not only for days, but for weeks, as our common monsoon gales. 

A hurricane means a turning storm of wind blowing with great violence, aod often shiftiog 
more or le«s suddenly sv as to b'ow half, or eotirely round the compnes in a few hours, 

‘There are in tropical countries two kinds of tempests or storms, The monsown or trade-wind 
galcs, in which the barometer remains high, and the wind steady, and the burricanes or tyfoons ; 
often blowing with irresistible fury, aod nlmost invariably accompanied by a falling barometer. 

With this explanation of our words, we shail better understand the things treated of. 

The present state of our knowledge shows, that for the West Indies, the Bay of Kengal, China 
Sea, and the Suuthern Indian Ocean, the wind in a hurricane hastwo motions, the one a turning, 
or veering round upon a ceutre, and the other a straight or curved motion forwards; so thut like 
& great whirlwind, itis both turoing round, aud agit were rolling forward at the same time. It 
oO that it turos, when it occurs on the North side of the Equator, fromthe east, or the 
right d, by the north, towards the west, or conirary to the hands of « watch; 
and in the Southern hemisphere, that ite motion is the other way, or «ila the hands of a wateb ; 
being thus, ns expressed by Professor Dove of Berlin, S. E. N. W. for the Northern hemis. 
phere. and N. E. S. W. forthe Southern hemisphere, if we begin at the right hand, or enst 
side of the circ es. 

‘This sue has been found to hold good for numer us storms in the Bay of "engal, at diferent 
times of the yenr, which have been carefully investignted 5 and that the wind was ta them really 
blowing in great circles, inadirection as described, ¢ ¢. against thnt ofthe hands of a watch. 
We nssume thea, for the present, that tie hurricanes iv the Bay of Bengal always fulluw this 
law. 

The horn plates in the porkets of this book are whntis tailed Col. Reid’s Hurricune, or 
Storm, circles, or cards. 

The use of thece is, ty Iny down nod move upon any part ofa thart; they maybe supp s-d 
to represent a circle of fifty or of five hundred miles in diameter, as we please ; aad one which 
woul: fill up the North partof the B.y of Bengal, would shew the wind inthe same storm, South 
on the coast of Arracan ; East ou the Sand tlead ; North oa the const of Orisen, and Wert 
acruas the midule ofthe K-y, nad if we moseit over ® chart, the changes of the wind for @ 
ship or au island on its tract will be seen, 

We have now to judge of three important points: ‘hat isthe track of the harricaue if 
it is to be oue? In what direction dues it bear fr m us vow? How far are we from its 
centre ? 

We do not yet know what is the usual track ofall the hurricanes or turning storms to the 
Ens otthe Cape. We koow from Col. Reid's nud Mr. Redfield’s researches, that those of 
the Weat Indies begio about the Leeward Lslands, trivel to the W. N. W., and thea round 
the shores, or across the Gulf of Mexico. and, folowing the Guif streur, are lost in the 
Atlantic between the Bermodns and Halifax ; and they-hace investigated a sufficient number 
to shew, that this may be taken asa genesal rule. ‘Those also of the Mauritius seem to come 
from the Eustward, and to curve round to the South and S. E. again 

For the stor:ns of the Bay of Bengnl, I huve investigated since 1839, wheo my first Memoir 
on the subject wus published, a consiverable nuraver of them, and many of these investigations 
have beeo puvlished. (have many more iu outes, and io the results derived from the exami.

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nations of nuservus documents and log hooks, old and recent, in which T have as carefully 
looked for contradictions us fur confirmations of these laws of rotation and progression, and [ 
should consider it as now proved, beyond doubt, that as to rotation, all our storme, excepting 
the monsoon gales, tarn as above explained for the Northern hemisphere, aud that thelr tracks 
are lines more or less straizbt or curved, and varying in thelr direction as they appronch the 
coast. From E,b N.to W. 0S. and from S. 35, E. tothe N,N. W. seem at present tobe 
the limits of the tracks, and thus in general terms we may sav, that for the Bay of Bengal, 
the storms niways come fromthe Kastward and travel tothe Westward, and perbaps from It, 
S. E.to W.N W. will be fouod an average track, There is ne rotatory storm on record 
which Ihave yet met with, in which the track comes fromthe Westward of the meridian. 
T shail subsequently shew how, by a little care, the seaman can, by the help of the storm card, 
eatinate both the track nod the rate of travelling of the storm. 

fn the Chinn Sea, from the result of the aunlysis of all the records of sorms which f 
could obtain, with the assistance of the Honorable the Court of Directore ofthe F. 1. C., 
from 1780 to 1841, which will be found detuiled at lesgth iv my sixth Memotr.* it appears, 
that the mean tracks of the tyfoons, for the six montis, from June to November, in which 
they ocemf are as follows :— 

Tu June, the tracks are from East to West. 

Tn July, the tracks are from between to N. E. and 8, E. by F. to the N. Westward, 

fo August, the tracks are froma between East anu §. 40° E tothe Westward aud N. 
“Westward, ts 

In September, the tracks are ‘from between N. 60° E. to S$. 109 E. to theS. West- 
ward and N. by Westward. 

To Octoher, the tracks are from between N. 12° E.andS. 45° E. tothe S.b. West. 
ward aud N. Westward, 

In November, the tracks are from betweeo N. i. ant S. E. to the S. Westward and N. 
Westward, evidently varying with the opposing strengths of the monsonn aud trade wind, 
and probably nlgo influenced by the vicivity of the land, 

For the Arabian Sex, we bave hitherto tracked but a single storm, bat this clearly heys 
the lnwof rotation, nud that also, (for it seems nearly a law,) which directs the tracks 
Asai Eastward to the Westward. In this case the track was from about FE. S. E, to

In the Southern [ndian Ocean, T have already noticed the little we know of the tracks of 
the hurricanes near the Mauritius, which we owe ta Colonel Reid's Inbours, & €. as coming 
from the Enstward and curving Seutherly, back to S. E, agnin, There is, however, another 
part of this great Ocean so subj-ct to hurricanes that it may perhaps be called a hurricane 
trnet. Itli-s between 5° and 13° S, latitude, and 75> and 90° East lo-gimde, Many 
vessels have faundered within these limits, and -he seaman ennvot be too cnutions while crossing. 
nny part ofthis tract at any seascnofthe year, ‘The storm card for the Southern bemie- 
vheres will shew hins oa wich part of the cir-le he is, and To bave nowin land the ine 
vestigation of n severe hurricane which eceurred there in November and December 1643. 

We know, Iregretto say, nearly nothing of the storms of the Tigor Sea, for which T 
have but a few notes. A storm in the northern part of the Mozambique Channel, Inid down 
in Colonel Reid's work, croseed it from Hast ta West, and we know nothing of those severe 
atorms. which ocenr berween the Sou h end of Matngasene and the African const.t 

The rate at which storms travel on theee various tracks is also an important element to 
the senman. As far ns curprecent knowledze extends, it would appear that the rates at 
which the storms move onwards on their tracks vary much, being by toleravle accurate data,

He has then aclene isen of the first of its uses, that of shewing him how to judge, from the 
Present direction of the wind, how itwilchange, and fro the present position of his ship aud 
the centre of the huriicane, how it will pyss or cross him; or how he will run oo his course, or 
de driven by his drift, out of, or into it. Hemar, in a word, look onth- centre of the har 
ricane nv a privateer or a pirnte, or an enemy «f superior force, and make his calcalations for 
avoiding aeighbeurhood. He must not forget, that if he has Ais course aad drift, the storm 
has also 8 course of its awn, and brings with it currents, (often strong oues,) to both of 
which he must attend. Recollecting this, he muy now farther ase bis storm card, with his 
log. to judge how the storm itself is travelling in the following manner.

The usunl rize of the virtices in the Bay of Bengal is from 390 to $50 miles, but 
asbefore said.—and of this we havea very remarkable and distinct proof ia the Coringa 
harricensef November 1839, Journal Asiatic Socie'y, No. 100, fr 1840—they sometimes 
coutract from that to about 150 miles; augmeating, however, ia violesce whee they do su. 

Some of the smalier sized hurricanes ia the Bay also seem to move ata rapid rate, and 
are excessively viulent, resembling the toraados on shore, whichia tropical emates, and in 
Bengal especially. oy literally every thing io their progress, though their tracks are 
bat a few bunired or a thousand yards io breadth, The hurricanes of the China sea alto 
Seem rarely to exceed from two to fuar degrees. or from 100 to 260 miles ia diameter. 

Preseming shat the seaman cow fully understands how he may geaerally avoid a hurricane, 
how he may judge of its track, and how he may often make a ‘air wind of it; it wil be ne. 
ceasary next to consider tue eases in which, if from want of sea-room, from his position with 
Teapect to the cent-e, or other motives, it may be proper for him to He to, what is the 
Prone tack fer him to lie fo on We owe to Colonel Reid also thie invaluable deduction 
fiom the f-cis ov which the Law of Storm is base:l, and every year and every new iavestign- 
tion proves the utility and the beauty of the rule.

Forthe Arabian Sez, as E have before said. we have almost no knowledge of the tracks 
__olstorus, though the day may not be distant when it must Le the great high coad between 
Lndia and Kinglaud. The only storm traced taere, inmy Kighth Memuir, appeared to be one 
whi better crossing the Bay of Bengal from the Audi ny (0 Madras, furced its wiy across 
the Peninou'a of Iuuia, aud thence giving rise to atleast (wo other sturms, was finelly bre- 
ken wp On the South Cuast of Arubia, not far from Aden, 


We have now to consider what is kaown of the approach of these tempests ia the Iudian and 
Chiua Seas. 

There is 60 little known with any degree of certainty of the approach of these storms that 
the only safe rule may at unce be said to be, a close attention to the barometer and simpieso- 
meter, which oo ship should be without; for the man who goes to sea withoutthem, wantonly 
nicks, motonly the property of his eu:ployers and the lives of his crew, but moreover his owa 


yeputat. jon, which must always suifer in some degree by loss and vuinage; if it be ouly to the 
extent of being thought au ‘uolucky commander.’ 


Off the Saud Heads, the signs of a hurricane seemtohe mostly light airs from N. E. to 
S.E, with very hazy or clear hot weather, oftea with a very deep biue sky for a day or two 
preceding the storin, a heavy sweil, close sultry weather, aud @strong set to the Westward on 


the reefs, and this, both when the storin Las passed to the Southward, aod aiso where it passes 
directly over the Sand Heads, 


Wedonst know whether this is the case on the southern half of the circle, but Iam in- 
clined to think, thatitis not so, and that fresh Westerly breezes, with at least hazy, if not 
dark gloomy wenther, wil be experienced. In all cnses, however, there is a regular fall of 
the barometer whea at distances of 150 and 200 miles from the centre of the storins, so that 
in truth the barometer, well looked afier. is by far the safest sigo. Mr. Redfield says : “the 
* barometer sinks under the first halfof the storm in every part of its track, except perhaps in 
** extreme northern margio, and thus affords the enrliestindication of the approaching tempest. 
* The barometer ngaiu rises during the passage of the last portion of the guie.’? 


Io theChioa Sea I am inclined to think tht in the tyfoons ofthe S W. monsoon, the 
appearaores are much like those of the Bay of Bengal, according to the posilivu of a ship upon 
+ Northern or Southern semi-circle of the tempest. During the N. E. monsoon, the tyfoons 
geem mostly preceded by a remarkable haze, und thio r-pid scad, It appears also, that in 
some ofthe tyfoons atthis Inst mentioned season, the barometer gives little or oo warning, 
at least to veesels on the Eastern or Luconia shore of the China sea, but in the case in which 


this occurred, there was vo simpiesometer on bonrd of the vessel, and I think had there been 
one, it would at lenst have ‘‘ oscillated.” 


This “ oscillation’? of the simpiesometer, which in one case in the China Seas was observed 
for tecenty-four hours ocfore a tyfoon, aod hus frequently been so for some time, is a very 
voluntle, and as far as I know, a n-w indication afforded by this beautiful instrument, perhaps 
indeed in all cases when it isin good order.* The barometer also sometimes oscillates at the 

promch of storm, but of conrse its variations are not so extensive. nod en-ily escape 
notice. Oneof the sigus of its falling Thave at tines notived to be, that # did nol rise 
atthe usual hours of tue daily barometric tiles, Horshurgh’s account ¢f the various ap.

‘L have hefore apoken of the“ storm waves,” and storm currents,"? as elements of danger 
or safety in these storms, according as the Mariner may be situated or mnnsge. They are at 
all events elements which he should careful y take inte account wh-n estitasting his position 
at these times. ‘The following is from the conc'usion to my Eighth Memoir, Journal Aulatio 
Society, Vol. XE. aad will E hope fully explain what is meant by these te ms. It -elates 
to the storm on the Coromandel Coast in October 1842, but the priuciples are the same every- 
wliece, and the Mariner will find no‘difficolty ia applying them. 


« 1 must not omit also to point out an important practical lesson for the navigator on the 
Coromandel Coust, which should not be omitted, and it is this : Those who bave studied 
‘this subject, nnd are acquainted with the publications of Reid and Redfield relative to the 
storms of the Western hemisphere, and with my own telutive to those of the Enstern hemis- 
‘phere, n-ewell aware of the abundant evidence which exists (amd there is much more yet 
“unpub‘ished,) to prove the existence of ‘ storm waves’ nnd ‘ sturm currents, 


“ To those, howerer, who are ant fu'ly acquainted with the subject, ! maysay, that the 
**storm wave’’ ina inngs of water of greater ur less diameter ucenrding ‘to the storin, raised above 
the usual level ofthe ocean by the diminished atmospheric pressure and perhaps other causes, 
and driyen bodily along with the atormor before it, and when it reaches bays o: river mouths, 
or other confiued situat‘ons, causing by ite further rise when contructing, dreadful founda, 
tions; but upon coasts rarely's +, or uot in sogreat a degree, as itcan there spread ont quick'y 
aud find its leve:.* ‘The ‘* storm curreats’’ may be briefly described xs circular strenms on 
the circumferences of rotatory storia, und of these ulso we lave evidence enough for the 
marineratall times to admit, and be on his guard against the possibilily uf, or even the great 
probabilily:f them. \ 

«© We have thus in every storm two sets of forces (currents) independent of that of the wind, 
“acting uven a ship ; the one arrying her bodi y onward onthe track of the storm, and the 
other dsifting her round the periphery of that part ‘of the storm circle ic which she muy be. 


“Taking, a» the simplest case, aad one nearly that of Madras Roads, a storm travelling from 
Fast to West, and striking upou a Const running North and South, its centre passing over 
Pondicherry, we shoul have then, for all ebips in the «ffing, ove corrent, ‘the storm wave’ 
carrying then directly on shore, with grenter ur lexs vel«city, as they were nearer or farther 
fromthe centre; and other currents, ‘the storm currents? varying fa their direction according 
to the situation of each ship in the storm circle, but always agreeing pretty vearly with the 
directivn of the wind. 

“' Thecurrent of the storm wave then is setting due West, but that of the storm current West 
on the North side of the storm circle, and due Eus/atits South sive; South at its Weetern edge, 
and North at its Bastero side, and so ou in all the intermediate directions 7 And @ ship putt og 
annem Madras ronds in. our supposed cate, will be curried right towards the shore by 
the slorm sare, and to the 8. Westward also by the storm current; but if putting to cea from 
any place to the Southaard of Puadicherry, she would be curried one way by the storm wave 
and the opposite one, or partly so, swy to the S. E., Enst, or N. It, by the storm current; sa 
that asto mere Westing, the effect of the one would prob-bly oeutrulice that of the other. 
‘The case of ships on the Northero half of the storm, where both forces are against him, sh old 
however be burne seriously in mind bythe seaman, It was probably the cnuse of the inlraught 
which wrecked the ships which were lost in this storm, and of some of the others finding them- 
Selves in wnuch shoaler water thao from their ran, they might reas pably have supposed. 
Captain Bidea's suggestion ia the port orders, to keep a due attention tothe lend in these 


cemees ig then founded vot ouly oa merely sound nauticul exyerlence, but upon good scientifie 
grounds alvo, To neglect the lead is a positive act of barratry or folly, for in these storms it - 


is i i jwate the true distance from the const by any other means, and the three

uw complex problem in fine weuther, The seaman will not fail to recollect how much influence 
the starin wove inay have upos hie position in places where, as in the British Channel.+ a 
storin coming from the Westwarn, brings With it a vast ines of water ftom a great Ocena like 
the Atlantic, so that with a southerly ur South-westerly guile, he finds himself set far tothe 
Enstward by some hitherto unknown bat fatal current: aud { trust that when I say that, if we 
can obtain documents, we may trace out accurately the luws of these dangerous complications, 
Tsbail add anvther claim to the assistance of every right-minded seaman, and of every friend

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the Eastward, which sweeps over them at from 3 to 5 knota an hour; and in the China Sen 
there isabundant evidence to prove that in the great tyfoons from the E.N. E. coming in 
from the No: thern Pacific, and sweeping the South Coasts of China with an Easter'y bursieane, 
as well as in those of whieh the tracks cross the middle of the sea, storm cu rents of exteaordi- 
mary streugth, varying from 50 to 100 miles or wore in the 24 hours, are expesienced. 


T stated in the introdnetory note, that one of the objects of this little wo'k was to urge upon 
the public attention the great necessity which exists for farther information and investigation 
of -he TRACKS OF STORMS. These investigations, while I have health, and can by avy pos- 
sibility commandtiwe, | shall be most happy to cary on; but f cannot do so without being 
furnished with the datw, If my readers have carefu'ly perused the foreguing pnges, they will 
see that. except for-the Bay of Bengal and China Seas, we have yet, as it were, every thing to 
learn respecting the tracks of storms 'n all the other seas from the Cape to China, and in the 
Northe an Pacific, or over one-thirs of the circumference of the globe! and a single experiment 
with a storm card will shew them, that if a hurricane moved, (for instance scro-s the Bay of 
Bengal,) from West to East, intend of the contrary way, which we vow know they do, all the 
changes of winds and ties for management would he different. Hence the grent utility, te- 
dious and sometimes atmost vep-isive ns the labour is, of collecting the data and investigating 
every Sepn ate storia till, avin ull other brnaches of the physical sciences, we are nble to say 
with comparative or nbsvlute certuinty, what is the Law by which their tracks are governed, 
since we know that of their rotations, 


As I have before anti, for these investigations we must have data, and these data 
are log books, journals, mem»ranila,, newsp:per notices, and the like, and the more clearly 
to explain whac we require, I vet down here iu separate paragraphs, whut uccure tu we; pre- 
mising always, that the more details, the better. 


: 1. We require all the accounts, registers, and notices, logs, journals, memoranda, aod erem 
references to books, (in any language,*) which cna be obtuined, 


2. These may be new or old, for the phcenomena of the storm of yesterday may be corro- 
borated by those of a barricane @ hundred years ago, 


3. They may be plain common sense notes or narratives; or ns scientific as they can be 
made; but the pinin common-sense accounts are often quite az vatuable as the scientific des- 
criptia aodit isn great mistake, aod one I fear, which has deprived us of much good mate - 
rial, to suppose that we must have scientific data, because the research requires the aid of 
acience to develope the laws to which they lend. 


4. A mere note of the times of commencement, violence of the wind, fram what quarter, 
how changing, how ending, and the position of the observer on shore, of the latitude and lone. 
gitudes nt sea, with the sun, &c, are all that are required. If the barometer, thermometer, 
simpiesometer, &c. are adtled, so-mach the better. 


5. The place of the observer at noon ench day shoul! be carefully given at sen, even from 
mere estimation, if nothing better can be obtained; because no one can, froma log, estimate 
8 vessel’s driftiu heavy weather so well as those on board of her. 


6. Onshore, the latitude and longitude of the place, or its distance and bearing from the 
nearest station should be given; and sume notions of ite posicion, as to mountains, hilla, rivers, 
vallies, &c. will be always useful. 


7. Mariners may very usefully employ their own leisure hours, or the leisure hours of any 
boy on board who cao wiite, dusing a passage, by copying from their old Ing books, wo mut- 
ter how ol, the logs of any old storme, or the Ings which shew a ship to have beennear the 
piace Of any known storm; and espe: y to copy the Ing of any storm they may have had on the 
actual voyage, su that it may be teady to send on their artival io port. I have reason to 
believe, that many Comman-lers are willing, and even desirous of aiding us, bat when they 
come 1-to port, they are hurried and anxious, do not like to send their tog book out of the 
ship, nnd finully leave without carryiug their good intentions into effect. Mach valuable in- 
formation is thus lnst.. Asto the od loge, Ihave a great deal of scattered infortoation 
thas collected, which wight become far more valuable, with the additivn of a few more cor- 
vobr-ratioua, 


8. Another very mistaken notion is, that some arenpt to fancy that their particular log, 
Or note, or memornnium on shore is “of nu great consequence.” ‘This is a very mischievous 
notion, and I enteeat those whe may entertain it to consider first, thatit is impossible to say 
hefure-hand, in any sesrarch of this kiud what is and what is wot important; and next, that 
twenty proofs ave always better than ten. 

9. Some ntsn, [ fea, who may not have looked into the detai's, excuce themselves by say- 
ing, they do not believe in the truth «fthe Law of Siorms. Thereis noharm io this opiniou 
—if it dues not cost the disinasting or loss of a ship—ana J am old evough to have heard Lue 


eee 


* Many valuable hints are to be found in the old navigators, Engliss as well as foreign, but ier ov neue 
of their works are obtainable in India, 
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wars nod Chronometers sneered at, as‘! new-fangled notions; bat I think I do not exagge- 
rate when I say, that in the writings already published on the subject, there is to be found, 
for every impartial mind, abundant aud a:most mathematical proof of its correctness. And 
if these researches are not useful. it certainty can dono harm to publish ull the facts selative 
to storms for scientific meu to make some other use of. 


10. I fear also, that some Shipmasters, who may not have enjoyed a gond education in early 
Nife, may feel a little embarrassed and unwilling to submit their log booksor extracts to the 
eye of astranger. I can only assure such, that { have had many log books in which great 
deficiencies were observable, bat have never, aod should on no account think of ridiculiog, or 
even of criticising them. 

11, All communicatious and packets addressed to me at Calcutta, under cover to “ The 
Secretary tothe Goverament of Bengal, H«me Department,” and marked ‘‘ Storm Report 
Service,’’ willreach me free of postage in India. 


Persons residing on shore should, 
1, Set up avaneor weather-cuck if there are none in sight, and if they are not old seamen 
enough accurately to estimate the puint from which the wind blows. 


2, They should nlso, from various partsof the house or bungalow, take North and South 
and East and West marks in fine weather, at not tuo great a distance, such as trees, chimneys, 
&c. Io astorm they will fiud these of essential service in estimating the course of the wind, 
and that of the clouds. 

3. If furnished with instruments the registry of nll of them before, during, and after a 
storm, will of course be most acceptable ; but aplain common-sense account of ull the phaeno- 
mena ofa stor:n; of of the weather when oneis passing near, the driving of the clouds, the 
times of the changes or veering»of the wind, calin interval, &c. &c. are all thatis required in 
most cases, und will always be eminently useful, 

4. The collection of reports from other parts ts aleo amost useful assistance to us; eveo if 
native ones, they are better than none, 


5. Accounts of tornados or wind-spouts, dust-whirlwinds, &c. their tracks, the direction ia 
whieh they turn, whether wilh, or against the hands of a watch, and notes of their formation, 
progress, ravages nnd disappearance, are all of great interest aud utility. . 


In Conclusion,—Let me entreat those who may ave rend the foregoing pages to reflect, 
that this investigetion has claims upon every man far above thme of most scientific 
researches. claims atiention alike irom the man of scierce, for it relates to seme uf 
the most mysterious and aw'ul phi a of our glebe—from be merchant, tor 
every way interested in its truh—f the seaman, fer it is with bim o question of li 
and death, of safety or ruin, and of disgrace or credit—from the friend of hamanity, for it 
deeply concerns humao lite and human suffering; and from ull other classes, especially n the 
colonies, because nil are themselves, or by their friends, traversing the pathways of the deep— 
and Goally and emphatically from every Englishman of every class: fur if England owes her 
greatness to any one Specinl cnuse, it is wasuredly to the science, skill, and daring which have 
made her, either in war or peace, the mistressof the ocean and of its shores, nud bas given to 
her sovereigns that trident which. is ‘* the sceptre of the world.”"* Ut is no small advance ia 
that science, no trifling addition to that skill, aod no smullencourngem: nt to that daring, if 
through the application of thia beautiful science by Colonel Red's Jaws, and the thorough 
treciog out of nil the collateral results to which the researches lead, we can teaeh the plainest 
of ber ship-mnsters to guide his bark in comparative safety, aud often to we the scourge of 
the tempest, asa beneficent and a friendly power.

The Right Hon. the Earl of Clare, Governor of Bombay, having addressed the 
meeting at length, on the objects of the Association about to be orgenized, a series of 
resolutions was passed, (on the Oth Jane 1832.) forming the basis of the future rules of 
the Society, which are subjoined as amended and uow iu force. 

let, This Soci-ty, established for the purpose of co-operating with the Royal 
Geographical Society of Loudon, for enconraging and instituting Geographical ‘re- 
searches in Western Asia, and the countries Ccvatiguous, is denominated the Bombay 
Branch of the Royal Geographical Society. 

2d, The Society shall consist of M.mbers and Subscribers. 

8d, All members of the Bombay Branch of the Royal Asiatic Society are entitled 
to be admitted members of thy Geographical Society, un making application to this 
effect through the Secretary, and paying the prescribed annual subscription. 

4th, Any person, not a member of the Bombay Branch of the Royal Asiatic 
Society, desirous of becuming a member of the Ge-graphical Society, must intimate 
the same to the Secretary, upon which he shall be balluted for ata general meeting 
ofthe members, 


5th, No applicant shall be considered daly elected, unless he unite in bis favour 
the votes of three-fourths of the members present. 

6th, Subscribers shall enjoy all the psivileges of members, except’ those of voting at 
the general imeetings, of being elected Office—Bearers, or of becoming members of the 
Committee. 

ath. An annual subscription, amounting to Rs. 24, shall be paid by all members 
and subscribers in advance, on the first of April of exch year. 

8th. Of the office Bearers and Commiltee.~The Office bearers shall consist of a 
Pcesident, a Secretary, and Treasurer, permanent—two Vice-Presidents, and a general 
Commitice of Managemeut (consistiug of 25 Members) to be chosen annually. 
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9th, Two Sub Committees, consisting of 6 members each, shall be anuually selected 
from among the Resident Members of the General Committee, at the first meeting 
after the avnual election of the latter. The Sub-Committee having the superinten- 
dence of ull the internal arrangements, accounts, &c., of the Society, shall be denomi- 
nated the ‘* Sub-Committee of Accounts :” the other shall conduct the correspondence 
of the Suciety, and suggest plans for attaining its scientific objects— to be called “ The 
Sub-Committee of Correspondence.” 

10th, The Sccretary shall be a Member of the Committee of Management, ez- 
officio. 

llth, Each Sub Committee can meet independently of the other for the purpose 
of discharging the business expecially entrusted to it, and the meeting shall be summoned 
by a Circular trom the Secretary. 

12th, The Sab-Committve of Accoun's shall lay before the Annual, General Meet- 
ing, to be held on the lst Wednesday of April of each year, the state of the Society's 
Funds. The Sub-Committeo of Correspondence shall lay before the same meeting, o 
list of the scientific contributions made to the Society during the yeur. 

13th, Exch Sub-Committee shall elect, from among its members, a President to preside 
at its meetings. 

14th, On the Functions of the Office-Bearers.—The General Committee of Manage- 
ment shall meet regularly, on the first Wednesday of overy month at 12 o'clock ; and 
at these mectings, the Secretary shall request the atteadance of all Members of the 
Society whenever an election uf new Members shall require. 

15th, The Presidents shall preside at the General meetings of the Society to conduct 
the proceedings, and give effect to the resolutions.

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The Colaba Observatory having been fotind inconvoniently distant fiom Ue Fort, the 
‘Government, in 1835, was pleased to assign the roomdn the ground-floor of the Court 
House for the use of the Society; thishaving uftérwards been fourid unsuitable, the pre- 
sent handsome apartment, aader the Couucil Room inthe Town Hall tuildings, adjoining 
the rooms of the Medical Beard, was subsequently designed to them; the Government 
afterwards, with the approbation of the Court of Directors, granted for defrayment of 
tho expenses of the Sertety Rs, 100 per mensem, If 1836 it was resolved to cotz- 
tnence the publication of the Transactions of tha Soviety in quatterly issues, or as fre. 
quently as the amount of accumulated matter in the archives perinitted®. A letter waa 
‘at this time received from the Royal Geographical Society of Paris, intima'ing the desire 
‘of that instltation—the oldest and most distinguished of the kind in Europe—to 
‘enter into correspondence, awd to exchange papers and transactions, with the Bombay 
establishment, —a proposal too gratifying to be otherwise than favourably received 
by the Society: fand thetwo associntions hare’ accordingly ever sihce maintained 
a close wad cordial intercourse with exch ether, The Society, in 1837, reduced the auuual 
subscription from Re, 22 to Rs. 15, at which last rate it has ever since coitiqued. In 
July, 1937, the Governor-General, Lord Anckland, with an attention to tlie interests 
of ecience and Hterature which distioguished Lis government, in returning thduks fur 
copies of the Society's Transactions which had been forwarded fur his use by the Pre- 
sident, Sir C. Malcolm, intimated his wish to be adwitted a member, and his anttety to 
‘second their exertionsin any Way within his power: requesting that the President would 
at all times, and without reserve, point out to bim any mode in which he might be able 
to promote the objects ofthe Institation. His Lordship was elected honorary patron of 
the Society ; and,in a further communication tothe Governor, Sir R. Grant, expressivé 
of the gratification he experienced from his election, he requested again that he should 
be on all occasions informed iu what manner he cou'd best assist them,—-exprossing his 
anxiety to forward from Bengal such papers on geographical science as might be reck- 
oaed competent for publication inthe Society’s Transactions. in 1841, the Bombay 
Branch of the Royal Asiatic Society having resolved to establish a Museuth, the want 
of which had been so greatly felt and so often complainedof, memorialized the Geo- 
graphical Society on the inexpediency of attempting to carry on two collections, where 
general receptacle, opened for the deposit and exhibition of all the curivsities likely 
to be collected, would be so much niore likely to sait the views of both establish. 
ments. By this means, a single centre of resort would be obtained; in place of a vari- 
ety of little knowa and comparatively unattractive pointe, some of which were likely to 
be missed by the enquirer, and must serve to distract publicattention. On these grounds 
the Geographical Society weresolicited to take over the apecimens then in their pus- 
session, together with donatioas Which might hereafter be presented to them, to the 
Asiatic Society's Museum. The request was at once complied with, and the specimens 
made over accordingly, In March 1842, an irreparable loss waa sustained by the Society 
by the death of Dr. Heddle, who, fromthe time of its establishment, had acted arity 
Secretary, The publication of the Society’a Transactions has from this, and other cau es, 
at present fallen Considerably behind; but is now about to be brought ap by the im- 
mediate consecutive issue of four several numbers at present ready for the press.

The Minutes of the General Meeting of the 16th February and of the Geuoral 


Committee Meeting of the Ist July, having been read, the following Report of the 


proceedings of the Society was lait befsre the M-eting by the Secretary, 

In reviewing the proceedings of the Soci-ty during the past year, the chief points 
to be recorded as indicating its vigorous condition and increasing utility, appear to 
be the full swing :— 

1. The extended operations of the Garden Committee. f 

2., The opening ap of correspon:lence, and the commencement ofa mutual inter- 
change of plants and seeds, with the Horticultural Society of London, the Royal Bo- 
tanic Gardens of Kewan! of Edinburgh, and the Botanic Gardens of Ceylon, 
Mauritius, Batavia, and Cairo. 

3. The adjustment of the acheme for the distribution in prizes of thesum of Rs_ 
5000, placed annually by Guvernment at the disposal of the Society, and the com. 
mencement of the operations of the Prize Committee, 

The following abstract of the proceedings under these several heads, will afford 
the means for deteromning in what measu-e the objects contemplatedin the institu- 
tion of the Society, have been fulfilled, and how far the fands entrusted to the se- 
veral committees ha e been expend-d in’ securing the privileges of Members, in 
benefitting the public, and in thusestablishing the character ofthe Society. 

Tha extensive improvements which have heen eff-cted in the Garden dur- 
ing the past year, together with the in-reaxed growth of the very ju-liciously 
selected ‘revs planted by the late De Heddle, snd the progressing improvement 
of ths soil, by the supply of deficiencies im its comp»nition, have of late effected a 
very marked alteration in the aspect of the little valley in-luded between S-wree 
and the Flag-Staff. Hill at Parell. This, as wili immediately be shown, hae not been 
without a corresponding increase in the practical advantages which the Society's 
Gar len offers aga receptacle forthe growsh and accrimating of newly introduced 
plants, as a centre of distribution to private gardens, »n1 of mutual intercharge 
with other public institutions : thus siace January last, the ful'owing supplies have 
issued from the Garden :-— : 

In January.—Under the direction of Colonel Sutherland, eightythree rooted 
euttings of shrubs and trees, fifteen grafted Mangoes, and packets coutaining seventy 
five species of Flower seels from Europe, and thirty six species of Indian indige- 
nous seeds, were lispatched to Rajpootana. mae , 


Twenty geafted Mangoe trees, and a lerge quantity of Teak seeds, and packets - 


of indigenous flower seeds, to the garden of Ibrahim Pasha at Cairo. Some of these 

Mango Plants were destroyel on the voyage, but there are already Mangoes produc- 

ed and rip ned on plants previsusly sent to Egypt from the Society's Garden. 
Grafted mangoes, rooted, cuttings af indigenous plants, and indigenous sede, to 

the station of Swan Riverin Australia. A letter has tcen received from Lieut. 
: y. . ds ; 
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Helpman, RB. N., of the Champion, stating that with scarcely one exception, the 
plants reached their destination in a thriving cendition, and particularly the maygoes 
the most valuable pars of the collearjon. 

In March.—A packet.of Silk Worms’ Eggs, of Signor Motti’s ‘* Crosr Breed,” 
were dispatched to the Ceylon Agricultural Society, and have been reported to have 
artived in good order. 

+ On a requisition from Major General Fraser, the Resident at Hyderabad, Dec- - 
can, accompanied by an extract of a from Capt. Taylor ( on special duty at 
Sholapoor,) on the condition of the Kortcnl and Kenbaree ‘falooks in that district, 
two gates loads of New Orleans Cotton sed were transmitted to Captain T., for 
experiment. 

In April.—Four packets of Cotton seeds, kindly supplied by Alezander Elphin- 
ston, Esq, of Rutnagheree, were forwarded to the Botanic Garden of Paradisea near 
Kandy, Ceylon, The four varieties of seed were—Ist, the Sea Island eottoa; 
2nd. Bourbon cotton; ard, Hybrid Bourbon, No.13 4th, Hybrid Bourbon, No, 4, 
or the fourth cross. 


In May.—A packet of fresh Assam Tea aced, to the oare of Dr. Bradley at 
Ejlichpoor.. . . 

. Dr. B. states that his garden is on a renge of hilla at an elevation of three thou- 
sand feet and upwards: the bills are, in regard to temperature, just within the“ Tea 
Range,” having a. mean temperature of about 72° in eammer and 50° in winter, 
with a light soil and sufficient moiature. 

A packet of the same seeds, presented by Manockjee Cursetjee, Esq., were sent to 
‘the Royal Botanic Garden of Edinburgh. Acase of rooted cuttings of plants to 
‘the care of Captain James, of the 18th Regiment, for experiment ia Scinde. 

_ Two cases of Parasitic Orchedens Plants, to the Earl Auckland. 

In July.—A packet of Silk Worms’ Eggs, of “ Mutti’s Cross Breed,’ to the Agri- 
Horticultaral Society of Madras. 

In October.—Plants of Cinnamon, Ginger, Nutmeg, Cardamoms ani Turmeric, 
to the garden of Ibrahim Pacha at Cairo. Mr. Traill, the curator of the gardens, 
writes thut Clove plants are slso desiderata with him: they are not procurable here, 

and would therefore be a most acceptable acquisition to our Garden. 


. Sqveral cases, containing in all one bugdred and fifty-three plants, have been for- 
warded to Kurrachee—the greater part of them to the care of Captain Blenkine, 
for the Government Experimental Garden: sleo packets of European aud Indian 
eeds, It has been regolved by the Garden Committee that these first aupplies to 
the garden at Kurrachee ‘should he furnished gratie, us we may justly look for such 
returns as many members of the Society are in the habit of making, and which often 
are more valuable than ‘the supplies with which our Garden has provided them. 

JPbus the fuHowing donations have been received. From A. N. Shaw, Esq., col- 
lector of Dharwar—tubers of an-unknown species of D»scorea or ‘yam, much larger 
than the more common varieties; itis now in cultivation in the garden. Alsoa 
large quantity of indigenous seeds from the Dharwar collectorate, and a very valu- 
able assortinent of Terrestrial and Parasitic Orchidecee, some of wich have been 
transinitted to the Karl. Auckland, snd others are now growing in the garden. Aleo 
ends of species of Jotropha, from the root of which Tapioca is prepared as from 
the root of the Jotropba Manihot. 

From R. Woosnam Esq, Private Secretary to Sir H. Pottinger, seventy verieties 
of. seeds from Canton. Chinese seeds bave been repeatedly tried bere, but have cun- 
stantly failed, as these have done with ouly one or two exceptions. 

From H. Faweett, Esq, a Cabool Yellow Rose Tree, ani two boxes af wild 
Neilgherry Strawberry Piants. 

Frora Dr. Gibson, between three and four hundred packets of indigenous seeds. 
These have proved # wost valuable aquisition, as enabling the Society to s»pply 
the desiderata of European correspondents. From Manockjee Quraetjee, Esq., 
fresh aeedg of the Assam Tea Plant. 

From Alexander Elphiaston, Esq. seeds of the Sea Island and Bourbon Cat- 
tons, and of two crosses or byhrids hetween those varieties.

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From M. Osdaatye,Curator of the Royal Botanic Garden, Paradinga. Ceylon, 
eceds of Carvola horrida ;Convolvulus paniculatus ; C.-grandiflorus ; Croton Tigli- 
non ; Hydoocrapus inebrious ; Ipowaea denticulata ; Ipestigridis ; Icollinea ; Myris- 
tice officinalis ; Solandra oppositifolia ; ‘Mheobroma Cacao ; and Cucumis Colocya- 
this : also packets of seventeen varieties of Ceylum Rice.

From J. S. Law, Esq., Tanna, plante of species of Vanda and Dendrobrium | 
plants of Saccolobrium Wightixoum ; Ledebouria Hyacinthina ; Authericum Nim- 
monii; Remeusatia vivipara; Habenaria longicoris.; Plantenthera Susanuee ; 
Pontederia vaginalis ; Exacuin tetrayonan ; Guatteria Laarifolia ; Coropegia Sp ; 
Madaractis Sp; also seeds of the Checkun, a species of Cucumis, cultivated only 
at Man:lana and Nandode, from whence it is sent to Surat, where it is considered a’ 
great delicacy : the fruit is about thtee feet in length, and resembles in taste both: 
the Cucumber anid the Melon. Also seeds of Arvoa oleraces, the Cubbage Palm 
of the West Indies. . :

Portions of the seed: were distributed to the Collectors of 
Kandeiwh, Tanna, Rutnayhe'reé, Dharwar, and Belgaum. The collector of Dhar~ 
war has reported that the seed. has totally failed in: hie districte, :

Presented by Mr. Hatt, from the Cape 
of Good Hope, a packet of Acorns, come-of whicln have beea sent for trial-to Monat 
Aboo. Presented by Dr. Purnell a collection-of Bulta-feom the Botanie Garden, 
Cairo. Presented by Captain H. B. ‘Turner, a large and valuable [erbarium of 
Bengal Plants, collected by Lieutenant Hunt of the ist Fusitiers. Ae Lieutenant 

» Was prevented carrying out the object he had in view in procuring the speci- 
mene, he requested hig Agent in Bombay to dispose of them in any way he mght 
see fit ; they were offered to. Captain Turner, who preseoted the in to the Society... 

The collection appears to he very extensive, and judging from the specimens 
which have heen examined by the Secretary it must have been made with much 
care,and will probably well repay the time and labour whict ix ie proposed to: 
devote to its arrangement. 


The Garden Committee has still to regret that in so meny instances, members’ 
shoul:l bave suffered disappointment fiom the failure of their seeds. ‘The first of 
the regular Overland supplies, for the receipt of which the Society bas now mada” 
fixed arrangements, reached us only so tate as hy the Octuber Mail, so that ihe 
steater number of Members were supplied with Cape seeds, which almost iri every 
ipstaace have been unpreduetive. The Garden Committee have nuw however’ 
bound themselves to distribute fer the future only such eeede as are received by 
the Cretan route, and in the transiniesion of which every precaution bas been 
adopted. nfortunately for Horticalturists io this country, mursery men. have nots 

et arrived ata perfeet mnetlod of packing seeda for exportation; and it is probable 
het we shall not be well supplied with seeds till some tradesmen, tekes up, as a iis- 
tinct branch of lis beginess, the supplying of India and the Calunies, and atudies the 
Proper methoue of procuring perfectly ripened and freah seeds. It ig afxo with the 
greatest diffiewhy that the Khglish seedsinen caw be induce to make a proper selec- 
tim of Flower seeds for this country; they either seud ous such ae are indigenous 
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here, and therefore procurable in the greatest abundance with of, or suchas froin 
their very nature can never succerd with in th tropics. ‘Ihe Secretary has now how- 
ever pointed out these sources of mismanagement to the reed agent, and it is hoped 
that in June next the Garden Committee will be able to distribute both good aud well 
selected fluwer seeds. 

During the past year (from August 1843 to the end of July 1844) two handred and 
eighty five individuals have Leen supplied sith seeds: and from the first of January 
to the end of Octuber of this year, sixteen hundred and filty one (1651) plants have 
Deen supplied frown the Garden. : 

Much has been eff cied during the past year in improving the General appearance 
of the Garden, but much more remains to be done in the improvement of its capabi- 
ities for culture: little advancement however can be looked fur until some method is 
ado;ted for su; plying the whole Garden with water ou on enlarged scale—os by sink. 
ing the present wells to a much greater depth, cr by constructing alorge reservoir on 
the terrace Lill; the latter, should tie funds of the society permit of it, would be the 
Moet permanently effectual plan. 


The new Entrance Gates for the garden, together with those for the Terrace, ani 
the reminder of the Wire Fence, have at length arrived, and are now in course of 
erection; sothat ere long the Garden will be enclosed by an Iron Wire Fence 
in three Afthe of its circumference.

Government have sanctioned the grant of Rs. 300 to the Collector of Dharwar, 
and approved of the Committee's suggestions with regard to the alterations im 
the scheme, .

Extracts were realfrom the correspondence of the past year : of these, particvla 
attention was directed to a letter from Professor Lindley proposing an interchange 
of Plants and Seeds between our Suciety and the Agri.Horticultural Society of 
Jaondon, of which he is Secretary ; and requesting communications on any subjects 
which are known to he cf interest to the Londou Society, but particularly onthe 
culture of Tropical Fruit T'rees—which, from the improved and enlarged constru c— 
tion of hot houses in Er gland, are now becoming important objects of attention to 
the European Horticulturist. Professor Lindley stares that in the growth of the 
Plant.in, success is alrealy complete, although the endeavours to produce the 
Leechee, the'Mango, the Custard apple. the Ch-rinoyer, the Suputa, »nd oth ere, 
have hitherto wholly or in great part failed. The Prof-ssor then points out the na ture 
of the enquiries likely to lea:! to more correct inethode of treating these plants; and 
concludes by obwerving, that the reports upen tropical climates which reach England 
are generally deficient in two puints of great interest 10 Horticulture, viz. the intensity 
of solar liglit, and the temperature of the soil at different seasons; and that if our 
Sociery would cause daily journal to be kept of them fora year, the resul's could 
not fail to be important. : 


Owing to the exorbitant expenses of publication here, and the comparatively li- 
mited interest taken in the higher branches of Horticulture, it has been found quite 
iupossible to comtinue the pub ication of the Society’s Transactions. Thisis to be 
segretted, ivasimuch as many valuable papere, forwarded to the Secretary, may never 
are the light or must lose much of their interest by delay in their publication : how- 
ever, it having come to the knowledge of the Bengal Agri-Horticultural Sociery 
that such wav the case, that institution has requested that we will transfer such use- 
ful papers as may from time to time he placed at our disposal, to their committee of 
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papers, fur pibl'eation in their Journal. Such pspers wonld be arknowledged aa 
eowmnnica'ed by the Agri-Harticuttdrul Buciety of. Western India, and a cettuin 
number of evpies of the Journal would be transferred to us fur distribu ion. 

Tu common with other Scientific Societies, ye ‘have to record with feelings of the 
deepest regret the loss of the late lamented Dr. Malcojwson, wha, os alinember of 
our Society, exerted himself fur ite welfere and advanceweut with thal generosity 
and warmth of interest which characterised bia intercourae with all who Were jussuci. 
ated with him in the cause of Science an of the public good. We have alvo the 
painful duty of recurring to the death of W. 8, Boyd. Eagq. the late Resident at Ba- 
roda, who was one of the first contributors to the collection of Piants in the Society’s 
Gaxden ; and who, from the deep interest he took in Horticultusal. subjects and fruay 
his familiar acquaintance with the products and resources of the country, ever proved 
a most valuablo correspondent on mutters connected with the Society’s operations. 
On his late retitn from Ovyion, x few’ months only before his death; Mr, Boyd 
brought with him some very ‘vatualle and interesting plante for presentation to the 
Bociety’s Garden.

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AGGOUNT OF THE GAVE-TEMPLE OF 
ELEPHANTA, 


By WILLIAM ERSKINE, Esq. 


(Eptracted from the ist Wotume of the “ Cransactions of the Literary

) LAS remains of antiquity in the Rast have excited greater curiosity than the cave-temples 

of the Hindds, History does not record any fact that can guide us fn fixing the period of 
their excavation, and many opposite opinions have been formed regarding the religion of the 
people by whom they were made. Asnothing directly elucidating their origin or object can 
be gathered from history or tradition, it only remains practicable to form some probable 


Conjectures on the subject, by a comparison of their present appearance, with such ciroum-., 


atances as we have been able to ascertain regarding the modern or more ancient religions of 
the Hindds. And as some of these excavatious bave evidently been formed by men differing 
from each other in their mythological opinions, if we would examine them with any degree 


of success, for the purpose of discovering to which particular sect a one uf them belongs, | 


it is previously necessary to comprehend something of the various rel 


igions which have pre. 
vatled in this country. 


It is well known that ajl India from the earliest times has been divided among three grand * 


sects ;the Brahwinical, Bouddhist, and Jaina; all of them differing iu their tenets and 
ceremonies. x 

The question regarding the relative antiquity of there different sects is one chiefly of 
curiosity, The Brabminical seems to establish the best claim to be considered as the most 
ancient, All of these sects, with many tenets in common, have also opinions that separate 
them widely fram each other. The Brahminical religion, in secret and esoteric doc- 
trines, approaches nearly to pure deism : but the popolur 
learned Brahmins adore one God without form or q 
occupying all space ; but they carefully confine these doctrines to their own schouls as dai 
gerous, and teach in public a religion in which, in supposed compliance with the infirmities

and passions of human nature, the Deity is brought more to a level with our prejudices and 


wants ;—the incompiehensible attributes an 


‘ibed to him are invested with sensible and ‘ 


even human forms, The mind, lost in meditation on the divine nature, and fathued in the ° 


pursuit of something whieh being divested of all sensible qualities suffers the thoughts to 
wander without finding a resting-place. is happy, they tell us, inthe roum of this unknow- 
able and incomprebensible being, to have an object on which human feelings end hamsn 
senses may again find repose, To give a metaphysical Deity to ignorant and sensual men, 
absorbed in the cares of supporting animal existence, and entangted in the impediments 


of matter, would he to condemn them to atheism. Suchis the mode in which the Brahmths © 


exouse the gross idolatry of their retigion: their mythology iv a st 


nge compound of ' 


popular stories, in the greater part of which adivine being assumes a humen form and ‘ 


lives among men. ‘The great supreme being, Brimh, remains in holy obscurity, and my- 


thology is wever allowed to profane his name, which is always kept free from fictions. * 


Three energies however,—the creative, the preserving, and destroying.—are embodied 
vader the names of Bramha, Vishon, and Shiva ; to each of whom afemale or passive 
caergy is given: these have all human forms, diversified in various ways by an active 
imagination ; and asthe twe latter are supposed to have descended many times, to have 
been incarnated on earth in different ages and in variousshapes, each different incaraation 
or avatur furnishes a different deit; addressed. Bramha slone of the 
three has no variet¢ of incarnat worshipped.—Some of these avatars are 
auppored to have been incarnations of the whole god; ohters are only considered as 
incarnations of aportion of his divinity. 

Besides these three great gods, however, there is a large crowd of minor deities. The wind, 
the sea, the eleinents, have their gods ; the sun, moon, and stars, every river and fountain is 
either a deity, or bas a deity.to preside over it; wothing is done but by or through a god. 
The greater gads have besides @ numerous class of dependants and servants;and homan 
passions being once bestowed on the deities, heaven has. its physician, ite poet, and its danc- 
ing-gitls as well as the earth, 

In thia great crowd of deities, there is no man, however capricious or humble, that may 
not 6nd some divinity or portion of the divinity suited to his humour or self-humillation. 
If a man find some difficulty in approaching R4m, that god’smonkey servant, Hanumant, 
mey however claim his worship: a little red paint thrown on a stone or the stump of a tree 
converts the lower classes that pass fall down and worship.

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Yet it donerver notice, that even in this apparent degradation of the human intellect, if 
‘ou ask one of the lowest of these unfortunate beings how many guds there are, you will be 
immediately answered, ‘One God only” ; andwill I think discover, that though they pay 
religious adoration to stocks and stones, from some superstitious belief that a portion of divi- 
nity resides in them, they never confound these subordinate objects of worship with the one 
Breat God, the supposed creator and preserver of the universe, but whom they consider as 
too mighty for them to venture to approach. ‘ 

When the Brahmins are taxed with idulatry, they always excuse themselves, as has been 
already remarked, by alleging the necessity of making an impression on rude winds by 
means of some intelligiblé symbols, on which the iguoran, may fix their thoughts, and to 
which they may look for reward or punishment. 


Asin many of their incarnations the gods are supposed to’ have appeared with several. 


heads, with the heads of animals, with a number of hands, and other singularities ; their 
imagrs in the temples correctly represent all these peculiarities. 


All Brahminical excavations that Lheve observed are flat-roofed withiu, and most of ; 


them incline to a square, though they frequently have an oblong figure. 

‘The religion of the Bouddhists differs very yreatly from that of the Brahmins io 
the latter, God is introduced every where,—in the former, he is introduced no where. ‘The 
gods of the Brahmins pervade and snimute all nature; the god of the Bouddhists, like the 
gd of the Epicureans, remains in repose, quite unconcerned about human affairs, and there- 
fore is not the object of worship. With them thereis uo intelligent divine being who 
judges of human actions es good or bad, and rewards or punishes them as such ; —this 


indeed is practically the same as having no God. Goud and ill, according to their creed, , 


ave however supposed to spring invariably from virtueand vice; there being as they believe 


an inseparable and nevessary connexion between virtue and prosperity, vice and misfortune. , 


Yet, as the mind of man must have some object of confidence on which to rest its hopes and 
to which to direct ite supplication and prayer, they texch that from time to time men of 
surpassing piety and self-denial have appeared on the earth, and from their singular worth 
have after death been transferred to a state of superior bliss; which state, however, they 
aay that we can only intimate by describing it as au absence of all puin,as we can only 
define health asan absence of all disease. These saints or prophets, after reforming the 
world in their lifetime, and by their euperior sanctity attaiuing the power of performing 
miracles, are still imagined after death tu havo certain powers of influencing us. It is 
these men transferred by death to bliss who are the ubject of Bouddhish worship. ‘This 
worship assumes different forms in different countries, and is by some suppysed to be more 
widely diffused than any other religion. In Siam it is chiefly paid to Gudoma or Summona- 
Codom: but itis worthy of remark, that wherever this form of religion prevails tn its origi- 
nal state, the relics of these holy men or saints are the object of worship. The largest 
temples are often in the form of a pyramid or of the section of a globe, and are supposed 
to contain atooth, hair, or other relic of the saint. Theforms of these holy places have 
been adopted from the custom prevalent in these countries of depositing the ashes of ihe 
deceased under a pyramid or globular mound: the pyramids are often of great size, and 
on their summits are umbrellas which ate frequently adorned with bells, sometimes 
this pyramid is gilded over. Other temples of nearly similar construction, but hollow 
within, contain images to which adoration is directed. The images of these saints have 
different attitudes, sometimes sitting cross-legged ina meditative posture, sometimes 
standing upright. 

As all the ideas of thia religion relate tomen, and as no incarnations or transformations 
of superior beings are recorded, it is obvious that in their temples we can expect to find 
no unnatural images, no figures compounded of man and beast, no monsters with hands or 
many heads. 

As the priests and scholars of the Bouddhists live ina sort of collegiate establishment 
near some great temples, we shall find a multitude of such cells around the excavation in 
their cave temples; and while all such cells are flat-roofed, the great temple ie supported 
on two rows of pillars with aisles, and is uniformly vaulted and oblong. 

The third sect that is prevalent in India is that ofthe Jainas. Thesebesra very great 
resemblance to the Bouddhists in their religioos doctrines: they believe that there is 
God, but affiem that he can be known only by such as become absorbed in his essence ;— 
that therefore a person kuowing God ceases to possess identity ; that bence it is absurd for 
a human being to pretend to know him: the moment you discover him, your identity ceases. 
They deny that Gud was ever incarnated; and, like the Bonddhists, believe that men by 
their virtuous conduct become omniscient, and may thus be covsidered as infallible. They 
hold that since the beginning of time only twenty-four such superior beings have appeared 
for the reformation of mankind ; these they etyle the Tirthankar, Their priests, the Jatis 
not only never put any thing to death, but never eat any thing which has had life, The 
Jainas resemble the Hindas in having castes, which the Bouddhists have not. Ia the Mysdr 
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and the douth. of India the Jatuas admit also certain of the Hindi.delties inta: the courts 
of thoir temples;’ which is never done ‘as far as I can learn either ig Bombay, the Mahrattz 
country, Guserat, or Marwar, in all of which places there are numbers of Jainas. : 

In'all the Jaina temples, therefore, such images as are peculiar to the Jaina worship! 
are hufan, and distinguished only by symbole. Thowhole twenty-four holy saints are: 
ueually represented in one piece, and no worship is paid to their relics, nor are they placed. 
under pyramids. There dre however many sects of Jainas, some professing to adhera 
strictly to the doctrines of one saint of the Tirthankar, others to those of another. I am 
not aware thet any Jaiaa oaverns haveever been discovered. : 

These few observations it was necessary to make befure proceeding to lay before the 
Society an adcourit of the various cave-temples on this side of India. Few as they are, a 
strietattention to them will perbaps'esable usto judge with ease to which of these three 
classes any pavtiowlar temple belongs. Auy monster, any figure, partly human, partly 
brutal, any multipticity of heads or hands in the object adored, indicate a Brahminical place 
ofworship®, ‘Khe presence of ambrella covered pyramids or semi-globes, and of simple 
human figures sitting oross-logged or standing in ameditative posture, as certainly shows: 
the excavation te be Bouddlist. The twenty-four saintly figures without the pyramid: 
prove a temple to be Jaina, ' 

The chief cavo-temples on this side of India are those of Elephanta, Salsette, Carli, 
and Ellora. : 

It may pevhaps eeem superfluous to ack another to the many accounts which have beem 
given by travellers of the cave-temple of Elephanta; and yet if we examine all of these. 
descriptions with some attention, it willappear that they are defective in various particulars. 

The earlier travellers were ignorant of the mythology to which the different figures. 
sculptured in the caves belonged,—the later either visited them in too much haste to be 
sbleto examine with accuracy what they saw, or were too imperfectly informed to be 
able to comprehend ite tendency. When the accurate Niebuhr was in Bombay, the- 
mythology of the Hindds, to which this excavation belongs, was almost unknown to, 
Europeans; and yet his acconnt is the best that has bithertoheen given of Elephauta. 

- The mythology of the Hindds benre a very striking similarity io many respects to that 
of Greece and Rome. In bothwe see acrowd of gods, whose history we must learn not 
from any grave or suber theological record, but from the fanciful and discordant fables of 
Poets, who believed that they bada perfectly good right to invent the wildest fictions 
regarding their divinities ; while every such fancy of the poet became in its turn a fact io 
the history of the:god, and a watter of popular belief.. In the mythology of all these 
countries, we fiad not merely the grossest absurdities, but, in numerous instances, direct 
contradictions ; yet both stories go current, and the worshipper with perfect indifference 
adopte either story or both, as he finds it most convenient, 

No very effectual: effort seems to have been made in either country to refine or rationalize, 
for popular use, the religion of the state: and this perhaps was wing to two renso In the: 
first place, the coustitution of twe government, both in the ancient states and in modern 
India, had a direct reference to the established religion, which always hasa very powerful- 
influenee om the peculiar form of civil society; and any attempt to change the one would 
have beenopposed, (and in some instances really was opposed) as dangerous to the other. 
The second reason was, that all men who pretended to learning or science treated the popu- 
lay religion with exterval reverence and inward contempt. With the ancient Greeks and 
Romans, as' with the modetn Hindés, the question was not, What is the religion of a man of. 
letters ? but What system of Philusophy does he profess? ‘The former were Academics or 
Epicureans, as the latter are Vedanta or Siddhanta, Niaya or Nastik ; but all of them regard 
ing alike the popular belief as a cunningly devised fable, as an idle tale made to work on the 
passions and affect the conduct of the vulgar, who from their prejudices and ignorance are 
not under the guidance of reasan :—hence too, in neither religion was there ever the smallest 
desire of proselytism. The learned regarded all religion as merely a device of the legislator: 
the vulgar, believing in loca) religions, and that it was not necessary that all should have the 
same belief, imagined that a man’s religiun was imposed upon him by his bicth in a particulac 
country or cast, and wasas necessary and unchangeable a part of him as his colour or 
statare :—with such ideas there’ was no room for proselytism. The god to whom their of- 
ferings were made, favoured or punished them, not in general as they acted morally right or 
wrong,—for the religion both of the ancients and of the Hindds seems to have little connex. 
ion with morais,—but in proportion to the richuess of their offerings, and the constan¢ 
and painful devotion with which they frequented his temples or chanted his praise. 

{t does not appear that the religion of the HindGs, any more than that of the ancient 
nations of Greece and Italy, was formed into a system all at once, or indeed at any time. 
exhibited what could deserve the name of a system. The popular fictions and beliof

grew up from accident, and were retained in jeter times because they had existed before, 
—there was no period at which any check was put to the invention of the poets ; they 
always retaived their right of adding new fables concerning their godsto the old ones. 
In India, it would appear that the further back we go, we find the religion more nearly 
approximating to the belief of a single god ©:—the religion of the Vedas, the most 
ancient we know of among the Hindds, is very free from legends; and the different deities 
mentioned in them seem in general to be a personification of the elements. The lower 
down we come, the number of the mythological fictions iucreases mare and more ; and 
the PurAnas are filled with the wildest fancies that the human imagioation can conceive,— 
metamorphoses as strange as those of Ovid, without their elegance. 

A very slight inspection of the figures in Elephanta may convince us that the different 
statues were carved after the religion of the Puranas had made a considerable progress. 
The total absence of any legends regarding the Liug, Shakti, Ram, or Krishna, from 
every part of the Vedas that is regarded as genuine, has led Mr. Colebrooke ¢ to believe 
that the sects-which profess a peculiar adoration of Shiva, Parvati, and VishnQ in these 
forms, are of considerably later origin than these venerable volumes ; that, ia particular, 
the sects which now worship Ram and Krishna as incarnations of VishnQ are compara, 
tively modern ; avd that the worship of these deities by the Vaishnavas, and of Mahadeo 
and Bhavani by the Shaivas and Shaktis, has been introduced since the persecotion of 
the Bouddhas and Jainas. If this be the case, these sects are probably not much above 
eight hundred years old nd as it will appear in the course of this paper that the 
cavern of Elephanta is a temple dedicated to Shiva and Shukti, and consequently exeavat- 
ed posterior to the formation of these sects, it would follow tbat the caverns of Elephants 
do not possess the antiquity that is geuerally supposed. Of this, however, strong doubts 
may be entertained. : 

It seems to be well established, both from historical traditions and from comparing with 
each other the grand excavatious still to be seen in the neighbourhood of Bombay and in the 
Country uf the Mabrattas, that in former times there existed in these countries two powerful 
sects professing very: different upinions. The excavations of Kanara and Carli evidently 
belong to the Bouddhists, as those of Elephanta and Amboli belong to the Brahmins; while 
Ellora possesses excavations of both classes. The differences in the form of the temples, the 
figure, attire, and attribates of the statues, and in the various particulars which have been 
mentioned above, constitute a marked distinction between the two clusses of temples: but 
the most striking circamstance is, that while no Brahmin can entera temple of the ove class 
without-exclaiming that it is sacred to Shiva, and being able to peint out many of the other 
gods by their common and familiar attributes, no person exists in the country who is able to 
give even an idea of the nature or purpose of the other class of temples, or of the religious 
sect to which they belonged,—so complete has Leen the extirpation of the Bouddhists from 
the west of India. - For all illustration of the history and use of their cave.temples, we are 
forced to resort to Ceylon and Siam. 

The celebrated caves of Elephanta ¢ are situated in the beautiful island of that name, 
which is called by the natives Garaepori ; it lies inthe bay of Bombay, about seven miles 
from Bombay Castle and five miles from the Mabratta shore. It is nearly six miles iu 
circumterence, and is composed of two lung bills with a narrow valley between them. 
The usual landing-place is towards the south, were the valley is broadest. 

About two hundred and fifty yards to the right of the landing-place, on the rising side 
of one of the hills not far from a ruined Portuguese edifice, stands a large and clumay 
elephant cut out of an insulated black rock ;—from this the island has taken its present 
name. The elephant bas a fissure running through its back, which is separated so that the 
back has eunk a little downward upon the fore flank, Captain Pyke,in his account of 
the Caves, written in 1712%, mentions that this elephant had a emailer one onits back. Aa

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engraving of both as they stood at that time may be foand inthe Archeologia ; from - 
which it appears that even then the fissure had begun to appoar, and had nearly reached 
upwards to the top ofthe back. Anquetilt describes the young elephant as existing in 
1760, when he visited Elephanta t. Niebuhr § observes, that the large elephant had on 
its back something which age had worn so much that it was impossible to distinguish 
what it was, and that the larger elephaut was split, and even then (1764) expected to fall 
to pieces. The fizure is poorly sculptured, but at a distance and seen through the brush~ 
wood may easily be mistaken for a real elephant ®. 

‘Leaving this spot and advancing np the valley, which narrows as we proceed, about 
the spot where the two hills approach each other, and where a steep narrow pass begins 
ind between them, there formerly was the statue cfa horse carved of stone, which 
Fryer in 1673 found “stuck up to the betly in the earth” in the valley. It still remained 
in 1712, anda drawing of it appears in the Archeologia; it had however disappeared 
before Dr. Hunter visited the island, which must have been previous to 1784; and no 
vestige of it can now be traced, 

Ascending the narrow path where the two hills are knit together, we- at length come ton 
beaatiful and rich prospect of the northern part of the island, of the sea, and the opposite 
shores of Salsette. Advancing forward, and keeping to the left along the bend ofthe hill, we” 
gradnalty mount to an open space, and come suddenly on the grand entrance of a magnificent 
temple, whose huge masey columns seem to give support to the whole mountain which rise,

* In September 1814 (after the above was written) the head and neck of the elephant at last dropped off, and 
the body of the elephant has sinee sunk down anv threatens to fall, T tad however, in the November preceding, 
token an accurate measurement of all its dimensions in company with Captain Basil’ Hall of the royal uavy, to 
whore friendship I owe the annexed very accurate drawing of its appearance at that lime. (Plate I.) It seems’ to 
have been formed ot a detached mass of blackish rock, which is unconnected with any stratum below. By applying 
a ladder we mounted on the back of the Elephant, for the purpose of observing if any (races remained of the young, 
elephant, said by Pyke and Anquetil to have been placed on it, The remains of its four paws, as Well as the 
marks ofthe junction of its belly with the hack of the larger animal, were perfectly distinct ; and the appearance 
itoffered inreprexented in the annexed drawing made by Captuin Hall (Plate II.), who from its present ap- 
pearance conjectures that it must have been a tiger rather than @ young elephant ; an idea in which 1 feel dis- 
posed to agree, in spite of the opinions of Pyke and Anquetil, Who call the figure which they saw a young 
elephant—as well on account of the sprawling appeavance of the animal, as because the back of the mother is 
avery unnatural situation for a young elephant ;and because the supposition of its being a tiger would cor- 
Fespond much Letter with the popular legends of the Hindas. 

Captain Hall's words are as fullow:— 

“<The smaller figure on the top of the elephant cannot have been a young elephant, it must have represented 
some aniwal capable of being placed in a sprawling attitude : it gives the idea of a tiger with its limbs extended 
soasto embrace the elephant’s back, and the whole of the belly of the tiger bronght in contact with the elephant, 
It is iucouceivable how an elephant (ns it is said to have been) could possibly bring itself to this posture. 

“ The two bind. feet present an appearance of hoofa, the tigbt fore-foot is entirely gone ; the left fore- foot is 
wore extended—advancing, tov, further towards the great elephant’s head than the right. It has the appearance 
Of a oof with some faint indications of claws, particularly on the outer part of the fetlock-joint, which seems 


famished with a spur or curved claw : tbere is a manifest holtow circle or smaller part o¢ the connexion of the 
foot and leg.” . 


As itisto be feared that no remains of this gigantic animal will soon be left, the following particular measure-

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above it. Theeffect of the first view of this stupendoos excavation is excessively hurt by a 
wretched wall recently built for the purpose of preserving the figares from dilapidation: bet 
the government having now put the place under the charge of a small guard, the wall hae 
already become quite uaouecessary, and every principle of propriety and good taste demands 
its immediate demolition. 

Theentrance into this temple, which is entirely hewn out of a stone* resembling perphyry, 
is by a spacious front aupported by two massy pillars and two pilasters forming three epen. 
ings, under a thick and steep rock overhang by brushwood aud wild shrubs. The long 
ranges of columns that appear.closing in perspective on every side, the flat roof of solid rock 
that seems to be prevented from falling only vy the massy pillars, whose capitals are pressed: 
down and fattened as if by the superincumbent weight, the darkness that obscures the inte- 
rior of the temple, which is dimly lighted only by the entrances, and the gloomy appearance 
of the gigantic stone figures ranged along the wall and hewn like the whole temple out of 
the living rock, joined to the strange uncertainty tbat hangs over the history of the place— 
carry the mind back to distant periods, aud impress it with thet kind of uncertain religious 
awe with which the grander works of ages of darkness are generally contemplated. 

The whole excavation consists of three principal parts : the great temple itself which is in 
the centre, and two smaller chapels, one on each side of the great temple. These two cha- 
pels do not eome forward into a straight line with the front of the chief temple, are not per- 
ceived on approaching the temple, and are considerably in recess, being approached by two 
Darrow passes in the hill, one on each side of the grand entrance bot at some distance from 
it. After advancing to some distauce up these confined passes, we find each of them con- 
dact to another front of the grand excavation, exactly like the principal front which is first 
feen, all the three fronts being boilowed out of the solid rock, and each consisting of two 
huge pillars with two pilasters, The two side fronts are precisely opposite to each other on 
the east and west, the grand entrance facing the north. The two wiogs of the temple are 
at the upper end of these passages, and are close by the grand excavation, but have no 
covered passage to connect them with it. A very correct general idea of the whole may be 

gained from the accompanying ground-plant, for which I am indebted to Charles Daw, Esq. 
now at Aurungabad. 


The great temple isabout one hundred snd thirty feet and a half long, measaring from 
the chief entrance to the furthest end of the cave,and one hundred and thirty-three feet 
broad from the eastern to the western entrance. It resteon twenty-six pillars (eight of 
them now broken) and sixteen pilasters; and neither the floor nor the roof being in one 
plane, it varies in height fron seventeen and a half to fifteen feet. The plan is regular, 
there being eight pillars and pilasters in a line from the northern entrance to the southern 
extreme of the temple, and the same number from the eastern tothe western entrances. 
The only striking deviation from this regularity in the ehief temple, is the small square ex-

OF this plan itis necessary to observe, thet the whole ofthe measurements are not quite faith fully delineated, 
‘and that for the following reasons :— 
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cavation (marked A) thet is seen as we go up the temple on the right ; it’ occupies the 
fa of four pillars and of the intermediate space® inclosed between them, as if a veil bad 

een drawn around them, and the spot so inolosed ded from the rest of the temple. At 
the further extremity there are two small excavations facing each other, the one on the right 
the other on the left ; their use is not well ascertained} : they wero probably, employed for 
keeping the holy utensils and offerings. The excavation presents to the eye the appearance 
of perfect regularity, whicl it is not foundto possess when accurately examined. 

The pillars, which all appear to run in straight lines parallel to each other, and at equal ; 
distances, are crossed by other ranges running at right angles in the opposite direction ; they 
are strong aud massy, of an order remarkably wel! adapted to: their situation and the pur— 
pose which they areto serve, and have att appearance of very considerable elegance. They 
are Mt all of the same forin, but differ both in their size and ornaments, though this differ- 
ence also doesnot at first strike the eye, They rise to upwards ofhalf their height from a 
square pedestal, generally about three feet five inches each way, crowned op the top bya 
broad bandage of the saine shape: above this, but divided from it by a circolar astragal 
and two polygonic fillets, rises a short round fluted shaft, forming about a fourth of the 
column and diminishing with a curve towards the top, where a circular ciacture of beads 
binds round it a fillet composed of an ornament resembling leaves, or rather cusps, the lower 
extremity of which appears below the cincture, while the superior extremity rises above, 
Projecting and terminating gracefully in a circle of over-hanging leaves or cus A pare 
row band divides this ornament from the round flated compressed cusbion, which may be 
regarded as the capital of the column, and as giving it its character: its fluted form coales= 
ces beautifully with the fluted shaft below. This cushion has its circumference bound by a 
thin flat band or fillet, as if to retain it; and above supports a square plinth, on which reste 
the rchitrave that slopes away oneach side in scrolls connected bya band or ribband, till it 
meets the large transverse beam of rock which connects the range of pillars. All of them, 
except the two outer ranges at the chief entrance, the first range at the eastern and western 
entrances, and the range next to the great Triad, have small figures of Ganesh® aud of Har- 
tik on the top of each of the four corners of the pedestal; but a far more distinct idea of the 
whole may be formed from the beautifaland most accurate drawing annexed ¢ than from 
any description. 

‘An account of the different figures that surround the wall, though a tedious is a con- 
clusive mode of taking away all doubt as to the religion to which the excavation belongs. I 
must claim the indulgence of the Society for a detail sominute, and in general so unin- 
teresting ; and perhaps, in so curious a subject of our local topography, some allowances 
may be made for the unavoidable prolixity, as the detail is fatended to correct some 
mistakes which former aceounts of the caves have rendered almost popular. 


In Hindoo excavations, it constantly bappens that the corresponding parts vary alittle 4m all their proportions; 
and although the varieties are not in general considerable enough to be obviou parent at the first view, yet oa. 
taking accurate measurements it appears that no two parts exactly correspond. Thisis found (though io smaller 
degree) tobe the case in the excavations at Ellora as well as at Elephants. 

The ground-plan is drawn on the supposition tbat the parts correspond, and for which @ medium hea been 
taken Gt the differences that occur. ‘The very large scale on which it would have been necessary to draw it with 
all the exact differences, is the reason why a smallerand more convenient form bas been adopted : and as it ap- 
peared more necessary to give a general idea of the whole than to attend to the minutia of parts, it only becomes 
necessary to make the following remarks, toenable the reader to judge with precision of the difference between 
the plan and the excavation itself. 

P The left side of the cave, that isthe side on which the square temple is situated, fs one bundred and thirty-three 
feet eight inches in Jength, while the right side is only one hundredand twenty-eight feet four inches. Varieties 
of this kind are observable in every other part ;—some of the pillars are situated from each other ata distance

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The figure that faces the principal entrance is the most remarkable in this excavation, 
and has given rise tonumberless conjectures and theories*. It isu gigantic bust repre- 


senting some three-headed being +, or three of the heads of some being to whom the temple~ 


may be supposed to be dedicated... Some writers have imagined that itis what they have 
called the Hind@ Trinity of Bramha, Vishnu, and Shiva, and very strange historical con- 
clusions have been deduced from this hypothesis. © The Hindi Trimirti, or Trinity asit 
has been called, does not occupy a very remarkable place in the theology of the Brahmi: 
the word Trimirti } means three-forms, and is applied to any three-headed figure. 

The three-headed figure at Etephanta only represents the deity down to the breast, or 
a third length; one head faces the spectator, another tools to the right, the third to the 
left ; a fourth may be imagined to be concealed behind. It may give some idea of its balk, 
to mention that from the top of the cap of the middle figure to the bottom of the image is 
seventeen feet ten inches, while the horizontal curved line embracing the three heads at the 
height of the eyes and touching the eyes, is twenty tio feet nine inches in length§.

Allthe Hinda deities have particolar symbols by which they may be distingnished, much 
as the tamily of a European may be discovered by its armorial bearings. Untortunately 
many of the figures of Elephanta are too much mutilated to allow us to resort with cer- 
tainty to this criterion for distinguishing them, ond this is particularly the case with the 
principal figure. The face on the right harid that looks to the east, ix evidently Shiva or 

fabaceo, whose principal face, by the rules laid down for fixing images in Hindvv temples. 
must always face the east, while the Yoni generally turns to the north. Iinhis hand he 
holds one ofhis usual symbols, the cobra di capella, which twists itself roundh is arm and rears 
its heed, s0 as to look him in the faces his face seems to bear the marks of habitual pas- 
sion, He hasa fine Roman nose; his brow is swollen and projects between his eyes:—this 
Tat first regarded as only that swelling protuberance between and above the eye-lids, which 
is remarked by physiognomists to be indicative of passion; but having been led to a: more 
Careful examination of it by Captain Hall, to whose unwearied curiosity the present account 
owes mnch of the accuracy that it may possess, and from compating it with similar protu- 
berances on the brow of other figures in the cave, | have little doubt left that it represents: 


+ the third eye of Shiva, from which fisme is supposed to issue, and by fire from which the 


world is finally to bedestroyed. As Shiva, though he had five heads had only one such 
eye, it is represented on his principal head alone, which of course is that looking eastward. 
He has mustachios on his upper lip, and he and another figure in the eastern wing are the 
only figuresin the whole cave that have them. Atthe corner of each of his lips is a 
tusk projecting over the under-lip*. The lower lip of all the figures at Elephanta seems 
thickish, aud more African than Asistic. His tongue is thrust out between his lips ; 
his eye-brows are uot regularly arched, but rather irregalerly twisted and depressed 
on each side towards the nose, as those of a pereon habitually passionate. His ear is: 
not visible, and may be supposed to be covered with the curls of his hair, His cap 
is richly adorned with variegated figures, branches, and flowers; among others may be 
distinguished a skull or death’s head, aserpent with various folds, and branches of the 
bilee-tree the leaves of which issue three from a point like the trefoil, and Nirgaadi a 
sort of shrub, which are symbols that belong peculiarly to Shiva; a few curls run 
along below his cap. Behind his high cap, the stone is excavated on the right side into 
two narrow parallel slips, the one higher than the other, so that two persons might lie 
atretched atlength without being observed from below ; but there are no steps up to them. 

The middle figare has a tame and tranquil eppearance; his cars are long, pressed 
downwards, and divided like those of the Kdnpdthe, « set of mendicants, who by means 
of weights contrive to stretch down their.ears to an extraordinary Jength :—he hase 
fewel ineach ear®, and banging ornaments. His cap is richly orbamented with fancy 
figures, and on the right side is a crescent, which belongs to Shiva. His right arm ia 
mutilated from the wrist dowuwards:—in Niebuhr's time it seems to have been entire ; 
and io the engraving in his work is represented us: bolding a sunke. Tho head of the 
snake still remains on the left cheek of the first figure. His left hand holds what ap- 
pears to be an unblown lotus, or perhaps, if the figure be Bramha, his kamandala or 
Batera, the water-vessel which he uses in bis religious purification. Round his right 
wrist is a ring precisely like the clumsy ornament.still in use called tada, which isa 
thick ring, gencrally of silver or some other precious metal. Round the neck, which 
hangs in folds, isa necklace of large round stones; and below this, a broad ornamental 
jewel necklace :—a remarkable jowel is in the front of the cap. Itis represented in 
plate VI. with unequalled accuracy, audis certainly, both for elegance of desiga and 


® [have pleasure in adding Captain Hall's observations, as they are evidently theresult of close attention 
“The bead facing the cast, after a long exarination, I cannot help thinking that the protuberance on bis brow 
is the third eye; fis entiely raised from the curve of the brow without any indeutare, as is the case on the 
wrinkled forebead of Passion : the whole skia ofthe brow ia smooth save this oval protuberance, which no 
wise resembles that of Bhyrava in the N. E, compartment N. of the Lingom, where there are deep furrows 
highly expressive of passion. 

This bead seems to be speaking to the snake ; and I would rather say that the tongne is protruded in doing 
so than that it is indicative of anger: vor can I quite agree to the account ofthe eyebrows; they are said ‘not 
to be arched, but irregularly twisted.’ They ate certainly not arched ; but the deviation is not much, nor 
does it convey to me any ilea ofagitation, but rather of mirth or pleasure, as if he was singing to'the snake, 
and was gratified to see its pleasure : the dimples atthe comers of the mouth, too, strike me as resembling the 
approach toa smile much more than the distortion of habitual passion; the corners of the m ifany 
thing, tarned upwards. It seems that the thought of this head exbibiting an expression of pi s been 
suggested by two circumstances : Ist, The third eye onthe forehead in profile giving an effect similar to that 
ofthe contracted skin ofthe brow in anger ; and Qdly, By the tooth or tusk, which coming from the uppor jaw. 
justat the corner ofthe mouth, produce on the spectators mind an impression like what he would feel were 
the mouth tumed downwards at the comers. Fancy carries one a long way; but I hesitate not to say, that 
such attention as I bave now given it will induce inany one @ similar belief; Ihave been examining it for 
two hours. So say all theorists. The mustachivs also lend their aid in giving @ Gercer look, which I canaot 
allow is at all intended.

The figure on the left has amild and plecid look ;. in his left hand, which has a knda 
9 the wrist, he holds an open lotus, He has fine curling ringlets. On his head is a rich. 
cap ornamented with a hangiog drapery of jewel Garlands :~a lotus is represented on the 
junction of his cap with that of the middle figure. In his ear is something resembling a 
orooked horn, which seems to have supported a jewel now broken off:—tho middie figure

This magnificent triad is in a recess cut in the rock to the depth of thirteen feet, in-- 
cluding the thickness of the deorway-wall or screen, which is about two feet and a half.’ 
the basement is raised about two feet nine inches froin the grouad, In the corners of, 
the threshold are two holes, as if door posts.had been inserted in them and in the floor 
is a groove as if for receiving a soreen, which may occasionally. have been let dewn to 
eonceal the group. peat 

» The recess is wider within than at. the doorway, the entrance being fifteen fect siz inches 
wide, whilo farther in the recess expands to twenty-one feet six inches, 

: Such is this remarkable figure that occupies the most conspicuous place in the temple, 
and whioh of late has generally been regarded as the Hindd Trinity: but it appears to 
me that, if ouropinions be guided by = goneral oxamination of thia figure compared with 
the others in the excavation, and withthe apparont design of the cave, little doubt . will 
be left that the whole excavation ve-temple dedicated to Shiva aloue*, who is also; 
singly represented by this three-headed bust. The impression made on Christians by the 
view of this three-headed figure, bas had more. infuence than any regard to geuuing 
Hindd destrines, or to the legends in the sacred books of the Brahmins, in fixing. the 
opinions moet prevalent on the subject of this mysterious bust. To account tor the ap-: 
pearsuce of a many-beaded monster ia a mythology like that of the Hinds, which swarms 
with gods of every description, it docs not seem necessary tu resort to the theory. of the. 
Trinity, which has played a remarkable part in the Platonie school, and is the Cathalio 
dostrine of the Christians ; but which cannot be correetly said to have a place in the 
theology of the Hindds, Even the most learned Hinds ave never heard of any inoar-. 
nation of three gods in the same form, and the appearaace of one god with a triple head 
is.also rare. Tho god Fever, Iwar, who has the epithet of Trishir (or three-headed} 
given him in the Amerakosha, ix the only ona I recollect in Hind mythology, except the 
Trivéné ; and neither of them are figures Of any great distinction. But it is curious. that 
if this single three-headed figure be not considered os sepresenting Bramha and 
Vishau in conjunction with Shiva, there is no other of the numerous figures in the tems 
le which favours the idea that these two gods hadany share in it as objects of worship. 
Tahal, ofter having examined the various sculptures in the cave, suggest some further 
Beasons, reaulting from that review, in support of the opinion that it isa temple dedicated 
to Shiva alone: in the meanwhile 1 muet again claim. the indulgence of the Society, while 
I proceed with the tedious examination of the separate Compartments. 

The larger figures ia the compartments marked Nos. 2 aod 3 in the plan seem tobe. 
(darpals) guards or door-keepers to the Principal figure last described; that on the 
right® is a gigantic male figure thirteen feet six inches in height. On his cip is a 
monstrous fancy-face with two largetusks and several Jewels; in his ears are large rings 
like those called 4@nda/ wora by Shiva and other gods, as well as by that class of religious 
mendicants called Gosavis. He has a necklace, and his neck seems to rise into folds like the 
neck of the centre head of the triad. Over both hia shoulders stretches a broad snake 
or band ; on each of bis upper arms is an ornament resembling a thin metal rod twisted: 
twice round the arm, the ends being left loose. Above the navel he hat a belt, the tia 
ofwhich hangs downward, while a kummerbund or girdle of wide eloth binds his middle; 
his shela or robe comes over his right hip, and goes down to hie left thigh. A large frag- 
ment of this figure is broken off, from the bell downwards, including the thighs and legs, 
and lies on the ground ;—beneath bim, on the right, mall squat figure, apparently

* I have beard it suggested by avery able antiquary, thatthe temple might be dedicated to Shiva with the 
attributes of Bramha and Vishnu. This last kind of dedication is not uncommon, particularly in the Camatic,

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apelsachor demon, These demans or peisaches are the usual attendants of Shiva, and 
ereated by bim in his Avatar of Ruder ; their favourite residence is in burning- or burying. 
grounds, where their master Shiva also delights to dwell: they are his favourite gang or 
Setinue, whence kis name of Bhilpati, or lord of the demons, The peisuch here represent. 
ed in an odd figure six feet one inch in height, sits half off the ground, and, with bis left 
hand put behind the larger figure's right ley, holds what may be the she/a or robe. The 
Yarger figure seems to recline towgrds him with his right elbow, but without touching 
him. The peisach basa cap with threetufts, one of them broken off; he hav curly hair, 
high cheeck-bones, a flat fuce, the front teeth broken, his tongue between his lips, He has 
ear-rings, and a necklace, to which is uppended a large hemispherical ornament; his only 
dress appears tobe the (angofi or pluin cloth rouud his waist, and the shela over his 
arn. 

‘The figuresin No, 3 are nearly similar to the last mentioned*; the darpal is twelve feet 
nineinches, the peisach ahout seven feet, in height. ‘This last stands upright, while the 
larger figure rests on him with his left elbow. 

The next group, No. 4+, fs one which has in general been munch misunderstood, 
Niebahr, Dr. Hanter, Lord Valentia, and others, call the principal figure an Amazon, 
and Lord Valentia builds a fancifal theory on this conjecture: Moor, howeve, was righe 
in supposing thatit is Ard-Narit It is evidently the personification of Shiva and Par- 
Vati conjoined, an union of the male and female energies of the God, vell known in 
Hind@ mythology under the name of Ardhandr ishwar, or the half-female god: it bas 
four arms, and stands in an erect position but incliving a little, while the fore right-arm 
restson the hump, the band coming over the left horn of Nandi, the ball of Shiva, on, 
which he is supposed to ride. The right side of the tigme is male, the left female ; 
and it is singular how much this distinction is preserved in all respects. The two sides 
of th- cap are diffrent; the right side presenta the crescent of Shiva, the female side of 
the cap has curls rising over it, while the mle side is ornamented by a string of 
knobs ; the ear-ringa are different, and the left or female side has two, the one of them 
bali or jewel for the upper part of the ear, the other a large ring ; while the male side has 
one only, and the ear is lengthened and stretched downwerds; the armlets are different, 
The two right or male arms are both encoinpassed by the unjained thin metal bar; the 
left or female arms have a broader ornament: the right-hand wrists have one ornament 
each ; the left-hand wrists have each two bracelets: the inner right-hand, which is In good 
preservation, hasa ring on the little finger; the inver left-hand, which is also unbroken 
hos one on the little finger and auother on the middle finger. The inner right-hand 
holds a cobra di capella, the head of which rises aloft; the outer right-hand arm rests on 
the left hora ofthe bull, while the elbow rests on its hump :—both the serpent and bull 
Nandi mark out Shiva, The left breast is that of a female, and from being single has 
given rise to the idea tbat the figure represented an Amazon; the inner left-haod holds a 
shield, the outer left-hand is broken off. In Niebuhr's time (if his drawing be 
correct) it seems to have held the lower garments of the goddess; the robe hangs in 
drapery over the left arms. She hasa girdle, the tle of which hangs down on the lett 
side ; the figure has also anecklace. In the forebead is a slight protuberance or eye, such 
as belongs to Shiva, ‘I'he lower part of this image is worn away, in consequence of the 
lodging of the rains, which have rotted the stone. 

The same distinction tha! observed between the appearance ofthe right and left 
sides of the principal figure itself, is extended to all the figures inthe compartment ; those 
on the right of Ardnari belonging to Shiva, those on the lett to Parvati. 

The Nandi or holy bull, on which Ardnarishwer rests his right arm, is in excellent 
preservation*. 
jo the right of Nandi, a tall figure with a cap like Shiva’s, and evidently his servant, 
holde a trisha] or tiident, one of the distinguishing symbols of the god. He has ear-rings 
of different kinds, a necklace, armlets like Shiva and the other male figures, bracelets, 
ands girdle. 

Between this attendant and Nandi, in recess, is a female chouri-bearer much mutilated ; 
her chouri or fly fap rests on her shoulder; on his right is another figure, but too much 
broken to permit either its xex or office to be recognised. 

About as high ay Shiva’s shoulder, on the right, is a small figure, three of whose heads 
are seen, while a fourth may be supposed to look behind ; he bas four arms, and sits with 
one leg stretched forward on the padmnasana or loins throne, which is supported by five 
swans, or rather geete. His heads, the loius-seat, and th» nahana of geene, point him out 
tu be Bramba ; the rest of the figure corresponds with and supports this idea, His inner

© The face is two feet seven inches in length, 
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right-hand holds a lotus, his second is broken off ; but from its direction (and Niebnhr’s 
plate ) appears to have come up to his left breast. His outer left-hand suspends a pot of 
water ; his inner left-hand holds a broken stick like a bow, perhaps his staff, or the Vedas 
written on thin palmyra leaves, The lotus and water-pot are emblematic of Bramha; it 
was from the former that the world was expanded at the time of creal ion; the latter is 
used during his spiritual ablutions, and previous to prayer. He has ear-rings, two necklaces, 
armlets, and over his left-shoulder a robe. : 

Between Bramha and Shiva’s right arm, io recess, id a figure evidently ludra, riding 
on his elephant Airawati. ‘This god is well known a8 the lord of the firmament, and the 
rain is produced by the spouting of water from the trunk of his elephant ;—the trunk is 
very perfect. Indra has an armlet like Shive'son each arm; in his left-band, as raler 
of the firmament, he holds the twajror thunderbolt. His right-hand holds something, it 
is not easy to say what ; it may be the angkdsh, or instrument for driving his elephant, 

Between Bramha and Iodra, but behind, is a servant: who bears two chouris or fly-flapey 
one in each hand. 

Above all these are worshippers and vervants. One of them has a small dagger on his 
right thigh; another,a female figure, holdsasmall round box or cup in her left-hand; 
athird isa mini or sage, These minis are very remarkable personages in the Hindd 
mythology, and are supposed to xcquire power over the elements, and even over the gods 
themselves, by their painful penances. The une here represented bas along beard, and 
is extremely emaciated and care-worn; be has an offering in each hand, and bebind him is 
another mutilated female. 

On the left or female side of the chief figure is a female attendant witha Chouri®; 
she has large ear-rings and several necklaces. Below are two dwarf peisaches or demons, 
These in Hind mythology are the usual servants of Shiva and his wife Parvati. On 
the left of the first attendant is another female servant carr; onthe palm of her left- 
hand the dressing-box and mirror of the goddess, who has the character of being very 
attentive to her attire ; she hasa crogs-belt reaching over both her shoulders. This piece 
of dress is now seldom used except by Hinddotani dancing-girls. Her robe flows down 


over her left arm ; she bas anclets, which seem thick and heavy, much like those now’ 


ID use. 

Higher up than these is Vsilnd riding on Garud, bis usual réhana or conveyance. Vish- 
nQ has four hands ;in the inner left haud he has his chakker or wardise; the other left 
seems to have rested on his knee :—the two right-hbands are broken off. Garud, on whom 
he rides, is the eagle or great hawk: he is often represented, however, in the human 
form, as in the present instance. and then he frequently retains the beak of a hawk, which, 
however, is not the care any -where inthe Elephanta caves: his hair is curled like a wig. 
On his forehead is the tilak or sectarial mark of Vishnd; he has ear-rings, and round his neck 
a cobra tied in a knot it is to be remarked that snakes are his food, Garudhas wings, 
and we perceive his large left-wing outstretched. On his right is a singular griffin-look- 
ing head, and two figures, one of which seems to ride on it; there are several other figares 
below. The tilek on Garnd’s forehead is a remarkable circumstance, since it will pro- 
bably be regarded as an additional proof that the Cavern was formed after the division 
of the two great sects of Vaishnavi and Shaivi. It may be added as worthy of notice, 
that though, in the course of examining the various figures in the excavation, we discover 
most of the Ornaments for the arms, ancles, neck and ears still worn by the natives of 
India, the nose-ring nowhere appears. 

Towards the roef of the compartment are six other figares; one of them a Rishi or 
penitential ascetic, whose hairis cutiously twisted as a jatha, in the form in which it is 
still frequently worn by some religions mendicants: he presents an offering ona platter, 
the only one that appears in the cave. Qne of the figures holds a lotus with its stalk ; 
several others, evideotly devungana, the handmaids of the gods, are employed io shower- 
ing garlands of flowers. 

‘The next compartment isto the left of the great friad, and is No.5 of Niebuhre. The 
chief figures are Shiva and his wife Parvati, who both stand upright: Shiva is sixteen feet ia 
height. He has an ornameuted cap, ear-rings, a necklace, a belt or yedniépavit, which 
goes over his left-shoulder, and passing over his two right upper arms returns down behind ; 
with a girdle round waist. His shela or robe, which is tied on the right thigh, passes to 
the left one; on his upper arms is the open metal-rod bracelet, and the heavy kada ison 
his wrists. He has four arms. His inner right-arm supports either a suake, or the hem

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of his garment; ‘the outer right-arm {s much broken. His outer left-hand rests on the 
head of a dwarf (peisach) who has wiggy-looking hair, and seems to bend and stagger 
under the weight of the god's hand. This dwarf has not on his head a turban, as 
Niebubr supposes ; and it is worthy of remark, that thereis no appearance of a turban 
on any sculpture at Elepbanta: indeed there is no mention of that piece of dress in any 
ancient Hindoo book, and it was evidently introduced after the Mussulman conquest. In 
the dwarf's right hand is a cobra-de-capeila, in his left a chowry that rests on his shoulder, 
andon which Parvati’s right-hand seems to be placed. He has a necklace, from which 
hangs a tortoise asanornament. He has a belt and langoti. 


_ On Shiva’sright are several inferior figures; one male figure having a dagger* on his 
right side, kneels on his right knee with his hand before him; resting on his left there isa 
female chowri-bearer who hasa flower in her left hand ; close by is another figure having 
broad armlets, and above is a peisach-looking form with an offering in his left hand +. 

Above this we again meet with Bramha, very much in the same position as in the com~ 
partment No. 4, Three ofhis heads are discernible, he sits on his lotus throne supported 
by his swans or geese, and has four hands. In his inner right-hand is an opening lotus, 
his outer right-hand rests on hig breast. His two left arms are much broken, the outer

. 204.) mention a figure that presents what is evidently a fish. ‘They must mean a figure holding a 
Petal 1 shell, which their inexperienced interpreters, at a loss to make theaeslven correctly understood, 
eo a jominated a fish ; at least I could discover nothing else to which they could have alluded :—the 
He bree st is sculptured in_ these excavations. Dr. Hunter, who was a learned and estimable man, 
joes ere ba the account of Elepbanta soon afterhe came to India, His subsequent acquirements in India 
dneras pa ich were very considerable, would have enubled him to correct many parts of it. He seems not 
Pe have Rnown. that in Elephanta be was surrounded by Hinda deities. The figure of Ganesh (p. 295) appears 
te have piven him an idea that some of the figures resembled the monstrous deities that are adored by the Gentoos 
eel day: Tis remarkable, that in the whole vf his necount of this temple he does not mention the name ofa 
fl ty. Mr, Mucneil’s errors are very pardonable ; he wrote asa poet and # man of taste, Without claim: 
og any acquaintance with Indian mythology or history, “¢ .

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seams to have held the suspended water-pot of the god, the inner somé kifd of stick. It 
is curious that we can no where at Elephanta discover Bramha holding the veds, which 
in generally his attitude in other sculptures and paintiugs, unless this staff be really the 
Darrow palinyra-leaves on Which the veds were written, These palmyra-leaves are never 
used at this day in the Mahratta country, thongh they continue to be the usual material 
for writing inthe Tasuland Malabar nations inthe south of India. 

Behind, and between Bramba and Shiva, we agaiu meet with Indra seated on bis 
elephant, which appearato be kneeling. 

Above we have a female chowri-bearer, a larger male figure bea ‘ing avery large conch 
or shank, two rishis or penitentiary devotees, and two other figures. 

Over, or tather issving from Shiva's head, is a singular three-headed female figure, 
which teems to be the Ganga that issued from Shiva’s head. The fables on this subject 
are well known, Shiva is often drawn having a face* over his head representing the 
Ganga; but Tknow of no instance in which. this head is represented as having three 
faces. The three heads may, however, represent the friveni or three streams, Ganges, 
Yama, and Sareswati, of which the Ganges is formed, and whose supposed junction at 
Pryag (or Allahabad) forms one of the most celebrated places of Hindd pilgrimage. In 
the Amerkosh, the Ganga fromthe manner of its formation bas the epithet of Zripéiga 
“going by three roads,” and Trisrola having three channels,” 

Parvati stands oh Shiva’s left ; she is about twelve feet four inches in height, and very 
full-bri d. Betweeti her and Shiva risesa cobra, the tail of which seems to be that 
held in Shiva's right hard. She has ear-r'ngs, necklaces, a gitdle, and anclets ; her left 
hand rests overa sinall female peisach. 

Near her left-shoulder is Vishint riding on the shotlders of Garad, who has the human 
shape, and in his forehead the tilak or sectarlal mark of VishnQ. In his inner right-hand 
he has the gada or mace; his outer right is broken. In his inner left is the chaker, or 
wheel, or wardise; his outer left rests on his left knee : he has a necklace, Garud has 
wig-like hair, a cobra twisted ronnd his neck and tied before; his two hands support Vishut's 
Svet av stirrups, and are not placed on his instep as represented by Niebuhr. The drawing 
of this whole compartment in Niebubr is inaccurate, and must have been made hurriedly. 

Above is 4 group of six figures ; two of them are females : one is a bearded mani or saint, 
The women, as usual, have all bangles on their ancles, 

The next compartment (Niebulir's sixth +) represents Shiva and Parvati seated together. 
Shiva has the triple unjoined ornament on each of his four arms, as an armiet; on his 
right is a chowri-beare 
Behind Parvati, who is a good deal mutilated, appears a femal», who with her I-ft arm 
supports a child seated g-straddle on her left thigh, as children are usually carried in 
India :—this is probably Kai Parvati's aon. ‘To the left of the goddess is a female 
attendant, who carries a chouri; and a little In advance, a tall male 
similar tall male figure that stands on Mahadeo's right. The left arm ot th 
is covered by a robe or other garment, which conceals it as fur down as the wrist. 

Benenth them is the bull Nandi, on which Shiva is accustomed to ride, three Peisaches 
ordemons, his usual attendants, one of whom lifts up the left hind-leg of a tiger, the 
‘ahana, or animal on which Parvati usually rides: and under Shiva are some broken 
figure ; 

Above, the rock is cut into various shayes. intended to represent the clouds of Kailas, 
Shiva’s heaven ; and groups of males and females appear showering flowers. On all occa- 
sions of rejoicing, the Gundharvas and Apsaras, the attendants of the celestials, are emi. 
ployed on this business in Hindu poems, On each side is a skeleton-like rishi; one of thet 
in his left holds a basket of flowers, which he Seems to scatter below with his right. On 
the roof, somewhat in advance, is Sculptured a boy, whose tack is attached to it, and his 
Seet turned back soas to rest onit. The head is destroyed, but the body has a good 
deal the uppearance of that of Ganesh. 

In the compartment No. 7 of Niebuhr*, Shiva and Porvati seem to appear again : Par- 
wati stands on the right. An ornament hangs down between her breasts; a male figure 
hebiad supports her by placing bis left hand on her shoulder. Of Shiva's four handa only 
ene, hisouter left, rewaina with wiich he holds the tie of his shela. On Parvati's right Is 
« female chouri-bearer; and still mure to the right @ man, who bears what appears to Le 
&@ round water-pot. 

Above are six figures; two of them female, two bearded minis, one a child in the attitude 
ef prayer, and one a large figure holding a flower; on the roof is a child showering flowers. 

On Shiva's left is Vishud, a remarkable looking figure with four arms anda singular 
cylindrical cap, in his innee left baad he holds the chakker, iu his outer right @ lotus; 
the others are broken.

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At Vishnd’s feet isa three—headed figure sitting on the ground on his hams; from his posi- 
tion, his other heads may be concealed behind, He has four hands, and probably repre- 
sents Kartik, Shiva’s son, 

On thehalf of the compartment above Shiva are five figures, of which two are females 
aud one a rishi, 

This is the compartment which Pyke and Moor have considered as representing a mars 
riage, though from the most careful inspection of the sculpture I san perceirs nothing to 
favour the supposition. Captain Pyke was the first who suggested this notion; which, 
though it seems to have no more foundation than his other idea, that the principal figure 
is a Gentoo raja having a string or cord over his shoulder, has yet been generally adopted. 
Mr. Macneil, Dr. Hunter, and Major Moor all s:em tu regard this group as peculiarly 
descriptive of various affections: much of this may proceed rather from the imagination of 
the writer than of the sculptor. ‘There certainly, however, is more appearance of an 
attempt at unity and action in this than in any of the other compartments. 

In the compariment on the right of the eastern entrance (No. 8 of Niebuhr*) Shiva, 
having eight arms, the protuberance on bis forehead, and the crescent on his cap, sits on 
a seat supported by a figare with many heads and ten arms, probably Ravan, who is of 
Shiva’s gana or retinue : Shiva has two of his hands on the head of two of his servants ; one 
hand holds the érishul or trideut. On his right site Parvati, whose head has been broken 
off, and farther away a band of worshippers and rishis. Two large figures like ddrpdls or 
porters are on the opposite sides of the compartment, one uf whom has a death’s head on 
his cap, and both of them havea protuberance or eye on the forchead, similarto the 
third eye of Shiva. This protuberance on the forehead marks these guards as approved 
servants of Shiva. The Shiv-Gita distinguishes four clasees of worshippers, who have been 
accepted of the god ; one of these esses swuripta or similarity of appearance, ‘He 
who worships me disinterestedly,” anys the deity, “by knowing me, 
lives in my dominions,” The same protuberance is met with on the forehead of servants of 
Shiva io other compartments at Efephanta, 

On his left, among other figures, Vishn mounted on Garud, Shiv on Ganesh, and 
Bhringi his follower and worshipper, are easily recognisable; aud in recess, Parvati’s 
wahana. a tiger conched on {ts paws. 

Ravan’s back is towards the spectator, white he supports the seat; beside him are several 
peisaches. 

This piece of sculpture seems to represent an incident in the history of Ravan, which 
is related in the Ramayana of Valmiki. Ratan once attempted to lift up the silver-bill 
Kailas (the heaven of Shiva) and toconvey it to Lanka ;—he moved it. Parvati, sensible 
‘of the motion, exclaimed to Shiva, “* Some one moves the hill; we shall be overthrown.” 
Ou this, Shiva with one of his toes pressed the bill, which closed on Ravan’s head. At 
the end of ten thonsand yrars, Ravan's gra: dfather Pulasti, the grandson of Bramha, taught 
him to pray to Shiva and to perform religious penances ; which he did, was released, and 
was ever afterwards aworshipper of Shiva. ‘he attitude of Shiva, while he rests his 
hands on the heads of histwo servants, isnot wulike the position of one who steadies 
himself on being seusible of sudden motion. 
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On the 1@t of the western entrance (at No.9 of Niebuhr’s plan*) is one of the most 
celebrated sculptures in the cave. _It appears to represent Shiva in his incarnation of. 
Bhyrava; he has eight arms: the two fonerarms are stretched Upwards to support an exten- 
ded veil, which forms a sort of ground or pannel to incloss the principal figure. Bhyraya’s 
whole appearance isextremely terrific ; his cap has in front a skull, a crescent, and a snake. 
His eyebrows are distorted; on each side of his mouth is # long tusky tooth, which projects 
from hismouth and presses on his under-lip, giving him a very gaunt look : he has ear-rings, 
anecklace, and a garland of buman heads strung on, one below another, passing over his 
left shoulder and {eft thigh, and returning back by his right thigh. His second inner right 
arm is broken. If Niebuhr be correct, it mnst formerly lave helda child with the bead 
hanging downwards: the third hand holds asword, which is entire and has no guard: the 
fourth right arm is broken. The inner left arm sustains one corner of the veil, the second 
holds a sacrificial bell, the string of which is finely sculptured ; the third, round the elbow 
of which twists a suake, holds a cup*: the fourth is broken off. He has aralets and bracelets 
on all his arms. 

On the right beyond the veil is an elephant, whose left ear comes within the veil, while 
& small figure peers over it : below are some broken figures, On the left hand are some 
mutilated female figures, probably chouri-bearers: near Shiva's left hand that holds the 
cup, is a mutilated figure bending back ina forced attitude over the cup ;the upper part 
of the body has a languid air. It is not plain how it is support-d; it hasa good deal the 
app ce of a victim ¢ about to be killed, to furnish Bhyrava's cup with blood: the 
Pandits, however, differ in this ; some asserting that the cup is filled with wine only, while 
others acknowledge that the god sometimes indulges in a sanguinary beverage. Beyond 
this are two rishis, a female figure, aud another which is broken, 


Above all these are ten figures, of which two are children, two old and two young rishis 
two female figures, and two males. 

Immediately over Bhyrava, andin the middle of the whole, is a singular looking charac- 
ter: whether its form be accidental or not I cannot determine*. One somewhat. similar 
occurs in No. 6;—a little imagination might convert it into an ancient or provincial form

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of Om—the sacred and mysterious name of Deity, on which so mucli has been written. It 
is 2 sound not to be pronounced, but meditated on. 

Jt should be observed, that there is no appearance of Bhowaniin this compartment. : 

The coropartment on the left of the grand entrance (Nv. 10 of Niebubrf) is much 
mutilated. The principal figure has extremely the look of Bouddh ; be is of human 
shape with only two arms, which anfortanately are broken off, though from the appears 
ance ofa samll circular ridge of stone which passes over the thighs of the statue, it would 
seem that they had rested on his lap. He site on the pedmasan or lotus-seat, which is 
supported by the stalk ofa lotus held by two persons who are below ; very much as occurs 
in some figures at the caves of Kanara in Salsette: his head js ornamented with rich 
jewels resembling those on the head of the triad, but on & smaller scale ‘This and the 
‘similar figore in the western wing are certainly the most puzzling in the 
I know of no instance jn which Shiva is so represented ; but if this be Bouddh, as his 
general appearance ‘would indicate, how does he come into a Brahmivical temple? The 
question is vot easily answered. The detestation of the Brahmins towards Bouddh is 
deep-rooted. In the present orthodox of Hindd mythology, it is well known that Bouddh, 
in so far a8 heis admitted at all, is considered as an avatar of Vishnd, incarnated for the 
purpose of leading maukind into errort: he is therefore rarely represented, and is never 
ed in that form. But Vistnd does not appear in Elephanta in any other of hie 
or in any thing that indicates an avatar: Hanumant nowhere appears, as some 
who have described the caves erroneously affirm. lf this figure therefore be Bouddh, I 
should be inclined to imagine that it does not refer to any avatar of Vishnd, but was hoe 
rowed directly from the Bouddhist sect ; or that there was anciently an attempt to unite 
the Bonddhists to the sect of Shiva; as t would appear from the inscriptions at Bouddha 
Gaya end other monuments that there was an attempt to mingle the sect of Bouddh and 
Vishnat, ‘The existence of Bouddhist excavations at the two wings of the Brahaminical 
caves of Ellora, is afact which favours the supposition of an ancient union of part of the 
sect of Shiva and Bouddh; and it appears to me that the present Brahminical ideas regard- 
ing the incarnation of Vishnd as Bouddh, were posterior to a friendly union of part of the 
Vaishnavis and Bonddhists, introduced when the V asbnavi doctrines had again recovered 
an ascendancy, and meant to discredit the worship of their former rivals, After all, 
however, thix may only be Shiva, represented ashe ‘often is in a contemplative posture as 
religious recluse ;and the crescent on the top of hiscap to the left, with another indistinet 
figure in front, which may be the Ganga, but which rather seems to resemble a triple ball 
or flower, renders this upon the whole the more probable supposition of the two. 

The chief of the smaller figures are Bramha on the right, supported by the usual birds ; 
Vishnd on the left riding on Garud, who has his hair curling; wader him is an opening 
plantain with two leaves expanded and the centre germ rolled up. A figure also appear® 
riding on an animal which bxs lost ite head, but which from its general appearance, and 
from the shape of its off fore-leg, which has a solid hoof, has evidently the hody of a horse. 
It bas a saddle, gaddle-cloth, and girth, much like, those used in Europe. Itis covered bee 
hind with housings, its head and neck also appear to have been adorned with various trap- 
pings, It may be the the same griffin-like animal represented in compartment No.4: ifit ree 
presenta horset, itis the only figure of that noble animal which appeal 
‘two worshippers sit below facing each other on benches; one of them in his left hand holds 
a rudrakshindla, oF rosary of tho berries called ruderaksh, which belong to the worship of 
Shiva, and form part of the costume of the Saniasis or mendicants, who are his peculiar 


worshippers: and avother figure sits on the bench opposite, having one of bis legs hanging 


down across the other. :

Above is a very perfect Ganesh, with his elephant head and ears, In bis right band is 
his parsh, the instrument used for guiding the elephant ; in his left is his broken tuck. 

Above is Brambe with four heads and four arms; he is seated on a flat seat supported 
by five geese; behind him are Mardtiand another figure : in one of bis hands he holds 
his water-pot ; the rest are broken off. 

On the left, besides some other figures, is Vishnu on Garud's shoulders, with hie geds 
or mace in one hand, and his sharkh or conch in the ather, which is used for sounding to 
battle or summoning to prayer : the remaining bands are broken. Indra appears riding on 
his elepbant. 

There are some figures of little moment, and above are some deodAts, or messengers 
of the gods. 

Before leaving the great cave, it may be observed that some parts of the roof are hewn 
into the form of beams or rafters, which the pillars have the appearance ef sapporting, 
As you approach by the grand entrance, this frame-work rons joining the entablatures 
of the three first rows of pillars transversely east and west. ‘If you approach by the 
eastern or western entrances, the outer range of pillars in each is connected by a 
similar frame-work ; but all the rest of the Passage by the four side-doors of these two 
approaches across the temple, from the eastern to the western side-doors, is left quite 
clear of any such frame-work. If you enter by the eustern middle gate, the frame-work 
appears running transversely north and south, connecting the two Pillars in the second

extremely rotted and eaten by the water and damp, that I desisted. Niebuhr justly re- 
marks, that to show the soles of the feet, as is done by this statue, is by Orientals esteem— 
ed a mark of great unpoliteness ; it is often done, however in Bouddh and Jaina figures, 
asthe symbols of the divine personace are frequently found marked on the sole of the 
feet. His hands and fore-arms being broken off it is impossible to say whether his hands 
were placed within each other, though from the appearance of the bend at the elbow of the 
left arm we may suppose tlat they were not. This, whether Shiva or Bouddh, is probably 
the sume personage that is represented in the compartment on the left of the grand 
entrance ; on his right isa figure sitting on his heels, and holding in his hand an expanding 


plantain: above thisisa (three-headed figure, perhaps Bramha, beside several others of 
less moment. 


On the left of the door by which you enter the inner apartment* is Shiva with six 
arms, having on his head a cap ornamented with the crescent; and in his sight inner arm 
he holds a snake, as he does a parsh or hook for guiding his elephant in his second right 
arm: the third outer arm is gone. In his inner left arm he holds the drapery of his dress ; 
the second leftarm bolds something whiciis broken; the palm of the third is held ex pos- 
ed. On his brow isthe accustomed eye or protuberance. Bramha appears with his 
birds and lotus on the right, aud b-low himis a spreading plantain-tree anda human 
figure sitting on the ground On Bramna’s left is a human figure riding on 
an animal too mach broken to udmit of its species being recognised; and between 
this animal and Shiva are two figures, one of them a female chouri-bearer. By his inner 
left arm is another female figure; and on her left is Indra on his elephant Rirawati ; on 
the left of whom is Vishnu, four-armed, riding on Garnd’s shoulders. Shiva has on hia 
cap the crescent, one of his most frequent symbols. On the western side is a door leading 
to astmall irregular closet, marked F on the ground-plan; and beyond the first-mentioned 
apartment is another small one marked G in which is adfng overturned and lying on one 


side. On each side of this door without is a dar pal or warden, having two peisach figures 
below and two over bim, 


e 

The chapel on the opposite side, on the east of the grenttemple, w ich is also now en— 
tered over a heap of stenes and rubbish, has an open elegant appearance: it is eighty- 
8ix feet long and in general twenty-five feet broad. Jt appears to haye had four columns 
and two-half columns in front; but they have all been destroyed except the western half. 
colann and part of the column next toit, probably by masses of stoue falling from above. 
In front of the middle entrance and receding into the rock isa small shriove or sacclluin. 
which is surrounded by an open space (B). On the eastern and western extremities of 
the long saloon or veranda aretwo recesses, divided from the rest of it by two pillars and 
two pilaatere, which form three entrances to each. On the right side of the western receas 
(at No. 14 of Niebuhr's plan ) is an uprightfigure with a spear or broken ¢rishul; his left 
rests ona broken form. If it were Naodi, as the situation admity, we might then sup- 
pose this figure to be Shiva. 

On his right we discern Bramha supported as usual on his swans or geese. On his 
Jeft is Vishnu riding on Garud ; in one of Vishuu's right hauds is his mace, the other is 
open. One of his left hands holds his chaker or war-wheel; the other holds Lis conch or 
shank resting on Garud’s shoulders. We discern several other subordinate figures. 

On the left of the entrance of the recess (at No, 16 of Niebuhr's plan) is a large figure 
of Ganesh with his elephant head, and several attendants. 

In front of the entrauca (No. 15 of Neibuhr ) are ten detached figures: one of them 
is Gavesh; most of the others seem to be devangana, the servanis and dancing girls of the 
gods There isa pole between each two figures, surmounted with a swan, & peacock, 
or some other figure as a symbol. 

Fronting the right of the grand entrance of No. 17 is a statue with four arms, and 
the usual eye or protuberance on the forehead ; in its left oar ix a snake twisted and tied, 
he has mustachios anda Roman nose. The inner right arm holds a snake; the outer is 
broken off. The inner left lifts his robe ; the outer is broken off:—he has « sword on his 
Jefethigh. There are two small figures above, and a peisach attendant, below. This 
probably represents Vir-bhudr or Bhyruva, an incarnation of Shiva, 

Fronting the left ofthe grand entrance (at No. 18), is a gigantic statue with four 
arms, and two smaller peisuches, From the pre-ence of the peisaches, we may presume 
that the principal figures is one of Shiva's gan or baud. 


‘The eastern recess,—which like the one oppsite is screened by two pillars and two pilas~

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ters, as has been mentioned,—has no sculpture in it. There isa tradition, that on the 
night called Sheuratr, or Shiva’s might, the water of the Ganges oozes in through the roof 
of this part of the temple, and the people of the island resort to it at that time to enjoy 
the benefit of the miracle. A similar legend prevails at many Hind@ places of pilgrimage, 

The only parts of the temple which have beea left undescribed, are the three sanc. 
tuaries or shrines marked A, B, and C on the plan, ‘These contain the ling, the myster 
ous symbol of generation, and the great object of worship in the temples of Mahadeo. 
That marke A has been already mentioned :—it is on the right-hand side of the great 
temple as you advance up towards the remarkable three.headed figure; it has a doorway 
on each of its four sides, and each is eutered by a flight of six steps, farming a rise of 
about three feeteight inches above the level of the rest of the excavation. On each side 
ofeach of the four doors is a gigantic darpal or guard, froin fourteen feet ten inches to 
fifteen feet two inches in height. ‘There is nothing singular in the appearance of any of 
these warderst, except their gigantic bulk. On entering this shrine, or ghabara as it is 
called by the Mabruttas, which by some travellers hasbeen mistaken for a mausoleumt—an 
idea most abhorrent from all Brahminical prejudices—we observe a ling about three feet 
in height and about nine in circumference, composed of a stone that seems different from 
that out of which the rest ofthe cavern is excavated, being apparently harder and freer, 
and probably brought from a distance. It is fixed ina square shdtukh or yoni (thesymbol 
of the female organ of generation) which is about three feet inheight from the feor of the 
sanctuary, somewhat hellowed towards the ling, and has the prandlikr or spout, by which 
the holy aspersion of oil and ghee run off, pointing to the north. It is remarkable, that 
though this shrine does not strike the eye as irregular, yet on Measuring it, no two sides 
will be found of the same dimensions* : this ding is still on object of religious veneration 
to the natives, particularly to barren women. In visiting the temple, Ihave occasionally 
seen it adorned with garlands of flowers, and oil poured on it from devotion. 


The second shrine, marked B in the plan, is elevated above the level of the surrounding 
floor like that first described, and is come at by steps. The ling which is fixed in the 
yoni is also of a different stone from the rest of the cave, and is evidently inserted and 
imbedded inthooriginalrock. ‘The prundlika, or spout by which the aspersions are dis- 
charged, faces the east, and has the form of acow’s head, perhaps to represent the Ganges, 
which pouring down on the head of Shiva, winds elong till it finds a passage, and dis- 
charges itself at Gungotri by the Goumakh or cow’s-mouth, when it flows down into the 
the level country of Hindustan. All around this sacellum or ghabra is a wide open space, 
for the purpose of permitting the worshippers to make pradukshina or circumambulation 
of the symbol of adoration—a religions act which is supposed to be of great efficacy, and 
which, as has already been observed, is often repeated a great number of times ; indeed 
every pious Brahmin daily performs such circumambulation to the object of his worship 
before sun-rise, Ithas been already remarked, that the appearance of stone rafters, 
which have been carved on the roof of the great temple, nowhere join the shrine A; but 
leave an open passage round it, as if for the performance of a similar pradakshina. 

The third recess, at C in the opposite wing, has also aling, which haa been overturned ; 
it is, like the others,of a stone that is in better preservation than the rest of the cave. 

Having remarked, for the purpose of explaining the nature of three of the most promi- 
nent figures in the excavation, that the fing and yoni of the Hinds represent the male and 
female organs of generation *, it would serve no good purpose on this occasion to repeat 
the obsence fables invented by the Brahmins to account for the origin of this worship , 
they may be fonud in every book that treats of Hindd mythology, and are not necessary 
¢0 be known in order to understand the figures in Elephanta. ‘The Brahmins, like the an- 
cient Greek priests and philosophers, reduce the whole to a mystery, and wish these gross

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figures to be understood a3 8 mystic representation of the creative and productive energies 
of nature. The habitual contemplation of such emblems, especially when regarded as 
sacred or respectable, has however tvo obvious atendency to dignify the passions, and to 
cherish to violence of those auiual feelings, which it is one great obiect of morality and re- 
ligion to regulate and repress. An adoration so misplaced seems to furnish debauchery 
and riot with too obvious an apology. We know the licentiousness which occasioned the 
ritee of the Bona Dea to be driven trom Rome; and it is athi:med that in some parts of 
the Eeckhan, the feasts of the ling, which have a precisely similur tendency, are scenes of 
the most shameful profligacy and license that it is possible for the imagination to coneeive. 
All that at present is necessary to remark is, that the male or active generative energy 
represents Shiva, while the female or passive is the symbol of Shakti or Parvati; and 
it may be added, that the figure is so disguised under the emblem, that in the temple of 
Elephanta there is nowhere any appearance that can alarm the most timid modesty. 


1 have already mentioned that the whole temple of Elephanta is probably dedicated to 
Shiva alone, and not to Shiva, Vishod, and Bramha, as has of late been geaerally under- 
stood. 


After the explanation,—1 am sensible that I may add the dull and tedious explanation— 
of the separate sculptures that has been given, the grounds of that belief may be more easily 
comprehended. It may previously be remarked, that the use mnde of temples by the 
ancient Greeks and Romans, as well as by the modern Hindas, is considerably different 
from that required of them by Christian nations, A Hindd goes atone, as an ancient 
Roman would have done, when he finds it convenient, offers his solitary prayers before 
bis idol, prostrates himself in his presence, and leaves his offering : he attempts to bribe 
his god to prosper him in his trade, whether it be merchandize, or procuration, or theft. 
There is no stated regular time of teaching, no public prayers said by a priest in the name 
of a mixed congregation, no gathering of the people to go through a solemn service. 
Their great fest'vals are like our ideas of a fair; each man goes in his own time to the 
temple, makes his offering at the feet of the idol, goes out and purchases sweetmeats. All 
teaching or reading of the sacred books is in private houses; or if it is in the temple, it 
is ia the courts of the temple, never in the consecrated edifice: the verandas or porticoes 
near the temple are used just as any others equally convenient would be. This use, to 
which the courts of the temple are applied, will throw light on many passages of the history 
and sacred volumes of the Jews, It is evident that the temples of nations whose worship 
ia so conducted, need not be large like onr churches; since it is not required that they 
should contain a multitude. In all very ancient temples, however magnificent, the part 
of the temple in which the deity is supposed to reside is stnall, surrounded by numerous 
buildings, iv which the priests and servants of the temples reside. This seems to have 
been the plan of the first temple of Jernsalem, it was that of the older Grecian temples, 
as we may observe from the lon of Euripides, and it is at this day that presented by the 
temple of Mecca. In the temples of the HindQs the great object of worship is not con- 
stsutly exposed to view, nor placed in the larger onter building ; itiv always iv an inner 
small and dark apartment, usually having only one door; requiring to have lights burning 
before it in order to be seen, and facing the door so as to be visible from the further side 
efanimervening saloon. It wiil be remarked that the different apartments in which the 
lings ure placed at Elephanta answer this description, and would favour a belief that the 
ling itself was the principal object of adoration in the temple. In the graud exacavation 
tne lieg directly faces two of tue three entrances, the eastern and western; it is likewise 
seen from the central point of the cave. In like manner, a person entering either of the 
two wings by their middle opening, in each of them has the ling immediately before him ; this 
seems to mark it out as the principal and most frequent object of attention in the temple. 
There is some reason to conjecture, from the practice of other Hindds temples, that the 
great figare facing the grand entrance was only exposed to view on more solemn festivals. 
A veil was probably dropped before the recess, where the marks of some framework still 
exist, and on ordinary occasions only the two chapels, and occasionally tbe side-doors uf 
the great temple, which all present the ding, were probably thrown open. 

It must be observed as an objection to the idea which generally prevails, that the mid- 
dle figure of the three headed bust represents Bramba, that Bramha’s image is never an 
object of worship with the Hiudtis; there is oo such thing asa temple of Bramha: a pe- 
Culiarity, toaccount for which, different idle stories may be found in the Pdrans. Such 
being the case, it is not likely thatif the bust was ever intended to be worshipped, a 
sy who is worshipped nowhere else should receive religious supplication at Ele- 
phaota, 


In the next place, there is no one discriminative mark by which the figure in question 
can be ascribed to Bramba: as far as the mere sculpture is concerned, it might as well be 
avy other god—the serpent in the band of the middle figure militates against the notion 
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that itis Bramha. Had not the idea of a trinity, suggested by the view of the three— 
headed bust, presented itself’ to the mind encompassed with mystery and wonder, 
Bramwhat would probably uever have been taught of. It would be wisdom in Christian 
divines to throw off the treacherous assistance which has been supposed to be afforded 
to some of the mysteries of the Christian faith by this fabulons Hindd trinity. 

In the last place: Ifany good except Shiva has ashare inthe temple, it seems rather 
inexplicable why Shien in every compartment should always be the prominent and leading 
figure; and why the others should nat only never ocenpy the chief place, nor even appear 
in any one instance on an equality with him; but should uniformly be represented in a 
diminutive shape, as his servants or courtiers: this is quite inconsistent with the idea 
of any equality of reverence towards the three gods who are supposed to have a property 
in the temple. Shiva appears with all his family and domestics ; his wife Parvati, his 
sons Gunesh and Kartik, Bhriga the chief of his guna, the worn-out mAnis, the peisaches 
who attend him, with his bull Nandi, and the tiger, his wife’s vahana. Bramha and Vishnd 
appear solitary; without their families, without their attendants, and chietly recognisuble 
by their vahana or conveyances. Shiva appears in his different incarnations; not one of 
all Vishnd’s numerous incarnations can here be traced. 


Ithas been observed by some writers, that the dregs of the figures is different from that 
now in use in India; and Neibubr remarks that the figures are beardless, except that of 
Shiva in the great bust, to which may be added that in the eastern chapel, and the bearded 
munis, which he overlooked. Rut so far is the first observation from being true, that there 
is not a piece of dress on any figure in the cave, except the fancy cap on some of them. 
which is not at this day commonly met with in Indix, The shela, or long web of thin cloth 
folded round the loins, is that in general use all over Hindustan and the Dekhan. The 
same may be said of the jewels and ornaments ;—they are Precisely the heavy tasteless 
Ornaments that load the necks, ancles, arms, and ears of the Hindds. If moet of the 
figures are nearly naked, this is owing to several reasons. Statuaries naturally dislike 
formal dresses, as a great incumbrance on their art, since they conceal or defurm the 
most graceful contours of the human body, the expression of which, and of the emotions 
of the countenance, is the great triumph of their art, In the next place, there are really 
very few pieces of genuine Hind dress; the Brahmin, for example, has enly the dhoter, 
or cloth that covers the lower part of the body, and the angwaster, which is wrapped round 
the upper part of the body ;—till he is married, he wears Only the angwaster and langoli, 
which last is a short cloth that passes between the thighs, and his fastened beture and be- 
hind toa string that goesround the loins: the Sunyas: uses an Gngwaster dyed yellow 
with saffron and called ch.huti, and the langoli, ‘Tne Gosawis and Ryragis wear the 
langoti alone, The cnly regular parts of the dress of a woman are the luguda, a long web 
of cloth from sixteen to twenty cubits in length, which ufter covering the middle part of 
the body is thrown over the shoulders and forms a graceful covering for the upper part; 
and the cholee, a short jacket with short sleeves, used to suppert rather than to conceal 
the breast. Most of the articles of dress now worn have been introduced by the Musal— 
mans ; such asthe angrakha and dopate, which cover the upper part of the body; the 
turban, the cholna or short drawers, &c. It should be remarked too, that when a Hind 
approaches his gods reverently, he purities himself, and throws off all his dress except that 
part which covers his loins, and many of the figures in this cave are in the act of adoration. 
Finally, the principal figures are gods, who in most nations have been represented with 
little covering, At present none of the figures in Flephanta are sculptured ina state of 
entire nudity; though it is said that some of those now. broken more nearly approached 
the state of nature, and were mutilated by the piety or wantonness of visitors, As for 
the cireumstance ot the figures being beardless, it is owing to the representing celestial 
beings, who are supposed to enjoy eternal youth. The m@nis or celestinl sagen. however, 
are always represented in these sculptures, as they are in the Hindd mythology, with 
beards, as being aged. Shiva also in Hind poems, as well as in paintings, has frequent 
ly either a beard or mustachios. 

Travellers have entertained very different ideas of the degree of genius and art displayed. 
in this temple and the figures around it ; some are disposed to rate them very high, and 
speak in rapturous terwg of the execution and design of several of the compartments, ‘To 
me it appears, that while the whole Conception and plan of the temple is extremely grand 
and magniiicent, and while the outline and disposition of the separate figures indicate 
Rreat talentand ingenuity, the execution and finishing of the figures in general (though 
some of them prove the sculptor to have had gteat merit) fall below the original idea, and 


Rhett closed totus-bad in the hand of the figure called Bramha, andthe open lotusin the hand of that culled 
Tishna are the only circumstances that have the stidow of favousing this hypothesis ; aud there wee fete 
and uncertain proofs on which to build such a couclusion, 
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are often very defective, in no instance being possessed of striking excellence. The fi- 
gures have something of rudeness and want of finish, the proportions are sometimes lost, 
the attitndes forced. and every thing indicates the infancy of the art— though a vigorous 
infancy. The grouping appen's to be still more defective than the execution of the se- 
parate figures :—a number of little and almost dwarfish figures are huddled around one of 
two larger ones, Indeed it deserves consideration, whether the nature of the Hindd my- 
thology, which represents every thing by hieroglyphic, be not extremely unfavourable to 
the fine-arts. The arts of painting aud sculpture owe there chief beanties to a succesaful 
representation of external objects, and to ahappy development of the ubiversal feelings and 
pussions of human nature, as ex ressed on the human frame. But in the mythology of 
the Brahmins,—sach is the pumber of legends relating to each of tho gods, and so much 
are there various qualities and properties depicted by conventional marks and symbols, 
which ascertain distinctly the character and eituation of each individual, much as a written 
name or mark would do,—that the ingenuity of the artist is not required to indicate by the 
fine touches of his art, what is done by a rougher and grosser way. The Egyptian scalp- 
ture seems never to have passed beyond this step. The Grecks by their fine genius burst 
the sbackles which they received from their masters, and their statues and sculpture will 
probably be found most excellent, where the general charac and passions of human ta- 
tare swallow up the understood symbols of the individual represented, when the painter 
rather than the people speaks. On this account I have always regarded the attempt made 
by Sir Joshua Reynolds to restore in acertain degree the use of hieroglyphic in painting, 
aa an oversight of that excellent painter and admirable critic, It seems to be taking a step 
Dackward, and to be degrading that beantiful art from exhibiting a representation of geueral 
nalare intelligible to all mankind, to the exhibitivn of a local and temporary character, 
intelligible only to those whose age and country have qualified them to peruse it. When 
caried all its length, it brings back the fine arts f:om giving representations of ideal nature, 
‘and strong and refined passions, to the mere art of copying ‘exterual objects and symbols ; 
jt makee them a provincial dialect instead of an universal and eternal language—it has » 
tendency to strike genius out of the art. ‘The general use of such symbols, accordingly, 
appears to me to have combined with other causes to blunt the sense of the Hindis for the 
fine-arts ; they delighted to recognise a deity by his eahana, his mavy heads and numerous 
arms; but they appear to set little value on the acenrate delineation of a passion, or the 
fine forms that start frora beneath the chisel or the pencil : the passion being represented 
by its artificial symbol, the natural sign loses its value. The Hindfis are always children, 
and amused with baubles j their groups even of living beings are generally still life. If 
there are many figures in the piece, they are commonly seated, and action is rarely repre- 
sented ; or if it be, it is generally an obvious one like a fight or battle. The various fi- 
gures, as may be remarked of those at Elephants, are never made to concur by different 
actions towards One end so as to preserve unity in the piece. While sculpture is in this 
state, and while the art of grouping and of telling a story is in this condition, itis not 
going too farto consider them as in their infancy. 

While the particular compartments of figures have these defects, it is remarkable that 
the whole frame and form of the excavation, which to the eye appears regular, when eri- 
tically examined and measured, is found to be in an uncommon degree faulty. The pillars 
jn the different ranges deviate from the straight line, some advancing and some receding 
beyond their proper places. Many of them stand with a certain degree of obliquity, few 
of them are of exactly the same dimensions, and the different side of the same pillars are 
rarely similar to each other. Even the whole temple itself, which to the eye presents the 
appearance of regularity, has no two sides of the same magnitude; in a work hewn and 
carved out with such prodigious labour and expense as this of Elephauta, such @ defect 
appears astonishing. This inequality, extending to the temple itself, the pillars, and the 
shrines, gives rise to au idea that the inequality may be intentional. Mr, Crawford in his 
Sketches observes, that the Hindus never make the siles of a tank or reservoir perfectly 
equal to each other. The remark seems to me correct so far as concerns the t; but 
with every inquiry that I have made, I canaot discover that there ia any such posilive tule, 
or that itis applied to any of their buildings or edifices, Most of the compartments have 
suffered a good deal from force and injury rather than time ; the figures, which are all in 
full relief and merely adheriug to the wall, are easily subject to injury. 

It is worthy of notice, that the excavation appears once to have been painted in water~ 
colours: some of these colonrs still adhere to the raof, though none of the figures that have 
been painted on it are so entire as to be recognisable. Some remains of water colours are 
aleo visible in other parts of the eave. It is probable that all the figures were once paint- 
ed ® in many and glaring colours, as is still practiced in regard to Hindu idols. The

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third eye in the forehead of Shiva and of his servants could not have been distioguished 
atany considerable distance unless painted. ‘Che remains of similar painting are still seen 
at the caves of Kanara, and even in the magnificent temples of Egypt. 

Some time ago a considerable fragment of one of the cushion-like capitals of one of the 
great pillars felldown, Ouexamining it, itappeared to have been fixed on by two large 
pegs or pins, andthe capital being examined, two pieces of tenk-wood by which it bad been 
fastened were discovered. It isremarkable, that these pieces of wood when cut with a 
knife were still very hard and sound within, though they must probably have upheld the 
fragment for mavy hundred years; for ifit be not admitted that they could have been 
used as a hold to retuin a piece of the stone broken off at the original excavation of the 
temple, which seems sufficiently probable, still they must be upwards of three hundred 
years old, as Elephanta was certainly not used as a place of worship fram the time that 
the Portuguese seized Bombay, and probably noc for a lung time brture. When the Por- 
tuguese touk the island, the sculptures probably suffered much from the ignorance and 
want of curiosity of that people, as well as their bigutry and detestation of all pagau idols; 
their cattle seem to have taken shelterin the cave during the monsoon, as long as they 
hadthe island. Pyke inform us*, that a Portuguese fidalgo fired a grea! gun into the cave 
to amuse himself with the echo, by which several of the pillars were broken. The whole 
of the lower part of the excavation, with the pillars and figures fur about two feet from 
the ground, in consequence ofthe lodging of the water which comes in by the eastern aud 
western entrances, bas been rotted and worn down, so that the stone is easily broken if a 
little force be applied. Several of the pillars are mutilated; some of them evidently 
from this cause, as the sound upper part still adheres to the roof, while the base, which 
was injured by the rain-water and damp, has fallen off: some of the figures, however, 
appearto have suflered considerably since Neibuhr’s time, as appvars from his drawings, 
the figures in which are in some instances more entire than the figures in the excavations 
at present are, The eastern and westera entrances have been broken and defaced by the 
falling in of huge mas-es of stone and earth from above, su that the approach to them is 
now rather difficu't, from the irregular masses of scittered rocks lying in heaps. 


Nothing presents itself inthese excavations, which can lead to a satisfactory solntion 
of the important and curions question. what age or by what dynasty was this vast 
temple completed 2 One fact is worchy of notice, that a greater number of magnificent 
cave-temples present theinselves in a small space on this coast, and in territories urigi- 
nally inhabited by a Mabratta ruce, than are to be met with in any other part of India, 
Tie caves of Elephanta, those of Kanara, Amboli, and some others on the island of Suis 
sette, the fine cave of Carli on the road by the Bore Ghat to Poona, the still more exten. 
sive and magnificent ranges at Ellora, not to mention some smaller cave-temples in the 
Konkan and near the Adjanta pass+, are all on Mahratta ground, and seem to show the 
existence of some great and powerful dynasty, which must have rvigned many years to 
complete works of such labour and extent, ‘Lhe existence of temples of opposite characters 
and of different and hostile religi ns, only a few miles from each ather,and in some instances 
as at Ellora, even united in the same range, is a singular fat, which well deserves to excite 
the attention, and exercise the industry, of the Indian antiquary. 

Alltravellers who have visited Exypt and India have heen irresistibly struck with the re- 
semblance between the temples of Egypt and the excavations of India, as well in the macy 
dignity of the whole, as in the arrangement and form of the temple and the appearance uf 
the figures, Many articles in the mythology of these ccuutries also exhibit a singalar coins 
cidence ; but no judicious comparison has hithe:to been instituted between the arebitec— 
ture, sculpture, and mythology of the two countries.

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ROUGH SKETCH OF VYINGORLA. 


[ Communicated to the Editor of the Bombay Agenda. } 


This little Village is situated in the ex'reme south of the Rutnagiree “ Zillah”, and 
ts distant from Bombay about 275 miles. The Head-land by which this anchorage 
ground (for coasting eraft) is formed, is called ‘‘ Beacon Point,” from its being sur- 
mounted by a small white pyramid, which may be seen from a vessel's deck, in clear 
Weather, about ten miles off. 

The little © Bay of Vingorla” is completely sheltered from every point of the 
compass, the south alone excepted. When it blows fresh from that quartet (a rar, 
occurrence, and always of short duration,) the little traders make a fair wind of it. 
and run fo  Malwan,” (18 miles north) where they remain until the wind changese 
The road-stead of * Vingorla” ix also good, Vessels of any burthen may be within 
three miles of the shore, and receive or discharge Cargo, with as mach ease, and as 
little inconvenience of any sort, a8 at any other place of commercial resort. There 
are abouteighty boats at all times available to carry goods. The trade of “ Vingorla” 
is chiefly confined to the staple, Cotton. This article ia exported to Bombay, during 
eight months of the year, in large quantities. The value of this branch of the revenne 
bis iucreased, in the last three years, twelve fold. The total amount of collections, on 
imports and exports, for the official year 1842 | 43, may be estimated, io round numbers, 
at Rs. 65,000. 

The Cnstom-House is sitnated close to the beach, but, owing to the tediousness of 
ashallow, back-water communication, which is wholly under tidal influence, mach 
delay, and inconvenience, in the transaction of business, are experienced. A good 
pier has long been a desideratom, and is much wanted at Vingorla Considering that it 
isthe verv Gateway” of the high road to the Southern Mabaratta Country, through which 
Troops, Treasure, and valuable stores, of every description, are constantly being pas- 
sed. asd that the place itself is evidently making rapid st rides towards commercial im. 
portance, it certainly does seem strange that something has not yet been done, by way 
of improving it as a ianding and shipping Port. Jt remains, however, to this day, literal- 
ly, as nature left it. 

The group of small Islands, about eight miles West of this place, commonly designated 
the‘: Vingorla Rocks,” yield a small r-venue to Government, owing to the famous 
“ Birds’ nests,” so highly prized as an edible, by the Chinese, being found upon them, 
The Rocks produce about one hundred weight of nests, annually. 

The “ Village of Vingotla” may contain about 5,000 inhabitants, has a tolerably good 
hazaar, and locates between twenty and thirty mative Merchants. These are yearly 
increasing. There are, likewise, a Commissariat, aud three private agents in the 
place. 

The Traveller's bungalow (which is now an excellent and commodions building, having 
lately been thoroughly repaired, and improved,) is conveniently sivuated within five mi- 
nutes walk of the landing place. The only other Public premises are, a small house oc. 
copied by the Store Se:zeant, and.a sort of Semi-Foit, knownas the“ Fuctory.”” It isa 
large, aud very strong, building, having three tiers of spacious apartments. ‘The lowest 
are used as depositories for Treasure, and arsenal stores. It is surrounded by a high, 
loup-holed wall, at each of the four angles of ch there is a sma!l bastion, capable of 
mouuting six guns. A pairof strong Gates, with a small moat, three quarters round, 
complete the defences. Theopen space between the wall and the building itself, is fit. 
ted up with extensive sheds, - 

The “ Camp” which was formerly a large and regular cantonment,is eligibly situated 
about two miles from the village, occupying a fine circular plain, about three miles in 
diametrical extent, and bounded by a belt of hills, verdant all the year round. 

Here the military out-post, which ususlly consists of 150 men, which, by the way, is 
much two weak fur the general duties, and character of the surrounding country, under 
the command of a Captain and Subaltern, the medical officer (who is generally an Apo- 
thecary only) and assistant Collector of Sea—Customs (when the latter is not on circuit) 
reside, The public buildings at the Camp compiisea fine stone built Hospital,or Bar. 
rack, capable of accommodating fiom forty to filty persons, with good out—houses and 
Awell, attached; a small native hospital, a wagazine, aod guard-room all well built 
and regularly kept in repair by Government. 

The “ Lines,” and officer's quarters, are temporary buildings only. There are but four 
substantial private houses. Eight regiments could with vase encamp on the plain 
withoat at all incommoding one another. The place, generally, is extremely healthy, 
and would, there canbe littledoubt, make an excellent convalescent Stotion. Rheu- 
matic complaints, in particular, it is known, instantly yield to the general influences of its 
climate, Cholera, small pox, andfever, so prevalent in the Konkun, generally, seldom 
visit “* Viogorla ;” and when cases do ocour, they are very mild, and few in number.

Aad last (usually about twelve inonths aft-r decease, aw the ex- 
ecator is liable to the claims of all creditors, who deldom fail to declare themselves 
before thut time) the legacies; first deducting the ainount of duty thereon, (which 
roust be paid to Government with'n 21 davs), see beneath, and taking a receipt 
Provided for that purpose by the Stamp Office.—Great care should be taken not to 
Pay them to parties unqualified to give a proper discharge, »minor for example, or 
4 inarried woman, in the latter-case, the joint receipt of herself and husband, must 
be taken, unless the legacy is left for her separate atu especial use.

"The Governor General in Council remarks, that the Rule referred to No. XVI. of the 
Regulations of the 29th January 1840, requires in case of a change of Office, when an 
Officer is appointed to a higher situation, that he shall not draw the higher salary 
until he joins. " : 

His Lordship in Conncil considers it expedient strictly to maintain this Tule as one of 
general pructice, and that uo exception ought to be allowed otherwise than wader special 
Circumstances and exigencies of the public service. 

His Lord-bip in Coonefl is further of opinion, that as a general rule, Officers. o 
not to be appointed to situations for the duties of which they are dot immediately avail- 
able. 

When an Officar for the tonvenience of the public service bas been detained by on order 
of the Government ia a -ituation of inferior emolument after he has been promoted, in 
such cuxe the practice under the Bengal Presidency is to pass to him the higher salary of 
his new appointment, during the period ofhis being sodetained. This exception to the 
Rule XV1_ corresponds with the exception provided for in Rule XX under the Chapter for 
Depatation Allowances, in which it is declared that no Civil Servaut temporarily offi. 
ciating for another shall draw.an amount larger than the entire emoluments of the office 
fo which he is officiating, but that the prohibition ducs not apply to’ the case of an Officer 
who may be deputed fur special reasons to act in an office of inferior emoluments to his 
own. 

In order to ensure uniformity of practice at all the Presidencies in the spplication of 
Rules XIV, XVI and XVIL, itishereby explained jthat Rule XIV refers to the ap- 
pomtment of Cisil Servants previously not holding any permauent situation, sach as 
servants for the firet time aypointed to a fixed situation after their return from furlough. 

These Servants are entitled under Rule X1V t» the allowances of their new office from. 
the day of appoint ment, provided they do not come under forfeiture by exceeding the time 
prescribed for joining their station. 

And Rules XVI and XVID are to be construed as applying to cases where there isa 
change of office, with increase of salary, a special course being prescribed with regard to 
Junior Civil Servants; they under Rule XVI are authorized to draw the selary of As- 
sistant from the date of their being reported qualified for the publio service, unless for- 
feited through delay in joining the’ station to which they have been appointed.

An Act for effecting; an arrangement with the East India Com-

HER Majesty tre Qieen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, and 
His Majesty the King of the French, belig desirous of making an arrangement for con- 
veving through France the correspondence between Great Britain and the East Indies, 
have resolved to secure this important result by means of an additional Convention to 
the Post Office Convention conctaded the 30th March 1836, and have for this pur- 
pote named as their Plenipotentiaries, that is to say. 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, the 
Right Hon'ble Granville, Earl! Granvills, Kright Graid Cross of the Most Honora!le 
Ocdez of the Bata, a Peer of the Realm, a Privy Councillor, and Her Britannic Majesiy'’s 
Ambassador Extraordinary and Plesipot-ntiary to His Majesty the King of the French; 

And His Majesty the King of the French, the Sieur Napoleon Lannes, Duke of Mon- 
tobello, a Peer of France, Officer of His Royal O.der of the Legion of Honoar, Grand 
Cross of the Order of Isabelia the Catholic, His Minister and Secretary of State for De- 
partment of Foreign Affairs. 

Who after having communicated to each other their respective Full Powers, found 
in good aud due form, have agreed upon and concluded the following articles, 

ARTICLE I. 

The Goverament of Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland shall confide tothe Pos Office of France, upon the conditions exprersed 
iv the following Articles, the conveyance, in mail-bags or closed boxes, of the corr gpon- 
dence coming trom the Kast Indies, destined for the United Kingdom of Gest Br.tain 
and Treland, aud vice versa, whenever the above mentivned currespondence shall pass 
through France. 2 

The British Government reserves to itself at all times the right of causing, whenevet 
it shall think proper, the abovementioned correspondence coming from the East Indies 
tothe United Kingdom, and vice versa, and passing though France, to be conveyed 
‘either between Alexandria and Malta or between Malta and Marseilles, or between Alex- 
afdria and Marseilles, by vessels freighted or employed fur that purpose by its orders, 
or by the packets of the Royal Navy. 

ARTICLE II. 

Whenever the packets of the Royal British Navy, charged with the correspondence from 
the East Indies for Great Britain, shall tonch at Marseilles, or at any other French port 
in the Mediterranenn, they shall be considered and received iu those ports us vessels of 
war ; shall be exempt from all dues of navigavion and port charees; and shall enjoy there- 
in all the honours snd privilegea accorded by the convention of the 14th June 1838, te 
the Vessels of the two States employed in the Conveyance of the correspondence between 
Dover and Calais. 

The same {mmunities, honours, and privileges are secured to the packets of the Royal 
French Navy in the ports of the Mediterranean subject to thedominioa of Her Britannia

The French Govt. engages to effect the conveyance of the correspohdence designated 
inthe Ist Article of the present udditional convention, in the manner following.

and for the Freuch possessions in India, as shall be delivered to itby the French 
Post Office.

It is understood, that no correspondence coming from the East Indies, and destined 
for tho countries to which France serves as the channel of communication, shall be deli- 
Vered tothe French Pout office, unless the senders shall have expressed the intention of 
sending such correspondence through France, by writing on the address the words, by 
French Post Ofiice, or, by way of France. 

ARTICLE IX. 

The Post Office of Great Britain shall pay to the Post Office of France, fn satisfaction 
ofall charges of conveyance of transit of the correspondence mentioned in the lat Article of 
the present additional Convention, between Alexandria and Calais, as follows, that is to Say: 

Ist. For letters, six Francs per ounce British net weight. 

2nd. For Newapapers, printed Prices Current and uther publications which are allowed to 
pass by post in Great Britain at reduced rates, tea cents per newspaper-or priuted sheet. 

The letters shall be weighed. and the newspapers, printed prices currett, aud above

ARTICLE XIV. 


The Courier of the British Post Office who shall accompany, on hoard the French Me- 
diterranean packets, the correspondence of the East Indies for Great Britain, and of Grest 
Britain for the East Indies, may receive or deliver cither at Malta, or at any other station 
at which the said packets shall touch, mail bags from or for Great Britain on the same 
conditions, and with the same privileges stipulated by the present additional Convention, 
relative to the conveyance of the East India correspondence, subject to the operation of the 
sanitary regulation. 

It is however understood, that whenever the abovementioned correspondence coming 
from Malta, or from the Levant, shall have been purified at the Lazaretto of Malta, 
it shall not be subjected to any purification on arriving at Marseilles. 

With regard to the rate’ to be paid to the French Office, the stations, on this side of 
Malta shall be assimulated to Malta, and the stations beyond Malta to Alexandria, 

ARTICLE XV. 

The present Convention, which shall be considered as additioval to the Convention 
of the 3U'h of March 1836, shall be ratified, and the ratifications shall be eXchanged at 
Paris within two months from this date, and it shall be put in operation at the latest 
two months after the exchange of the said ratiticationa, Nevertheless, the two Post 
Offices of Great Britain and France may, by mutual consent, fix an earlier date for 
commencing to catry the said Convention into operation. 

In witness whereof the respective plenipotentiaries have signed the present addition- 
a) convention, and bave affixed thereto the seals of their arms.

: | NOTIFICATION. 


The following Rules approved of by Government respecting the Posting of Palkee Bearers 
Bre published for the information of the Public, and for the guidance of the several Post 
Masters under this Presidency. : 

I; Travellers may be furnished with Dawk Bearers on application at the different Post 
Offices, where they will obtainall the requisité information asto the estimated distances 
between known stations, to which only Dawk bearers can be laid by any Post Master. 


II. A set of Dawk Bearers comprises twelve, and one Mussalchee for which is charged, 
payable in advance, at the r, 2 of.¢ight annas per Mile, but as in many instances, owing 
to the delay caused by Travelers temaining longer on the rond'than the stipulated time, 
-thie sain is found unequal to the eapense, a farther sam of four annas per Mile is required 
to be paid as @ deposit tocover any eventual expense or demurrage caused by delay on 
the part of the Traveller.—Should none occur, the full amount of the sum depasited is 
refunded, upon the Traveller furnishing a certificate from the Deputy Post Master at the 
+place where bis journey finished, that he arrived there without having incurred demurrage. 
It is the duty of the Deputy Post Masters to furnish Travellera with certificates specify ing 
according to circumstances whether or otherwise they had come on demurrage ;—sach 
certificate must however be understood, isonly applicable to tte Deputy Post Master's 
Division, who grants it, for it sometimes happens that a Traveller baving incurred de. 
Murrage on part ofthe road, by travelling subsequently during those hours originally 
appoiuted for haltiug, reaches the last Division withia the given time.’ 

’ 


N. B.—It is to be particalarly observed, that.in some Districts, Bearers are with difficul- 
ty procured, and wirere they have to be sent aconsiderable distance to take ap the Travel- 
ler, and in like manner to return home, for time so occupied they sre paid additionally, 
and in aff such cases Post Masters are authorized to charge the actual cost for the Travel- 
lers Bearers. 
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III, When it is reported that a Traveller come on demurrage, on any part of the road 
the adjustment of the amount deposited to. cover such expenses will be pustpoved until the 
receipt of the Bills forthe Dak, from alltbe Post Masters through whose Divisions the 
Traveller may have passed, ‘ 

1V. Travellers whether proceeding from the Presidency, or from Outstations are 
provided with a Form, in which they are requested particularly to note any cause of 
dissatisfaction they may meet with on their journey, and the places where they mest with 
obstractions, or irregularities on the part of the Bearers or Subordinate Post Office Servants, 
this Form being affixed to the sertificate which the Travellers has to present-for sigastere, 
secures its being noticed. : 

V. When Dak has been ordered and cireumstances may ‘render it expedient for the 
Traveller to postpone his jouruey, orto withdraw the Bearers entirely, be will of course 
be held liable for any expense which may have been incurred on his account. The amount 
paid for the D&k and the accoynt deposited to cover demurrage will therefore reinain 
unadjusted until reports are receited from the General Post Master on the line of route upon 
which the Dak was ordered. 

V1. Travellers Baggage must not exceed for each Banghy Burdar, tweutyfour seers, 
and this must be divided into two Parcels or Pattarahsof such dimensions as to render 
them conveniently portable when slang as Banghies. 5 

VIL. It is to be generally understood, that although Government permits their servants 
tolay D&k Bearers for the cunveniehce of the Public, the stace derives no benefit from this 
source, and that neither Soveroment nor any of their Officers are in any degree responsible 
to the Traveller for the misfortunes and disappointments which are inseparable from D&k 
travelling, thus every Traveller travels at bis own risk, and is liable to the losses and 
increased expenses incidental to delays, and accidents, and that Government can inno instance 
be considered liable to make good any losses whatever. 

VIII. When irregularities and cdngequont incenvenience occur to Travellers, the Post 
Master General on being applied to, will immediately investigate the complaint brought 
tohis notice, but this can only be dote in the same manner, and to the same end as a superior 
in any other Department would interfere to enquire into complaints preferred against his 
subordinates. 3 

IX. In case of surcharge alone, ok charges which to the Parties complaining might ap- 

ear unjust bécause arising out of soe positive neglect, or error on the part of the Deputy 
Post Master wholays the Dak, it wodld be the duty of the Post Master General to iuves- 
tigate the matter with aview to afford pecuniary redress. 

X. In every case of refusal to maké good demands on account of laying Dak Bearers, 
Post Masters are authorized to detain All Letters, Parcels, &c. forthe person from whom 
demands are due in the same manner hs is authorized to act under clause 1X of the General 
Rules. 

XI. Any decision pronounced by the Post Master General in all references relative to 


Dak Bearers, to be considered final.

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The following Aet passed by the Right Honorable the Governor General of lodis in 
Council,on the 17th May 1841, is hereby promulgated for genera! information. 
Act No. IV. or 1841. 


An Act for regulating public conveyances in the Islands of Bombay and Colaba, and 
the Harbour of Bombay. ‘ 


1. It is hereby enacted, that all Hackney Carriages, Carts, Palankeens and other 
Vehicles let to hire for the purposeof conveying persons or goods within the Islands of 
Bombay end Colaba, and all Boats let to hire for such purpose within the Harbour of Bombay 
shall bear upon them, in manner asdirected by the superintendent of Police, on ecah 
side, in large English and Native figures or characters, a certain namber to be indicated 
for every such public conveyance in manner hereinefter mentioned ; and every person wha 
shall let out to hire any such public confeyance after the expiration of two months from the 
day of passing this Act which shall not bear such number in manner aforesaid, or which 
shall bear any number not indicated as afaresaid or after notice as hereinafter mentioned to 
withdray the seme, shall be liable, on conviction before a Magistrate of Police, to a fine nut 
exceeding Thirty Rupees, 
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Il. And it ie hereby enacted, that the nambets té be used for public conveyances shall 
be indicated by the Superintendent of Police on application of the gwoers of such convey- 
ances, and it shall be lawfal for the Courtof Petty Sessions on proof of the breach of any 
provision of this Act by the owner of any such canveyance as aforesaid, tu give such owner | 
notice to withdraw the number which may theretofore bave been indicated to him in manner 
aforesaid. ; 

IU. And'itis hereby énacted, that every Teeka-bearer, Boatman, or other person cm= 
ployed im the conveyance of versons of goods as aforesaid by the owner of any such public 
conveyance shall wear, in manner as directed by the Superintendent of Police,a Badge on 
the upper part of hisright arm with the number of the public conveyance to which he belongs, 
which Badge shall be indicated by the suid Superintendent, in default whereof every person 
sv employed and not having such badge a’ aforesaid, shall be liable, onconvictiun before a 
Mayistrate of Police, to a five notexceeding Twenty Rupees. . 

‘TV. And itishereby enaeted, that it shall be Iewful for the Court of Petty Sessions 
from time to time to settle tha rates for the hire of such public conveyances as aforesaid, 
and the rates so settled, if sanctioned by the Governor uf Bombay in Council shall be pub- 
lished twice in the Government Gazette. And after such publication, if the owner or other 
prrson in charge of any such public conveyance as _atoresaid shall receive or require any 
higher rate for the hire thereof, or shall refuse a fare npon tender of the prescribed rate, 
the person or persons on whose application the number of such public conveyance shall 
have been indicted as aforesaid, or the person receiving or requiring such higher rate orre- 
fusing fare, shall be liable, on conviction before a Magistrate of Police, toa fine not ex> 
ceeding ‘'wenty Rupees. Provided always, that no person shall he deemed tobe liable to the 
penalty in this Section unless the settled rate of hire shall have been duly tendered. And 
any person refusing to pay the money due from him for the hire of any such conveyance - 
according to the rate settled as aforesaid, shall be liable on conviction before a Magistrate 
of Police, to a fine not exeeeding Twenty Rupees and no contract for hire under the 
settled rate shall be valid or binding on aay owner of a public conveyance. 

V.  Andit is hereby enacted, that the Superintendent of Police shall keep a Register © 
containing a full description of applicants receiving. numbers under this Act, and of every 
conveyance for which any number is obtained, and of every person fur whom avy Badge 
is obtained, and every offender using or authorizing the. use of auy Number or Badge 
otherwise than for such particular conveyance or person, shall be liable, on summary con+ 
viction, before the Court of Petty Sessions, to a fine not exceeding One Hundred Rupees, 

VI. Andit ishereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Court of Petty Sessions 
from time to time, to appoint, stands for public Carrisyea and Palkees. And. every person 
in charge of any Carriage or Palkee found loitering off any such stand for the purpose of 
hire, shall be liable, on conviction before the Magistrate of Police, toa fine not exceeding 
Ten Rupees. 

VII. Anditis hereby provided, that nothing in this Act contained shall extend to 
prevent any person from letting to hire any conveyance for a month or longer periud 
without any such namber being applied for as aforesaid. 

VIIL. And it is hereby enacted, that all fines imposed by virtue of this Act shall be 
recoverable in mavner provided fur by Act I'l. of 1839,

LEGISLATIVE DEPARTMENT. 
Tae Srv Jory, 1841. 
The following Act passed by the Right Hon’ble the Governer General of India in 
‘Council on the Sth of July 1841, is hereby Promulgated for general information. 
Acr No X. or 1841. 
An Act for prescribing the Rules to be observed, in order that ships or vessels belonging 
to ports within the territories under the Government of the East India Compuny, or Le- 
longing to Native Pringes or States, or their subjects, may become entitled to the pri- 
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wileges of British ships under a proclamation of the Governor Generalof India in Council 

made in pursuance of the Stat. 3rd and 4h Victoria Ch. LVI. 

1. Whereas by Statnte passed in ‘the 3d and 4th years of Her Majesty Queen Victoria 
htitled An Act to regulate the trade of ships built and trading within the limits of the 
East India Co-npany’s charter, it is enacted “ that it shall be lawful for the Governor General 
of India in Couneil by Proclamation, tu declare that all ships or vessels built or to be built 
within the limfts of the Charterof the East India Company being owned by Her Majesty's sub- 
jects for whom the said Governor General iu Council has powers to legislate, and belonging, 
under the Regwlation héreiuafter provided for, to any ports in the territories under the Govern- 
ment of the suid Company, shall be ceemed to be British ships for all the purposes ot trade with- 
inthe said limits, includiog the Cape of Good Hope, and the territories and dependencies 
thereof ; provided that the upon such declaration being made the said Goveroor General 
iu Council shall, and the said Governot General in Council is hereby accordingly em powered 
to make Regulations, to be enforced by suitable penalties, concerning the registering, 
liceusing, and ascertaining the admeastrement of the tonnage and burden, aod generally for 
the trading within the limits aforesaid of such ships or vessels.” And whereas it is further 
enacted in the same Statute as follows, that is to sey. ** And whereas it may beexpedient 
to admit to similar privileges and advantages any ships or vessels belonging to Native 
Princes or States in subordinate alliance with, or having subsidiary treaties with the East 
India Company, or owned by subjects of any such Princes or States, be it therefore enacted 
thatthe Governor General of India in Council may by euch Regplations as aforesaid, such 
Tegulations being subject as aforesaid, admit to the privileges and advi es of British 
ships for the purposes of trade within the limits of the Charter of the said Company, ins 
cluding the Cape of Good Hope and the territories aud dependencies thereof, or to any 
such privileges and advantages, any ships or vessels belonging to such Princes or States, 
ur any of them, or owned by subjects of any such Princes or States, but any euch Regula- 
tions shull provide for the granting to such ships or vessels fit and convenient licences or 
passes, and generally for the trading within the limits aforesaid of such ships or vessels. " 
And whereas in pursuance of such eflactments it is expedient to frame such Regulations 
as are mentioned therein, the compliance with which shall be required inorder that s! 
or vessels may be deemed Britixh ships, or be admitted to the privileges and advantages 
OfBritish ships undersuch Proclama'ion as aforesaid. 

It is hereby enacted, that no ship or vessel shall be deemed a British ship under such 
| Proclamation as aforesaid (except «8 regarda ships or vessels registered befor the passing 
of this Act, or having a pass at the time of passing thereof) unless the person or persous 
claiming property therein shall have caused the same to have been registered at some one af 
the ports hereinafter mentioned within the territories of the East India Company, and sball 
have obtained a certificate of such registry from the petsan or persons authorized to make 
such registry and grant such certificate as hereinafter directed ; the form of which certificate 
shall be as follows. 

“ This is to certify, that in pursyance of the Act No. X. of 1841 of the Governor General 
‘of India in Council (here insert the uames and orcupations and residence of subscribing 
owners) having made and sabscribed the declaration required by the said Act and baving 
declared that (le or they) together with (uqmes, occupations and residence of non-subscrl- 
ing owners, (is or are) sole ownet or owners, iu the proportions specified on the back 
hereof, of the ship or vessel called the (ship’s name) of (place at which the vessel shall 
de registered) Which is (of the burthen of number of tona,) and whereof (master’s name) 
fe master, and that the said ship or vessel was (when and where built) and (name and em- 
ployment of Surveying officer) having certified (o us that the said ship or vessel has (qumber) 
masts, that her (here iusert the measurement #s ascertained by the rules hereinafter 
mentioned) that she is (how rigged ) rigged with a (standing or running) bowsprit, is 
(description of stern,) sterned,(carvel or clincher) built, has (whether any or nu) gallery, 
and(kind of head, if any) head: and the suid subscribing owners having consented and 
agreed tothe above description, the sald ship or vessel called the (name) has been duty 
Tegistered at the port of (name of port,) certified under our hands at the Custom House, 
in the said port of (uame of port,) this (date) day of (uame of mouth) in the year (words 
at length.)

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Hi, Aud itis hereby enacted, that the ports at which registration shall be made, shall 
be the ports of Caloutta, Madras, Bombay, Singapore and such other places subordinate 
to the local Governments of India, as such Governments respectively may, from time to 
time, declare to be registering ports under this Act. Provided, that ships or vessels built 
at any place other than any of such ports, shall be allowed tomake their first voyage to 
any of such ports, being the ports at which itis intended they shall be registered, under 
acertificate to be granted by the principal British Officer at the place where the ship is 
built, or ifthere be no British Officer in authority there, then by three merchants of such 
place, which certificate shall contain all the particulars with reyard to the ownership and 
description of the ships or vessels contained ina certificate of registry, and shali specify 
the portaat which it is intended that they shall respectively be registered, and which 
certificate shall have allthe effect of a certificate of registry under this act, during the 
Grst voyage from the place of building to the porrs at which the ships or vessels respectively 
shall be afterwards registered. Provided that such ships or vessels so proceeding on their 
first voyage as aforeasid shall be deemed British ahips only, whilstduly prosecuting such 
first voyage for the purpose of registry within a reasonable time after their arrival at the 
portofregistry, the owuers, or masteror other person having or taking the command or 
cbarge of such ship or vessel shall be liable on information in any Court of Her Majesty 
‘or the East India Company by the Advocates General of the respective Presidencies toa 
penalty not exceeding 5,000 rupees. 

ALL, And it is hereby enacted, that the persons authorized to make sach registry, and 
to grant such certificate 4s aforesaid, shall be the persons now authoriged to make registry 
wf sbips or vexsels under the Statute 3.and4W. 4. Ch. 35, and such other or differeut 
‘persons as the local Governments may fro.n tim: to time appoint for the port under their 
respective Presidencies. 

IV. And it ishereby enacted, that at every port where registry shall be made in pur- 
Suance of this Act a book shall be kept by the Registering Officer in which all the particu- 
Jars canteiaed in the form of the certificate of the registry herein before directed to be used 
shall be duly entered; and every registry shall be numbered in progression beginning such 
progressive numeration at the commencement of each und every year. And such Register- 
ing Officer shall forthwith oe within one mouth at the furthest, send to the Governmeat 
of the Presidency to which be is subordinate a true and extract copy, together with the 
wnuber of every certificate which shall be by bim so granted. 

V. And it is hereby enacted, that no registry shall henceforth be made or certificate bs 
grated, ant{l the following declaration be made or subseribed before the Registering 
Officer, by the owneror major part of the owners of the ship or vessel required to be 
registered. 

1, A, By (of place of residence and occupation) do truly declare that the ship or 
vessel (uame) of (port or place) whercof (master’s name) is at present master, being 
(kind of built, burthen, etcetera, as described in the certificate of the Surveying Officer) 
was (when and where) built aud that I the said (A. B. ) and the other ownera (names aud 
occupations if any and where they respectively reside) am (or ure) truly and bona fide a 
Subject (ur subjects) of Her Majesty for whom the Governor General of India in Couucil 
haa power to legislate, and that no person not being subject as aforesaid, directly or indirectly 
hath any share or part interest in the said ship cr vessel. Provided that if the Registeriug 
Officer shallsee occasion to doubt the truth ofany of the facts contained in the abore 
declaration he shall not deem such declaration to be conclusive, but may refuse the 
registry or certificate, and his discretion exercised in his behalf shall be subject only to au 
appeal tothe local Goverument to which he is subordinate. 

Vi. And itis hereby enacted, that in case the required number of joint owners ef 
any shipor vessel shull not personally attend to make and subscribe the declaration hereiu 
before directed to be made and subscribed, then and ia sucb case such or owners as 
shall personally attend and make and subscribe the declarations aforesaid, shall further de- 
clare that the part ownersof such ship or vessel then absent, is or are not resident within 
twenty miles ofsuch port or place, and hath or have not to the best of his or their knowlege 
or belief, wilfully absented himself or tiremselves in order to avoid the marking the declaration 
herein before directed to be made and subscribed, or is or are prevented by illness from 
‘attending to make and sabscribe the said declaration. 

VI. And in order to enable the Registering Officer to grant a certificate truly and 

-accurately describing every ship of vessel to be registered in pufsuance of this Act, and 
also to enable all other Officers of Customs on dne examination, to discover whether auy 
such ship or Vessel is the same with that for which a certificate is alleged to huve been 
granted, it is hereby enacted, that previous to the registering or granting of any certificate 
of registry as aforesaid some one or more persons appointed by the local Governments res- 
pectively, taking to bis or their assistance ifhe of they shall judge it necessary, one or 
‘more person or persons skilled in the building aud admeasurement of ships, shall goon board 
of every such ebip or yessel that iy to be registered, and shall strictly and accurately exa- 
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mine and admeasure every such ship or vessel as to all and every particular contained in 
the form of the certificate herein before directed inthe presence of tbe master, or of any 
other person who shall be appointed for that parpore on the part of the owner orowaers or in 
hisor their absence by the suid master, and shall deliver a true and just account in writing of 
all such particulars of the build, description, and admeasurement of every such ship or 
vessel as are specified in the form of the certificate above recited to the Officer authorized 
to make such registry and grant such certiticate of registry as aforesaid ; and the said 
master or other person attending on the part of the owner or owners is hereby required te 
sign his name also to the certificate ofsuch surveying or Examining Officer, in tetmonyst 
of the truth thereof, provided such master or other person shall consent aod agree to the 
several particulars set forth and described therein. 

Vill, Andit is hereby enacted, that fromand after the commencement of this Act 
thetonnage of every shipor vessel required by law to be registered, shalt previous to her 
being registered, be measured and ascertained while her hold is elear, and according to 
the following rule ; (that is to say) divide the length of the upper deck betweeu the 
afterpart of the stern and theforepart ofthe stern-post into six equal parts. Depths: 
at the foremost, the middle, and the aftermost of those points of division, meastre in 
feet and decimal parts of a foot the depths from the underside ofthe upper deck to the 
ceiling at the limber atrake. In the case of « break fn the upper deck, the depths are to be 
measured froin a line etretched in a continuation of the deck. Breadths: divide each of 
those three depths into five equal parts and measure the inside breadths at the following 
points, videlicet, at one-fifth and at four.fitths from the upper deck of the foremost and 
aftermust depths, and at two-fifths and four-fifths from the upper deck of the midship 
depth. Length, at half the midship depth measure the length of the vessel from the 
aftespart of the stern to the forepart ofthe sternpost, then to twice the midship depth 
add the foremost and the aftermost depth for the sum of the depths ; add together the apper 
and lower breadths at the foremost division, three times, the upper breadth, and the lower 
breadth at the midship division, and the upper and twice the lower breadth at the after 
division, for the sum of the breadths: then multiply the sum of the depths by the sam of the 
breadths and this product by the length, and divide the final product by three thousand, five 
hundred, which will give the number of tons for register. If the vessel have @ poop or 
half deck, or a break in the upper deck measure the inside mean length, breadth and height 
of uch part thereof as may be included within the butk head ; multiply these three mes- 
surements together and dividing the product by 92,4 the quotient will be the number of 
tons to be added totbe result as above found. Jn order to ascertain the tonnage of open 
vessels, the depths are to be measured from the upper edge of the upper strake. 

IX. And it ishereby provided, that ineach of the several rules hereinbefore prescribed 
when applied for the purpose of ascertaining the tonnage of any ship or vesss! propelled 
by steam, the tonnage due to the cubical contents of the engine room sball be deducted from 
the total tonnage of the vessel as determined by either of the rules aforesaid, and the re- 
soainder shall be deemed the true register tonnage of the said ship or vessel. The ton- 
nage due to the cubical contents of the engine room shall be determined in the following 
moanner ; that is to say measure the inside length of the engine room in feet and decimal 
parts of a foot from the foremost to the aftermost bulk-head, then multiply the said length 
by the depth ofthe ship or vessel at the midship division ae aforesaid, and the product by 
the inside breadth at the same division at two fifths of the depth from the deck taken as 
aforesaid, and divide the last product by 92,4, and the quotient shal! be deemed the tonnege 
doe tothe cubical contents of the engine room. 

X. Anditis bereby provided, that the tonnage due tothe cubical contents of the 
engine room shall be set forth in the certificate of registry as part of the description 
of the shipor vessel, end that any alteration ofsuch tonnage due to the cubical contents 
ot theengine room or of such length of the engine room after registry, shall be deemed to 
be en alteration requiring registry de novo within the meaning of the said act for the re- 
gistering of ships or vessels. 

Xl. Anditia hereby enacted that for the purpose of ascertaining the tonnage of all 
such ships whether belonging to the United Kingdom or otherwise, as there shall be occa- 
sion to measure while their cargoes ere on board, the following rule ahell be observed 
aud is hereby estsblished ; (that is to say,) measure first the length on the upper deck 
het ween the afterpart of the stern and the forepart of the sternpost; aecondly, the inside 
breadth on the underside of the upper deck at the middle point of the length ; and thirdly, 
the depth from the underside of the upper deck down the pump well to the skin, multiply 
these three dimensions together, and divide the productby one hundred and thirty, 
and the quotient will be the amount of the register tonnage of auch ships. 

XII. And it is hereby enacted that the true amount of the register tonnage of every 
merchant ship or vessel belonging to the United Kingdom, to be ascertained according 
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to’ the rule by this act established in respect of such ships, shall be deeply carved or cut 
in figures of at least three inches in length on themain beam of every such ship or vessel 
prior to her being registered. 

XII. And itis hereby provided that Country Creft employed in Coasting voyages 
not exceeding the burden of 200tons may be registered and the tonnage marked accurd- 
ing to rules to be prescribed from time to time by tho respective local Governments, 

XIV. And it is hereby enacted, that whenever the tonnage of any ship or vessel 
shall have been ascertained according to the rules herein prescribed such account of 
tonnage shall ever after bedeemed the tonnage of such ship or vessel, and shall be re- 
peated in every subsequent registry of such ship or vessel, unless it shall happen that any 
alteration has beea made in the form or burden of such ship or vessel, or it shall be dis- 
covered that the tonoage of such ship or vessel had been erroneously taken and com- 
puted. 

XV. And it ie hereby enacted, that ifsach certificate as afuresaid shall be sold, lent, 
or otherwise disposed of to any person or persons whatever than those for whose use it 
is granted, or shall be made use of for the service of any other ship or vessel than the 
ship or vesselfor which it is granted, such certificate shall thenceforth be utterly void, 
and the master or any owner of the sbip or vessel who shall be proved to have sold, lent, 
or disposed of such certificate or Mmadeute of the same as aforesaid, or shall have 
concurred in or been privy to the committing any such offence, shall be liable upon con. 
vietion by information as aforesaid to a penalty not exceeding 10,000 rupees. And in 
case such shipor vessel shall be lost or taken by the enemy, burnt, or broken up or other- 
wise prevented from returning to the port at which she is registered, or shall ou any account 
hace lost and forfeited the privileges of a British ship, or shall have been seized and le. 
gally condemned forillicit trading, or shall have been tsken in execution for debt and 
sold by due process of law, or shall have been sold to the Crown or the Fast India 
Company, or shall under any circumstances have been registered de uovo, the certificate, 
if preserved, shall be delivered up, within one month after the arrivalof the master iu 
any port or place in the territories of the East Indis Company to the Registering Of- 
ficer at such port, in default whereof the master or any of the owners shall be liable on 
conviction by information as aforesaid to a penalty not exceeding 5,000 rupees. And if 
any person not being such subject asaforessid sball purchase or otherwise become en- 
titled to the whole or to any part or share or of any interest in such ship or vessel, 
and the same shall be within the limits of any port of the territories of the East India Com- 
pany, then in such case the certificate of registry shall within seven days after such purchase 
or transfer of property iu such abip or vessel, be delivered up to the Regi ing Officer at 
such port, and if such ship or vessel shall be in auy place not within the territories of 
the East Iodia Company when such purchase or transfer of property shall take 
place, then the certificate shall be delivered up within fourteen days after the ar- 
rival of such ship or vessel, or of the master thereof in any port of the territories 
of the East India Company to the Registering Officer at such port, in default whereof 
the master or any of the owners shall be liable on conviction belore any Justice of the 
Peace in u penalty not exceeding 5,000 rupees recoverable in the mauner provided by 
Act No. 2 of 1839. 

XVI. And it is hereby enacted, that when and so often as the master of any ship or 
vessel registered in manner hereinbefore directed shall be changed, the master or owner of 
such ship or vessel shall deliver tu the person or persons hereinbefore authorized to make such 
registry and grant such certificates of registry at the port wheresuch charg Ii take place, 
if it be a port within the territories of the East India Company, the certificate of registry 
belonging to such ship or vessel, who shall thereupon indorse and subscribe a memoran— 
dum of such change, and shall forthwith give notice of the same to the proper officer of 
the port or place where such ship or vessel was last registered, pursuant to this Act, who 
shall likewise make a meworendum of the same in the book of registers which is hereby 
direoted and required to be kept, and shall forthwith give notice thereof in like mauner 
as of the original entry. But if the change do not tuke place in any port within the 
the territories of the East India Company, then such delivery, memorandum and indorse- 
ment shall be made and notice given at the first port within the territo:ies of the East 
India Company at which the new master shall arrive after such change. In default of 
which delivery of the certificate such new master or any of the owners shall be liable 
vn conviction before a Justice of the Peace, toa penalty not exceeding 5,000 Ropees 
recoverable as aforesaid. 

XVII. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall not be lawfnl for any owner or owners 
of any ship or vessel, to give any name to such ship or vessel other than that by which 
she was first recistered in pursuance of this Act, and that the owner or owners of all and 
every ship or vessel which shall be so 1egistered shall, before such ship or vessel after such 
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registry, sball begin to take in any cargo, paint, or cause to be painted, in white or yellow 
Jetters of a length of not less than four inches wpon a black ground on some conspicuous 
part of the steru, the name by which such ship or versel shall have been registered 
pursuant to this Act, and the port to which she belongsin a distinct and legible manner 
and shall so keep and preserve the same, and that if such owner orowners, or master or 
other persou baving or taking the charge or command of such ship or vessel, shall permit 
such ship or vessel, to beginto take in cargo before the name of such ship ur vessel 
has been so painted as aforesaid, or shall wilfully alter, erase, obliterate, or in any 
wise hide or conceal, or cauge, or procure, oF permit, the same to be done or shallin any 
written or piinted paper, or other document describe such ship or vessel by any name other 
than that by which she was first registered pursnant to this Act, or shall verbally describe 
or Cause or procure or permit such ship or vessel to be described by any other name to aay 
officer or officers of Revenue in the due execution of his or theirduty, then and in 
every such case the certificate of registry shall thenceforth become utterly void, and 
such owner or master or other person having or taking the charge or command of ‘uch 
ship of vessel shall be liable on iuformation as aforesaid to @ penalty mot exceeding, 
10,000 rupees. 7 

XVIII. And it is hereby enacted, that all and every person and persons who shell, 
apply fora certificate of the registry of any ship or vessel shall, and they are hereby 
required to produce to the person or persons authorized to grant such certificate, @ tree 
and full particular onder the hand of the builder of such ship or vessel, or in case the 
want of such certificate can be satisfactorily accounted for, then to produce other 
sufficient evidence of the proper denomination, and of the time when and the place where 
such ship or vessel was built, and also an exact account of the tonnage of such ship 
or vessel, and shall also make and subscribe a declaration before the person or persons 
hereinbefure authorized to grant such certificate thst the ship or vessel fur which such 
certificate is required is the same with that which is sodescribed by the builder as 
aforesnid, 

XIX. And it is hereby enacted. that if the certificate of registry of any ship or vessel 
shall be lost or mislaid, so that the same vessel when needful, and prooff thereof shall 
be made to the satisfaction of the Registering Officer of the port at which the ship is 
registered, such Officer shall and may, where the certificato shall have been lost or 
mislaid, permit such ship or vessel to be registered de novo and a certificate therof 
tebe granted. Provided always that if such ship or vessel be absent and fur distant 
from the port to which she belongs or by reason of the absence of the owner or owners, 
or of any other impediment, registry of the same cannot then be made in safficieat 
time, such Registering Officer shall aud may grant a license for the preent use of 
such ship or vessel, which license shall for the time and to the extent specified therein 
and no longer, be of the sume force and virtne as a certiticate of registry granted 
under this Act. Provided always that if the certificate of registry shall at any time 
afterwards be found, the same shall be forthwith delivered to the proper Officers of 
Customs tu be cancelled, and that no illegat use be made of the same in default whereof, 
the original certificate and the renewed certificnte and license shall thenceforth become 
utterly void, and any persun wilfally detaining the certificate 60 required to be cancelled, 
or making any illegal use thereof, shall be liable on conviction before any Justice in 
a penalty not exceeding 5000 rupees recoverable asaforessid. 

XX. And whereas it is not proper that any person under any pretence whatever 
should detain the certificate of registry of any ship or vessel, or hold the same for avy 
Purpose other than the lawful use and navigation of the ship or vessel for which it was 
granted, it is therefore hereby enacted, that in case any person who shall have received 
or obtained by any means or purpose whatever the certilicate of the registry of any 
such ship or any vessel (whether such persen shall claim to be the master or to be the owner 
or one of the owners of such hip or vessel, or not,) shall wilfully detain and refuse to deliver 
‘up the same to the proper Officers of Customs, for the purposes of such ship or vessel 
as occasion shall reqnire, or to the person or persons having the actual command, pos- 
session, and management of such ship or ve-sel as the ostensible and reputed owner or 
owners thereof, it may and shall be lawful to and for any such last mentioned person to 
make complaint on oath of such detniner and refusul tonny Justice of the Peace re- 
siding near to the place where such detainer and refuser shall be, and on snch comj| at 
the said Justice shall and is hereby required by warrant under his hand and seal, to Cause 
the person so complained against to be brought befure him to be examined touching auch 
detuiver and refusal, and if itehallappear to the said Justice on examination of such 
person or otherwise that the said certificate of registry is not lost or mislaid, but is wilfully 
detained by the said person, such person shall be subject on conviction betore such Justice 
to a penalty not exceeding 1,0U0 rupees, recoverable as aforesaid, and tle said Justice 8 sail, 
and he is hereby required to certify the afyresaid detainer, refusel, and conviction to the pera 
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son or persons who granted such certificate of registry for such ship or vessel who shall on 
the terms and Conditions of law being complied with make registry of such sbip or vessel de 
novo, and grant a certificate thereof conformably to law notifying on the back of euch 
certificate the ground upon which the ship or vessel was so registered denovo; and if the 
person who shall have detained and refused to deliver up such certificate of registry as 
aforesaid, ot shall be verily believed to bave detained the same, shall have absconded so 
that the said warrant ofthe Justice cannot be executed uyon him, and proof thereof shall 
be made to the satisfaction of the Registering Olficer of the port at which the ship or 
vessel was registered, it shall be lawful for the said officer to punish such ship or vessel 
to be registered de novo, or otherwise, in his discretion to grant a license for the present 
use of such ship or vessel in like manner as is herein before Provided in the case wherein 
the certificate of registry is lost or mislaid, 

XXI. And it is hereby enacted, that if any ship or veseel after she shall have been re- 
gistered pursuant to the directions of this Act, shallin any manner whatever be altered so 
as uot to correapond with all the particulars contained in the certificnte of her registry, 
or if any alteration shall take place in the ownership of any ship or vessel, or of any shares 
thereof, in such cases such ship or vessel shall be registered de novo in manner hereinbe- 
fore required as soon as sbe returns to the port to which she belongs, or to any other 
port within the territories of the East India Company, on failure whereof such ship or 
vessel shall be deemed to bea shipor vessel not duly registered, And any person making 
use of a certificate fur the purpuses of any ship or vessel which has been granted in res- 
pect of the same, after the same ought to have been registered, de novo, shall be liable 
on conviction. before any Justice to a penalty not exceeding 5,000 rupees recoverable as 
aforesaid. 

XXII. And whereas great inconvenience may arise from the Registering Ofi- 
cers being served with subpoenas requiring them to bring with them and pro- 
duce, on trails in Courts of Law relative to the ownership of vessels, or otherwise the 
declaration required to be taken by the owners thereof prior to the registering thereof, and 
the books of registry, or copies or extracts therefrom. And whereas it would tend 
much to the dispatch of business if the attendance of such Registering Officers with the 
same upon such trials were dispensed with, it is therefore hereby enacted, that the Re- 
gistering Officer at any port or place and the persun or persons acting for them respec— 
tively, shall upon every reasonable request by any person whomsoever, produce and 
exhibit for his, her or their inspection and examination any declaration made by uny such 
owner or owners, and also any register or entry in any books of registry required, and shall 
upon every reasonable request by any person or persons whomsoever, permit him her or 
them to take acopy or Copies or an extract or extracts thereof respectively, be allowed and 
received as evidence upon every trial at law, without the production of the original or origi- 
nals, and without the testimony or attendance of any Registering Officer, or other person 
or persons acting for them respectively, in all cases, as fully and to all intents and purposes 
as such original or originals if produced by any Registering Officer, or other person of pere 
sons acting for them, could or might legally be adwitted or received in evidence. 

XNIIL  Anditishereby enacted, that if any person or persons shall falsely make 
declaration to any of the matters hereinbefore required to be verified by declaration, or 
if any person or persons shall counterfeit, erase, alter or falsify any certificate or other in- 
strument writing required or directed to be obtained, granted, or produced this Act, or shall 
knowingly or wilfully make use of any certificate or other instrument so counterfeited, era- 
sed, altered, falsified or shall wilfully grant such certificate or other instrument writing, 
knowing it to be false, such person or persons shall for every such offence be liable on con= 
viction upon information as aforesaid to a penalty not exceeding 10,000 rupees. And ifs 
any such offence be committed by the owner of any ship or vessel, the certificate of such 
ship or vessel shallhenceforth be wholly void. 

XXIV, And it is hereby enacted, that when any ship or vessel duly registered under 
this Act or sailing under the British Navigation Law, shall come tobe owned by a Native 
Prince or State, or by any subject of such Native Prince or State as aforesaid, it shall be 
lawful for the Governor of Fort Wiiliam in Bengal, or for the Governor in Council of any 
Presidency, to Continue to such ship or vessel the privileges aud advantages of a British 
ship for the purposes aforesaid by a passto be issued under the Company’s Seal and 
subscribed by a Secretary to Government stating the voyage or voyages for which the 
same is to have effect, and the period tur which it is to last: aud it shall be lawful for the 
Governor of Fort William in Bengal, or the Governor in Couucil of avy Presidency, to 
issue a similar pass conférring the privileges and advantages of a British ship for the pur- 
poses aforesaid under his Act to any shipor vessel built within the dominions of such 
Native Prince or State, and owned by such Prince or State, or by any of their sub- 
jects, provided always, that the ships belonging to Native Princes or States, or their 
subjects, in respect of which passes may be granted under this Act shall, during the voy- 
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age or voyages, or the period for which any such pass shall be granted be commanded by 
asubject of Her Majesty for whom the Governor General in Courci] has power to 
legislate. 

XXV. And it is hereby enacted, that the fees demandable in respect of the gravting 
any certificate or pass under this Act aball be fixed from time to time according to the 
directions of the Governor Generali in Council, but so that the same shall uot exceed the 
amount of fees now payable for registering or granting passes to ships or vessels at the 
different Presidencies. 

XXVI. And itis hereby declared, and enacted, that all ships or vessels registered 
under this Act, shall be deemed to belong to the ports at which they shall be respectively 
registered. And all ships or vessels being registered or in respect of which passes may 
have been granted which are unexpired at this time of passing this Act, shall for the 
purpose of being deemed British ships be deemed to belong to the ports at which they 
may have been registered or when passes shall have been grauted which are unexpired, at 
which such passes may have been respectively granted. And such ships or vessels built 
and owned as required by the Statute 3 and 4 Vict. Ch.56, shall continue subject to all 
the rules in force at the respective Presidencies before the passing of this Act, or any pro- 
visions of the Statute law,a compliance with which may heretofore have been necessary 
in order that ships, vessels built and owned as aforesaid might be deemed British ships for 


the purposes of trade.

PROCLAMATION. 

The Governor General of India in Council hereby declares that all ships and vessels built 
or to be built within the limits of the Charter to the East India Company (as those limits 
are defined by the Statute 3d and 4th of Queen Victoria Cap. 56 entitled ‘“* An Act, 
farther to regulate the trade of ships built and trading within the limits ofthe East India 
Compsnie’s charter,’’) being owned by Her Majesty's subjects for whom the said Governor 
General in Council has power to logislate and belonging under the provisions of the Act 
passed by the Governor General in Council No. X. of 1841, to any ports in territories, 
under the Government of the East India Company shall be deemed to be British ships for 
all purposes of trade within the said limits, including the Cape of Good Hope and the ter- 
ritories and dependencies thereof.

Act No. XXVII, ov 1837. 


I. It is hereby enacto’, that from the 15th day of December 1837, there shall be paid 
to the Governthent on every maund of 3,200 tolas of Salt that thay be delivered from any 
Salt work in the térritories subject to the Government of ths Presidency of Bombay, adaty 
of eight dhnas,* except only in cases in which the Governor in couucil of Bombay may 
grant a remission of duch duty. 7 

‘Ii. Atd it is hereby enacted, that from the said day Salt shall not be manufactured 
at #ny place within the said territories, unless the person conducting the manufacture 
shail have given notice in writing to the Collector of the district in ‘which the pluce of ma- 
nufactare may be situated, of bis intention to manufacture Salt at the place ; and every 
such notice shall contaia a true and accurate description of the situation of the works, 
and ofthe name by which they ate known and of the person, giving notice of manufactur- 
ing Balt at more places than one aud of the distance at which those placed are from each 
other. 

YI. And it is hereby enacted, that upon receiving such notice as fs prescribed in the 
last preceding Section of this Act, the Collectot of the District shall, by an order under his 
seal and signature, depute one, or more Officers, who shall be stationed for such time as 
the said Collector shall direct at every such ptave of manufactore. 

IV. Andit is hereby enacted, that every Officer stationed at any. Salt works in the 
manner described in the last preceding Section of this Act, shall be entitled to have frew.

Steamers will be placed on the list uf applica:.ts for Gains, in the orjer in woich 
they now staud. 

Rules for the engagement of Passages aid 1:20 2 antation of Passengers in tre 
Government Steam Packets, betweea Bombay, and, Suez : 

1. Application for passage is tobe made at ne O.fice of the slaster Atten- 
dant in Bombay, and at other Ports to the Conmauder, 

- 2. ‘The Vessel which conveys the Muiliniend-d tb reach Su-z on the 19th of 
any month is to be designated the Steamer of tuat month ; toriustance the January 
Steamer is the one which is des'ine: to reach Suez on the 19th January, although 
leaving Bombay. possibly before the end of December,
